On  page  88,  in  the  same  work,  where 
.Menno  M’rites  concerning  receiving  bap- 
liam  on  faith,  he  again  refers  to  those  who 
would  not  receive  this  commande<l  bap- 
tism, and  says:  “Wie  so  ongeloovig  en 
wederspannig  is,  dat  hy  Godt  een  hand  vol 
waters  weigert,  hoe  hem  die  in  dat  lief  heb- 
ben  sijnden  vyau  den, in  dat  absterben  sijns 
vleechs,  in  den  dienst  sijnes  naesten,  en  in 
dat  obnemen  des  Christelijeken  Kreuyees 
sehicken  kan,  wdl  ick  den  vlijtigen  Leeser 
in  de  vreese  sijns  Godts  laten  nadenken.”f 
In  English:  “How  any  one,  who  is  so 
unbelieving  and  rebellious,  that  he  refuses 
God  a handful  op  water,'  can  confo’rm 
himself  to  love  his  enemies,  mortify  the 
flesh  to  the  service  of  his  neighbor,  and  to 
take  up  the  cross  of  Christ,  I will  leave 
the  serious  reader  to  reflect  upon  in  the 
fear  of  God.” 

In  these  j)assages  Menno  speaks  of  bap- 
tism on  faith  according  to  the  command 
of  God,  and  holds,  that  those  who  con- 
sider this  baptism  unnecessary,  and  refuse 
to  receive  it,  are  not  born  of  God,  else 
they  woxild  not  refuse  God  a handful 
of  water , I think  these  two  passages 

should  already  l>e  sufticient  to  convince 
the  reader  that  iVfenno  did  not  immerse, 
but  emploged  a hand f ul  of  water,  in 
the  administration  ot  this  commanded 
baptism,  concerning  which  he  wrote;  for 
no  immersionist  ever  expressed  himself  in 
this  manner  as  .Menno  did  in  these  jias- 
sages.  These  expressions  so  resemble 
]>ouring  baptism  that  we  can  for  a cer- 
tainty understand  therefiKun  that  Menno 
poured  in  the  administration  of  holv 
b.aptism.  He  does  not  speak  thereof,  that 
these  gainsayers  reject  an  ordinance  of 
man  arnl  refuse  it;  but  that  thev  refuse  it 
to  (rod,  and  are  disobedient  to  his  com- 
mand; yes  that  they  are  unbelieving  and 
stubbon,  '^rho.n  theg  refuse  God  a hand- 
pnl  of  v'nte.r.  I venture  to  say  that  he 
'N  o tries  to  wrest  these  expressions  from 
their  i.rupor  meaning,  will  find  it  har<l 
work  to  give  his  cause  an  appearance, 
isut  heedless  of  these  |)lain  expressions  of 
.MeniK)  in  reference  to  baptism,  there  are 
many  imimM-sionists  who  claim  that  Men- 
no immersed.

“Morgan  Edwards  (as  quoted  by  Benedict, 
in  his  history  of  the  Baptists,  page  132), 
says:  ‘The  Mounonit^  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  htive  some- 
what deviat/Cd  from  Menno  in  matters 
both  of  faith  and  practice,  particularly 
in  that  of  baptispi.  He,  in  his  declaration 
concerning  G'hristian  bajitisin  in  water, 
printed  in  1539,  (page  24),  expressly 
saith:  “After  we  have  searched  ever  so 
diligently,  we  shall  find  no  other  baptism 
besides  dipping  in  water,  which  is  ac-' 
ceptable  to  God,  and  maintained  in  his 
word.’  After  which  he  adds,  (page  39), 
‘Let  who  will  oppose,  this  is  the  only 
mode  of  baptism  that  Jesus  Christ  in- 
stituted, and  the  apostles  taught  and 
practiced.  Acconlingly  Menno  was 
dipiKHl  and  did  dip  othei-s.”  The  quota- 
tion on  jiage  39,  was  originally  written  in 
Latin,  and  therefoi*e  I will  only  give  the 
quotation  on  page  24,  written"  in  the 
Holland  L:inguage,  as  it  stands  in  the 
edition  of  1681.  The  quotation  on  page 
24,  printed  1539  (yet  in  Menno’s  lifetime), 
stands  in  the  above  named  edition,  jiage 
409,  as  follows:  * “Want  hoe  neerstelyk 
wy  00k  soeken,  des  nachts  ende  daegs, 
soo  bevinden  wy  nochtans  niet  meer  dan 
een  doopsel  in  deh  Water  dat  (Jodt  aenge- 
nnem  is,  uytgednickt  enden  begrepen  in 
Godts  wool!,  namelyck,  dit  doopsel  oji  den 
Geloove.”  Translated:  f“For  however 
industriously  we  may  search,  day  and 
night,  we  yet  find  but  one  iKiptismrjn  the 
w'ater,  pleasing  to  God,  which  is  contained 
and  e.Kpressed  in  his  word,  namely:  Bap- 
tism on  the  confession  of  faith.” 

Now,  l>elove<i  rt‘ader,  you  can  see  the 
great  difference  Ixdween  these  transla- 
tions. Morgan  Edwards  makes  Menno 
express  himself,  ns  though  he  had  made 
this  expression  to  show  that  there  was  no 
other  bastism,  save  the  dip|)ing  in  water; 
and  to  gain  this  end,  he  translated  the 
word  doopsel  that  first  used  in  this 
passage,  baptism,  hm\  the  following  word 
doopsel  which  Menno  repeated,  to  say 
wlmt  baptism  he  meant;  namely,  ‘•'■the. 
baptimi  on  faith  f Edward?  translated 
dipping;  to  inake  Menno  say,  that  there 
was  no  other  baptism,  save  the  dip[)ing  in 
water.  Morgan  Btlwards  translated  "the 
word  doopsel,  whii^h  occurs  twice  in  this 
passage, in  twodifferent  meanings;  namely, 
in  the  sense  to  describe  baptism  as  an 
ordinance,  and  to  describe  the  moth*  of 
administration  thereof,  as  though  it  must 
be  administ«M*txl  by  dipping  in  wat(‘r.  But 
Menno  used  the  Avord  both  times 

in  the  same  sense  to  describe  the  ordi- 
nance of  baptism,  to  say  thereby,  that  no 
other  baptism  is  contained  in  the  Avord  of 
God  than  the  baptism  of  faith.  'I’his  can 
be  clearly  understood  by  the  readiiur  on 
the  same  page  where  this  passage  occurs, 
which  Avas  incori-ectly  translated  by  M. 
EdAvards.  For  in  this  page  (409),  Menno 


places  beforojhe  l eatler  for  consideration, 
whether  he  ever  read  in  the  word  of 
God,  that  Jesus  Christ  and  his  apostles 
ever  taught  tAvo  baptisms  in  the  Avater, 
namely,  that  the  one  should  be  adminis- 
tered to  the  believing,  Avhich  is  death  to 
sin,  a resurrection  to  a iicav  life,  a cove- 
nant of  a good  conscience  Avith  God,  a 
AA'ashing  of  regeneration,  Rom.  6:  12; 
Col.  2 ; 12  ; 1 Pet.  3:21;  Tit.  3:5;  and 
that  the  other  baptism  should  be  admin- 
istered to  little  children,  Avhich  represents 
nothing,  but  only,  that  they  are  AA'ashed 
outAA^ardly  Avith  Avater.  In  this  sense 
Menno,  no  doubt,  also  used  the  Latin 
passage,  and  desired  to  confinn  his  former 
proofs,  and  says:  “This  is  the  only  mode 
of  baptism,  Aviiich  Jesus  Christ  instituted, 
and  the  a])Ostles  taught  and  jiracticed.” 
English  eilition  Part  2nd,  page  231. 
Whether  the  Avriter  referred  to  above 
Avillfully  counterfeited  this  passage  or 
not,  I would  not  say;  but  to  make  the 
best  of  it,  he  must  iuvve  suffered  himself 
to  be  very  easily  satisfied  Avith  a shallow 
and  heedless  examination  in  giving  this 
false  translation,  Avhich  has  already  de- 
ceiA'cd  many,  and  Avhich,  like  counterfeit 
money,  is  taken  for  genuine  money  by 
many  because  they  do  not  knoAv  it. ' He 
g.ave  cause  that  many  receiA  ed  his  tnins- 
lation  and  circulated  it  in  the  AA'orld  to 
the  grief  of  those  Avho  knoAv  that  it  is

Amongst  those  Avho  took  part  in  the 
circulation  of  tliis  false  transl.ation,  is  Ira 
Chase;  to  Avhom  was  Avritttm  concerning 
this  matter,  (as  Musser  says,  on  page 
202,  in  bis  AA'ork);  and  he  wrote  as  an 
ansAver  amongst  other  things  as  folloAvs: 
‘‘Mr.  Edwards,  aa'C  doubt  not,  misunder- 
stood the  Avords  Avhich  he  quoted.  Had  he 
been  t;uniliar  AA'ith  tin*  Diitidi  Ijanguage, 
and  had  he  examined  Avhat  precedes  and 
what  folloAVS  those  Avords,  he  Avoiild  not 
have  quoted  them  for  the  juirposc  for 
Avhich  he  brought  them  foi  Avard.  It  would 
be  entirely  Avrong  to  suspect  him  of  auv 
intention  to  deceive  his  readers.  We  cmi 
see  hoAV  the  mistake  here  was  very  easily 
made;  Jiiul  this  naturally  Icil  to  a similaV 
mistake,  in  regard  to  the  Lain  jiassage 
mentioned  also  by  him  in  this  connection. 
By  the  jias.sage  Modus  baptizanti,  we 
suppose  that  .Menno  there  referred,  not  to 
Avbat  is  noAV  commonly  understood,  Avhen 
we  spe.ak  of  the  /nonfe  o f'  haptizing,\n\i  to

But  I must  confess  that  I cannot  so 
easily  see  hoAV  .Morgan  EdAvards  eould

.says  be  can.  But  as  I knoAV  th.at  it  is  the 
nature  of  men,  that  they  can  very  ea.sily 
defeml  their  beloA'ed  brethren  in  a AA'rong 
matter,  .and  olt«‘n  hide  their  faults  w ith 
fig-leaves;  therefore  £ can  perceive  Avhv 
I.  Chase  could  more  easily  see  how  this 
could  hapjion  than  I can,  for  I believe 
they  .are  both  B.ajitists.  [ believe  that

immersionist,  to  make  it  .appear  better 
that  they  Avere  in  unity  Avith  3£enno. 
Party  spirit  blinds  the  eyes  of  many  jier- 
sons  in  such  a manner,  that  they  often  do 
things  Avhich  are  .so  unbecoming,  that  they 
would  be  ashamed  of  them  themselves, 
if  tlu*y  Avoiild  thoroughly  examine  them. 

Daniel  Mu.s.ser,  in  his  Avork,  page  203, 
saA's,  concerning  this  matter:  “Whether 

.Morgan  EdAvards  intemled  to  deceive  his 
reader.s  or  not,  he  is  certainly  guilty  of 
very  gre.af  carelessness  in  inaking  such  an 
assertion  Avithoiit  umh'rstaiKliiig  the  lan- 
guage, .ami  Avithoiit  observing,  ‘Avhat  pre- 
ceded or  AA'hat  followed  after;’  and  hoAV 
dill  he  h.a]»pen  to.  find  the  tAvo  jiassages  so 
artfully  coupled  together,  Avithoiit  ili.scoA'- 
ering  that  the  aiitbor  had  reference  to 
(luite  .‘mother  subject,  than  the  mode  of 
administering  the  rite*:*  and  hoAV  did  he 
<*onie  to  get  the  Avord  ‘•dipping  in'  Avhere 
there  is  no  sense  in  the  application?” 

We  can  infer  from  Musser’s  Avritings 
that  ,1.  N.  BroAvn  Avas  al.so  addressed  by  a 
letter,  but  Avas  not  so  Avilling  to  acknoAA'l- 
edge  his  error  as  his  brother,  Ira  Chase. 

I iiope  that  the  time  is  yet  coming  that 
many,  if  not  all,  Avill  yet  cordially  confe.ss 
th:it  Morgan  EdAvards  gave  a Avrong  trans- 
lation. 

In  the  Weeklg  Pilgrim  of  Sej»t.  21st 
1875,  a letter  Avritten  liy  Abraham  Cas.sel 
was  published,  in  Avhich  he  justifies  the 
translation  of  ]Mr.  EilAA’.ards;  and  says, 
'That  be  knoAvs  no  other  word  in  the 
Loav  Dutch  language,  AA'hich  means  to 
dip  (or  immerse);  and  also  in  it  made 
reference  to  his  excellent  library,  and 
that  he  xvas,  as  it  AA'ere,  “buried  in 
books,”  Avhich  exjiression  he  ajipears  to 
haA'e  made  to  make  the  more  impre.ssion 
upon  the  reader,  if  not  :ilso  from  A.ain 
bo.'isting.  He  has  Menno  Simou’^  book, 
printed  in  To39;  and  also  his  ‘‘Complete 
Works,”  printed  in  the  year  1646.  He 
confesses  that  the  ]>assage  in  the  large 
work,  and  that  in  the  AVork  jirinted, 
1539,  .agree  strictly  Avith  each  other.  I 
also  once,  in  his  presence,  Avith  him, 
cxamiiKHl  this  passage  in  V>oth  of  these 
works,  and  kiioAv  that  they  agree,  Avord 
for.  Avord  in  both  Avorks.  But  if  Cassel 
Inis  not  examined  his  other  Avorks  more 
thoroughly  than  he  did  “^Meiino’s  Com- 
plete Works,”  it  Avould  l>e  very  nece.s- 
saiw  to  Avatch  him  closely,  and  not  j>ut 
too  'much  confidence  in  him,  lest  Ave  be 
decciAcd  by  him.  'Phis  remark  I make 
l»eVausc\  T knoAv  by  ex]»erience,  that  he 
de^iires  our  confidence  in  reference  to 
what  h(*  proiluces;  and  because  I believe 
that  by  the  aboAe  i*xpression  he  has  made 
a considt'rable  imjnvssion  upon  his  re:id- 
I’l's,  Avho  also  (h’sin*  to  IniAe  tin*  m.atter  as 
he  says.  That  he  is  very  ignorant  and

Then  yet  folloAAs:  ‘‘No, 
AAorthy  brethren,  no:  the  iieAV  birth  is  in 
truth  no  Avater  nor  AVord;  but  it  is  a 
heavenly,  living  and  moving  jxiAver  of 
God  in  our  he.arts,  that  floAvs  from  God.” 
[This  is  my  translation].  I hope  the  reader 
is  noAv  able  to  see  that  thei-e  are  other 
Avords  than  doop  to  express  immersion; 
for  in  the  first  passage  Menno  uses  “ in- 
druckinge" ; .and  in  the  second,  “c/wyck- 
en,"  to  express  immer.sion  thercAvith. 

I hope  that  Cassel  will  be  sufficiently 
upright  to  recall  his  erroneou.s  viewa  Who 
cannot  noAV  see  that  if  Menno  in  the  pas- 
s.age  AA'here  he  says:”  Soo  l>evinden  Avy 
nochtims  niet  meer  dan  een  doopsel  in 
den  w ater,”  Ac.,  intended  to  te.ach  dip- 
ping as  the  only  baptism,  that  he  would 
have  employed  indneokinge  ov  dugcken,

Avith  as  baptism,  but  alAA‘ays 

or  dugcken.  The  Avord  is  nev'ertheless 
also  used  to  express  dipping  or  immer- 
sion; but  it  also  has  the  sense  w'hich  we 
ui'.derstand  by  the  word  baptize.  And  it 
Avould  be  an  entire  erroneous  way  to  prove 
that  Ave  practice  immersion,  because  Ave 
employ  the  AA'ord  baptism, both  in  teaching 
and  AAu-iting,  to  express  this  holy  ordi- 
nance. Charles  Tauchnitz  gives  baptism 
as  one  meaning  of  doop,  in  his  Loav 
Dutch,  Engli.sh  Dictionary.  Gottfried 
Ov'ermann,  in  his  Loav'  Dutch,  Gt^rman 
Dictionary,  gives,  "-Doopen,  v.  a.  Taufen,

If  weAvouhl  in  this 
connection  insert  the  AA’ord  indrucken  or 
dugcken,  the  word  met  Avould  be  very 
unsuitable.  “Ik  duyke  u aatI  met  wa- 
ter,” or,  “Ik  indrucke  u aaoI  met  Avater,” 
Ac.  Howunsuihible!  The  reader  should 
also  knoAV,  th.at  the  question  is  not  Avhat 
the  immersionists  understand  Ironi  the 
AA'ord  doop,  but  Avhat  Menno  understood 
from  it.  If  immersionists  force  theii  oaa  u 
meaning  of  the  Avord  doop  upon  Menno, 
they  do  him  injustice  and  A’iolence.  It  may 
be  said  that  Menno  expresses  himself  in  a 
peculiar  manner,  if  he  did  not  at  least 
belicA’e  that  AA'e  should  be  baptized  iu 
AV’ater.  I AA’ill  yet  shoAA'  by  Menno  s 
owm  brethren  in  the  faith,  that  !Menno  did 
not  believe  that  Ave  must  be  immersed  to 
be  truly  baptized,  nor  that  Ave  must  be 
poured  in  water.  \\  hosoever  is  acquaint- 
ed Avith  Menno  and  his  brethren,  knoAA 
that  they  would  rather  die  (as  many  did) 
for  their  faith,  than  to  depart  from  it; 
therefore  it  cannot  be  affirmed  with  an_A 
appearance  of  truth,  that  the  ^lennonites 
departed  from  their  faith,  nor  the  taith  ot 
Menno,  because  of  the  clanger  of  p**rse- 
cution.  Menno  and  his  lirethren  Averc 
not  like  many  professors  are  Avho  say  om* 
thing  and  do  the  contrary;  but  Avith  them, 
yea,  Avas  yea,  and  nay,  was  nay.  Ihey 
‘lived  up  closely  to  the  sense  of  Menno  s 
Avritings;  for  tliey  suffered  themselves  to 
be  martyred,  rather  than  dejiart  from  this 
only  baptism  of  which  Menno  Avrotc, 
iiainc*ly,  thec  bajitism  on  faith.

We  find  no  instance 
in  all  the‘New  Testament,  that  the  ajios- 
lles  ever  went  away  from  the  jilaee  where 
they  jircaclied  to  a stream  of  water  to 
baptize,  as  the  immersionists  do.  Ami 
though  John  the  Baptist  bajitized  yi  tae 
water,  we  nevertheless  do  not  find  that  he 
ever  went  out  of  a liousc  to  the  water,  to 
baptize.  John  baptized  atBethabura,  and 
Jesus “w'cntaw'ay .again  beyondJordan  into 
tlie  place  whereJJolin  at  first  baptized;  and 
there  he^bode.”  John  1;  28;  10;  40.  M e 
also  find  but  one  only  case  in  all  tlie  acts 
of  the  apostles  where  bajitism 
formed  inlthe  water,  namely,  of  I hiliji 
when  he  bajitized  the  Eunuch,  and  this 
was  done  because  they  were  going  on 
the  way,  and  came  to  a water.  It  would  ] 
be  to  ine  a strange  and  jieciiliar  manner 
to  write  a history,  so  that  I cannot  beheye 
it  to  be  tnie,  namely,  that  tlie  apostle  Luke 
wrote  the  history  of  tlie  baj.tism  of  so 
many  thousand  persons,  and  only  men- 
tioned one  JX3TS011  w ho  w as  baptized  in  the 
w ater.  Can  this  then  be  tnie,  that  Luke 
never  would  have  been  led  to  mention 
that  they  went  out  of  the  liouse,  or  1 rum 
tlie  place  yvhere  they  w ere,  wdiilst  teaclung,  j 
to  a stream  of  w.ater  to  bajdize,  d they 
did  so,  .‘VS  immersionists  atfirm?  Dr,  is 
it  much  more  credible  that  bajitismi  is 
connected  with  the  jireachiiig  of  the 
gospel,  and  was  admimstered  where  they 


taught,  or  where  it  w':is  most  conve- 
nient? 

'Lhe  exjiression  of  retor  in  the  house 
of  Cornelius,  w hen  they  had  received  the 
IIolv  (-ihost,  show's  that  they  brought  the 
water,  when  he  says:  “Can  any  man  for- 
bid water,  that  these  should  not  be  bap- 
tized, which  have  received  tlic  Holy  Ghost 
as  well  as  we?”  Acts  10;  47.  'Hie  sanu* 
maimer  of  exjiression  is  used  for  water 
baptism,  as  for  bajitism  of  tbe  Holy  Sjiii  it. 
even  as  the  anointing  of  the  jwiesls, 
kino«  ami  jirojihet.'^^  and  the  anointing  j 
of  the  Holy  Sj>irit  are  exjiressed  in  the 
same  manner  of  exjiression.  'Die  .aiiointr 
ing  oil  was  poured  ujiuii  the  liead  of 
prTests,  kings  and  jirojihets,  when  they 
were  anointed.  'I’herefore  the  cxjires- 
sions  of  the  anointing  of  • the  spiritual 
anointing,  “The  Sjiirit  of  the  Lord  is 
upon  me,  because  he  bath  anointed  me, 
Luke  4;  18;  “And  hath  anointed  us,  2 
Cor.  1;  21.  “But  ye  have  an  uiictioii  from 
the  Holy  One,  and  ye  know  all  things.” 
“But  the  anointing  which  ye  liav^  re- 
rei^eived  of  him  abidetli  in- you,”  Ac.  1 
John  2:  20,  27.  Comjiare  these  expressions 
with  tliose  in  the  Old  Testament  concern- 
ing the  anointing  with  oil.  Lev.  8 ; 12; 

I 10;  7;  iSam.  10  ;1;  10:  10.  ..  . 

If  then  the  imjiarting  of  tlie  ^J)lnt  is 
described  in  such  sameness  of  language 
with  the  anointing  m the  old  covenant, 
and  is  calleil  an  outjiounng,  as  well  in 
reference  to  the  bajitism  of  the  Spirit  as 
tbe  anointing  of  the  Sjiiril  (which  cannot 
be  seiiarated  from  each  other,  for  when 
God  bajitizes  us  xvitb  his  Sjurit,  he  at  the 
same  time  aiuiinls  us  therewith),  there- 
fore I sincerely  believe  that  t|u.s  thus 
occurred,  beciuise  water  bajitism  was 
to  be  .administered  by  jiouring,  like  an- 
ointing formerly  was  done.  1 
othervvise  find  no  good  reason  why  God 
already  sjiake  by  the  projdiets  concerning 
the  oiitjiouring  of  the  Sjiirit,  ami  wliv  the 
apostles  describe  the  giving  of  the  Iloly 
Sjiiritas  an  outjiounng,  Isa.  44;  a: 

2;  28;  Zeeb.  12;  10;  Acts  U:  18;  10.  4o, 

'I’itus  3;  G.  . 1 • • . f 

Christ  said  concernmg  tlie  giving  ol 
the  Holy  Sjiirit,  and  its  ujicration  on  the 

day  of  Pentecost;  “For  John  truly  baj.- 1 
tized  with  water;  but  ye  sliall  be  bajitized 
with  the  Holy  Obost  not  luany  davs 
hence.”  Acts  1:5.  This  bajitism  of  the 
Spirit  was  iidministered  on  the 
Pentecost  bv  God  himself  tliroiigb  Christ 
and  is  dcsciibed  to  have  been  performed 
bv  an  outpouring;  and  no  doubt  because 
water  baptism  was  to  be  admiiiistercal 
thus,  and  it  also  was  thus  admniis^ 
teved  bv  John.  The  many  evasions  that 
havebcTii  sought  to  ascribe  to  this  out- 
jiouriiig  aiiotber  reason  than  the  aboie, 
lias  called  forth  many  a blasjibemous 
cxiiression.  I believe  that  many  maintain 
that  those  expressions  <-om*cinmg  this 
outpouring  show  the  abundance  ot  the 
uieLure  of  this  Sjiirit  in  the  giving 
thereof.  ButHiere  I must,  with  astonish- 


look  .at  their  inconsistency;  for,  m 
water  bajitism,  pouring  shall  be  too  little 
to  show  abundance,  but  nevertheless,  to 
know'  a reason  why  these^  holy  men  of 
God,  wlursjiake  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  de 
scribed  the  giving  of  the  Holy  Cxhost  by 
an  outpouring,  therefore  this  must  show 
abundance.  Now  if  immersion  show.- 
forth  so  mill’ll  uiorc  of  abundance  in  wa 
ter  bajitism  than  jiouring,  .then  these  holy 
men  could  tbe  better  have  sliown  tins 
.abmidance,  if  they  would  have  described 
the  jiarticijiation  ot  the  8jiirit  by  an  im 
iner>ion  in  the  Sjiirit,  in.ste.ad  of  describ 
iug  it  to  be  done  by  an  outjimiring.  I hv. 
i lieve  from  the  heart  that  txod  founded 
ids  ordinance  of  baptism  iij.on  such  a 
jirincijilc,  that  it  is  suitable  to  adnunister 
it  where  we  feacli,  at  all  jihices,  in  water 
or  in 'bouses;  and  in  all  L-ircumstances, 
in  health  or  in  sickness  ; at  all  times,  in 
summer  or  winter.  I also  firinly  bcdiev 
that  bajitism  was  thus  delivered  to  Meimo 
by  the  Cburcb  of  God  with  winch  he  unit- 
ed. AVe  have  testimony  from  himself  that 
he  united  with  the  community  of  tie 
saints;  and  from  others,  that  this  commu- 
nity was  the  AValdenscs. 

In  the  Martyr’s  Mirror  by  lliielem  J. 
von  Bracht,  an  account  is  given,  how  that  at 
'rhcssalonica  there  was  yet  a elmrch  which 
stood  as  it  W'as  jihuitcd  by  I aul ; and  that 
they  sent  three  bretliren  to  Moravia,  iii 
Ciennanv,  because  tlicy  hearil  that  there 
was  a church  there  that  was  identical  w ith 
them,  to  become  acquainted  with  thy 
matter,  which  was  told  them  by  certain 
cajilivcs,  who  were  taken  jinsoners  from 
there  to  I'mkey.  They  first  came  to  the 
church  called  the  Hutterites  or  ALorax  lans, 
but  did  not  agree  with  tliciii.  I f 
were  led  to  the  church  i-alled  the  ^w  iss. 
church,  from  one  named  Sw  iss.  It  w as  a 
Alennoiiitc  church,  'rheii  when  they  had 
examined  all  their  articles  ot  faith  ami 
eomjiared  them  w'itli  each  other,  they 
found  that  they  agreed,  also  on  bajitism. 
'Ibis  occurred  about  the  year  1540,  yet  iii 
the  life  time  of  Mcinio..  See  the  Alartyr  s 
Alirror  jiage.  284.  From  this  is  clearly 
seen  that  these  'riiessalouiaiis  ackiiowl- 
edired  Jiouring  bajitism,  because  they 
acknowledged  tbe  Meinuuiites  as  the  true 
churcli  of  God,  and  brake  bread  with 
them  as  an  evidence  of  this  acknow  ledg 
ment;  yes,  not  only  this  but  it  shows  tha 
thev  themselves  received  jKiuiiiig  b.ijiti..  i 
from  the  ajiostle  Paul;  or  wc  must  con- 
clude that  thev  ackiiowledgcM  Vioth  im 
niersioii  .and  jiouring  as  a gospel  baptism, 
which  is  not  at  all  credible.  lh»H>oui  ing

Bibl(‘,  we  worsliij)  the  g’od  of  this  world, 
by  our  worldly  eonforiiiitv,  A cliiin-li  is 
organized.  An  increase  of  memltersbip  is 
desired.  Funds  perhaps  are  needed;  ami 
uii.saved  men,  simply  because  of  their 
wealth,  aie  admitted.  Our  Savior  says,  “ I 
am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branebes.”  AVe 
cannot  hope  to  be  fruitful  branebes  of 
the  living  Vine  when  \\e  are  dead. 

No  labor,  nor  exjiense  i.s  .sjiared  in  our 
large  cities  to  jirocurc  pure  water.  Dearly 
beloved,  up  yonder,  iii  bright  par.idise  is 
the 'great  fountain  of  Rife.

“I  Ava.s  eoiniug  doAvii  tbe  coast  from 
Tripoli,”  says  Dr.  Jessup,  “and  reached 
the  top  of  a pass,  in  the  narroAvest  ]>art, 
just  as  a cam  van  of  cjimels  were  coming 
from  tbe  opposite  tlireetion.

Kansas  Avhatever,  so  far  ;is  aa'C  haA'e  seen. 
In  various  portions  of  the  state  tlu*re  is 
also  an  almndam*e  of  most  excellent 
building  stone,  so  that  building  stone  even 
are  exported  to  other  states. 

Good  Avater  is  generally  found  at  mod- 
erate de)>ths,  and  running  streams  are 
quite  frequent.  Kansas  seems  to  be  much 
better  supi)lied  Avith  living  AA'atcr  than 
some  portions  of  Missouri.  'Phe  climate 
aj)j>ears  to  be  good.  'I'lie  people  are  gen- 
erally healthy,  and  the  nights  an*  said  to 
be  cool,  even  during  the  hottest  season.

Woo<l  is  scarce*,  but  coal  is 
f(umd  in  v.irious  jiarts,  in  great  abun- 
dance. 'Phe  people  have  s«*ttled  on  the 
line  of  the  Atchison,  'Popeka  and  S.*ita  Fe 
Railroad,  Avhich  affords  them  a ready 
means  of  transj)ortation.  'I’lie  managers 
of  this  Gom])any  have'also  dealt  very  lib- 
erally Avith  the  peo])le;  h:ive  sold  them 
land  at  Ioav  ])rices  and  on  very  easy  terms; 
have  faAored  them  Avith  redu(*ed,  and  in 
certain  instances  Avith  free  freight  .‘nid 
transportation.  The  offiiJtfrs  of  the  road

True,  upwards  of  6.000  have 
already  been  received,  on  behalf  of  the 
Kansas  settlers  without  means,  yet,  hoAv- 
ever  large  this  amount  may  appear,  if 
distributed  amongst  about  one  hundrwl 
families,  the  amount  received  by  each 
family  is  not  very  large.  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  settlers  should  still  be 
aided  in  the  folloAviug  manner.  All  the 
families  occupying  seven  sections  have 
together  but  ten  Avagons;  and  it  Avill  be 
])erceiA'e<l  at  once  that  this  is  an  insuffi- 
cient number  for  them,  e.specially  in  the 
haying  and  harvest  time.  ..1  hen  they  are 
not  supplied  Avith  as  many  ploAAS  as  they 
require  nor  Avith  oxen,  for  of  the  latter 
every  Iavo  families  ought  to  Iuia  c one  yoke 
betAA'een  them.  Some  coaa's  also  arc  needed 
in  order  that  each  family  may  have  one. 
Originally  the  Local  committee  bought 
one°coAV  for  every  tAVo  families.  In  coui*se 
of  time  an  arrangement  Avas  made  amongst 
most  of  the  settlers  for  one  family  to  keep 
the  coAV  and  jiay  to  the  other  family  half 
the  value  of  it;  Avhen  adding  an  eijual 
amount  to  the  money  received  for  relin- 
quishing their  claim,  the  latter  lamilA 
AA'as  enabled  to  pur<*liase  a coaa'  of  their 
oAvn.  'Plu*  gia*at(*r  jiortion  of  them  have 
1 done  so.

length  of  time,  kept  (juiet  and  attended 
tlie  usual  services  of  the  popish  cimrch, 
but  with  a heavy  heart,  till,  at  last,  we 
strongly  realized  the  import  of  our  Sav- 
ior’s words  as  recorded  in  Matth.  19;  29; 
“And  every  one  that  hath  forsaken  hous- 
es, or  hretliren,  or  sisters,  or  father,  or 
mother,  or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for 
mv  name’s  sake,  shall  receive  a hundixal- 
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'I'his  strengthened  us  to  set  out  on  our 
new  spiritual  road,  wliich  we  did  by  alto- 
m*ther  s(‘j>arating  from  and  abandoning 
the  Roman  Catholic  faith.  Our  absence 
from  tlie  serviFes  of  that  church,  includ- 
ing confession  and  communion,  did  not 
remain  unnoticed,  but  excited  a great  stir 
in  tite  neighborliood,  for  there  were  a 
great  many  of  us,  and  the  Duchy  of  Kaern- 
tlien  is  so  essentially  catholic,  that  no 
other  religion  is  tolerated  there. — We  were 
(|uestioned  by  our  neighbors,  to  whom  we 
r(‘veah*d  our  new  conviction  and  who  were 
not  slow  to  inform  the  jtriests  of  what 
they  had  heard;  these  summoned  us  be- 
f..re  the  judge  of  our  district,  and  imjuired 
of  ns  the  cause  of  our  leaving  the  Romish 
church.  NVe  made  a confession  of  our 
faith  and  slated  our  decision  to  jiersevere 
in  the  same.  Subsequently  we  were  tjiken 
to  the  “Rolenhaus”  which  is  a jirison, 
and  there  locked  np.  I,  .losejih  ^^ueller, 
was  at  that  time  live  years  of  age.  Here 
our  parents  had  much  to  endure;  for  now 
they  were  U‘mj)ted  with  great  ]»romises, 
ami  then  again  terrified  by  the  most  aj»- 
palling  threats;  but  neither  the  one  nor 
tiie  other  couhl  induce  them  to  relimjuish 
the  truth, — God  ludd  their  hearts  in  his 
gracious  keeping.  What  umler  these 
circumstances  grieved  us  most  was,  that 
they'  deprived  us  of  all  our  books;  the 
loss  of  the  Hible  pained  jis  most, — far 
more  than  either  prison  or  loss  of  worldly' 
jiossessions:  for  the  soul  that  is  guided  by 
the  Divine  word  out  of  the  spiritual  Ba- 
bel, clings  to  this  guiding  intluence  and, 
with  David,  esteemed  it  higher  than  many 
j»ieces  of  gold  or  silver. 

How  encouraging  it  is  in  times  of 
trouble  ami  temptation  to  perceive  how 
those  who  are  rich  and  full  turn  away 
with  disgust  from  the  bread  of  Heaven 
nor  care  to  gather  it  up;  and  it  is  left  to 
the  hungry  soul  that  treasures  it  so  much 
that  every  Crumb  is  carefully' saved, — in 
such  times  the  Christian  is  taught  that 
temptation  makes  us  seai'ch  the  word  of 
promise.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  a great 
need  is  felt  by  the  Christian  when  circum- 
stances like  those  mentioned  deprive  him 
of  this  food  for  the  s])irit.  Then  he 
learns  fully  to  understand  what  a thirst 
David  speaks  of  when  he  says:  “As  the 
hart  panteth  after  the  water  brooks,  so 
pauteth  my  soul  after  thee,  O God.  My 
soul  thirsteth  for  God,  for  the  living 
(rod.”  Ps.  42. — Yet,  however  nnudi  the 
<leprivafion  of  the  visible  Word  of  God 
may  be  felt,  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
will  strengthen  us  and  support  us  even 
nmler  trials  like  these;  ami  give  us  a con- 
hdeiice  in  (4od  and  his  never-failing  ]»res- 
ence  in  the  time  of  groat  need,  so  that  our 
soul  finally  exclaimeth  in  the  words  of 
David:  “God  is  our  refuge  and  strength, 
a very  present  helj)  in  trouble.  Therefore 
will  not  we  fear,  though  the  earth  be  re- 
moved, and  though  the  mountiiins  be  car- 
ried into  the  midst  of  the  sea;  though  the 
waters  thereof  roar  and  be  troubled, 


though  the  mountains  shake  with  the 
swelling  thereof.  Selah.  There  is  a 
river,  the  streams  whereof  shall  make  glad 


the  city  of  God,  the  holy  j)lace  of  the  tab- 
ernacles of  the  ISlost  High.”  Ps.  4t>. 
Such  w.as  the  divine  suj)port  which  the 
Almighty  vouchsafed  to  our  parents,  that 
they  felt  enabled  to  persevere  in  the  way 
of  truth,  whatever  might  befall  their  tem- 
poral possessions, — the  ]»ossession  oi  the 
promise  of  everlasting  life  was  their  higher 
and  better  aim. 

At  length  there  came  an  order  from  the 
Empi’oss  that  we  were  all  to  be  transport- 
e<l  from  the  Duchy  of  Kaernthen  to  Tran- 
sylvania, where  more  tolerance  in  reli- 
gious matters  existed.  Accordingly  we 
had  to  quit  our  jnoperty  and  houses,  and 
were  taken  down  the  Danube  from  Sjtital 
to  Tps,  where  we  were  kept  at  the  barracks 
until  the  rest  of  our  |»eoplo  arrived,  for 
the  number  of  those  that  were  exiled  was 
several  hundred.  Here  we  were  kept  in 
continement  for  one  month.  AfUu-  the 
exi>iration  of  this  time,  we  were  sent  by 
ship  down  the  Damd»e  as  far  as  Peterwar- 
den,  in  Selavonia;  from  there  wc  were 
transported  to  Temesvar  in  Hungaria,  and 
at  length,  in  the  year  1755,  we  arrived  in 
Transylvania.  After  having  been  kept 
there  for  five  days  in  a village  c.illed  Zas- 
varis,  we  were  conducted,  by'  order  of  the 
government  of  that  country,  to  another 
village  named  Romes.  There  we  met 
with  Lutherans,  and  joined  in  their  reli- 
gion. My  father,  Joseph  Mueller,  o^  cr- 
come  by  the  hardships  and  fatigues  of  the  I 
journey,  died  before  reaching  Transylva- 
nia. 

Robbed  of  our  property  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  the  mechanics  among  us  could 
not  work  at  their  trades  for  the  want  of 
tools,  and  beggared  in  every  worldly 
respect,  we  were  compelled  to  walk 
through  the  country  in  search  of  work 
to  sustain  our  lives.  In  these  wanderings 
some  of  us  came  to  Allevienz,  amongst 
these  Matthias  Hoffer,  where  we  found  an 
anabaptist  church.  Working  for  these 
people,  w'e  had  an  opportunity  to  con- 
verse with  them  relative  to  their  religious 
faith,  and  particularly  in  regard  to  bap- 


could  discern  that  Luther’s  reformation 
had  not  accomjdished  these  prominent 
characteristics  of  the  Christian  faith,  but 
had  left  them  to  Menno  Simon  and  others, 
that  were  of  the  same  opinion. 

Pinding  these  anabajdists  to  live  near- 
est to  the  M'ord  of  God,  we  retpiested 
them  to  receive  us  into  their  church,  which 
they  did.  Aboiit  fifty  of  our  number  were 
re<*eived  bv  baptism,  and  subsequently, 
with  their  families,  xvent  to  settle  at  Alle- 


tism.  At  first  it  seemed  strange  to  us  to 
hear  the  baptism  of  infants  regarded  as 
contrary  to  Scripture;  but  when  the  com- 
mands of  our  Lord  Jesus,  as  contained  in 
the  Gospels,  were  pointed  out  to  us,  and 
when  we  were  clearly  shown  that  neither 
the  Aj)OStles  nor  the  early  Christians  j)rac- 
ticed  any  other  baptism  but  that  upon  the 
confession  of  faith,  and  that  the  baptism 
of  infants  dated  only  from  the  time  of 
Christian  degeneration,  we  soon  felt  con- 
vinced that  they  were  right.  Wc  zeal- 
ously searched  the  Scriptuies,  and  discov- 
ered in  them  not  merely  the  fact  thatb.a))- 
tism  on  confessions  of  faith  was  confirmed 
by  the  Lord  Jesus,  but  also  that  the  swear- 
ing of  oaths,  warfare  and  revenge,  were 
emphatically  forbidden.  Viewing  the 
Christian  religion  in  this  new 


ight,  we 


vienz,  while  the  rest  of  our  ])COple  re- 
mained at  Romes,  having  :idoj»ted  the 
Liitheran  religion.  Scarcely'  had  we  set- 
tled at  Allevienz  when  the  Lutheran  min- 
ister showed  himself  opposed  to  our 
religion,  and  caused  the  authorities  to  ob- 
tain an  order  from  the  C'atholic  bishop, 
accor<ling  to  which  we  had  to  return  to 
Romes,  and  were  thi-eatened  with  cori>o- 
real  and  eapiud  jnmishment  should  we 
ever  show  fmrselves  at  Allevienz.  We 
asked  the  ehnreh  for  advice  .and  .assist- 
ance, but  found  our  bishop,  Mertel  Root, 
to  be  greatly  frightened,  and  we  were  ad- 
vised to  snlnnit  to  the  decree.  We  re- 
turned to  Romes,  but  confessing  openly 
our  religious  ])crsu.asion,  wc  got  into  trou- 
ble with  the  Luther.an  minister,  who  in- 
cited the  .authorities  to  have  us  tr.ansported 
to  a vill.age  called  Grosspohl,  where  resi- 
ded a v(‘iy  learned  clergy  m.an,  who  was  to 
bring  us'b.ack  to  the  Jaitheran  church; 
with" this  man  we  had  a great  many  dispu- 
tations. Not  being  .able  to  gain  his  point, 
he  applied  to  the  King’s  judge  for  assist- 
ance. This  judge  came  to  the  village, 
Zasvaris,  where  w e received  instructions 
to  meet  him;  but  only  four  of  us  xvont, 
nanudy',  Andrew'  Wurze,  Matthias  Hoffer, 
Josei)h  Mueller,  and  John  Angersman. 
These  he  examined,  each  sepanately.  But 
making  an  unreserved  confession  of  their 
faith,  they  were  threatened  in  every  cou- 
ceiv.able  manner;  failing  to  gain  his  ob- 
ject V)y  these  intimidations,  he  ordered 
them  to  be  put  iron  fetters,  which  had  such 
an  effect  upon  John  Angersman  that  he 
ex])ressed  Ids  willingness  to  return  to  the 
Lutheran  church,  upon  which  statement 
he  was  released  and  given  liberty  to  return 
to  his  f.imily  at  Grosspohl.  The  other 
three,  how'ever,  w'ere  kept  in  a miserable 
})rison  for  six  weeks;  but  as  nothing  could 
turn  them  from  their  faith,  they  were,  af- 
ter the  expiration  of  tins  time,  also 
permitfod  to  return  to  Grosspohl.  Here 
w'C  commenced  to  hold  meetings;  and  as 
we  had  no  minister,  one  of  the  brethren 
w'as  ixapiested  to  read  some  p.assage  from 
the  Bible,  upon  which  we  conversed  with 
one  another,  and  .also  s.ang  together  a 
hymn.  In  tliis  manner  we  continued  for 
half  a year.  The  Lutherans,  however, 
grudged  us  this  respite,  and  prevailed 
with  the  authorities  for  an  order  to  have 
us  scattered  ai'ound  the  country  into  as 
many  as  seven  different  villages,  as 
they  (the  Luther.ans)  held  this  mode 
would  serve  to  bring  us  to  their  religion. 
Being  forbidden  to  return  to  Grosspohl, 
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eight  of  US  met  by  .appointment  .andw'ent 
together  to  a village  called  Creuz.  Here 
we  settled  for  a time  and  formed  a small 
church,  our  bishop  being  John  Kleinsas- 
ser,  sent  to  us  by  the  church  at  Allevienz. 
We  had  all  our  goods  in  common.  This 
was  in  the  year  1757.  In  the  s.ame  year 
Matthias  Hoffer,  with  his  wife  and  his 
brother,  in  company'  with  one  of  onrmen 
called  .Tohn,  w ent  on  a visit  to  our  breth- 
ren in  Allevienz.  The  Lutherans,  how- 
ever, arrested  them  .according  to  a pi-evious 
decree,  and  conveyed  them  to  a prison  in 
Hermanstadt,  the  capital  of  Transylvania. 
Hoffer’s  wife  w'.as  soon  released  .and  joined 
us,  but  John  died  in  prison;  Matthi.asand 
his  brother  w'ere  kept  in  confinement  for 
sixteen  years,  after  which  time  they  found 
their  way  to  our  settlement  in  Wishinka, 
Russia,  w'here  they  .arrived  in  1773. 

For  ten  years  we  remained  at  Creuz, 
and  suffered  during  that  period  innumera- 
ble troubles  and  persecutions,  originated 
by  both  the  Lutheran  and  the  Catholic  in- 
habitants, who  tried  their  best  to  cause  the 
government  at  Hermanstadt  to  issue  an 
order  for  onr  expulsion  and  separation. 
But  God  in  his  infinite  mercy  did  not  let 
them  succeed  in  their  wicked  design,  and 
W'e  remained  unh.armed  at  Creuz,  w'here 
W'C  kept  very  quiet,  and  only  tried  to 
strengthen  more  and  more  the  foundation 
of  our  faith.  Well  know'ing  that  all  who 
wish  to  live  a godly  life  in  Christ  Jesus 
must  suffer  pei*secution,  we  besought  God 
with  ju'ayer  and  supplications  to  grant  us 
the  strengthening  and  comforting  influ- 
ence of  his  Holy’’  Spirit  to  sustain  us  to 
j)ersevere  in  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  .and 
bear  with  patience  every  pain,  suffering 
and  persecution  for  the  sake  of  our  blessed 
Redeemer;  .and  w'e  shall  learn  from  w'hat 
follows  that  our  prayer  w'as  heard  and  an- 
swered. 

In  the  year  1758  a persecution  was  com- 
menced in  Tr.ansylvania  against  the 
churches  at  Sabbatisch  and  Allevienz. 
In  the  first-mentioned  church,  Zacharias 
Walter  was  l)ishop,  and,  in  the  second, 
Mertel  Root,  and  Josejih  Goor  teacher. 
Goor  (or  Kuhr,  as  some  j)ronounce  the 
name)  was  a wealthy  man  and  much  es- 
teemed by  people  in  high  official  positions. 
He  ow'ned  very  fine  orchards  and  vine- 
yards, which  yielded  a rich  harv'cst  of  al- 
most every  variety  of  fruit;  and  whenever 
j)crsons  of  rank  c.ame  to  Allevienz  on  a 
jJeasure  excursion,  they  w'ould  alw'ays 
visit  Goor’s  gardens.  The  poor  people 
liked  liim,  also,  because  of  the  many  ben- 
efits they'  received  of  him;  he  would  lend 
them  money  without  interest,  and  w'ould 
assist  them  in  a great  many  w.ays.  Mer- 
tel Root,  on  the  contrary,  w'.as  a man  of 
very  little  means.  .Iiulging  from  their 
different  w orldly  positions,  all  the  people 
thought,  when  this  persecution  began, 
that  Goor  wouhl  cling  to  his  riches  and 
desist  from  a course  th.at  Avould  involve 
him  in  the  general  ruin;  but  they  w'ere  mis- 
taken, as  subsequent  events  served  to  show'. 


The  persecution  w'as  commenced  by  the 
Empress  Maria  Theresia’s  sending  her 
confessor,  of  the  name  of  Telpina,  who 
was  a Jesuit,  to  Transylvania,  for  the  pur- 
])ose  of  reuniting  the  analmptists  ag.ain 
with  the  popish  church.  Telpina’s  first 
trip  was  to  Allevienz,  where  he  bade  all 
anabaptists  to  meet  him  in  the  chaj>el. 
When  they  wt^re  all  assembled  there,  he 
told  them  that  he  was  sent  by  her  Imj>e- 
rial  Majesty  to  gather  all  w ho  had  turned 
apostates,  to  the  bosom  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  church;  that  in  pursu.anceof  this 
gracious  design  he  would  pre.ach  to  them 
the  faith  and  would  request  strict  atten- 
tion. Thereupon  he  commenced  to  pre.ach 
from  M.atth.  17:  20,  “ Verily  I say  unto 
you.  If  ye  have  faith  as  a grain  of  mus- 
tard seed,  ye  shall  s.ay  unto  this  mountain. 
Remove  hence  to  yonder  place;  and  it 
shall  remove:  and  nothing  shall  be  impos- 
sible unto  you.”  From  this  he  di-ew'  the 
inference  that  the  true  Christian  faith 
must  be  confirmed  by  signs  and  w onders, 
for  Christ  himself  declared  this  on  the 
occasion  of  his  sending  out  the  disciples 
to  preach  and  baptize;  Matth.  17:  17,18. 
As  the  anabaj)tists,  for  all  their  boasted 
faith,  could  not  work  miracles,  viz.,  i*e- 
move  mountains,  cast  out  devils,  &c.,  it 
was  quite  plain  that  their  faith  was  noth- 
ing but  heresy  and  infatuation.  The 
Jesuits,  on  the  other  hand,  could  do  such 
signs  and  wonders;  and  consequently  it 
Avas  as  undeniable  that  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic church  was  the  true  church  of  the 
faithful  as  it  was  evident  that  the  anabap- 
tists were  heretics,  w'bo,  according  to  the 
Avoid  of  God  and  the  decree  of  the  papal 
council,  ought  to  be  exterminated.  These 
very  cle.ar  jiroofs  against  them  notw  ith- 
standing,  her  Majesty  had  sent  him,  her 
high-commissioned  confessor,  to  exhort 
them  to  turn  from  their  heresy  and  re-enter 
the  Roman  C.atholic  church,  in  w hich  case 
she  (the  Empress)  Avould  guaranty  them 
her  own  forgiveness  and  that  of  the  Pope; 
but  all  Avho  Avould  persist  in  their  abom- 
inable heresy  shoidd  be  subjected  to  the 
strictest  examination  and  be  punished  with 
corporal  and  capital  punishment.  At 
this  point  he  closed  and  asked  them  this 
question,  “Am  I understood?”

THE  THREE  CHOICES. 

“ If  we  sit  still  here,  we  die.”  2 
Kings  7 : 4. 

Four  lejiers  are  sitting  outside  the  gat® 
of  Samaria.  They  are  loathsome,  hungry, 
starving,  but  Avhere  shall  they  get  some- 
thing to  e.at?  On  one  side  of  them  is  the 
city  of  Samaria,  besieged  by  the  S;^i.an 
army.  It  is  starving.  The  famine  is  so 
great  that  two  mothers  made  a horriVile 
bargain.  One  says  to  the  other,  “ Slay 
your  child  to-day,  and  Ave  w'ill  eat  him, 
ami  then  Avhen  hunger  comes  again  I w ill 
slay  my  child,  and  Ave  w'ill  cat  him.”  Ac- 


cording to  th.at  awful  bargain,  the  first 
mother  sleAV  her  child,  .and  he  AA'as  boileil 
and  e.aten;  but  w'hen  the  time  came  for 
the  other  mother  to  fulfill  her  part  of  the 
bargain,  she  conld  not  make  up  her  min<l 
to  slay  her  child,  so  she  hid  him.  \ ou 
plainly  see  that  starvation  is  so  great  that 
it  is  useless  for  the  lepers  to  enter  the  city 
and  aj)ply  for  food  there.  On  the  other 
side  of  them  is  the  hostile  Syrian  army. 
If  thev  go  oA'er  there  they  ai'e  in  danger 
of  their  lives.  Alas!  for  thein;  wh.at 
shall  they  do?  Famine  on  one  side,  mas- 
sacre on  the  other, and  as  the  text  implies, 

“ If  Ave  sit  still  here,  aa'C  die.” 

Death  is  staring  them  in  the  face, 
w’hichever  w.ay  they  look.  What!  is  there 
no  help  for  them?  Will  not  God  help 
them,  seeing  that  their  sufferings  are  two- 
fold? First,  they  suffer  w'ith  that  terrible 
disease  which  w'as  so  much  dreaded  by  the 
•Tews  that  a commandment  W'as  giA'en  th.at 
anv  ])ei*son  ]>ossessing  that  disease  (lepro- 
sy) should  l>e  turned  out  of  the  camp,  to 
j)ine  .away  and  die  in  the  wdldemess. 
Secondly,  the  pain  which  is  caused  by 
their  craving  and  gnaAving  appetites. 
They  cry  out,  What  shall  we  do?  Is  it 
not  enough  that  aa'C  suffer  from  leprosy? 
Will  God  let  them  star\e?  No;  he  will 
not,  which  you  w'ill  see  hereaftei*. 

Kind  I'oader,  you  can  plainly  see  th.at 
there  are  but  three  things  for  them  to  do. 
They  have  thi*ee  choices,  and  only  three. 
If  they  go  to  the  city,  they  will  starve;  if 
they  stay  at  the  gate,  they  w'ill  die;  if 
they  go  to  the  Synan  army  the  proba- 
bility is  they  Avill  be  massacred.  While 
sitting  and  contempl.ating  on  Avh.at  is  best 
for  them  to  do,  they  make  the  wisest 
choice,  the  only  choice  in  which  there  is 
any  hope  for  them.  They  start  for  the 
Syrian  encampment,  expecting  to  throAV' 
themselv'cs  upon  the  mercy  of  the  enenriy 
by  the  flag-  of  tnice,  or  some  sign  of  dis- 
tress. Meanwhile,  God  causes  a great 
rumbling  in  tlie  air,  such  as  the  chattering 
of  horaes’  hoofs  and  clashing  of  the 
sw'ord,  w’hich  frightened  the  Syrian 
army  terribly,  causing  them  to  flee,  not 
taking  anything  with  them;  lca\'ing  their 
clothing,  provisions,  instruments  of  Avar, 
all  strewn  and  scattered  over  the  camp. 
But  this  Avas  all  delusion.  It  w.as  God 
that  caused  all  this  great  confusion.  Some 
one  may  say,  w'hat  w'as  all  this  done  for? 
Did  not  Elisha  prophesy  th.at  “ to-morrow 
about  this  time  shall  a measure  of  fine 
flour  be  sold  for  a shekel;  and  two  meas- . 
ures  of  barleA'  for  a shekel  in  the  gate  'of 
Samaria?” 

Wc  infer  from  these  w'ords  th.at  God 
caused  th.at  confusion  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  providing  provisions  forthcstaiA*- 
ing  city,  and  to  set  them  free.  Now'  food 
is  furnished,  but  Avho  .shall  carry  the  glad 
tidings  to  the  city.  There  come  the  leiiers, 
not  knowing  that  the  army  had  fled,  and 
the  siege  was  lifted.  They  approach  the 
imjACrial  guard;  no  one  present;  they  en- 
ter the  camp.  What  do  they  find  but  the 
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ramp  deserted  by  its  iiilinbibints,  and  v 
eiiougii  food  left  to  satisfy  the  appetites  of  t 
the  lepers  and  the  famishing  ones  of  the  \ 
rity’/  Those  lepers  did  not  stay  in  the  i 
<^amp  and  enjoy  these  privileges  alone,  \ 
but  (piickly  returned  to  the  city  and  cried  c 
out,  “The  siege  is  lifted;  come  otit  and 
get  bread!”  Was  this  not  the  wisest 
rhoice  they  cotdd  make? 

Now,  kind  reader,  you  have  the  same 
three  choices.  Suppose  you  go  back  to 
Samaria — or,  jmt  it  in  other  words,  sup-  ’ 
pose  you  go  back  to  your  sins,  which  you  ’ 
left  some  years  or  some  months  ago.  i 
What  will  you  win  by  them?  The  starv- 
ation of  your  immortal  souls!  Kind 
reader,  let  me  tell  you  that  sin  is  the  worst 
enemy  that  moital  man  has  got.  It  shirts 
at  the  very  highest  degree  of  man,  and 
» omes  rolling  and  tumbling  down  to  the 
b.west  degree,  and  oftentimes  biangs  men 
ti»  the  drunkard’s  grave,  lint  religion  is 
ihe  reverse;  it  starts  at  the  bottom  and 
climbs  \jp  to  the  top  and  brings  man  to  a 
happy  and  eternal  home. 

Let  us  notice  inhi  what  a wicke<l  life 
sin  led  the  prodigal  sjioken  of  in  the 
S<‘rij)tures.  He  asked  his  father  for  the 
portion  of  goods  to  which  he  would  be- 
come heir,  until  they  were  given  to  him. 
No  doulit,  the  morning  he  received  them, 
he  clapptsl  his  han<ls  .and  ex<;laimed,  “ f 
am  a free  man!  1 will  no  longer  be  gov- 
erned by  my  ]>ai‘*uit!  I am  going  to  do 
husiness  for  niy.velf — going  to  enjoy  the 
pleasures  of  this  world,  auil  have  a happy 
lime.”  But  how  long  did  thislast?  Time 
)>assed  on — famine  came — and  he  was 
brought  to  hunger,  to  distiess,  ami  his  as- 
sociates were  the  herds  of  swine  he  fed. 
“And  he  would  fain  hau*  tilled  his  bt;lly 
\uih  the  husks  that  the  swine  did  eat.” 
Von  see  sin  soon  robbed  him  of  all  his 
enjoyments.  Just  so  it  is  with  us  if  we 
become  pro«ligals,  and  leave  (fod  the 
father  and  Jesus,  and  follow  the  desires 
of  our  own  carnal  mind,  .and  the  imJina- 
lions  of  our  sinful  hearts.  If  we  go  back 
we  \sill  be  robbed  of  all  our  pleasures, 
tioth  in  this  world  and  in  the  world  to 
I c.me. 

Itear  reader,  w ill  you  go  back  tothede- 
‘^poilment  of  your  immortal  soul?  (io 
not  back.  (Jod  beseeches  you  not  to  go 
hack.  But  pres.s  on  and  upw'ard,  and  yon 
will  gain  the  pi-ize.  We  eoine  to  the  sec- 
ond choice;  that  is,  throwing  yourself  on 
what  seems  to  be  un  enemy.  Was  it  not 
a bold  thing  for  these  lepers  to  throw 
tlu'jiiselves  on  their  enemy,  the  hostile 
Syrians?  They  might  have  lieen  pierced 
tlirough  the  heart  with  the  d.agger  or  lan- 
cet, and  perished,  but  instead  f*f  this  they 
found  food  enough  to  relieve  them  from 
the  pain  caused  by  hunger.  Now  cast 
yourselves  on  God. 

Some  one  may  say,  O,  1 cannot;  I am 
too  vile  a sinner;  God  will  not  receive  me; 
I w()uld  r.ather  turn  from  him;  he  will  cut 
me  asumler.  No,  sinner,  he  will  not;  for 
this  is  tlie  very  (lomlilion  in  whi<'li  he 


wants  vou  to  come.  He  wants  you  to  feel  1 
that  you  are  a sinner,  and  that  you  have  ! 
violated  his  Unvs.  There  is  virtue  enough  1 
in  the  blood  of  the  blessed  Redeemer  to  | 
wash  all  your  sins  away;  then  turn  to  him;  i 
cast  your  cares  on  him,  and  you  wdll  tind 
a banquet  spread  for  you.  Step  over  to 
the  King’s  feast,  and  eat  of  the  lire.ad, 
th.at  your  souls  may  live  in  eternity.  O, 
that  when  you  ap|)roach  God’s  jmlgment 
V)ar  your  portion  may  not  be  ajqiointed 
witli  the  hypocrites  and  the  workers  of 
j iniquity;  but  that  you  may  gain  the  realms 
of  eternal  happiness.

w ith  so  many,  and  this  is  the  reason  that 
there  are  so  niany  different  sects  springing 
np  among  us.  Each  one  despise.'<  tin 
other,  and  thinks  himself  better  than  his 
neighbor,  and  thinks  he  knows  better 
than  others.  But  if  men  would  lay  hold 
nj)on  this  ohl  fanci(?d  itlol  of  self-right- 
('onsiicss,  and  sclf-cxaltiitum,  and  Avoiild 
te.ir  liim  from  his  throne  and  trample  him 
under  foot,  then  might  the  gi-ace  of  God 
abound,  love  prevail,  and  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  w ould  fionrish;  and  jteacc  not  only 
among  the  children  of  God,  hut  among 
the  initions;  ainl  pcojile  might  flourish 
ainl  increase  until  the  waste  ]>laces  and 
the  deserts  of  sin  would  bloom  as  tbe  rose, 
and  the  whole  earth  might  be  glad.

vvhere  the  children  w’cre  taught  the  jirin- 
ciples  of  religion  as  well  as  the  rndimonts

Now,  however,  the  rising  gcneiiition 
has,  to  a great  extent,  cut  loose  from  her 
anchorage  in  the  C'hureh;  religion  is  left 
in  the  b.ack-groinid.  Moral  virtue  ami 
Uhrislian  integrity  with  many  are  matters 
of  small  imjiortance,  and  the  C’hureh,  in- 
stead of  putting  forth  anv  effort  to  rcl/ain 
her  influence  and  ]>owcr  over  the  minds  of 
the  young,  rather  lends  her  aid  to  make 
the  Sejiaration  more  comjilete,  by  adopting 
. in  her  Sabbath  Schools  singing  hooks  the 
music  of  which,  in  many  instances,  is  just 
of  that  character  which  we  do  not  wislgto 
sing  in  our  churches,  and  which,  indeed, 
wmihl  be  entirely  out  of  jilacc. 

The  remedy'  for  this  unpleasant  comli- 
tioii  of  things  is  for  the  Church  lo  lay- 
hold  of  the  matter,  setmre  books  with 
good  tdiurch  tunes,  and  then  gather  both 
her  old  and  her  young  -jicojilc  togethn’  in 
tlic  church,  at  stated  ami  jirojicr  times, 
and  learn  to  sing  such  times  as  arc  proper 
ami  edifying  ki  be  used  in  our  jniblic  ser- 
vices. Both  the  older  and  younger  jior- 
tioiis  of  the  eoiigregation  mu.st  learn  lo 
sing,  if  any  heneflt  is  to  he  derivetl  there- 
from. I'hey'  must  learn  to  sing  together, 
ami  become  familiar  with  the  tunes,  and 
by  singing  together  fre«(uently  they  w'ill 
accomplish  this;  and,  oli!  pleasant  it  is, 
when  wc  meet  for  juihlic  worship,  and 
hear  the  voices  of  both  old  and  y-oung 
join  in  one  harmonious  song  of  jiraise  to 
Cirod. 

W^e  trust  that  throughout  all  our  church- 
es a.  pri)|»tir  attention  will  he  given  to  this 
matter.  We  have  been  to  a great  deal  of 
labor  and  expense  to  compile  a book  of 
tunes  in  which  all  should  be  able  to  flml 
suitahle  and  .appropriate  church  tunes; 
l.'ut  to  make  it  henefleial,  and  to  acconi 
plish  the  design  of  the  hook,  the  tunes 
must  lie  learned  and  practiced.

Wc 
would  also  return  onr  best  thanks  to  the 
dear  friends,  brethren  and  sisters,  for

Here  I wish  to  ask  the  <|uestio'ii,  Docs 
the  .\po8tle  Paul  here  speak  of  the  pres- 
ent time,  or  of  ]>ast  timei'  In  Acts  14:  16, 
the  Apostle  speaks  of  past  time;  and 
in  chapter  17:  30,  we  read:  “And  the  times 
of  this  ignorance  Gotl  winked  at;  but  now 
commandeth  all  men  everywhere  to  re- 
pent.” Hero  the  Apostle  sjicaks  of  igno- 
rance ami  ol'  the  jiresent  time,  when  the 
Gospel  sliall  be  declared  unto  all  nations. 
Now,  in  the  words  Hrst  above  qiioletl,  I 
think  Paul  speaks  of  past  time,  because  in 
till'  previous  verse  he  says,  “ Which  none 
of  the  princes  of  this  world  knew-;”  and 
then  he  say-s,  in  the  9th  verse,  “ But  as  it 
gs  written;”  which  certainly  lias  reference 
to  Isaiah  64:  5,  where  it  is  w ritten,  “ For 
since  the  heginning  of  tlie  world  men 
have  not  lieard,  nor  perceived  by  the  car, 
neither  hath  the  ey'c  seen,  O God,  liesides 
thee,  what  he  hath  prepared  for  him  that 
waiteth  for  him.”  These  words  were 
si»oken  in  times  past,  ami  Paul  only  w'ished 
to  remark  how-  it  was  written  in  limes 
jiast. 

Ill  the  loth  verse  he  says,  “ But  Gotl 
hath  revealed  them  unto  his  Spirit;  for 
the  Sjiirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the 
deep  things  of  God,”  and  he  makes  it 
plainer  still  in  the  following  verses  of  the 
same  chapter.  We  .should  be  very  careful 
to  discern  w-hat  part  of  the  Scrintures 
have  reference  to  the  present,  and  what  to 


jrasttime;  for  instance,  if  W’e  read  the  16th 
verse  of  the  15th  chapter  of  1st  Gorin- 
thian's,  and  tVouhl  not  re,atl  ami  consider 
the  verses  fpl  lowing,  Ave  might  get  a 
AVTong  itlea  of  it;  Imt  in  the  2()th  A-el'se  he 
expresst's  in  plain  Avords  the  right  idea  of 
it.  Ho  I think  we  should  not  refer  to  the 
above  9th  verSe  as  relating  to  the  present 
time,  hut  the  verses  following  It,  hV*r 
under  the  old  dispensation  the  Gospel  w as 
not  declared  as  plainly  ils  it  is  undbr  (hc 
nCAV  dis]»ensation,  or  at  the  present  time, 
for  in  the  chapter  above  referred  to,  in  the 
12th  Aorse,  Ave  read:  “Now  Ave  haAC  re- 
ceived, not  the  spirit  of  thcAvorld,  hut  the 
Spirit  Avhich  is  of  (Jod;  that  w'e  might 
knoAV  the  things  that  are  freely  given  to 
us  of  God.”

True,  religious  services  Avere  held  by  many 
ill  the  country,  blit  they  Avere  not  so  largely 
attended  as  they  should  have  been;  only  by 
a part  of  some  families,  Avliile  the  otliers 
staid  at  home  to  Avork.  Many  even  av  lie 
.attended  ehureh  returned  home  k»  unite 
w ith  the  others  in  labor,  and  thus  4he  day 
Avas  spent. 

Dear  readers  of  the  Herald^  do  you 
think  that  Almighty  God  will  hc  pleased 
w ith  us  that  way?  O no,  he  wank*  (he 
Avhole  heaVt^  AVe  should  take  a tlee)>  in- 
terest in  a 'Klia.nksgiving  Day,  thanking 
God  for  liis  })|-otecting  care,  and  for  the 
great  blessings  beskiweil  upon  iis,  ami 
also  thank  him  that  our  rulers  manifest  an 
interest  in  this  matter,  and  give  us  to  uii 
dorstaml  th.at  we  should  abstain  from  all 
w orldly  affairs.

One  great  art  that  Satan  employs  to  de- 
ceive |>eople  in  their  experiences  is  teach- 
ing them  to  look  for  physical  joy  before 
thev  w ill  believe.  They  look  to  God  in  a 
blind,  v.ague  way,  wanting  for  some  buoy- 
:inl,  thrilling  sensation  to  come  before 
they  w ill  believe  that  God  will  do  as  he 
]tromises.  Sometimes  Satan  arrays  him- 
self in  llaining  white  robes,  and  urges  up- 
on a soul  the  necessity  of  becoming  a 
' Ghristian,  urges  theui  to  start  at  once. 
They  do,  ami  for  awdiilc  Satan  stands  over 
lliem  like  a very  father,  and  leads  them  in 
the  right  way  as  straiglit  as  any  minister 
of  Christ.  All  at  once  in  a perem])tory 
• way  he  says,  “ This  religion  isn’t  for  you; 
you  shouM  feel  h:ipj)y;  the  Lord  will  not 
iiear  you;”  and  soon  he  has  the  de.ir  soul 
in  pitiful  darkness.  l>ut  one  j>romise  is 
sure  to  conquer  in  thest;  cases,  if  the  con- 
dition is  com])lied  with:  “And  ye  shall 
seek  me  and  find  me,  when  ye  shall  search 
for  me  with  all  vour  heart.”  When  we 
seek  “with  all  our  heart,”  xve  are  not 
w'ondering  if  the  Lord  w'ill  be  true  to  his 
Word  in  our  case.  We  are  determined 
to  fulfill  the  condition  on  our  ]»art,  and 
have  no  doubt  but  that  the  Lord  will  ful- 
fill his  Word. 

llenn  again,  Satan  often  conu'S  in  with 
the  insinuating  whisper,  “ You  have  aslo’d 
amiss;  the  Lord  does  not  hear  you.”  We 


may  ask  brokenly  and  awkwardly,  but 
we  never  ask  amiss  when  we  pray  for  for- 
giveness of  sin,  else  why  did  God  let  Je- 
sus suffer  and  die?  The.se  things  seem 
simj)le  to  speak  about,  but  a great  many 
souls  have  been  kept  in  darkness  by  these 
false  wdiis})ers. 

Sometimes  the  Christian  lieart  w’ill  ex- 
perience a calmness  almost  deathlike  in 
Its  quiet;  joy  or  sadness  seem  jmwerless 
to  move  it.  There  is  no  pleading  with 
God,  no  anxiety  in  prayer.  The  ever- 
ready  enemy  suggests,  “ \ ou  have  not 
much  of  the  love  of  God  just  nowg  grow- 
ing ratlier  indifferent,  are  you  not?”  No, 
not  indifferent,  by  any  means.  It  is  a 
full,  deep,  restful  i*est.  Why,  you  fill  a 
clean  goblet  with  pure  w'ater,  and  hold  it 
with  steady  hand  between  you  and  the 
window.  As  long  as  it  is  motionless,  you 
fail  tr»  discover  the  water,  and  you  are 
ready  to  dei  lare  that,  judging  by  physical 
vision,  the  goblet  is  empty.  Tip  it  a lit- 
tle, or  pour  a little  more  w ater  in,  and  the 
drops  coming  over  the  side  will  convince 
you  that  it  is  full  and  running  over. 

When  the  soul  is  calmly  trusting  in 
God.  and  the  sins  are  all  washed  away, 
why  should  there  be  anxiety?  When 
))ersons  are  sni'e  that  their  prayers  are  an- 
sw'ered,  why  should  they  tease  God  for 
what  he  has  already  promised  to  do? 
When  their  will  is  so  fid ly  the  Lord’s  w’ill 
that  they  have  no  desire  to  ask  only  wliat 
is  according  to  his  will,  why  need  they 
woi'ry  for  fear  they  have  asked  amiss? 
Just  let  a soul  come  to  them  and  ask  the 
way  to  Heaven;  or,  let  them  see  some 
work  to  do  for  the  dear  Lord;  or,  let  some’ 
]>recious  ]»romise  come  to  them,  or  some 
sudden  wave  of  pure  joy  sw'eep  over  them, 
and  the  sparkling  drops  from  the  over- 
flowing he.art  will  give  am})le  jiroof  that 
the  fountain  is  pure,  deep,  full! — Chris- 
tian Standard.

Where  tlie  love  of  God  reigns  in  the 
affections,  it  will  yommand  all  the  powers 
of  nature,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  passions 
to  .act  suitably  to  this  sovereign  and  all 
i ruling  affection  of  love.  The  eye  will  often 
! look  "up  to  (4od  in  a way  of  humble  de- 
I pendence;  the  ear  wall  be  attentive  to  his 
holy  word;  the  h.ands  will  be  lifted  up  to 
heaVen  in  daily  re<|uests;  the  knees  will  be 
bent  in  humble  worshij);  all  the  outward 
powers  will  be  busy  in  doing  the  will  of 
God,  .and  jiromoting  his  glory.  He  that 
loves  God,  will  keep  Ins  commandments, 
.and  fulfill  every  present  duty  with  deliglit. 
lie  will  ende.avor  to  please  God  in  all  Ins 
actions,  and  xvateh  ag.ainst  and  avoid 
whatever  m.ay  olVeml  him;  and  while  the 
sever.al  outward  powers  are  thus  engaged, 


all  the  iinvard  affections  of  nature  will  be 
employed  in  corresponding  e.xercises.  Su- 
preme love  will  govern  all  the  active  train 
of  human  passions,  and  lead  them  captive 
to  cheerful  obedience. 

How  senseless  and  absurd  is  the  pre- 
tense to  love  God  above  all  things,  we 
do  not  resolve  to  live  upon  him  as  our 
hope  and  happiness;  if  we  do  not  choose 
him  to  be  our  God  ami  our  all,  our  chief 
and  all-sufficient  good  in  this  world,  and 
that  which  is  to  come!  AVhere  the  idea 
of  God,  as  a being  of  supreme  excellence, 
doth  not  reign  in  the  mind,  where  the 
will  is  not  detennined  and  fixed  on  him, 
as  our  supreme  good,  men  are  strangers  to 
that  saci-ed  and  divine  affection  of  love. 
Till  this  be  xlone,  we  cannot  be  said  to 
love  God  with  all  our  heart. 

How'  necessary  and  useful  a practice  is  it 
tlie'refore  for  a Christian  to  meditate  often 
on  the  transcendent  perfections  and  worth 
of  the  blessed  God;  to  survey  his  attri- 
butes, and  his  grace  in  Christ  Jesus;  to 
keep  in  mind  a constant  idea  of  his  su- 
preme excellence,  and  frequently  to  repeat 
and  confirm  the  choice  of  him  as  our 
highest  hojies,  our  jiortion  and  our  ever- 
hasting  good!  this  will  keep  the  love  of 
God  warm  at  heart,  and  maintain  the 
divine  affection  in  its  primitive  life  and 
vigor.  Hut  if  our  idea  of  the  adorable 
and  supreme  e.xccllencc  of  God  grow  faint 
and  feeble,  and  sink  low  er  in  the  mind;  if 
W'e  loose  sight  of  his  amiable  glories,  the 
sense  of  his  amazing  love  in  the  gospel, 
his  rich  jiromises,  and  alluring  grace;  if 
we  shall  abate  the  fei  vency  of  his  sacred 
passion,  our  love  to  God  grows  cold  by  de- 
grees, and  suffers  great  and  grailual  decay. 

What  thanks  do  we  owe  to  God,  who, 
though  we  .are  so  much  indebted  to  him, 
demands  only  our  love,  to  pay  off  all  our 
[debts  iq)on  this  consideration;  doth  he 
not  show  us,  by  placing  the  prccejit  of  love 
above  all  others,  how  poor  and  insolvent 
as  we  are,  w'e  may  clear  ourselves  of  all 
that  we  ow'e  him. 

It  is  surely  impossible  to  I’cad  the  life 
and  death  of  our  blessed  Savior,  w'ithout 
I'enew'ing  and  increasing  in  our  hearts, 
that  love  and  reverence,  and  gratitude  to 
him,  which  is  so  justly  due  for  all  he  did 
and  suffered  for  us;  every  word  that  fell 
from  his  lij)s  is  more  precious  than  all  the 
treasures  of  earth,  for  his  are  the  w'ords 
of  eternal  life!

How  vaned  is  the 
jirofessed  love  to  God,  and  yet  there  is 
t»nly  one  true  love,  Avith  all  the  heart,  all 
the  strength,  and  all  the  mind,  or  w'e  Avill 
not  be  worthy  of  him  no  matter  what 
name  or  .sect.  How  solemnly  aAvful  if  any 
should  cheat  themselves  “becau.se  ye  are 
neither  warm  nor  cold  I Avill  spcAV  you 
out.”

Thes'e  Avas  once  a “ AV.aiting  for  the  fire” 
upon  jMonnt  Ctirmel.  “The  God  that  an- 
sAvereth  by  fire,”  s.aid  Elijah,  “ let  him  be 
God.”  Tried  by  this  test,  Baal’s  chiims 
to  deification  were  found  Avanting.  Ilis 
devotees,  though  they  Avaited  long,  failed 
to  receive.  “ Either  he  is  talking,” — ran 
the  sarctistic  speetdations  of  Elij.ah — “or 
he  is  pursuing,  or  he  is  on  .a  journey,  or 
penidventure  he  sleejieth  and  must  be 
aAvaked.”  Elijah’s  God  Avas  not  such  an 
one  as  that.  When  he  had  been  invoked 
in  prayer,  “ the  fire  of  the  Lord  fell.” 

In  tlie  Ncav  TesLiment  also  Ave  find  re- 
vealed this  “God  that  unsAvereth  by  fire.” 
Of  him  “ every  one  that  asketh  receiveth.” 
There  Avas  another  “ Avaiting  for  the  fire” 
in  those  days  preceding  Pentecost,  and 
th.at  Avord  was  filerally  fulfilled — every 
one  that  asked  received.

If  we  come  down  to  those 
Avhom  onr  Lord  esjH’cially  honored  wc 
find  them  to  have  been  devout  Simeon  and 
devout  Anna,  who  were  dally  in  the  tem- 
ple waiting  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord 
Ghrist.  If  wc  look  at  the  Gentiles  whom 
the  Lord  particularly  distingnished,  devout 
('ornelins  stands  jtromlnent.  And  if  we 
advert  to  him  who  attained  to  more  spir- 
itual revelations  than  were  ever  vouch- 
safed to  any  other  individual  believer,  we 
find  him  to  be  the  man  who  said,  “I  was 
in  the  sj»int  on  the  Lord’s  day.”  j\forn- 
'ing  Thoughts.

THE  lIUTTEll  liRETlIKEN. 


A short  account  of  the  Christians  of  the  Ana- 
baptist Church,  culled  the  Hutter  Brethren.  De 
scribing  their  separation  from  Popery,  tlieir  sub- 
sequent persecutions,  and  their  final  settlement 
in  Russia. — Written  by  Henry  Donnbr,  Bishop  of 
llie  clmroli  at  Ohrlofferfeld,  West  Prussia,  in  1783.  j 

(Oo.VTlNUKl).)  I 

Mertol  Hoot  as  bishoj)  oufvht  to  have  re- 
plied, but  being  imu-li  intimidated,  lie  re- 
mained silent, — :the  other  brethren  fol- 
low’ed  his  examjile.  Jose])li  (voor,  liow- 
ever,  rose  and  answered  the  Jesuit  brietly 
in  the  following  words:  Wind  you  have 
said  I have  well  understood,  though  I 
have  found  in  it  but  little  truth.  The 
wortls  of  Jesus  (Matth.  17:  20)  are  not  to 
be  taken  literally,  hut  have  a s|  iritual 
meaning.  Hoav  can  you  demand  that 
every  believer  shouhl  ]>ei*fonn  these  mira- 
cles? Or  how  can  you  truly  say  that  any 
.Jesuit  ever  removed  mountains;  — you 


would  find  it  hard  to  jirovi^  your  words. 
For  the  jircseut  I shall  hut  say  that  I nei- 
ther shall  deny  my  faith  nor  :idopt  the 
Homan  Catholic  religion, — may  become  of 
me  whiit  God  jileases.  The  priest  was 
still  desirous  of  disptiting  with  Goor,  hut 
as  his  words  had  no  foundation  or  hearing,  I 
Goor  turned  from  him  and  went  out  of 
the  chapel.  At  the  door  he  said:  Who- 
ever is  mv  brother  or  my  sister,  let  him  or 
her  follow  me.  Hut  'nohoily  followed 
him. — Mertel  Hoot  asked  of  the  Jesuit  for 
time  to  consider, — which  w:is  given.  On 
leaving  the  chapel  in  comiiiiny  with  the 
brethren  and  sisters.  Hoot  was  accosted 
by  Goor,  who  exi>ostuljited  with  him  that 
he  as  hisho])  did  not  show  a better  exam- 
ple to  his  flock,  hut  rather  tveted  as  a hire- 
ling would.  Hoot  said:  Wo  still  have 

time  for  considering  this  matter  and 
ciin  consult  with  each"  other  which  course 
we  shall  take.  Goor  replied;  No  respite 
is  needed, — we  must  be  certain  of  our  faith 
at  all  times;  hut  well  I see  which  way  our 
poor  church  is  drifting!  May  God  have 
mercy  on  her. 

Some  time  after  this  the  brethren  in- 
quired of  bishop  Hoot,  how  they  were  to 
act.  Hoot  said:  “O,  my  brethren,  these 
are  dangerous  times, — yield  and  comply; 
and,  no  douht,  God  in  the  meantime  will 
work  changes  in  the  religious  world.”  Hy 
such  and  similar  suggestions  the  hearts  of 
both  the  bishop  and  his  flock  were  inclined 
to  yield  to  the  pressure  of  circumstances, 
and  in  due  time  they  all  were  received  in 
the  Homan  Catholic  church  and  had  to  re- 
nounce their  religion.  The  oath  which 
on  this  occtision  they  had  to  take  was  a 
very  terrible  one.  In  the  first  place  they 
had  to  confess  themselves  to  be  in  error 
and  to  promise,  never  to  return  to  the  dam- 
nable doctrines  of  the  anabaptists.  In 
the  second  place  they  had  to  renounce  the 
light  which  they  had  found,  namely,  the 
true  Word  of  God,  and  promise  to  consid- 
er as  their  religious  belief  only  that, 
which  had  jtreceded  from  the  council  of 
the  jiopes.  In  the  third  place,  they  had  to 
consider  all  those  as  damned  who  were  not 
within  the  pale  of  the  Homan  Catholic 
church;  they  had  to  curse  even  their  own 
mothers,  to  confess  their  sins  to  the  priest 
and  then  receive  the  Lord’s  Supper.  I'his 
abjuration  so  terntied  John  Stuld,  a pot- 
ter, and  a hoy  of  sixteen  years  old,  that 


they  fled  from  the  chmvh  and  refuseil  to 
make  the  terrible  renunciation,  'riiciv- 
tipon  they  were  captured  and  put  into 
prison;  and  remaining  true  to  their  own 
faith,  and  renouncing  the  ('atholic  reli- 
gion, they  had  to  suffer  a gri'iit  deal., 
"The  hoy  was  dragged  aliout  from  jdace  to 
place,  hut  he  steadfastly  ailhered  to  his 
faith,  and  so  did  Stahl. 

As  for  Joseph  Goor,  ho,  too,  was  cast 
into  prison.  Whilst  there  he  was  tempted 
by  a great  many  flatteries  on  one  side  and 
representation s'of  his  loss  of  jiroperty  and 
separation  from  his  three  children  (his 
wife  was  dead)  on  the  other,  in  case  he 
did  not  return  to  the  Catholic  church. 
Hut  as  he,  esteeming  the  reproach  of 
greater  riches  than  all  the  goods  of  this 
world,  could  not  be  prevailed  upon,  they 
proceeded  to  more  violent  measures.  lie 
was  threatened  with  ajipaHing  punish- 
ments, which  would  result  in  loss  of  prop- 
erty and  life’;  hut  nothing  could  induce 
this  faithful  follower  of  Christ  to  renounce 
the  true  religion  of  his  Master,  and  to  all 
their  throats  he  only  answered:  “I  am  in 
your  iiower,  ami  yon  can  do  with  me  as 
you  like;  hut  yon  cannot  in  your  treat- 
ment of  me  exceed  the  limits  th.at  God 
will  i>nt  to  your  violence;  to  Him  I sub- 
mit mvself,'content  to  suffer,  if  such  he 
his  will.”  Then  they  took  him  away  from 
Allevienz,  and  nohoily  could  ascertain  to 
where  he  was  conveyed.  His  two  sons 
and  one  daughter  remained  at  Allevien/. 

1 and  were  baptized  into  the  Catholic  church. 
At  a later  period  it  xvas  learnt  that  Goor 
had  been  taken  to  Klausenhurg  near  the 
Hungarian  frontier,  where  he  was  hidden 
in  a convent  for  three  and  a half  years 
and  suffered  much  from  the  monk.s.  At 
length,  after  the  la]»se  of  three  years,  it  so 
pleased  Go<l,  that  the  hcforivmentioneil 
jiotter  John  Stahl  together  with  the  hoy 
were  brought  to  the  same  monasterv.  The 
joy  and  strength  their  recognition  imi>ari- 
ed  to  Goor,  can  scarcely  ho  imagined; 
for  in  the  first  jilace  he  found  that  these 
two  had  jiersevered  in  the  true  evaiigelieal 
faith  and  in  the  seirond  their  reunion  did 
nmeh  to  strengthen  and  comfort  them  in 
their  sad  position.  For  six  months  lon- 
ger they  had  to  remain  at  Klausenhurg, 
then  they  were  Vianished  to  Zlegezigk  in 
I’nlaiid,  and  were  forbidden  under  pain  of 
death  never  10  return  to  her  Majesty’s  do- 
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niiiiioiiH.  In  l*oland  tliey  had  to  earn 
their  scanty  living  as  best  they  could,  and 
ultimately  joined  us  at  Creuz,  as  we  shall 
j>resently  ivlate. 

Having  accoinjdishod  his  designs  at  Al- 
levienz,  the  Jesuit  went  next  to  Sabi >attish 
where  John  Walter  was  bishoj).  Here 
too,  he  succeeded,  for  the  whole  church 
left  their  faith  and  joined  the  Catholic 
church,  on  which  occasion  they  had  to  take 
a most  horrid  oath,  similar  to  that  already 
described. — These  now  are  the  sa«l  conse- 
quences of  neglecting  to  strengthen  the 
basis  of  our  faith  in  times  of  j^eace  and 
quiet,  and  of  contenting  ourselves  with 
tlu'  good  things  with  which  (iod’s  munili- 
ccnt  hand  has  endowed  us.  In  sneh  times 
we  are  prone  to  say,  there  is  peace  and  no 
ilanger,  though  trials  are  waiting  to  enter 
our  door;  we  serve  Cod  with  our  lips,  but 
our  heart  we  give  \q>  to  the  world.  Cod  ' 
declares  th.at  he  will  spew  such  hy|H)critos 
out  of  his  mouth,  for  they  have  not  served 
him  with  sincere  hearts,  therefore  will  he 
suff(*r  them  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the 
enemy.  'I'hey  will  ever  and  anon  be  tor- 
tured with  the  ‘stings  of  their  own  con- 
science, and,  like  Ksau,  they  will  Hnd  no 
place  for  repentance.  Heb.  12:  IT,  How 
miserable  will  the  consciousness  render 
us  th.at,  for  a handful  of  woi'ldly  goods, 
we  have  denied  and  relinquished  the  truth 
revealed  to  us  in  the  blessed  Cosj)el. — 
'J'hese  two  bishops,  Mei  tel  Root  and  Zach- 
arias  Walter,  died  shortly  after.  Cod  h.ave 
mercy  upon  their  j>oor  souls! 

Having  had  such  marked  success  in  his 
work  of  conversion  or  rather  persecution, 
Telpina  thought  of  visiting  also  our 
church  in  Creuz,  The  Luthenins  who 
enjoyed  religious  liberty  in  Transylvania, 
and  who  were  .afraid  that  their  turn  of 
suffering  j>ersecutions  might  also  come, 
rendered  him  every  .assistance.  They 
scandalized  and  caiumniated  us  on  ac- 
c<(unt  of  h.aving  our  goods  in  common, 
ami  tra<luced  us  also  in  other  respects. 
It  was  fi-om  this  reason  that  we  were 
thrc.atened  a long  time  prior  to  Telpina’s 
coming  with  a punishment  more  severe 
th.in  that  inflicted  upon  the  other 
churches.  This  urged  us  all  the  more  to 
ujiite  our  jtrayers  and  ask  Cod  to  sustain 
us  by  his  gr.acc  .ami  mercy,  as  he  l).ad 
done  on  former  occasions,  and  to  keej> 
and  su]>port  us  in  the  truth  of  his  holy 
(Tospel.  We  also  .ajepointed  certain  hours 
of  |)rayer  for  the  j)Ur])OSC  of  haying  our 
great  need  before  the  Almighty  and  of 
asking  for  his  tlivine  protection.  And 
our  j>rayer  has  lu'en  he.ard,  for  we  have 
been  jnovidentially  kej)t  from  apostasy' 
and  renunci.ation. — In  tlie  .autumn  of  1766 
the  Jesuit  arrived  in  our  j)lace  and  sent 
us  word  that  we  should  assemble  in  the 
chapel,  M-here  he  would  preach  us  a ser- 
mon on  repenbance.  We  sent  an  answer 
b.ack,  sbating  that  we  had  our  own  minis- 
ters, who  exhorted  ns  zealously  and 
preached  us  repentance,  and  we  .a.sked 
piui  to  excuse  us  for  not  attending  his 


sermon.  Tliis  so  enraged  him  that  he 
thrc.atened  to  rob  us  of  our  children  and 
our  property  .and  cast  ns  into  prison  never 
to  come  ont  again.  The  answer  we  g.ave 
him  was,  that  being  in  his  ]>ower,  we 
could  buta.sk  Cod  to  .send  us  his  strength- 
ening grace  and  mercy.  Seeing  th.at 
neither  his  promises  nor  his  threats  pro- 
duced a7iy  effect  uj»on  ns,  lie  had  us  .arresb 
ed  and  shortly  after  we  were  all  separated 
and  taken  to  different  villages.  Hereby 
the  children  were  t.aken  away  from  their 
parents,  and  husbands  sejiarated  from 
their  wives. 

This  .sep.aration  forms  one  of  the  most 
import.ant  features  of  persecution.  In  the 
first  jil.ace  its  ajipeals  to  one’s  reluctance 
to  leave  his  own,  and  sbiggers  his  resolu- 
tions more  effectually  than  other  consid- 
er.ations  could.  In  the  second  jilace,  a 
person  thus  separ.aled  is  often  tre.ated 
most  cruelly  by  those  amongst  whom 
he  is  placed,  for  it  is  ofU'ii  considered  a 
most  laudable  deed,  to  commit  every  bar- 
barity upon  such  as  are  thus  exiled  and 
helpless. — In  such  distressing  times  we, 
like  Israel  of  old,  can  only  hang  our 
harps  upon  the  willows  and  weej)  at  the 
remembrance  of  a scattered  Jerusalem  or 
Zion  (Rs.  137),  and  wait  until  it  plea.s<*s 
the  Lonl  to  destroy  the  j)Ower  of  R.abel 
and  to  i-elease  his  faithfid  ones. 

As  we  felt  this  ,separ.ation  most  .acutely 
we  made  eveiy  effort  to  effect  a reunion, 
in  which  effort  we  ultim.ately  succeeded 
and  met  e.ach  other  in  our  hoti.se  at  Creuz. 
At  this  time  the  Jesuit  h.ad  left  Creuz  to 
report  to  the  Emjtress  the  re.stdts  of  his 
expeditions;  but  having  left  orders  with 
the  justice  of  the  vill.agc  to  re-capture  us 
in  the  case  of  our  coming  b.a(rk,  we  were 
.again  .arre.sted.  We  were  kept  jtri.soners 
within  the  church-yard.  To  explain  this 
to  the  re.ader  it  mu.st  be  .added  th.at  tlie 
churches  in  Tran.sylvania  arc  surrounded 
by  two  high  and  massive  walls.  The 
first,  which  is  nearest  to  the  church  and 
enclo.ses  the  cemetery,  contains  the  pris- 
ons, whilst  the  other  wall,  some  little 
distance  from  the  first,  forms  a storehouse 
for  the  people  of  the  village  in  w'hich 
every  one  has  his  larder.  Tliis  .arnange- 
ment  is  made  with  a vieAv  to  s.afety  in 
times  of  war,  for  which  reason  the  doors 
.are  built  very  strong.  In  this  church- 
y.ai’d  we  were  kept  ])risonei‘s  in  the  year 
1767  from  St.  John’s  d.ay  until  Michael- 
mas. Some  of  oui-  relatives  sent  us  our 
necess.ary  food,  wliich  was  brought  to  us 
d.aily  by  the  village-j)ol iceman.  It  was 
during  tliis  time  that  Jo.seph  Goor,  John 
Stahl  and  the  before-mentioned  boy  ar- 
rived in  Creuz  by  the  round-.about  way  of 
I lung.ary,  Moldavia,  and  Wall.achi.a.  They 
found  us  in  this  mi.serable  condition.  Jo- 
seph Goor  however  admonished  us  to 
remain  steadfast;  for  there  was  religious 
liberty  in  Wallachia,  and  if  we  could  but 
escajie  and  make  for  Kronstadt,  he  would 
jirocure  a guide  to  conduct  us  across  the 
C.arjiathian  mountains.  We  acce|»ted  of 


this  offer,  and  Goor  lost  no  time  in  finding 
out  one  of  the  Wallacliian  peasants,  who 
lived  near  Kronstadt  in  Transylv.ania,  who 
w.as  to  be  our  guide,  and  to  wliom  we 
were  to  p.ay  one  Gulden  (Florin)  for  each 
person  witliout  distinction  of  .age.  Goor 
appointed  a d.ay  on  which  we  were  to  be 
in  a forest  on  the  other  side  of  Kron- 
st.adt. 

Since  the  village-jadicem.an  fre<juently 
j>ut  the  key  on  a hook  at  the  outside  of 
the  door,  it  was  e.asy  to  have  our  «loor 
unlocked  by  one  of  our  brethren  who 
still  lived  in  our  common  dwelling 
house.  We  chose  the  night  for  our  flight 
and  inbaided  to  take  some  of  our  prop- 
erty with  us  on  wagons;  but  such  was 
not  the  will  of  God,  for  in  the  first  night 
a wheel  broke  and  the  next  night  some 
other  mishap  occurred  that  impeded  our 
progress.  W^e  now  aske«l  God  in  earnest 
pr.ayer  to  make  his  will,  whether  we  were 
to  proceed  on  our  way  or  not,  known 
unto  us  by  our  c.asting  lots.  Should  it  be 
his  will  to  try  our  faith  still  nnnv,  we 
would  humbly  submit  .and  only  ask  for 
his  Holy  Spirit  to  succor  us  and  keep  us 
in  the  truth  of  the  Gospel;  but  should  our 
flight  from  danger  be  not  contrary  to  his 
w ill,  he  w'ould  graciously  make  it  know'ii 
to  us.  In  escajiing  from  our  confinement 
W'e  had  hoped  to  obey  the  teachings  of 
the  Go,sj)cl  where  his  beloved  Son  Jesus 
says  to  his  disciples,  “When  they  perse- 
cute you  in  this  city,  flee  ye  into  another.” 
Matt.  10:  23.  But  in  all  things  we  desireil 
to  submit  ounselves  to  the  will  of  God. — 
Knowing,  moreover,  that  the  return  of 
the  Jesuit  Telpina  w'as  shortly  ex])ected, 
whose  purjiose  it  now  w.as  to  compel  us 
by  the  gre.atest  severity  to  yield  our  faith 
and  join  the  Roman  church,  we  m.ade  lots 
fd‘  j)a]»er  and  wrote  upon  some  of  them, 
“I'roireed,”  “Not  proceed,”  “Proceed 
immediately;”  these  we  mixed  and  one 
of  the  children  W’as  toM  to  draw'  one  of 
them.  The  cbihl  drew  one  w'ith  “proceed 
immediately”  uj»on  it. 

Thereupon  w’C  set  out  wathout  delay 
leaving  the  village  of  Creuz  .at  10  .a.  m. 
Every  one  of  our  people  h.ad  to  c.arry 
something,  even  the  little  children  had 
some  light  article  tied  to  them;  and  thus 
w'c  resembled  the  children  of  Isr.ael  fleeing 
out  of  Egyjit.  The  Lutherans  counte- 
nanced our  esc.ajie,  reasoning  th.at,  if  w'c 
should  be  prevailed  upon  to  forsake  our 
faith,  we  w'ould  get  into  high  favor,  and 
they,  on  the  other  h.and,  w'ould  be  regar<l- 
ed  with  dissatisfaction;  acting  upon  the 
strength  of  this  argument  the  village- 
judge  (justice)  conducted  us  out  of  the 
place.  After  he  had  left  us  we  made  for 
the  ne.arest  woods,  where  w'e  hid  our- 
selves. All  the  day  w'e  kept  ourselves 
quiet  in  some  sheltered  spot  and  at  night 
we  proceeded  on  our  journey,  until,  at  the 
end  of  three  days  and  as  many  niglits,  we 
arrived  in  a forest  near  Kronstadt.  This 
w.as  three  d.ays  before  the  appointed  time 
and  before  our  guide  w'ouhl  be  expected.

VVdiilst  waiting  here  .and  on  the  third  day 
ofter  our  arrival,  a catholic  holid.ay  oc- 
curred and  the  citizens  of  Kronstadt  came 
into  the  W'oods  in  search  of  pleasure. 
Amongst  these  there  w as  a game  keeper 
wdio  discovered  us  behind  some  bushes, 
where  w'e  h.ad  hidden  ourselves.  He 
asked  who  wm  w'ere  and  Avhither  w e W'ere 
going.  We  told  him  w hence  we  c.ame, 
but  our  destimation  W'e  thought  best  to 
conceal.  Then  he  said,  “You  are  all  bo- 
lr.aycd.” — We  imjilored  him  not  to  inform 
.ag.ainst  us,  but  he  only  shrugged  his 
shoulders  and  remarked,  th.at  lie  had 
sworn  and  could  not  do  otherwise;  with 
this  he  left  us.  When  our  families  heard 
this,  they  were  very  much  frightened;  the 
women  and  children  mo.aned  and  cried 
and  wept  most  jiitifully,  whilst  those 
brethren,  whose  faith  wais  more  firmly 
rooted,  tried  to  console  them  and  .admon- 
ish them  to  join  in  united  .and  e.arnest 
jir.ayer.  We  .accordingly  all  knelt  down 
ami  imjilored  our  heavenly  F.ather  to 
deliver  us  from  the  h.and  of  our  enemies 
and  to  show  unto  us  a waay  of  esc.ajie.  But 
should  it  be  his  w ill  to  visit  us  wdth  new 
trials,  we  asked  to  give  us  patience  and 
ste.adfastness  in  times  of  visitation,  that 
W'e  might  fight  the  good  fight  and  keep 
our  faith.  And  He  is  a true  God,  w hose 
promises  to  his  jieople  w'ere  ahvays  ful- 
filled, for  it  was  he  who  said,  “Fe.ar  not, 
thou  w'onn  Jacob,  and  ye  men  of  Isr.ael; 

I will  help  thee,  saith  the  Lord,  and  thy 
Risleemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel.”  Isa. 
41:  14. 

The  truth  of  this  jirouiise  w'C  experi- 
enced soon  after.  The  game  keeper, 
w'hose  words  had  given  us  cause  to  jire- 
parc  for  the  W'orst,  rejiorted  us  to  the 
authorities  .and  priests  immediately  after 
his  return  to  town,  telling  the  exact  place 
where  w'e  w'cre  to  be  found.  They  held 
a council;  and  the  merciful  God  so  order- 
ed it,  th.at  they  decided  upon  w'aiting 
until  the  next  moniing,  w'hen  w^e  were  to 
be  taken  and  delivered  to  the  .lesuits. 
They  said,  we  could  not  escape  them,  all 
the  roads  and  bridges  being  in  charge  of 
the  military,  .and  they  w'ould  be  as  sure 
of  us  to-morrow'  as  they  w'ere  to-d.ay.  But 
the  Almighty  laughed  them  to  scorn  and 
frustrated  their  council,  as  of  yore  he 
frustrated  th.at  of  Ahithophel:  for  on  that 
very  day  our  guide,  whom  Joseph  (tooi' 
had  engaged  for  us,  met  us  and  imjuired, 
whether  anybody  h.ad  seen  us.  We  s.aid 
that  one  had.  Then  said  he  to  us:  “Pre- 
pare for  the  journey  at  once,  and  let  every 
one  use  the  gre.atest  caution.  Our  way 
over  the  mountains  is  a very  dangerous 
6ne,  Ix'cause  w'c  sh.all  have  to  avoid  .all 
beaten  tracks,  and  climb  steep  rocks  and 
la'oss  ravines,  and  creep  through  dense 
woods  .and  liedges.  We  asked  him, 
whether  he  could  not  fake  us  some  other 
W'.ay,but  he  replieil,  “The  roads  and  briilg- 
es  are  w .atche<l,  there  is  no  other  Avay  for  us 
to  travel.”  Thereupon  ho  placed  all  the 
W'C.akly  women  ujion  our  horses  and  upon 


those  he  had  brought  himself;  a blind 
man  belonging  to  our  company  he  also 
put  on  horseb.ack.  All  of  them  th.at 
were  mountod,  our  guide  fastened  to  the 
horses  in  such  a manner  that  they  could 
not  fall  off  in  ascending  or  descending 
steej)  and  dangerous  places. 

These  prep.arations  being  made  we  com- 
menced our  ascent.  But  before  doing  so 
W'e  had  to  cross  a river,  over  w'hich  some 
of  the  men  swam  carrying  the  children 
on  their  backs;  others  obtained  a bo.at  in 
W'hich  they  w'ore  taken  across.  But  a 
gre.at  many  of  us  got  very  wet;  and  it 
w.as  late  in  the  evening  w'hen  w'c  reached 
the  Carpathian  mountains.  These  moun- 
tains form  the  boundaiy  betw'een  Poland 
and  Hungary  and  stretch  into  Tr.ansylv.a- 
ni.a.  They  are  very  high,  full  of  colossal 
rocks  and  steep  precipices,  the  sight  of 
which  turned  us  giddy.  Our  Wallacliian 
guide,  how'cver,  encouraged  us,,  and  w'c 
pressed  onwards  .all  th.at  night.  In  th(^. 
morning  we  found  ourselves  near  a gre.at 
cavern.  Here  w'e  made  a tire  in  ordi*r  to 
w'arm  ourselves  and  to  dry  our  w'et 
clothes,  and  thus  jiassed  the  day.  At  sun- 
set we  commenced  our  journey  and  trav- 
eled all  night,  and  .at  break  of  day  stood 
at  the  toi»  of  the  mountain  range.  Our 
situation  seemed  so  exceedingly  high  that 
we  fancied  we  could  view  the  entire  sur- 
face of  the  earth,  for  it  had  taken  us  all 
night  to  m.ake  our  .ascent.  When  we  set 
out  again,  we  had  to  descend,  and  our 
fear  of  pursuit  lieing  lessened,  we  traveled 
also  in  the  day-time.  After  three  days’ 
journey  w'c  had  cleared  the  mountains 
and  found  ourselves  in  Wallachia.  What 
a difficult  road  we  had  traveled,  w'hat 
hardships  wc  had  endured  during  our 
journey,  no  one  can  describe;  for  now 
we  had  to  climb  rocks  so  steep  and  pro- 
digiously high,  that  we  were  filled  w'ith 
apprehensions  lest  some  one  of  our  peo- 
ple might  make  a false  .step  and  be 
hurled  into  the  dc])ths  that  yaw'tied  below' 
(one  of  our  horses  fell  and  w.as  lost  over 
the  jirecipice):  and  then  again  w'e  had  to 
pass  along  such  narrow'  jiatlis  w'ith  abysses 
on  either  side,  that  each  glance,  right  or 
left,  almost  paralyzed  us  w’ith  terror.  And 
W'hat  made  our  situation  all  the  more 
terrible  w'as  that  we  had  mostly  to  travel 
at  night.  We  had  also  to  kee})  a deep 
silence  and  .avoid  every  noi.se,  for  which 
reason  the  mothers  w'cre  ordered  by  our 
guide  to  keep  their  infants  constantly  at 
their  breasts  to  keeji  them  from  crying; 
and  the  dogs,  which  had  follow'cd  us,  we 
had  to  bind  up  their  mouths.  WJien  on 
our  journey  over  the  mountains,  w'e  struck 
a country  road,  our  guide  obliterated  our 
foot-marks  with  the  branch  of  a tree,  to 
leave  no  trace  in  case  of  pursuit.  Our 
hardships  were  augmented  by  a great 
scarcity  of  food,  for  h.aving  arrived  at 
Kronstadt  too  e.arly  by  three  d.ays,  w e had 
consumed  nearly  all  our  provisions  before 
our  guide  joined  ns.  We  h.ad  to  go  with- 
out bread  for  four  d.ays,  for  w'hat  little 


provisions  we  had  left,  was  very  much 
needed  by  the  aged  ami  the  nursing 
mothers.  We  peeled  the  b.ark  from  .some 
of  the  trees,  and  also  g.athered  a good 
many  herbs  with  which  we  sustained  life. 
After  h.aving  g.aineil  the  summit  of  the 
mountains  we  thought  the  greate.st  danger 
was  now'* overcome,  but  our  guide  told  us 
th.at  the  descent  w'.as  still  more  danger- 
ous, the  truth  of  which  remark  w e soon 
experienced.  Oftentimes  we  had  to  let 
ourselves  down  by  the  br.anch  of  .a  tree, 
there  being  no  other  means  of  effecting 
our  descent  without  making  a slip  down 
the  hard  and  stony  mountain-edges. 

The  Wallacliian  horses,  how'ever,  w'ere 
rough  shod,  .ami  arc  W'ell  .accustomed  to 
climbing.  "J'he  children  w'e  tied  upon  our 
backs,  and  thus  wretchedly  w'e  had  now' to 
creej*  and  now' to  climb,  and  now' again  to 
slide  down,  lying  fl.at  on  the  ground. 
When,  at  length,  w e arrived  in  W.alla- 
chi.a,  onr  guide  s.aid,  “Now'  loosen  flu* 
dogs’  moutlis  and  let  them  b.ark,  and  lei 
the  children  cry,  if  they  like.  We  |i.aid 
this  man  for  his  faithful  .services,  and 
pr.iised  God  for  his  gnacious  .assistance.

“ When  I consider  thy  heavens,  the 
works  of  thy  fingers,  the  moon  and  the 
stars  which  thou  hast  ordained;  what  is 
man,  tliat  thou  art  mimlful  of  him:  an. I 
the  Son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him? 
rs.  8;  3,  4, 

Dear  re.ader,  hast  thou  ever  fully  con- 
sidered the  heavens?  or  dost  thou  know 
the  exact  me:ining  of  the  w'ord  heaven? 
The  ]irophet  says,  “Lift  up  your  eyes  to 
the  heavens,  Jiiid  look  upon  the  earth 
beneath;  for  the  heavens  sh.all  vanish 
aw'ay  like  smoke.”  I.sa.  51:  6.  Peter 
says,  “The  heavens  shall  pass  away  with 
a great  noi.se,  and  the  elements  melt  w'ilh 
fervent  heat.”  But  .at  other  places  we 
read  of  an  everlasting  rest  in  he.aven. 
Paul,  the  enlightened  apostle  says,  “For 
we  know  that  if  our  earthly  house  of  this 
tabernacle  w'ere  dissolved,  w'c  h.ave  a 
building  of  God,  a house  not  made  w'ith 
hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.”  Now 
then,  how'  are  we  to  understand  these 
passages?  To  some  they  undoubtedly 
appear  obscure  or  conflicting,  since  oni* 
says  the  heavens  shall  jiass  aw.ay,  while 
the  other  speaks  of  the  eternal  home  in 
heaven.

II. 

In  my  first  article  I tried  to  shoAV  tliat  a 
man  to  be  fitted  as  a teacher  and  leader 
of  the  flock  must  be  converted.  In  this 
article  I shall  endeavor  to  shoAV  that  he 
must  not  only  bc'A.!onverted,  but  he  must 
also  shoAV  forth  a good  examjile,  a ])ure 
Avalk  and  holy  conversation;  lie  must 
preach  by  example  as  Avell  as  by  pre- 
cept. 

The  apostle  Paul  Avrites  to  Timothy, 

1 Tim.  3 : 2,  “A  bishop  then  must  be 
blameless,  tlie  husband  of  one  Avife,  vigi- 
lant, sober,  of  good  behavior,  given  to 
hospitality,  apt  to  teach;  not  given  to 
Avine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre; 
but  piitient;  not  a braAvler;  not  covetous; 
one  that  ruleth  Avell  his  own  house,  liaving 
his  children  in  subjection  Avith  all  gravity; 
(For  if  a man  knoAV  not  hoAv  to  rule  his 
oAvn  house,  hoAV  shall  he  take  care  of  the 
church  of  God?)  Not  a novice,  lest  being 
lifted  up  Avith  pride  he  fall  into  the  con- 
demnation of  the  devil.  Moreover  he 
must  have  a good  report  of  them  Avhich 
are  without;  lest  he  fall  iiito  repr(>aeli 
and  the  snare  of  the  devil.”  Read  also 

2 Tim.  2:  2 and  Titus  1:  6. 

The  first  (pialification  of  a Christian 
minis  ter  which  the  apostle  here  gives,  is 
that  he  should  be  “blameless.”  This 
single  AA'ord  seems  to  cover  the  aaIioIc  list 
of  reipiirements  afterwards  mentioned. 
By  the  Avord  blameless  aa'c  understand 
that  he  should  give  no  cause  for  censure. 
We  kiioAV  that  it  is  impossible  for  a 
Ch  ristian  minister  to  do  his  duty,  Avithout 
receiving  censure,  and  oftentimes  the  very 
severest  condemnation,  and  Avhen  he  deab 
in  the  most  careful,  chnstian-like  and 
ju’udeiit  manner,  and  in  exact  accordance 
Avith  the  Avord  of  God,  but  to  be  censured 
unjustly,  that  is,  without  cause.,  or  to  be 
censured  Avheii  w'e  have  done  things  Avor- 
thy  of  censure,  and  Avhich  the  Avord  of 
God  condemns,  arc  tAvo  very  different 
things,  and  this  is  just  Avhat  the  apostle 
here  Avishes  to  teach,  namely  that  a min- 
ister should  not  do  that  Avhich  is  Avrong; 
he  should  give  no  cause  of  offense,  he 
should  not  make  himself  blameAvorthy,by 
doing  that,  or  by  allowing  himself  to  be 
led  to  do  that  Avhich  the  A\'ord  of  God 
condemns,  or  by  not  doing  that  which  the 
AVord  recpiires.  We  may  make  ourselves 
blameworthy  both  by  doing  Avhat  av'C 
ought  not  to  do,  and  by  not  doing  Avhat 
Ave  ought  to  do.  The  apostle  Peter  says 
(1  Pet  4:  15,  10),  “Let  none  of  you  suffer 
as  a murderer,  or  a thief,  or  as  an  e\'il- 
tlocr,  or  as  a busy-body  in  other  men’s 
matters.  Yet  if  any  man  suffer  as  a 
Christian,  let  him  not  be  ashamed;  but  let 
him  glorify  God  on  this  behalf.” 

A minister  necessarily  needs  to  ordei 
his  outAvard  life,  his  Avalk  and  conversa- 
tion so  that  it  may  harmoni/e  Avith  the 
reipiirements  of  thcGosjiel.  'riiat  delusiv(i 
and  heretical  device  of  the  devil  upon 
Avhich  bo  many  at  the  present  day  contin-

may  boast  and  profess,  the  heart  is  never 
right  as  long  as  men  do  not  jnit  aside 
their  filthy  conversation,  their  ilisorderly 
Avalk,  and  their  indulgence  in  ungodliness 
of  every  kind,  and  manifest  the  pure  light 
of  the  Gospel. 

Prompted  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  a man 
Avill  be  led  to  do  just  what  the  gospel 
reipiires,  and  the  gosjiel  never  reipiires 


rather  than  to  righteousness. 

In  his  personal  appearance  a man  should 
be  neat  and  clean.  There  is  no  virtue  in 
impurity  and  no  humility  in  filthiness.  We 
have  seen  ministers,  and  not  only  Meu- 
nonite  ministers,  but  those  of  other  de- 
nominations also,  Avho  Avere  so  excessive 
in  the  use  of  tobacco  that  their  lips  and 
chin,  or  beard  oftentimes  ]>resented  a very 


impossibilities.  But  here  the  apostle  uncleanly  apj>earance,  and  I once  heard

I Avas 
aftei-Avards  greatly  surjirisial  to  learn  that 
h(^  Avas  a minisler.  Men  often  do  not 
reali'/.e  the  importance  of  these  things 
until 
evil.

On  the  18th  of  January  1876  the  ineiii- 
lu^rs  of  the  Kansas  Local  Relief  Com- 
mittee and  the  committee  of  the  Canton 
Mennonite  Church  of  Alcriierson  County 
met  at  the  office  of  theAA^csterii  Rublishing 
Company  in  Halstead,  Kansas,  for  the 
purpose  of  conferring  together  Yvith  ref- 
erence to  the  condition  of  the  C’aiiton 
Church. 

The  Relief  Committee  was  represcnte<l 
by  I’res.  I’eter  Uuruh,  Sec.  B.  AVarkentin, 
Treas.  1).  S.  Holdeman,  and  Business 
Agents  Chr.  Hirsehler  and  Chr.  Selmiutz. 
Of  the  (Janton  C’lnm'h  YY-ore  present  of  the 
Church  committee,  Samuel  Koehn  and 
John  Jantz,  tYYO  ministers  and  three  mem- 
bers. 

David  Goertz  yvhs  invited  to  represent 
the  Alennonite  Board  of  (luardians.  ^ Bio. 
1).  S.  Holdeman  ]>resented  the  subject  of 
distributing  the  relief  money,  sent  from 
the  East,  among  the  several  poor  families. 
To  facilitate  the  making  uj>  of  the  ac- 
counts as  niueh  as  possible,  it  Yvas  agreed 
upon,  to  divide  all  the  provisions  aeeord- 
ing  to  the  mimber  of  members  in  every 
family,  and  all  utensils  and  agricultural 
im])lements,  Ac.,  according  to  the  nuinbei 
of  families  in  the  Canton  Cluindi;  ami  the 
notes  for  such  amounts  to  be  signed  ac- 

I cordingly.  . . . 

I To  ascertain  hoYv  much  of  provisions 
I every  family  receives  in  proportion  to  tin* 
i numlier  of  its  members,  and  the  amount 
j expended  in  behall  ot  each  family  loi  im- 
plements, etc.,  it  Yvas  ri'solved,  that  Iyy'o 
meinhers  of  the  Committee  should  Y'isit 
the  Canton  Church,  goTiig  from  house  to 
house,  in  order  to  make  up  a list  as  eor- 
recth’as  possible  of  what  each  family  had 
received.  According  to  this  list  the  notes 
for  all  families  respectively  are  to  be 
made  out  and  signed  by  them.  Consid- 
erin'^ this  subject  more  closely,  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  make  anollier  esti- 
mate of  the  LTieater  part  of  tbe  imple- 
ments, Ac.,  which  they  rceeivcl,  as  some 
of  them  Yvre  new  at  the  time  of  'listri- 
bution,  others  again  had  been  alie.id^ 
used. 

It  YY’as  jiroposcd  to  leave  the  settlement 
of  the  things  Yvhich  Yverc  distributed 
among  the  poor  atllorenee,  to  the  Boaitl 
of  Guardians;  but  this  yy  jis  declined  by 
their  representative  and  referred  to  the 


Kansas  Jjocal  Relief  Committee^  be- 
cause the  Board  of  Guardians  transacts 
business  in  Kansas  only  through  the 
“Kansas  Local  Relief  Committee,”  and  it 
Yvas  only  prior  to  the  organization  of  the 
latter  that  the  Board  of  Guardians  was 
compelled  to  act  directly  through  their 
agent. 

It  was  then  advised,  that,  during  the 
time  the  Corumittee  YY'Ould  be  engaged  in 
the  valuation  of  the  property  received 
by  the  church,  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
should  Yvrite  ii])  their  hooks,  so  as  to  he 
able  then,  as  soon  as  the  lists  Yvere  com- 
pared Yvith  the  books  and  aia’onnts,  to 
proceed  Yvitli  the  draYving  up  of  the  notes 

for  each  family.  _ , • i

‘2.  It  Yvoiild  be  unjust  to  relieve  one 
brother,  and  not  another,  though  his  need 
is  the  same.  3.  The  money  whieli  the 
K.  L.  R.  Committee  has  receive*!,  Yvas  not 
sent  only  for  the  Canton  Church,  but  foi 
the  really  needy  in  Kansas,  the  distribu- 
tion being  left  to  tlic  discretion  of  the 
Relief  Committee.  Oyy  ing  to  these  rea- 
sons the  resolution  Yvns  passed,  not  to 
refuse  solieibations  for  ai*l  Yvithout  due 
examinination,  although  they  might  come 
from  persons  not  belonging  to  the  Canton 
Church. 

At  the  same  time  great  caution  yvms 
enjoined  in  such  eases  where  persons 
claiming  relief,  had  ha*l  i*inployment,  but 
from  w'iint  of  judgment  had  ovea-looke*! 
the  manv  a<lvHiitages  ])ossessc<l  in  such 
places  and  left  them  and  noYV  applieil  to 
the  Committee  in  order  to  obtain  laml 
ami  be  enabled  to  settle  upon  it.  To  avoiil 
extending  aid  to  those  yvIio  thus  were  the 
cause  of  their  oYvn  trouble  and  difficulties 
tbe  resolution  Yvas  jiassed,  that  tlic  Com- 
mittee YY'as  not  to  grant  solicitations  of 
this  kind,  coming  from  persons  Yvho  ha*l 
jilaees  of  employment  y\  ith  other  niembers 
of  our  ehureh,  *>r  Yvho  might  have  kejit 
such  places,  before  tbe  solieitalions  are 
Yvell  examined  and  the  causes  for  them 
iimlerstood  unless  it  be  evident,  tliat  a 
longer  stav  of  po<ir  iiu'mbers  YY’ith  theii 
eniploY'crs  yy'ouI*.!  ri'vsiilt  in  a disadYanbi^o 
to  the  former.  In  this  latter  ease,  Yvhieh 
hoYvever  is  neither  to  lie  expected  nor  de- 
sired, the  K.  L.  R.  Committee  Yvoiild  of 
course  be  bound  to  take  the  necessary 
stejis  to  <lo  justice  to  the  p*x»r,  Yvhich, 
in  such  a case  Yvoiild  bo  the  suffering 
parties.

According  to  population,  China  takes 
the  highest  relative  rank  among  the  prin- 
cipal States  of  the  world.  According  to 
territorial  extent,  Russia  is  first.  China 
has  425,213,152  inhabit/mts,  in  an  area  <)f 
3,924,02'7  square  miles,  AA'hile  Russia,  third 
in  population,  having  82,172,022  inhabit- 
ants, has  an  area  of  8,404,767  s/piare 
miles.  Tlie  British  Empire  is  second  in 
rank,  both  as  to  inhabitants,  199,817,108, 
and  as  to  are.a,  4,677,432  square  miles.  The 
United  States  is  fourth  in  are;i  and  fifth  in 
population;  AA'hile  Germany  is  fourth  in 
the  latter  and  eighteenth  as  to  the  for- 
mer. German  J"  had  41,058,139  at  the  last 
enumeration  m 1871,  .and  the  Lnited 
States  38,558,371  in  1870.  Everything 
indicates  that  the  latter  has  since  grown 
more  r.apidly  than  the  former.  The  area 
of  the  Lnited  states  is  3,603,844,  and  that 
of  Germany  is  but  212,091  square  miles.

THE  HUTTER  BRETHREN. 


A short  account  of  the  Christians  of  the  Ana- 
baptist Church,  called  the  Mutter  Brethren.  De- 
scribing their  separalim  from  Popery,  their  sub- 
sequent persecutions,  and  their  final  settlement 
in  Russia.— Written  by  Hemry  Donnkr,  Bishop  of 
the  church  at  OhrlotTerfeld,  West  Prussia,  in  1783. 

(Concluded.) 

We  went  to  ft  village,  called  Kommpin, 
w'here  the  nobleman  would  have  gladly 
received  us,  but  learning  that  his  neigh- 
borhood W'as  a bad  one,  w'^e  went  on  to  a 
locality  wdthin  a mile  of  Bucharest,  the 
i^sidence  of  the  Wallachian  prince,  w here 
I we  settled.  This  was  in  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1768.  Here  w^e  remained  for 
one  year  and  a half  living  in  huts.  ■ The 
water  being  very  had,  many  of  our  people 
fell  sick,  which  caused  us,  in  1769,  to  de- 
part from  our  temporary  dwellings  and  to 
proceed  to  a place  called  Breschczalin,two 
miles  fiY)in  onr  first  settlement,  w here  w o 
built  a dwelling  house  and  for  some  time 
lived  in  peace.  But  this  was  not  to  con- 
tinue. In  conse€[uence  of  Russia  and 
Turkey  going  to  war  the  prince  of  Wal- 
lachia  deserted  the  cause  of  the  Sultan, 
whose  vassal  he  was,  and  joined  the 
sian  camp;  on  hearing  this,  the  nobility 
det^amped  and  left  the  mob  masters  of  the 


country.  When  the  Russian  troops,  i.  e.  the 
Cossacks,  entered  Wallachia  as  a van  of 
the  Russian  army,  they  were  joined  by  the 
Old-gre'eks,  who  were  tlie  life-guards  of 
the  Prince,  and  together  they  one^  day 
fell  upon  us  and  sacked  our  dwellings. 
Not  content  w’ith  that,  they  tore  our 
clothes  from  off  us,  and  destroyed  our 
furniture.  Seeing  tliat  we  had  built  a 
dwelling  house  (which  is  a rarity  in  Wal- 
lachia, the  peojile  mostly  living  in  suhter- 
mneau  huts),  they  fancied  we  w’ere  very 
rich  people  and  demanded  money  of  us; 
not  being  able  to  comply  with  their 
demands  they  treated  us  wdth  great  bar- 
barity. They  struck  us  with  iron  hammers 
upon  the  hack;  they  beat  onr  w^omen  and 
children  with  leatTOrn  w hips  (scourges) 
and  drove  them  into  the  house,  wliicli 
they  threatened  to  set  on  fire  should  w^e 
refuse  to  tell  them  where  the  money  w'as 
jjept; — siThsequently  they  again  released 
them.  None  of  our  people  suffered  more 
from  these  marauders  than  .Joseph  Goor. 
They  first  beat  him  most  severely  with 
scourges  and  iron  hammers  till  he  had  no 
pow'er  to  move  and  his  back  seemed  par- 
iilyzed.  Then  they  put  a red  hot  plow^- 
share  upon  his  hack;  then  again  tied  his 
hands  behind  him,  slung  a rope'  round  his 
feet  and  hy  this  rojie  suspended  him  witlt 
Ins  head  downwards.  This  done  they 
kindled  afire  underneath  him  and  scorched 
his  face,  hair  and  heard.  But  seeing  that 
all  this  hrutJility  availed  them  nothing 
and  their  victim  could  not  tell  them  of 
any  money,  they  cut  the  rope  and  let  him 
drop  into  the  fire.  Tliis  cruelty  very  nearly 
killed  him,  for  on  the  one  hand  he  W’as 
almost  burnt  hy  falling  into  the  fire,  and 
on  the  other,  lie  was  smothered  by  the 
tliick  smoke.  They  indulged  in  this  bru- 
tality from  6 a.  m.  till  5 j>.  m.,  when,  at 
last  this  band  of  thieves  left,  Diking  with 
them  all  they  couhl  and  destroying  wh.at 
remained.  Bereft  of  everything  else,  it 
was  a blessing  for  us  that  our  horses,  cows  | 
t and  goats  htid  been  kept  all  day  in  the 
woods  hy  our  herdsman  and  thus  had 
escaped  the  notice  of  the  robbers. 

No  sooner  liad  they  quitted,  than  we  fled 
to  the  woods,  where  we  remained  all  that 
winter,  for  there  were  always  bands  6f 
ruttians,  like  the  one  just  mentioned, 
around  that  neighborhood  and  prevented 
us  from  returning  to  our  common  dwell- 


ing house,  save  that  sometimes  one  or  the 
other  would  steal  thither  to  find  out  in  i 
what  condition  it  was.  In  the  spring  the 
Turks  again  visited  Wallachia  and  took 
the  prince  prisoner,  whom  they  strangled 
on  the  charge  of  treason.  They  destroyed 
everything  they  could  find,  and  burnt  eve- 
rything they  could  not  take  along;  the 
inhabitants,  too,  they  took  into  captivity. 
Being  much  afraid  of  sharing  such  a 
fate,  we  resolved  to  leave  Wallachia  and 
immigrate  to  Moldavia,  where  at  that  time, 
the  Russian  army  was  encamped.  Led  by 
the  guiding  hand  of  our  gracious  God  we 
left  Wallachia  and  made  for  thePodolian 
frontier.  Approaching  Fort  Chotim  we 
were  met  by  a Russian  colonel,  who  in- 
quired of  us,  who  we  were,  whence  we 
came,  and  whither  we  intended  to  go.  We 
replied  that  we  had  come  from  Wallachia 
where  everything  we  possessed  was  either 
destroyed  or  taken  away,  and  that  we 
trusted,  God  would  show  us  a place  where 
we  might  remain  in  peace.  He  asked 
again  what  trade  or  calling  we  followed. 
We  told  him  that  we  had  different  trades, 
hut  were  all  accustomed  to  farm-work. 
Thereupon  he  turned  to  his  officer  and  said, 

“ This  is  a case  for  count  Runianzow.”  He 
rode  away,  hut  we  soon  received  an  order 
to  come  to  Chotim  and  appear  before  the 
General-in-chief,  who  wished  to  see  us. 
Some  of  our  brethren  went  and  had  an 
interview  with  the  count,  who  imjuired 
whether  we  ^vere  of  the  same  faith  as 
those  Mennonites,  who  lived  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Danzig.  We  knew  nothing 
of  the  Mennonites  of  Danzig  and  could 
not  tell.  He  asked  after  the  doctrine  of 
our  faith,  which  we  explained  to  him  and 
added  that  we  were  called  the  Hutter 
brethren  after  Jacob  Hutter,  the  founder. 
He  finally  said,  “You  will  probably  agree 
with  the  Mennonites.  If  you  feel  inclined 
to  settle  on  my  estate  in  Russia,  you  shall 
find  there  convenient  homesteads.”  We 
accepted  this  offer  and  made  a contract 
I with  him,  in  which  he  promised  us  full 
religious  liberty,  and  also  to  advance  ns 
money  for  the  purjtose  of  building  a 
common  dwelling  house.  We  should  be  / 
at  liberty  to  follow  onr  trades  without 
being  subordinated  to  any  trades-people 
in  town.  He  moreover  promised  us  pro- 
visions for  a whole  year,  with  the  remark, 
that  we  could  return  these  advances, 
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hliould  we,  at  some  future  time,  be  able  to 
do  PO.  We  should  be  allowed  to  leave 
whenever  we  wished  to  do  so.  All  these 
points  being  put  down  in  writing  we  were 
escoi-ted  by  a detac'hnient  of  Russian  sol- 
diers to  our  destination.  On  the  10th  of  I 
April  1770  we,  numbering  about  sixty,  loft  I 
Moldavia  and  by  the  graeious  guidance  of  j 
the  Almighty  we  arrived  in  Russia  and 
were  shown  to  a village,  named  Wisliinka, 


lielonging  to  the  estate  of  count  Ruman- 
/.tiW.  Here  we  Vjuilt  a common  dwelling- 
liouse  and  here  we  lived  peacefully  until 
the  present  ilay-  We  had  come  from 
Moldavia  a distance  of  200  miles,  and  a 
e l eat  many  of  our  cattle  had  died  on  the 
road,  but  God  in  his  mercy  luul  spared 
the  people.  In  count  Kuinanzow  we  found 
a very  kind  master  who  still  continues  to 
show  us  many  favors;  mayGod  graciously 
r<‘pay  him!  We  are  now  very  busy  with 
weaving,  pottery,  iiml  corn-grinding, — we 
iiave  built  a grist-mill  and  a forge,  by 
working  we  have  been  enabled  to  repay 
tiie  money  which  the  count  kindly  ad- 
vanced us.  We  cannot  be  sutficiently 
grateful  to  God  for  giving  us  such  a place 
of  refuge, — m:iy  lu;  also  grant  us  peace 
for  our  souls,  through  the  merits  of  Christ 
Jesus,  Amen. 


With  regard  to  religious  practices,  viz. 
baj)tism  and  Lord’s  Supj)er,  tlie  Mutter 
Hretliren  take  the  same  grounds  as  the 
anabaptists  in  Prussia;  as  to  the  ceremo- 
nies, there  is  sojiie  little  difference.  In  one 
respect  tliey  are  far  more  strict  than  the 
anabaptists  or  Mennouites  in  Prussia, 
namely  in  excommunication.  Excommu- 
nications they  divide  into  three  grades.  In 
the  first  grade,  the  member  is  deprived  of 
the  “ Peace  and  Kiss;”  for  this  greeting 
is:  “Peace  be  wdth  you!”  This  is  done  in 
cases  of  minor  offenses.  In  the  second 
giade  and  for  some  graver  offenses,  the 
member  is  not  permitted  to  take  part  in 
their  councils.  In  the  third  grade,  for 
offenses  of  a still  more  serious  nature,  the 
oifending  member  is  excluded  entirely 
from  the  brotherly  community,  and  even 
his  daily  bread  is  withheld  from  him, 
unless  he  promise  to  correct  (better)  him- 
self, in  which  case  food  is  again  allowed 
him,  thouglx  he  must  still  remain  sepa- 
rated from  the  rest  of  the  chureh. 


With  regard  to  matrimony  they  differ 
from  us  in  some  respects.  If  any  male 
memlxer  wants  to  get  married,  he  has  to 
ap])ly  to  the  Bishop,  who  makes  known  to 
him  the  person  whom  he  is  to  marry,  and 
he  is  punished  by  the  church  should  he 
i-efuse  to  comply,  unless  he  can  make  a 
reasonable  objection  against  the  person 
tiius  selected.  'J’his  arrangement,  which 
we  would  consider  as  being  somewhat 
singular,  is  agreed  to  all  the  more,  be- 
cause, owing  to  the  community  of  goods 
among  them,  no  inc(|uality  of  worldly 
possessions  can  prevail.  Thereby  an  ob- 
st:i<  !e  is  removed  which  often  causes 
much  vexation.  Their  community  of 
goods  is  instituted  according  to  a custom 


of  the  early  Christians,  mentioned  in 
Acts  4:  32 — 37. 

Amongst  the  other  anabaptist  churches 
in  Transylvania  such  a community  also 
prevailed;  but  having  been  separated  and 
scattered  in  the  last  century  by  many 
wars,  they  settled  in  many  different  local- 
ities and  gi-adually  relinquished  their 
having  all  things  common.  In  1(590  they 
nxade  an  arrangement  very  similar  to 
that,  which  is  generally  adopted  ainong 
the  churches  in  Prussia;  but  the  church 
at  Wishinka  has  pieserved  the  custom  of 
community  of  goods  since  the  time  when 
her  members  first  settled  at  Creuz.  At 
jxresent  they  have  built  a large  dwelling, 
which  they  call  “Bruderhof,”  and  in  which 
they  all  reside,  having  their  receipts  and 
expenditures  all  in  common.  The  Bisfiop 
is  here  also  the  governor  in  temporal 
matters  and,  with  the  aid  of  the  teachers 
and  eldest  brethren,  he  adjusts  any  differ- 
ence that  may  occur.  The  trades  people 
hike  whatever  they  have  manufactured  to 
one  of  the  brethren,  who  is  appointed 
overseer,  and  upon  whom  devolves  the 
sale  of  the  articles  manufactured, — the 
rect;i})ts  he  has  to  pay  over  to  the  Bishop. 
There  are  two  overseers,  one  has  charge 
of  the  agricultural  department,  and  the 
other  of  tlie  grist-mill,  which  they  have 
built. 

The  task  of  the  woflien  is  spinning, 
knitting  and  sewing.  The  rule  is:  every 
one  of  them  must  do  something,  or  the 
injunction  of  Paul,  which  says,  “that  if 
any  would  not  work,  neither  should  he 
eat  ” is  followed  out.  At  work  the  male 
ami  female  members  occupy  different 
rooms.  To  their  meals  all,  who  are  able 
to  do  so,  meet  in  the  large  dining-room, 
where  twelve  persons  sit  at  each  table. 
Those  who  are  employed  in  the  mill  and 
in  the  field  have  their  meals  brought  to 
them.  One  of  the  sisters  has  charge  of 
the  kiU’hen,  and  there  are  again  others, 
appointed  to  be  her  assistints.  The  day- 
work being  done,  every  husband  and  wife 
retire  to  their  own  apartment,  situate  on 
the  second  floor. 

When  a woman  is  near  confinement, 
she  is  taken  to  a room  kept  in  readiness 
for  such  an  emergency  where  she  remains 
through  her  sickness,  and  during  that 
period  is  waited  upon.  When  she  has 
sufficiently  recovered  she  is  taken  to  an- 
other apartment,  where  all  nursing  moth- 
ers are  shiying.  Of  these  no  work  is 
required  and  such  food  is  provided  for 
them  as  is  suitable  for  their  condition. 
They  are  not  allowed  to  nurse  their  chil- 
dren longer  than  years,  after  this  time 
the  children  are  placed  in  charge  of  a sis- 
ter, called  the  scliool-mistress  or  mother, 
who  again  occupies  a separate  room  and 
is  assisted,  according  to  her  need,  by 
several  other  sisters,  whose  task  it  is  to 
undress  the  children  in  the  evening  and 
put  tliem  to  bed,  and  also  to  look  after 
them  during  the  night,  <fcc.  Here  the 
children  remain  for  five  years  when  they 


are  given  in  charge  of  a school-teacher, 
w’ho  also  has  a sepamte  apartment  assign- 
ed to  him,  and  who  instructs  them  in 
reading,  writing,  &c.  Here  they  are  also 
taught  the  w.ay  of  true  Christianity,  and 
they  receive  instructions  from  the  Bible 
adapted  to  their  tender  years;  and  thus 
they  are  gradu:illy  introduced  to  the  whole 
significance  of  the  holy  Scriptures,  to 
make  them  wise,  like  Timothy  of  yore, 
unto  salvation  through  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus.  2 Tim.  3:  15. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  this  mode 
is  not  adopted  by  many  of  our  brethren. 
What  glorious  results  might  be  attained 
by  such  a training  of  the  young;  for  the 
tender  mind  of  a child  re.sembles  bees- 
wax, which  tiikes  impressions  without 
resistance — it  will  bear  the  impress  of 
whatever  seal  it  has  been  stamped  with. 
If  many  would  but  follow  the  example  of 
these  brethren  in  this  respect  and  impart 
to  the  dear  children  a biblical  education 
by  which  they  would  day  by  day  become 
more  acquainted  with  the  way  of  true 
godliness,  instead  of  getting  used  to  the 
modern  laxity  of  morals,  then  our  children 
would,  according  to  the  words  of  John, 
learn  to  know  the  Father,  would  as  young 
men  be  strong  in  their  faith;  the  word  of 
God  would  abide  in  them,  and  they  would 
overcome  the  wicked  one;  at  length  they 
would,  as  fathers,  be  imbued  with  a deep 
knowledge  of  divine  matters,  because 
they  had  known  Him  that  is  from  the  be- 
ginning. O what  a glorious  life  of  a 
Christian,  what  a magnificent  harvest  of 
sheaves!  But,  alas!  how  often  do  we  be- 
hold the  reverse!  Many  children  are 
trained  in  the  ways  and  manners  of  tho 
world,  are  taught  to  conform  in  dress, 
manners,  words  and  deeds  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  world.  Upon  such  a training 
parents  even  pride  themselves  without 
remembering  what  Paul  says  in  his  epistle 
to  the  Romans  (12:  2),  “And  be  not  con- 
formed to  this  world:  but  be  ye  trans- 
formed by  the  renewing  of  your  mind, 
that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that  good,  and 
acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of  God.”  This 
is  a godly  practice  by  which  we  shall 
grow  in  our  faith  and  become  firmer  and 
truer  Christians,  and  finally  receive  in  our 
hearts  the  hopeful  assurance  of  God  being 
reconciled  through  Christ  Jesus,  and  by 
which  we,  despite  of  persecutions,  will  be 
enabled  to  persevere  in  the  truth  of  the 
Gospel. 

But  to  resume.  The  children  are  left 
with  the  school-teacher  until  their  twelfth 
year,  when  each  has  to  choose  a trade. — 
Every  day  at  5 o’clock  in  the  afternoon 
the  members  meet  for  prayer,  on  which 
occasion  the  Bishop  delivers  a short  ex- 
hortation preparatory  to  silent  prayer;  sub- 
sequently he  together  with  the  brethren 
and  sisters  engage  in  audible  prayer, 
biich  audible  prayer  is  also  offered  by  tlie 
teacher  before  and  after  the  sermon,  as 
xye  have  learned  from  Joseph  Miller  at  the 
time  when  he  preached  in  our  meetiug- 
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house.  Disputes  and  litigations  were  un- 
known to  them,  and  when  Joseph  Miller 
heard  the  word  “Process”  (lawsuit),  he 
iiKiuired  for  the- meaning  of  it.  \\  hen^I 
explained  to  him  the  meaning  of  this 
word  and  asked  him  in  my  turn,  whether 
they  never  had  differences  which  had  to 
be  settled  by  the  law,  he  answered,  “No, 
because  ‘Mine  and  Thine’  has  ceased  in 
our  community  and  finds  no  phu^e  with 
any  of  us,  such  differences  do  not  occur; 
and  in  case  of  any  divisions,  we  ourselves 
settle  them  among  us  according  to  1 Cor. 

Q;  1 0.  Consequently  we  have  no  other 

business  with  the  authorities  than  to  paj 
our  tsixes.  Should  nevertheless,  a mem- 
ber apply  to  such  authorities  for  help  and 
pi  otection,  he  would  not  be  considered  a 
member  any  longer.” 

This  brief  sketch  of  the  ITutter  Breth- 
ren I have  made  to  convince  the  iiious 
reader  that  God  even  in  our  present  time 
uf  I'cligious  d:irkuess  (when  in  our  coun- 
try, the'  sun  of  Christianity  stonds  low  in 
the  horizon),  is  shedtling  the  light  of  the 
Gospel  abroad  in  other  countries  and  pre- 
]>aring  souls  openly  to  accept  it  and  show 
forth  its  glorious  influence  in  their  walk, 
their  deeds,  their  conversation.  Such 
souls  we  have  found  in  the  Hutter  Breth 
ren.  Tlieir  love  to  God  and  his  word  is 
so  strong,  so  fervent,  that  even  the  least 
among  them  studies  the  Scriptures  so 
well,  that  he  becomes  firm  in  his  faith 
and  cannot  be  misled  by  the  shifting 
doctrines  of  modern  Babel,  nor  induced 
to  worship  with  Israel  strange  idols,  or  to 
acknowledge  the  law  and  religious  cere- 
monies of  the  country,  but  they  all  know 
the  Lord,  from  the  least  to  the  greatest 
(Heb.  8:  11),  and  the  wicked  one  cannot 
prevail  with  them. 

Having  learned  from  the  foregoing  de- 
scription, the  fate  of  the  two  churches, 
Sabbatisch  in  Hungary,  and  Aliev ienz  in 
Transylvania,  which  in  tlie  time  of  perse- 
cutions relinquished  their  true  knowledge 
of  the  Gospel  and  denied  this  truth,  let  us 
take,  this  as  a warning  to  show  us,  in  the 
first  place,  that  the  denunciations  which 
the  Spirit  of  God  makes  against  the  chuich 
of  Laodicea  (Rev.3:  14—16)  were  fulfilled 
upon  these  two  churches.  For,  are  not 
they  forsaken  by  the  Lord  because  of  their 
lukewarmness?  Should  not  this  induce 
us  to  examine  our  own  condition?  Per- 
chance  we  too  are  displeasing  God,  and 
our  “Lord,  Lord,” M^ic.king  sincerity? 
Let  us  be  zealous  amr^er  active  in  doing 
the  wijl  of  God,  lest  he  might  si>ew  us 
out  of  his  mouth  at  the  last  day. 

In  the  second  place,  the  example  of  the 
church  of  VVishinka  ought  to  stimulate  us 
to  make  every  effort  to  grow  strong  in 
the  faith  of  Jesus,  and  rejoice  in  that 
faith,  though  for  a season,  if  need  be,  we 
are  in  heaviness  through  manifold  tenq)- 
tations.  1 Pet.  1 : 6. 

O how,e‘it‘o«>'^‘o'*^q  when  we  hear 
the  voice  of  the  Spirit  of  God  speaking 
unto  such  souls,'  like  he  spoke  to  the 


church  of  Smyrna,  “Fear  none  of  those 
things  which  thou  shalt  suffer:  behold, 
the  devil  shall  cast  some  of  you  into 
prison,  that  ye  may  be  trioil;  and  ye  shall 
have  tribulation  ten  days:  be  thou  faith- 
ful unto  death,  and  I will  give  thee  a 
crown  of  life.”  What  joy  will  be  theirs 
who  have  gone  through  tribulations  and 
have  kept  themselves  unspotted  from  the 
world.  Rev.  *7 : 9 — 17. 


THE  MODE  OF  BAPTISM. 


A discourse  delivered  by  J.  G.  Biddle,  Pastor 
of  the  Ev.  Lutheran  Church,  in 
Elkhart,  Feb.  6th  1876. 


Text.  “Go  ye  therefore  and  teach 
all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  tlie  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.”  Matt. 28:  19. 

Christian  baptism  is  not  a saving  ordi- 
nance. It  is  the  Symbol  of  regeneration. 

It  is  performed  by  the  use  of  water,  water 
has  been  wisely  selected, by  the  Savior  in 
consequence  of  its  abundance  everywhere 
and  its  ad:i])tation  to  express  the  significa- 
tion of  the  ordinance.  But  the  question 
arises.  In  what  mode  is  the  water  to  be 
tised,  in  order  to  constitute  scriptural  bap- 
tism ? 

On  this  question  there  is  a difference  of 
opinion.  Our  respected  Baptist  brethren 
maintain  that  immersion  alone  constitutes 
true  baptism  ; while  on  the  other  hand  the 
grehtbody  of  professing  Christian  s,  though 
divided  into  different  denominations,  con- 
sider it  immaterial  how  the  water  is  used  ; 
whether  the  subject  is  immersed  in  the 
water,  or  the  water  apjilied  in  some  other 
way,  as  pouring  or  sprinkling.  They 
maintain  that  it  is  not  tho  water  that  pro- 
duces the  effect,  but  the  word  of  God, 
which  is  connected  with  the  water  ; for 
without  the  word  of  God,  the  water  is 
mere  water,  and  does  not  constitute  bap- 
tism; but  with  the  word  it  bewmes  a bap- 
tism, that  is  to  say  a graceful  water  of  life, 
and  the  laver  of  regeneration  in  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

Butin  further  considering  this  subject, 
let  me  call  your  attontion  to  the  meaning 
of  the  word  which  is  employed  to  signify 
this  sacramental  rite. 

It  is  a Greek  word,  Baptizo^  which  is 
derived  from  Bapto,  the  common  defini- 
tion of  which  is,  to  immerse,  to  wash,  to 
sjirinkle,  pour  on  water  and  to  color  as 
with  a liquid.  Satisfactory  evidence  of 
these  definitions  can  be  given  in  classical 
authors  to  every  one  who  {lossesses  an  un- 
biassed mind  on  this  subject.  And  when 
we  pass  from  classical  authors  to  the  sa- 
cred Scriptures,  we  come  to  the  same  con- 
clusion 

Carson,  one  of  the  best  scholars  in  the 
Baptist  Church,  says,  “I  have  all  the  lexi- 
cographers and  oommentivtors  against  me 
in  that  opinion,  namely,  that  Baptizo 
signifies  immersion  only.”  Here  you  see 
there  is  one  man’s  opinion,  and  one  full  of 
sectarian  spirit;  placed  in  opposition  to  a 


host  of  men  who  have  no  sectarian 
ciples  at  stake:  who  give  their  views  with 

candor.  /.  .,i  i * 

Dr.  Miller  of  Princeton,  one  of  the  best 

scholars  of  the  age,  says:  I can  assure  you 
that  the  word  which  we  render,  bapttzo, 
does  signify  the  application  of  water  in 
any  way;  and  in  the  divine  word  it  signi- 
fies very  often  sprinkling  or  pouring. 

Luther,  in  his  translation  of  the  Bible, 
ogives  it  the  same  definition.  It  is  by  him 
translated  taufen.  If  heJiad  designed 
to  give  the  word  baptizo  the  definition, 
to  imtnerse,  only,  he  would  not  have  ein- 
ployed  the  word  but  eintiinchen. 

Abundant  proof  of  the  aliove  definition 
can  be  gix'en  from  his  own  works. 

A‘rain  the  friends  of  immersion  place 
great  confidence  in  the  Greek  Church,  as 
being  the  liest  qualified  to  define  the  mean- 
ing of  these  words.  But  even  one  of 
le.ading  men  giv«^ the <lelinitions thus:  “lo 
wet,  to  moisten,  bedew,  to  wash,  to  bathe, 
to  draw,  to  jmmp  water.”  He  does  not 
give  immerse  at  all. 

Without  entering  further  into  detail  in 
relation  to  the  meaning  of  that  word,  as 
understood  by  the  Christian  Chuich  in 
general,  I hasten  to  an  examination  of 
some  of  the  j>assages,'in  the  Scriptures, 
where  the  word  occurs  which  will  fully  il- 
lustrate and  confirm  the  position  laid  down, 
namely,  th.at  it  has  other  meanings  than 
tlnit  of  immersion. 

1st.  In  Eccl.  34:  25,  The  Son  of  Sirach, 
speaking  of  one  who  had  been  purified 
from  the  ])ollution  of  a dead  body,  sajs, 
“He  was  baptized  from  the  pollution  of 
the  dead.”  Now  the  question  arises.  How 
was  an  individual  baptized  from  the  pollu- 
tion of  the  dead  ? In  Numbers  19:  13, 
we  read  as  follows:  “Whosoever  touches 
the  dead  body  of  any  man  that  is  dead 
and  purifieth  not  himself,  defileth  the  tab- 
ernacle of  the  Lord;  and  that  soul  shall 
be  cutoff  from  Israel,  because  the  water  of 
separation  w'as  not  sprinkled  upon  hiin, 
he  shall  be  unclean;  his  uncleanness  is 
yet  upon  him.”  This  baptisni  w'as  ex- 
pressly performed  Viy  sprinkling  w^ater 
upon  fiim,  and  cannot  mean  immersion. 

Many  other  instances  from  the  Greek 
of  the  Old  TestJiracnt  might  be  quoted  to 
confirm  my  position,  but  I pass  on  to  tho 
New  Testament.  And  here  let  it  be  im- 
pressed on  our  minds,  that  there  is  not  a 
•single  pas.'^age  in  the  Bible, that  declares  in 
so  many  w'ords  that  any  person  at  any  time 
was  baptized  into  water,  but  with  water. 

In  Matt.  31:  16,  it  is  said  that  John  bap- 
tized ^Hoith  waiter.”  In  John  1:  31,  \\c 
read,  “Therefore  I am  come  b:iptizing 
with  waiter.”  In  Acts  1:5,  it  is  said. 
“For  John  bajitized  with  waiter,  but  ye 
shall  be  b:ii)tized  with  the  Ibdy  Ghost, 
not  many  <l:iys  hence.”  Here,  evidently 
the  waiter  was  applied  to  the  person,  and 
not  the  person  to  the  water,  lo  contro- 
vert these  ])lain  passages,  however,  it  is 
contended  that  the  preposition  ic'ith  should 
be  rendered  into. 
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Now  atlinitling  tliis  construclion,  it 
slioultl  iH)t  bo  loi'gotlon  that  into  is  not 
under-,  wliilo  iininorsioii  does  not  signify 


into  water,  but  jiartieiilarly  under  water. 
AL'ain  the  proprii'ty  of  rendering  '■'■with''' 


'dnto,"  is  evident  wlien  we  take  the 
laller  part  of  the  sentcau-e  in  connection 


with  the  former.  In  that  case  tlie  )»aj>- 
tisni  ol'  the  Holy  (iliost,  woubl  liave  been 
performed  by  the  person  sinking  into  it; 
tmt  this  is  contrary,  not  only  to  good 
sens(“,  b\it  also  to  the  common  language 
uf  Seri])ture. 

The  Holy  Cibost  is  everywhere  repre- 
s(‘iited  as  coming  down  from  above,  as 
being  poured  upon.  In  Luke  24;  49  the 
ll.)lv  Spirit  is  described  tin,  sent  down. 
In  Acts  2:  2 as  "shed  forth-^'  2:  93  as, 
"came-,"  8:  17  as  '■'■fallen-,"  15:  8 as  ‘V/it’- 
imj-,"  10:  44  as ‘‘/V//,’’  and  Jn.  1;  32  as 
'-descendin(j."  All  these  p.assages,  show 
that  the  baptism  of  the  H^ly  Spirit,  W'as 
an  application  of  it  to  the  person  baptized. 

Again  there  is  .another  important  idea 
eont.ained  in  the  above  ]).assage  (Acts  1) 
which  is,  that  the  baptism  of  the  Holy 
Sj)irit  is  analogous  to  the  baptism  of  water. 

'I'he  Apostle  Peter,  Acts  11:  15,  16  in 
vindication  of  his  own  cause  says:  “As  1 
began  to  speak,  the*  Holy  Ghost  fell  on 
them  as  on  us  at  the  beginning,  then  re- 
membered I the  words  of  the  Lord,  how 
that  he  s.aid,  John  indeed  b;i|»tized  loith 
w.iU'r,  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the 
Holy  Ghostnot  m.any  days  hence.”  Here 
evitlently  is  not  only  an  allusion  to,  but 
a fultillment  of  the  promise  of  John,  in 
the  above  ehai>ter,of  the  ba})tism  of  the 
Holy  (ihost. 

The  direct  conclusion  to  which  we 
come  is,  That  since  the  baptism  of  the 
Holy  (4host  was  effected  not  by  immer- 
sion, but  pouring,  the  baptism  of  watt'r 
by  .John,  was  likewise  effected  not  by  im- 
mersion, but  by  pouring  or  sprinkling. 
Who  will  contradict  this  ? 

In  the  tirst  epistle  of  Paul  to  the  Co- 
rinthians, 10:  1,  2,  we  have  a descrij)tion 
given  of  the  Israelites  who  were  baptized 
in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea,  and  yet  pass- 
ed through  the  sea,  on  dry  ground,  or  dry 
shod.  The  (piestion  ari.ses,  how  was  this 
bajitism  ]>ei  fornied  V Certainly  not  by 
immersion.  Is  it  not  reasonable  that  the 
cloud,  p.assing  over  them,  W'ould  send  its 
sprinkling  rain  upon'  them  ? for  if  they 
w ere  umler  the  cloud, then  they  must  have 
re<-eived  some  of  its  contents  upon  them. 
'I'lu'  Kgy]ttians  were  all  imhiersed  and  no 
one  liftt'd  them  out. 

In  the  <-pistIe  of  Paul  to  the  Hebrews^ 
0;  I (I,  we  have  the  following  l.angu.age, 
“Which  stood  oidy  in  meat  and  drinks, 
.and  divers  w;ishings”  (original,  <livers 
baptisms).  Now  if  we  nder  to  the  old 
'I'estamcnt,  wher<^  the.se  ceremonies  were 
piaciieed,  we  will  lind  that  they  were  not 
[lerformed  Jty  immersion,  but  by  sprink- 
ling or  pouring. 

In  Numliers  19:  IS,  we  rea<l,  “And  a 
( lean  person  shall  take  hyssop,  and  dip  it 


111  a word 
and  immersing  are  expres-

in  the  water,  and  sprinkle  it  ujion  the  | 
tent,  .and  upon  all  the  vessels,  and  upon 
the  persons  that  were  there,  and  upon  him 
that  touched  a bone,  or  one  slain,  or  one 
dead,  or  a grave.” 

Also  in  Levit.  14:  7,  we  h.ave  these  ex- 
pl.anations,  “And  he  shall  sprinkle  ujion 
him  that  is  to  be  cleansed  from  the  lep- 
rosy, seven  times.”  “And  thus  shalt  thou 
do  with  them  to  cleanse  them.  Sprinkle 
water  of  purifying  ujion  them.”  Num.  8:7. 

It  is  evident  that  these  divers  bajitisms, 
or  washings,  wei’C  not  performed  by 
immersing  them  in  w.ater 
immersion 
sions  th.at 
.at  all. 

From  these  considerations  we  pass  on 
to  examine  some  of  the  examples,  recorded 
in  the  New  Testament,  in  which  the  rite 
of  baptism  was  .actually  performed. 

In  regard  to  the  bajitism  performed  by 
John,  we  have  the  clearest  evidence  that  it 
was  not  Christian  baptism.  In  the  first 
jilace  it  was  called  by  the  .ajiostle  Paul, 
“John’s  baptism”  (Acts  12:  5),  in  contra- 
distinction to  C’hristian  baptism.  “When 
they  heard  this  they  were  bajitized  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.”  They  had  been 
baptized  by  .Tohn. 

2.  It  was  the  introduction  of  Christ,  into 
his  priestly  office,  as  he  him.self  says  (Jn. 
1:31),  “I  knew  him  not,  but  that  he 
shouhi  be  m.ade  m.anifest  to  Isnael,  there- 
fore am  I come,  bajitizing  with  water.”  It 
was  not  instituted  liy  Christ. 

3.  He  did  not  baptize  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  the  Son  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  while  our  text  expressly  declares 
that  Christian  baptism  should  be  thus 
performed. 

4.  We  are  told  in  Acts  19:5,  that  those 

who  had  been  bajitized  with  the  baptism 
of  John,  and  believed  on  Christ,  were 
baptized  again.  Now,  if  John’s  baptism 
had  been  Christian  baptism,  why  were 
they  bajitized  again  ? No,  brethren,  Chris- 
tian baptism  was  not  estsiblished  until 
three  years  after  that  time,  when  it  was 
established  by  Christ  himself,  when  he 
uttered  the  words  of  the  text,  “Go  ye  and 
and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baji- 
tiziim  t.boin”  'I'llPll  u,'fiu  tl>ic  rkf/ll- 


them,”  (fee.  Then  was  this  ordi- 
nance established  which  from  that  time 
forward  was  to  be  the  rite  of  admission 
into  His  church  ujion  earth.  This  is  the 
general  view  of  this  subject  by  the  ablest 
divines! 

Let  us  now  examine  the  .account  of  our 
Savior’s  bajitism  by  John  and  see  the 
manner  in  which  it  was  jau  formed.  Before 
entering  ujKin  this  examination,  however, 
I remark,  Th.at  if  our  Savior  had  been 
inducted  into  the  jiriestly  office,  by  im- 
mer.Mon,  then  his  induction  into  ' that 
office  would  have  been  contrary  to  God’s 
own  ajipointed  way.  In  Exodus  29 : 21,  we 
have  the  following  exjilicit  langiuage, 
“Ami  thou  shalt  take  of  the  hlood  "which 
is  uj»on  the  altar,  and  of  the  .anointing 
oil  and  sprinkle  it  upon  Aaron,”  <fec. 


Aaron  was  the  first  High  Priest,  and  wa.s 
an  eminent  type  of  Christ. 

This  was  God’s  own  mode  of  induction 
into  the  priestly  office.  Now  if  Christ  was 
inducted  into  that  office  by  immei-sion, 
then  the  mode  mu.st  have  been  changed; 
but  we  believe  from  the  nature  of  the 
c.ase  that  he  was  not  inducted  into  office 
by  immersion,  but  by  sprinkling  .as  the 
law  reijuired,  thus  fulHlling  the  righteous- 
ness of  the  law  in  God’s  own  ajijiointed 
way. 

We  are  told  in  M.att.  3:  IG,  that  when 
Jesus  was  bajitized  he  “went  up  straight- 
way out  of  the  water.”  At  first  view  this 
pas.sage  .apjie.ars  th.at  Jesus  had  been  act- 
ually in  the  Jord.an,  but  there  is,  notwith- 
standing, no  evidence  that  he  was  under 
the  water.  Immersion  means  going  under 
water,  but  this  jiassage  does  not  say  so. 
Every  Greek  scholar  acknowledges  that 


the  little  word  “in,”  is  frequently  “at”  in 


the  original.  So  th.at  we 


m.ay  say, 
or 


“He 


went  down  at  the  Jordan,”  or  “to  the 
Jordan.”  From  thc^e  considerations  it 
appears  evident  that  Christ  was  not  im- 


mersed by  John,  but  that  water  was 
ajijilied  to  him,  in  .accordance  with  God’s 
own  ajipointed  w.ay  of  consecniting  the 
High  Priest  for  his  office. 

The  s.ame  remarks  are  ajijilicable  in  the 
case  of  the  Eunuch  (Acts  8:  39),  “They 
both  went  down  into  the  water,  both 
Philip  and  the  Eunuch,  and  he  bajitized 
him.”  Here  the  word  into  can  readily  be 
rendered  "to"  instead  of  "into."  And 
even  if  it  were  cerbiin  th.at  they  went 
into  the  water,  this  fact  would  not  deter- 
mine the  mo(le,  in  which  the  water  was 
used.  If,  however,  it  be  insisted  iijion 
that  the  Eunuch  was  actually  immersed, 
then  it  jiroves  too  much,  for  nothing  is 
said  of  the  Phinuch  that  is  not  said  of 
Philiji.  “They  both  went  down  into  the 
water,”  Philiji  as  well  as  the  Eunuch. 

There  are  also  other  circumstances  con- 
nected with  this  circumstance  which  do 
not  favor  immersion,  which  we  must  not 
fail  to  take  into  consideration.  The  Eu- 
nuch was  returning  from  Jerusalem;  he 
was  riding  in  his  chariot,  and  was  en- 
gaged in  reading  in  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah, 
where  a deserijition  is  given  of  the  hu- 
miliation of  Christ,  and  in  which  Scrijiture 
this  Jiassage  occurs:  “So  shall  he  sprinkle 
many  nations.”  Ls.a.  52:15.  The  jirojihet 
h.ad  been  .sjieaking  of  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  in  the  world,  lyid  here  declares 
how  different  n.atio^j^of  which  he  was 
one,  should  be  introduced  into  that  king- 
dom. He  declares  that  it  shall  be  done 
bysjirinklingas  the  initiatory  rite.  And  if 
it  was  to  be  done  by  sjirinkling,  then  cer- 
tainly the  Eunuch  would  not  have  been 
willing  to  be  immersed.  Neither  would 
I’hiliji,  in  giving  him  instruction,  teach 
one  thing  and  practice  another.  The 
Eunuch  then  iiAist  have  been  sprinkled. 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
this  jirojihecy  was  fulfilled  on  the*d:iy  of 


( 


Pentecost,  whore  the  baptism  of  three 
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thousand  converts  is  mentioned.  We 
read  (Acts  2),  “And  the  projihet  saith,  so 
shall  he  sprinkle  many  nations.”  There 
were  then  present  at  Jerusalem  “many 
n.ations,”  to  hear  the  apostles;  not  less 
than  sixteen  or  seventeen  different  n.ation- 
alities  were  there  represented,  and  three 
thousand  of  these  representatives  were 
at  once  introduced  into  the  Christian 
church.  This  was  as  it  appears  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fultillment  of  this  projihecy, 
and  you  will  at  once  see  that  their  intro- 
duction into  theChristianChurch  could  net 
have  been  by  immersion.  First,  because 
this  was  not  the  teaching  of  the  ajiostles, 
and,  secondly.  Because  so  great  a number 
could  not  have  been  immersed  in  so  short 
a time,  and  besides  we  do  not  read  that 
they  went  in  search  of  water.  Consider- 
ing the  time  required  for  preaching,  and 
the  j)iej>aration  made  for  baptism,  and 
assuming  that  all  the  apostles  were  pres- 
ent, there  would  have  been  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  j»ci'Sons  for  each  one  t(> 
bajitize,  giving  each  one  four  hours  of 
time,  is  it  not  reasonable  to  believe  that 
they  were  bajitized  by  sjuinkling,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Jewish  custom,  which 
was  to  dij)  hyssoj)  in  water  and  sjirinkle 
over  the  jieojile? 

The  case  of  the  Jailor  (Acts  16),  being 
bajitized  in  the  jail  does  not  favor  immer- 
sion. There  is  no  mention  made  that  he 
and  the  ajiostles,  Paul  and  Silas,  went 
out,  cither  to  a stream  or  to  a pond  of 
water;  besides,  according  to  the  lloman 
laws,  it  would  have  been  death  to  the 
jailor,  to  have  left  the  jail  for  any  purjiose 
whatever,  with  one  of  lus  jirisoners.  d’he 
ajiostles  were  his  jirisoners,  .and  it  was 
midnight  when  he  was  b.ajitized.  Besides 
this,  the  ajiostles  on  the  following  day 
Avould  not  leave  the  jail  without  jiermis- 
sion  of  the  ruling  authorities.  All  these 
things  favor  bajitism  by  effusion  rather 
than  otherwise,  lie  evidently  was  baji- 
tized in  the  jirincijial  room  of  the  jail, 
immediately  after  his  conversion. 

In  Acts  9:  18,  we  have  an  account  of  the 
b;ijitisni  of  Paul.  “He  arose  and  was 
bajitized.”  Now  if  this  read.  He  arose 
.and  went  out  to  be  bajitized,  then  it  might 
favor  immersion,  but  it  simjily  s.ays,  " lie 
arose  and  teas  baptized^ 

No  man  laying  claim  to  any  scholar- 
ship in  the  Greek  Language,  Avould  haz.ard 
bis  rejmbition  by  contending  th.at  the 
Greek  word  "arose"  signified  anything 
more  than  to  stand  up,  to  arise,  &c.  It 
imjilies  no  motion  forward.  I’aul  h.ad 
been  in  the  house,  in  a very  weak  condi- 
tion, in  consequence  of  not  h.aving  taken 
food  for  three  days;  he  evidently  just 
stood  up,  and  in  this  position  was  b.aji- 
tized, Avldcli  could  not  have  been  by 
immersion.  * 

In  Acts  10:  47,  we  have  an  account  of 
the  conversion  of  Cornelius,  his  family 
an<l  friends.  Peter  said,  “Can  any  man 
forbid  water  that  these  should  not  be 
bajitized?”  This  is  just  the  language  that 


I should  ernjiloy  to  baptize  by  sjirinkling 
or  pouring.  A Baptist  clergyman  would 
have  to  change  the  exjiression  in  order  to 
be  understood.  The  ajiprojiriate  exjires- 
sion for  such  a one  would  be,  “Can  any 
man  forbid  us  to  go  to  the  water  that 
these  should  be  immersed?”  This  shows 
that  they  were  not  immersed,  but  baji- 
tized in  some  other  way.  From  the  fore- 
going examjiles  and  illustnitions,  we  can 
safely  say  that  the  ajiostles  were  .accus- 
tomed to  baptize  wherever  and  whenever 
an  occasion  required  them  to  .admin isU*r 
the  ordinance,  whether  they  were  in 
jirison,  or  on  a journey,  in  a sick-room,  or 
wherever  jirojier  subjects  jiresenU'd  them- 
selves, thei’e  they  bajitized  them.  We  do 
not,  anywhere  in  the  Bible,  re.ad,  that  they 
went  out,  to  a river  or  jiond  in  order  to 
immerse  their  .subjects. 

But  we  will  jiass  on  to  the  jias.sage  so 
often  referred  to  by  these  exclusively  im- 
mersionists,  Bom.  G:  4,  where  Paul  sjieaks 
as  follows:  “ There foi'c  we  are  buried 
with  him  by  bajitism  into  death;  that  like 
as  Christ  was  raised  from  the  dead  by  the 
glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also 
should  w.alk  in  newness  of  life.”  In  order 
to  satisfy  the  mind  of  an  unjirejudiced 
jierson,  as  to  the  real  object  of  the  ajios- 
tle,  in  this  passage,  we  need  only  quote 
the  following  verses,  which  are  connected 
with  the  former  one.  “For,”  says  he  “if 
we  have  been  planted  together  (still  by 
baptism),  in  the  likeness  of  his  d(iath,  yve 
shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resur- 
rection: knowing  this  that  our  old  man  is 
crucitied  (still  by  bajitism),  with  him,  that 
the  body  of  sin  may  be  destroyed,  that 
hereafter  we  should  not  serve  sin.’’ 

Had  the  .ajiostle  sahl,  “We  are  buried 
under  the  water  in  our  bajitism,”  or,  “h.id 
Christ  died  by  being  drowned,”  then 
there  might  be  some  resembance,  but 
since  he  (lied  on  the  cross,  there  can  be 
no  jiossilile  resemblance;  for,Jto  immerse, 
signifies  the  sinking  down  of  the  body 
under  the  water;  but  to  crucify,  signifies 
to  raise  uji  the  body  and  to  nail  it  to  the 
cross.  Remember  that  Paul  includes 
himself  and  the  Romans  in  the  burial.  He 
says,  “We  auk  buried,”  not  have  been 
or  will  be. 

Again,  llow  can  we  reconcile  the  baji- 
tism  INTO  Jesus  Christ?  In  Ejih.  4:  5, 
Paid'spcaks  of  “one  Lord,  one  faith,  one 
bajitism.”  It  is  maintained  that  bajitism 
administered  by  water  is  here  meant,  and 
since  there  is  but  one  baptism,  there  can 
be  but  one  mode  of  ailministering  the 
rite.  Allowing  that  water  bajitism  is  here 
meant,  there  is  even  then  nothing  that 
favors  any  jiarticular  mode  of  using  the 
Av.ater  in  tins  ordinance.  Its  oneness  does 
not  consist  in  the  mode,  but  in  the 
design.  “The  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost,  these  three  are  one,  ’ or  .agree  in 
one,  and  that  which  is  done  in  the'  name 
of  the  three,  must  be  .and  is  in  the  mode 
of  the  three.  1 Jn.  5 : 8.  “Thei^  are  three 
that  bear  witness  in  earth,  the  Sjiirit,  and 


the  water,  and  the  blood:  and  these  three 
agree  in  one.”  The  Spirit  is  jioured  out 
ujion  those  bajitized  by  it;  the  blood  and 
water  is  jioured  out;  the  jirojihecy  is,  “I 
will  sjirinkle  water  upon  them;  ’ the 
blood  is  sprinkled:  “Through  sanctifica- 
tion of  the  Spirit  unto  obedience,  and 
sjirinkling  of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ.” 

1 Pet.  1:2.  “The  blood  of  sjirinkling 
that  speaketh  better  things  than  that  of 
Abel.”  Ileb.  12:24.-  Truly  they  agree  in 
one  mode  as  well  as  in  one  object.  If, 
then,  immersion  was  the  only  scrijitural 
mode  of  the  ordin.ance  of  bajitism,  why 
then  does  the  Lord  bless  the  labors  of 
those  ministers  .and  churches  which  .ad- 
minister the  rite  of  baptism  in  other 
modes?  I believe  many  souls  are  now  in 
glory  that  have  never  been  immersed. 

Let  us  reason. — Does  not  the  Scrijiture 
say  th.at  all  things  should  be  done  to  edi- 
fication? Now,  can  a timid,  delicate 
female  go  into  the  cold  water  .and  have 
her  heart  fixed  on  God  .and  on  Christ."’ 
No:  God  does  not  reijuire  us  to  torture 
our  bodies  to  fulfill  his  commandments. 
God  does  not  lay  heavy  burdens  on 
men  s shoulders.  Again,  the  account 
given  in  Jn.  3:  23,  that  “John  bajitized 
at  Euon,  near  to  Salim,  because  there  lyas 
much  water  there,’  does  not  determine 
the  manner  of  his  bajitism,  because  we 
read  that  he  also  bajitized  at  Bethabar."i, 
and  in  the  Avildei’iiess,  where  there  is  no 
mention  made  of  water,  although  there 
was,  no  doubt,  sufficient  for  the  ordinary 
jiurpuses  of  life.  ( Bethabara  was  a locality, 
or  enclosure).  There  is  in  these  jiassage> 
nothing  to  indicate  or  determine  the 
mode,  if  so,  he  must  have  bajitized  in  the 
other  jilaces  in  a different  mode. 

Again,  why  did  the  woman  spoken  of 
in  Acts  16:  13,  go  to  the  river-side,  where 
jirayer  was  wont  to  be  made?  It  c\  i,- 
dently  could  not  have  been  for  the  jiur- 
jiose  of  bajitizing.  No:  for  the  sacred 
rite  h:id  not  been  known  among  them 
until  the  ajiostle  came  there  and  jireached. 
That  place  was  selected  for  its  jileasant 
location,  its  beautiful  scenery  and  conve- 
nience. So  John,  no  doubt,  selected 
Euon,  so  th.-it  from  this  circum.stance  no 
inference  whatever  can  be  drawn  in  favor 
of  dijijiing. 

You  will  see  from  our  entire  discourse, 
that  the  bajitisms  jierformed  were  by  the 
ajijilication  of  water  to  the  subject,  not  by 
ajijilying  the  subject  to  the  water;  they  bap- 
tized with  water  and  not  by  immersing  in 
the  water;  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  not 
i/t  the  Holy  Ghost. 

But  I close  my  .argument  by  asking  yon 
to  look  at  its  inconvenience.  Theiv  are 
localities  where  not  sufficient  \y:der  to  im 
merse  can  be  secured,  as  for  instance  in 
the  Sandy  Desert,  or  in  the  colder  clim:de 
of  Greenland,  «fec.  How  many  require 
the  ordinance  on  a dying-bed?  Would  it 
do  in  the  majority  of  cases,  to  take  them 
out  :ind  immerse  them  in  the  stream,  on  a 
cold  winter  day?  Would  it  not  be  imme- 
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fliate  dv*:ifh?  O wliaf  inconsistency!  G<nl 
said  “Now  is  the  acce])fe«l  time;  now,  is 
the  day  of  salvation,”  and  God  does  not 
require  anythinsj  of  \is  that  we  cannot  do 
at  any  time  when  recjuired.

ropi  LAR  ERRORS. 

From  a small  work  sent  us,  bearing 
the  title,  “Direetiotis  and  Advice  in  refer- 
ence to  Revivals  of  Religion,”  &c.,  we 
make  the  following  extracts,  which  are 
especially  a|)j)roju’iafe  and  needful  for  the 
])resent  times  in  which  men  everywhere 
are  so  comj>letely  carried  away  by  the 
excitements  produced  by  religious  enthu- 
siasm and  the  uncontrolled  outburst  of 
j)assion  and  feeling. 

“Few  men  have  lived  in  an  age  of  revi- 
vals, who  have  not  discovered  that,  in 
every  woik  of  grace,  the  enemy  tries  to 
mix  his  tares  with  the  wheat.  AVhen  he 
fails  to  injure  the  souls  of  men,  and  to 
))revent  the  progress  of  religion  through 
the  avowed  enemies  of  the  Gospel,  he 
enters  the  canq)  of  its  fiiends,  in  order 
more  suc(;essfully  to  carry  on  his  destroj"- 
ing  work.  Some  he  excites  to  spiritual 
pride,  in  conse(|Ucnce  of  which  they  be- 
come sefjish,  conunandluf/  and  over- 
bearinff.  Of  others  he  gains  advantage 
hy  Xhv'w  ifpiorance,  inducing  them  to  lav 
nndu(‘  stress  on  non-essentials,  and  to  fall 
into  the  ruinous  ju-actice  of  judr/inff  the 
religion  of  others  by  their  own  particn- 
lar  mode  of  worship.  Others  he  induces 
to  make  religion  consist  wholly  in  feef- 
iiKj.  d'hesc*  he  leads  to  d(‘spise  .all  knowl- 
cflge,  except  that  which,  ,as  they  say,  is 
diia'ctly  imp:irte<l  by  the  Spirit,  * * * 
* * * and  as  they  are  led  entirely  by 
, feeling,  they  often  f.all  into  strange  anil 
most  ridiculous  extniv.agamaes,  which 
not withsl.indino  their  sickening  absurd- 
ity, they  have  the  presumption  to  denom- 
inate the  work  of  the  Spirit.  When  the 
old  serjKMit  sees  th.at  he  cjutnot  keep  per- 
sons satisiied  with  :i  cold,  formal,  heml 
religion,  he  tries  to  carry  them  to  the 
other  extreme.  '^Phese  .and  other  evils 
greatly  impetle  the  |>rogress  of  religion.” 

In  rebaaana'  to  prayer,  same  writer 
says,  “Prayers  should  he  short  .and  to 
the  point.  .All  tlu^  pr.ay<*rs  reeonhd  in 
lh(*  Pible,  all  the  prayers  of  the  Savior, 
were  short.  Prayers  having  the  least 
spirit  and  the  most  rejn-titions  aie  always 
the  longest.” 

Persons  le.ading  in  prayer  should  never 
oi'crfitra ! n t hen'  roico.<.  Some  are  so  low 
.as  not  to  1m‘  imd(a'stood — otlua’s  I'aise  their 
voices  to  the  highest  jutch.  Speak  so  .as  to 
he  nmha-stooil  through  tin;  whole  house; 
that  is  enough.  If  tlu*  power  of  pr.ayer 
consisted  in  the  fona-  of  the  voice,  the  m.an 
ol  the  stiong(“st  lungs  \\(iid«l  h.ava*  the 
I'ondic'-t  answer.  Persons  sometimes 
.s  aeam  in  jirayer,  knock  with  their  lists 


on  the'  seats,  and  throw  their  bodies 
about,  as  if  they  could  by  physical 
power,  force  the  Almighty  to  grant  them 
their  requests.  This  is  truly  disgust- 
ing. This  conduct  almost  universjilly 
proves,  that  such  persons,  however  sin- 
cicre,  have  not  correct  Bible  views  of 
prayer.  ‘ Let  .all  things  be  done  to  edify- 
ing? 1 Cor.  14:  25.  But  I am  sure  it  is 
not  to  the  editicartion  of  the  church,  to 
overstrain  their  voices,  and  to  produce 
such  confusion  in  the  meeting  as  to  ren- 
der their  langu.age  unintelligible. 

“During  prayer  no  one  should  be  heard 
but  the  one  leading  in  prayer,  unless  it 
be  the  deep— sometimes  unavoidable  groan 
of  the  deeply  agonized  soul.  Ther  habit 
of  groaning  in  prayer  should  be  carefully 
avoided.  A meeting  to  be  solemn,  must  be 
silent.  In  social  })rayer,  we  must  all  join 
in  one  petition,  or  it  is  not  social  prayer; 
hence  only  he  who  leads  in  the  petition 
should  be  heard.  It  is  ceidjiin  that  God 
needs  not  our  words;  but  we  need  the 
words  of  the  one  who  leads  in  prayer,  that 
we  may  join  with  liim.  Now,  if  another 
prays  aloud  at  the  same  time,  how  can  I 
listen  to  both?  Is  not  this  confusion?  And 
if  each  prays  for  himself  and  offers  up  a 
distinct  petition,  does  not  this  amount  to 
secret  prayer?  does  it  not  cease  to  be 
social  ju-ayer?  (See  1 Cor.  14  : 33).  I have 
known  j)ersons  to  follow  the  one  leading 
in  prayer,  with  a voice  so  loud,  or  with 
their  continual  ‘Amen,’  or  ‘Lord  grant  it,’ 
that  I could  not  help  but  suspect  that  they 
cared  more  to  be  heard  by  those  around 
them,  than  by  Him  who  alone  can  answer 
|)rayer.”  There  is  often  much  self-willed 
hal)it  in  this.  An  individual  in  a meeting 
where  I was,  when  she  was  not  suffered  to 
pray  aloud,  sai<l  to  another  near  her, 
‘Now  I wont  pray  .at  all.’  We  .agree 
perfectly  on  the  subject  of  noise  and 
loudness  in  meeting  and  in  prayer  with 
T)r.  Adam  Cl.arke,  a learned  and  pious 
Comment.ator,  and  we  feel  sure  that  the 
most  intelligent  and  deeply  pious  of  that 
society,  agree  witli  their  commentator  on 
this  point.  The  following  are  his  own 
words  on  the  p.assage,  1 Cor.  14:  33: 

‘Let  not  the  persons  who  .act  in  this 
disorderly  manner,  say  that  they  are 
under  the  influence  of  God;  for  He  is  not 
the  author  of  confusion:  but  tmo  or  three 
or  more  ]»r.aying  or  te.aching  in  thq  same 
place,  .at  the  same  time  is  confusion',  .and 
God  is  not  the^uthor  of  such  work;  ami 
let  men  beware  how  they  attribute  sUch 
disorder  to  the  God  of  order  and  peace. 
The  apostle  calls  such  conduct  akatas- 
tasiai,  tumults,  seditions;  .and  such  they 
are  in  the  sight  of  God  and  all  good 
men.  How  often  is  the  work  of  God 
marred  and  discredited  by  the  folly  of 
men,  for  nature  will  alw.ays,  .and  satan 
too,  mingle  themselves,  as  far  as  they 
can,  into  the  genuine  work  of  the  Spirit, 
in  order  to  discredit  and  desti-oy  it.’  ” 
‘Again  the  same  Dr.  Adam  Clarke 
ys,  ^n  the  l*,t  verse  of  the  13th  chapter 


of  Corinthi.ans,  ‘Being  a sounding  brass 
and  a tinkling  cymb.al,’  ‘I  will  quote 
Joshua  Gregory,  an  illiterate  collier  of 
Somerset,  w'hose  mind  might  be  compared 
to  a diamond  of  the  first  water,  W'hose 
native  splendor  broke  in  various  places 
through  its  incrustations;  but  the  brill- 
iancy of  wdtich  was  not  brought  out  for 
want  of  opportunity.  Among  various 
energetic  sayings  of  this  great,  unlettered 
man,  I remember  to  have  heard  the  fol- 
lowing: ‘People  of  little  religion  are 
always  noisy;  he  who  has  not  the  love  of 
God  tilling  his  heart,  is  like  an  empty 
wagon,  coming  violently  down  a hill;  it 
makes  a great  noise  because  there  is  noth- 
ing in  it.’  ” 

“During  singing  and  preaching  there 
should  be  perfect  silence.  Sometimes  all 
the  solemnity  and  effect  of  the  best  hymn 
are  destroyed  by  persons  beating  or  rather 
stamping  the  time  with  their  feet.  Such 
bodily  exercise  profiteth  little  and  should 
be  avoided.”  1 Tim.  4 : 8. 

WOMKX  SPEAKING  OR  PRAYING. 

“ Females  should  never  be  called  upon 
to  pray  in  the  public  promiscuous  assem- 
bly. ‘Let  your  women  keep  silent  in  tbe 
churches:  for  it  is  not  permitted  unto  them 
to  speak.’  1 Cor.  14:  36;  1 Tim.  2:  12.  If 
Philip  had  four  daughters  (Acts  2 1 : 9)xvho 
pro})hesied,  it  does  not  follow  that  they 
expounded  the  Scriptures,  or  that  they 
prayed  in  public.  But  suppose  they  were 
permitted  to  do  it,  as  having  been  under 
an  immediate,  divine  inspiration,  is  that  a 
reason  that  uninspired  females  should 
violate  so  cle.ar  a divine  injunction  as  that 
in  1 Cor.  14:  36?  When  Paul  speaks  of 
females  praying  or  prophesying  (1  Cor. 
11:5)  with  their  heads  uncovered,  it  is 
evident  that  the  apostle  here  does  not 
intend  to  determine  the  question  whether 
women  should  or  should  not  pr.ay  and 
projJiesy,  but  has  reference  to  the  man- 
ner of  doing  it.  He  does  not  here  say 
whether  they  did  well  or  ill  in  prsiying  or 
prophesying;  but  if  the  woman  did  do  it 
with  \mv  head  uncovered  she  dishonored 
her  head — the  husband.  Hence  the  apo.s- 
tle  might  in  another  passage  <lisallow  the 
thing  itself,  as  he  really  does  (1  Cor. 
14:  34),  whilst  he,  in  this  p.assage,  repre- 
hends the  manner  in  which  they  attended 
to  it,  without  contradicting  himself  in 
these  passages.  “But  suppose  they  did 
pr.iy  and  prophesy,  does  it  appear  that 
they  did  this  in  the  jiublic  promiscuous 
.assemblies?  Could  they  not  do  this  in 
the  private  and  especially  in  the  female 
circle?  And  if  they  even  h.ad  permission 
to  speak  in  the  public  assembly,  where 
they  were  under  immediate  inspiration 
(which  however  must  first  be  ^iroved), 
this  is  no  more  a reason  that  uninspired 
females,  in  all  ordinary  cases,  should  be 
pennitted  to  pray  and  speak  in  the  pro- 
miscuous assembly  of  the  church  or  pray- 
er-meeting, than  that  persons  uncalled 
and  unordained  have  permission  to  ad- 
minister the  ordin.ances  of  God’s  house.  It 
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ought  to  be  remembered  that,  in  the 
primitive  age  of  the  church,  they  had 
females  to  labor  .among  females;  as  the 
females,  especially  among  the  gentiles, 
were  much  excluded  from  the  ordinary 
intercourse  with  the  male  sex.  Hence  they 
had  their  Deaconesses — (feimale  servants 
of  the  churcli,  Rom.  16:  1),  who  h.ad  to 
labor  among  the  females.  Here,  no  doubt, 
they  often  prayed  and  prophesied — ex- 
pounded— that  is,  they  explained  in  the 
colloquial  (conversational)  way.  All 
this  is  more  than  stfticient  evidence  that 
females  ought  not  to  speak,  either  praying 
or  preaching,  in  the  mixed  assembly.” 

FEELING. 

“ Be  very  careful  to  distinguish  between 
animal  feeliny  and  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Sjiirit.  Ascertain  whether  the  sorrow 
expi*cssed  is  ‘ sorrow?,’  sorrow  for 

sin  because  it  is  committed  against  God. 
Often  persons  misbike  an  overwhelming 
tide  of  animal  feeling  for  the  work  of  the 
Spirit,  when  in  fact,  all  that  feeling  is 
sheer  selfishness.  Some,  when  they  feel 
some'  of  the  effects  of  the  truth,  work 
themselves  into  a state  of  great  excite- 
ment, and  think  they  caiinot  be  converted 
without  it.  Even  some  professedly  pious, 
run  into  this  mischievous  mistake,  aiming 
more  at  ecstacy  of  feeling,  than  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  duty.  Nor  is  it 
unfrequently  the  case,  that  persons  of  this 
description  will  look  upon  others,  who 
have  not  precisely  the  same  feeling,  as 
destitute  of  piety,  or  as  very  unfaithful 
Christians.  The  great  (juestion  to  be  de- 
cided is,  whether  there  be  sin(?ere  sorrow 
for  sin,  submission  to  God,  confidence  in 
the  Savior,  and  a willingness  to  take  up 
his  cross.” 

DEALING  XVITH  SINNERS  AND  INQUIRERS. 

“Be  very  c.areful  not  b>  minister  com- 
fort where  there  is  no  tr}(.e  sorrow  for 
sin,  or  evidence  of  a gracious  ch.ange.  The 
reason  of  the  aw.akened  sinner’s  distress  is 
his  unwillingness  to  submit  to  God 
hence  we  should  not  hold  up  promises, 
before  he  h.as  expressed  his  consent  to 
accept  salvation  on  God’s  own  terms. 

“Try  to  get  the  anxious  sinner  to  exer- 
cise his  mind  properly.  Aim  to  enlight- 
en his  understanding  more  than  to  affect 
his  feeling.  Let  the  natural  effect  of  the 
truth  make  him  feel;  but  do  not  try  to 
excite  his  feelings  so  as  to  get  the  better 
of  his  judgment.  Sometimes  Satan  takes 
.advantiige  through  the  ignorance  of  well- 
meaning  persons  in  meeting,  and  while 
some  .are  talking,  some  singing  and  others 
praying,  or  all  pr.aying  aloud,  the  sinner 
has  sc.arcely  room  to  look  soberly  .at  the 
subject  which  exercises  his  mind.  Hence 
it  haiipens,  when  persons  are  carried  along 
and  overcome  by  mere  feeling,  that  when 
this  feeling  is  gone,  all  is  over.  Here  is 
the  reason  why  so  many  persons,  instead 
of  being  really  converted,  fall  back  so 
soon,  and  who  are  then  falsely  said  to 
have  lost  their  religion,  when  in  fact 
they  never  h.ad  any.  Such  persons,  then. 


after  their  supposed  conversion,  you  can 
not  induce  to  do  their  duty,  unless  you 
ust  get  them  into  a similar  shite  of  e.x- 
atement.  All  they  seem  to  live  for  is 
their  own  enjoyment,  and  any  meeting 
that  does  not  bring  a pleasant  glow'  of 
eeling,  is  not  a good  meeting.  It  is  true, 
there  are  those,  who  w'ould  allow  us  to 
eel  on  every  subject,  only  not  on  the 
subject  of  religion.  Genuine  religion  is 
hot  wdthout  feeling;  but  if  we  care  more 
how  we  feel,  than  wdiat  God  reipiires  us 
to  do,  w'e  have  fallen  into  a most  danger- 
ous device  of  satan. 

“When  anxious  persons  are  prayed 
or,  let  the  people  of  God  keep  quiet. 
f sinners,  ojipressed  by  the  burden  of 
their  sins,  unavoidably  give  vent  to  their 
eelings  let  it  be  so,  but  w'hilc  one  Chris- 
ti;in  ]>r.iys,  let  those  jiresent,  silently  join 
in  the  petition  offered  u}).  Confused 
noise  will  never  do  any  good.  1 Cor. 
14:  7,.  8,  9.  I know  some  say,  they  can 
not  help  being  loud  ami  breaking  out  into 
iraying  and  shouting  in  the  midst  of  the 
most  solemn  services,  and  that  to  suppress 
such  feelings  is  quenching  the  Spirit.  But 
is  it  possible  that  God’s  Spirit  should 
contradict  himself,  breaking  in  upon 
order,  of  which  he  |s  the  author?  Dr. 
Clarke  the  author  alreihly  quoted,  s.ays,  in 
his  note  under  the  32n(i  verse  of  the  14th 
chapter  of  first  Corinthians,  '■God  grants 
no  ungovernable  gifts.’’  Such  persons, 
then,  who  tell  us  that  they  cannot  Ciuitrol 
their  feelings,  but  that  they  must  break 
out  into  loud  cries,  have  gre.at  reason  to 
loubt  that  their  feeling  is  from  God. 

“If  the  anxious  sinner  h.as  found  no 
rest,  «l^not  tell  him  to,  only  to  hold  on 
or  to  persevere  till  he  gets  through.  It  is 
sickening  to  hoar  such  a perverse  idea  ad- 
vanced. There  is  a ‘controversy  betw'cen 
God  and  the  sinner.’  tio<l  is  right  and 
the  sinner  is  wrong,  d'he  rebellious  w'ill 
of  the  sinner  will  not  yield.  He  holds 
out  in  rebellion;  and  now  some  one  tells 
him  to  hold  on  till  he  gets  through.  Is 
not  this  virtually  telling  the  sinner  to 
persist  in  his  stubbornness  a W'hile  longer 
before  he  yields  to  God?  Sinners  in  this 
state  are  often  falsely  said  ‘to  mourn  to 
know'  the  love  of  God,’  w'hen,  in  fact,  did 
they  but  know  their  own  hearts,  they 
w ould  mourn  that  they  arGto  gi-ve  up  their 
sins,  which  they  are  unwilling  to  <lo.  * * * 
Sinners  often  sorrow  because  of  (heir  un- 
willingness to  suVnnit  to  G(.)d,  just  .as  a 
stnbboni  child  in.ay  weep  because  the. 
father  w'ants  it  to  submit,  and  the  child 
will  not  do  it.  This  is  not  true  peni- 
tence. If  the  child  were  humble,  sorrow- 
ing on  account  of  its  disobedience,  and 
socking  its  father’s  forgiveness  in  a proper 
W'.ay,  it  would  soon  sweetly  fall  into  its 
fatiiers  arms.  Do  not  toil  the  an.xious 
that  they  are  not  convicted  enough,  and 
never  hold  up  the  idea  that  they  must 
Wait  for  some  uncommon  impulse,  neither 
should  we  encourage  visions  or  dre.arns.” 
In  reference  to  feeling,  in 


religion. 


I).  L.  Moody,  the  groat  revivalist,  says, 
“People  are  constantly  saying.  We  w'ant 
something  new;  some  new  doctrine,  some 
new  idea.  Depend  upon  it  my  friends,  if 
you  get  tired  of  the  word  of  God,  and  it 
becomes  wearisome  to  you,  you  are  out 
of  communion  with  him.  What  you 
want,  is  some  one  who  wall  unfold  and 
expound  the  Scriptures  to  you.  We  can- 
not overcome  satan  with  our  feelings.  The 
reason  why  some  people  have  such  bitter 
experiences  is,  they  try  to  overcome  the 
devil  by  their  feelings  and  experiences. 
Christ  overcame  satan  by  the  word.  He 
simply  said,  ‘ It  is  written  ’ ; and  a second 
time,  ‘It  is  written’;  and  satan  came 
again  and  tried  to  misquote  the  Scripture, 
but  Christ  said  again,  ‘It  is  written,’  and 
that  was  the  arrow  that  shot  right  into 
him  and  drove  him  .away.  The  devil  docs 
not  care  a bit  about  our  feelings.  He  can 
play  on  our  feelings  just  as  a man  can 
on  a harp.  He  can  make  our  feelings 
good  or  bad;  he  can  take  us  upon  the 
mountiin,  or  down  in  the  valley;  and  we 
can  only  vanquish  him  by  the  Word, 
which  is  the  sword  of  the  Spirit.”

“GO,  WASH  IN  THE  POOL  OF 
SILO  AM.” 

How  sinqile  the  direction;  and  yet  it  is 
like  all  of  our  Lord’s  directions.  He  came 
to  save  men — this  was  his  great  mission, 
for  nothing  else  did  he  come  into  this 
w'orld.  He  ministered  to  the  body  and 
the  soul,  for  both  body  and  soul  needed 
to  be  saved.  His  gospel  was  for  the 
whole  man,  and  not  for  a jiart  of  him.  AVo 
sometimes  forget  this  and  only  attend  to 
the  wants  of  one  jiart  of  our  being.  The 
body  is  as  much  the  work  of  God  as  the 
souf.  We  are  told  it  will  rise  from  the 
dead  .and  be  a part  of  ourselves  forever.  It 
should,  therefon',  be  trea»e<l  with  the  ten- 
derest  care.  Our  Lord  te.aches  this  in  the 
case  of  the  Idind  man.  He  was  born 
blind — he  had  never  seen.  AVh.at  a ca- 
lamity! Jesus  ])itied  him — He  pities  all 
who  suffer  from  intirmities  of  any  kind.  If 
they  will  but  come  to  him,  he  will  sooner 
or  later  cure  them — make  them  whole — 
make  them  happy.  The  blind  man  was 
anxious  to  be  cureil.

They  feel  thankful  to  Goii  for 
the  blessings  of  free  institutions,  and  as  a 
free  government  Avhich  gives  us  the  full 
and  free  right  to  worshTj)  God,  as  wo 
believe  the  Gosjiel  teaches  us;  they 
feel  thankful  to  God  for  the  abundant 
privileges  which  Ave  jiossess,  and  which 
we  have  so  long  enjoyed;  they  think  too 
of  the  great  corrujition,  Avickedness,  and 
folly  Avliich  men  practice,  the  emjity  hon- 
ors Avhich  they  seek,  the  great  name  they 
try  to  establish,  the  honor  and  excellence 
they  are  seeking  to  attain  in  every  dejiart-

ECLIPSE  OF  THE  SUN. 


No  historical  notice  of  an  eclipse  occurs 
in  the  Bible,  hut  there  are  passages  in  the 
prophets  whieh  contain  manifest  allusion 
to  this  phenomenon  (Amos  8:  9;  Mieah 
3:  6;  Zeeh.  14;  6;  Joel  2:  10,  31;  3:  15). 
Some  of  these  notices  probably  refer  to 
eclipses  that  oeenrred  about  the  time  of 
the  respective  compositions;  thus  the  date 
of  Amos  coincides  Avith  a total  eelijise, 
Avhieh  occurred  Febr.  9,  B.  C.  784,  and 
Avas  visible  at  Jerusalem  shortly  after 
noon;  that  of  Mieah  Avas  the  eclipse  of 
Junes,  B.  C.  716.  A passing  notice  in 
Jeremiah  25:  9,  coincides  in  date  with  the 
eclipse  of  Sept.  30,  B.  C.  610,  so  well 
kiiOAvn  from  Herodotus’ aeeount(i,  74,103). 
The  darkness  that  oversjiread  the  world 
at  the  crucifixion  eauriot  with  reason  he 
attributed  to  an  eelijise,  as  the  moon  was 
at  the  full  at  the  time  of  the  Passover. — 
JiU).  iJic.  

Pen. — The  ancient  pen  was  a stylus  of 
hardened  iron.  Jer.  17  : 1.  sometimes 
pointed  Avith  a diamond,  for  Avriting  on 
hard  substances,  like  metollic  plates;  when 
waxen  bihles  Avere  used,  the  stylus  had  one 
end  made  broad  and  smooth,  for  erasing 
errors.  2 Kings  21:  13.  For  parchment, 
cloth,  and  similar  substances,  a reed  pen 
Avas  used,  or  a fine  hair  pencil,  Avith  ink. 
Jiidg.  5:  14;  Job  19:  24;  Isa.  8:  I;  Jer. 
36:  23;  3 John  13.

TIIEIii  COXVEIiSIOX. 


“T  say  unto  you,  that  likewise  joy 
shall  be  in  heaven  over  one  sinner 
that  repenlelh,  more  than  over  ninety 
and  nine  just  jiersons,  which  need  no 
repentance.”  Luke  15:  7. 

AVlion  once  the  deejily  fallen  sinner 
Ix'eomes  truly  eonvieted  and  wakes  up 
from  tlie  sleep  of  sin,  and  by  the  Spirit 
of  (Jod  is  brought  to  a true  selfknow  l- 
edg(>,  that  be  becomes  aware,  what  a jmor, 
lost  sinner  be  is,  and  that  bis  sins  now^  as 
a burden,  become  too  heavy  for  him  to 
bear,  that  be  in  sorrow'  and  jienitenee, 
feels  truly  contrite  and  cast  down,  be 
W'ould,  in  such  misery  and  sore  distress, 
have  to  sink  into  utter  despair,  if  it  Avere 
not  for  the  consoling  and  encouraging 
promi.ses  and  kind  invitations  of  (lod  in 
ids  w'ord,  such  as  the  following; 


“Though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they 
shall  be  :is  Avbite  as  snow;  though  they  be 
red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool.” 
Isa.  1:  18.  “For  tlms  saitb  the  high  :iml 
lofty  One  that  inbabitetb  eternity,  w hose 
name  is  holy;  I dwell  in  the  high  :md  holy 
place,  w’itb  him  also  that  is  of  a contrite 
and  bumble  spirit,  to  revive  the  .'Spirit  of 
the  humble,  and  to  revive  the  heart  of  the 
eontrite  ones.”  57:  15.  “To  this  man 
will  I look,  even  to  him  that  is  poor,  ami 
.of  :i  eontrite  spirit,  and  trembletb  at  my 
word.”  09:  2.  “Look  unto  me  and  be  ye 
saved,  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth.”  45:  22. 
“As  I live  saitb  the  Lord  (iod,  I have  no 
jileasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked;  but 
that  the  wicked  turn  from  bis  Avay  and 
live:  turn  ye,  turn  ye  from  your  evil 
ways;  for  Avliy  a\  ill  ye  die?”  Ezek.  33;  II. 
“Where  sin  abounded,  grace  did  mneb 
more  abound.’’  Rom.  5:20.  “Draw  nigh 
to  God,  and  be  Avill  draw  nigh  to  you.” 
.lames  4:  8.  “Who  ((vod)  Avill  have  all 
men  to  be  saved  and  to  come  unto  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth.’’  1 3’im.  2:  4. 
“'rids  is  a faithful  .s.aying,  and  Avortby  of 
all  .acceptation,  that  Christ  Je.sns  came 
into  the  AAorld  to  save  sinners.”  1 'Lim. 
1:  15.  The  Lord  “is  long  suffering  to 
nsward,  not  Avilliiig  that  any  should  jier- 
isb,  but  that  all  should  come  to  rejuait- 
anee.”  2lVt.  3;  9.  “IJelieve  on  the  Lord 
.lesus  Christ,  and  tlion  sbalt  be  saved.” 
Acts  10:  31.  “lie  tb.nt  b(*lievetb  on  him 
shall  not  be  (*onfoimded.”  1 IVt  2:  0. 
IJiit  especially  consoling  and  encouraging, 
for  the  penitent  sinner,  :ire  the  Avords  of 
our  te.vt:  “I  say  unto  yon,  that  likewise 
joy  sliall  be  in  heaven  over  one  sinner 
that  rejicntefli,  more  than  over  ninety 
and  nine  just  persons,  wbieb  need  no 
rejientanee.  ’ 

That  (to(1  is  Avilling  that  all  truly  peni- 
tent souls  should  be  saved,  may  be  easily 
known  by  this,  that  be  sent  bis  beloved 
Son  info  the  world,  for  the  e.xju’ess  jnir- 
pose  of  saving  tbom.  “For  God  so  loved 
the  Avorld,  tb.it  be  gaA'c  bis  only  begotten 
Son,  that  Avbosoever  believetli  in  him 
should  not  jierisb,  but  have  everlasting 
life;  for  God  sent  not  Ids  Son  into  the 
Avorld  to  condemn  the  Avorld;  but  that 
the  Avorld  through  him  might  be  saved.” 
“He  that  spared  not  Ids  own  Son,  but 
delivered  him  up  for  us  all,  boAV  shall  he 
not  Avitb  biiii  also  freely  give  us  all 


things.”  In  the  Son  of  God  Avas  the  pro- 
phetical Scripture  fnltilled.  “'I'lie  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  bath 
anointed  me  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the 
]»oor;  be  bath  sent  me  to  heal  the  broken- 
hearted, to  jireaeb  deliverance  to  the  cap- 
tives, and  recovering  of  sight  to  the 
bliml;  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are 
bruised,  to  preach  the  aeee}>table  year  of 
the  Lord.”  Luke  4:  18,  19. 

Jesus  wrought  m.any  signs  and  Avoiulers 
among  the  people,  he  “went  about  doing 
good,  and  healing  all  that  Avere  ojipressetl 
of  the  devil.”  lie  made  the  hliiul  to  see, 
the  lame  to  AA'alk,  cleansed  the  lepers,  and 
raised  the  dead,  lie  jireaebed  the  gl.id 
tidings  of  eternal  salvation,  and  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  so  convineingl v,  that 
“the  jieople  Avere  astonished  at  Ids  doc- 
trine, for  lie  taught  them  as  one  having 
authority,  and  not  as  the  Scribes.”  So 
affecting  and  penetrating  Avas  his  tcaeli- 
ing,  that  many  Avere  touched  thereby,  and 
caused  to  relicet;  even  his  enemies  ac- 
knowledged tliat,  “never  man  spake  like 
this  man.”  lie  invited  all  who  “labored 
and  AA'cre  heavy  laden,  to  come  unto  him, 
and  be  Avoidd  give  them  rest;”  “and  him 
that  eometb  to  me,  ’ said  be,  “I  will  in  no 
Aviso  east  out.” 

So  kind,  so  mcreifni,  and  benevolent 
Avas  Jesus,  that  all  the  people  w'ere  very 
attentive  to  bear  him;  and  in  him  Avas  the 
prophecy  of  Jacob  fulfilled:  “And  unto 
Idm  shall  the  gathering  of  the  people  be.” 
Gen.  49:  10.  j\.nd  in  the  beginning  of  the 
chapter  from  wbu’b  onr  te.vt  is  taken,  we 
tind  that  “then  drew  near  unto  him  all 
the  publicans  and  sinners  for  to  be;ir 
him,  ami  the  Fbari.sees  and  Scribes  mur- 
mured, .suing:  'Lins  man  recadvetb  sin- 
ners, and  eatetb  Avitb  them.” 

The  I’barisees  Avert;  a very  strict  sect  in 
their  outw  ard  Avorsbip,  and  alst>  did  iminy 
good  Avorks,  merely  to  be  seen  and  beard 
of  men,  to  gain  their  applan.se.  lint  Jesus, 
who  well  knew'  what  was  in  their  hearts, 
freipiently  rebuked  them  for  their  bypoe- 
risy:  “Outwardly,”  said  be,  “yo  appear 
righteous  unto  men,  hut  within  ye  are 
full  of  hyjioerisy  and  iniipiity.”  For  that 
reason  tliey  were  bis  enemies  and  bated 
him,  and  sought  whenever  there  was  an 
opjxntnnity,  to  make  him  odious  before 
the  peo{)le.  Therefore  they  aecusetl  him 
that  be  received  sinners  and  ate  AvitU 


•them,  !is  if  ho  had  born  a very  l>ad  in:«n»^  t 
Itecause  he  inailo  company  with  such  siu'  1 
fill  men.  But  thereby  they  gave  to  him,  1 

though  uuponsciously,  a most  glorious  tos-  i 
timony  of  his  kindness.  AVe  have  great  i 
iva>(ni  to  thank  God,  that  .Ti'sus  receives 
sinners,  and  that  lie  was  sent  out  of  love 
iiilo  llie^vurld,  to  seek  ami  to  save  tViem; 
if  sueh  was  nut  the  case,  we  would  all 
be  lost. 

'I'he  piiblleans  were  those  who  received 
or  eolleelcd  the  tribute — toil  — or  tax; 
and  it  is  likely  that  there  were  also  bad 
men  among  them,  m ho  sometimes  de- 
eei\ed  the  jieojde,  by  collecting  too  much 
of  them,  d'hei-cfore  did  John  the  baptist 
\v  r,  n them,  to  “exact  no  more,  than  that 
which  was  ap]M>inted  them.”  Buke  !1:  13, 
Zaeeheus,who  was  chief  among  the  jaibli- 
cans,sai<  1 1<  t ,) i“>us,  “ J hdiold  T.ord  the  half  of 
mv  go  I Is  I give  to  the  poor;  and  if  I have 
taken  anvtliing  from  any  man  by  false 
aeensatioii,  I lestore  him  loui'fold.”  lie 
joxfnlly  reeeivial  dosiis  into  his  house, 
bneh  j)ubrn-ans  .lesus  gladly  received,  or 
siK’h  as  the  publican  who  went  into  the 
temple  to  jiray,  and  “smote  upon  his 
breast,  saying,  “God  be  merciful  to  me  a 
sinner.”  (Reader,  did  you  ever  thus  con- 
fess your  sins  to  God  and  pray  for  mercy, 
with  a sineeie  and  contrite  hearty)  Or 
such  as  the  publiian  named  Levi,  who 
was  sitting  at  the  reeeijitof  custom:”  (col- 
k-cting  custom  money)  at  the  bidding  of 
Jesus,  “ left  all,  and  followed  him;”  or 
sueh  as  the  wanuan  called  a sinner,  who 
wept  and  washed  the  feet  of  Jesus  with 
tears,  and  did  wipe  them  with  the  hairs 
of  her  head,  kissed  and  anointed  them, 
her  he  also  did  not  send  away  comfort- 
less, but  sai<l  unto  hei’,  “Thy  sins  are  for- 
given,” and  bid  her,  “go  in  peace.”  Such 
]»enitent  sinners  did  Jesus  receive,  ami 
doth  still  reeeivi-,  and  eateth,  and  holdeth 
spirit  mil  eommiinion  with  them. 

•lestis  \M‘I1  knew  liow  to  defend  himselt 
before  the  scribes  and  pharisees,  by  set- 
ting forth  be.antiful  and  well  adajited 
parables.  ‘b\nd  he  spake  this  [i.arable 
unto  them,  saying,  hat  man  of  you 
having  (owning)  a hundred  shei'p,  if  In* 
lose  one  of  them,  doth  not  lea\e  the 
ninety  and  iiine  in  the  w ilderness,  and  go 
after  that  which  is  lost  until  he  find  it.” 
So  valuable  was  a single  sheep  then  esti- 
mated, although  the  man  had  yer  ninety 
and  nine  (a  gootlly  number)  left  as  his 
ow  n,  he  yet  considered  it  worth  the  toil, 
perhaps  out,  <d  <*ompassion,  to  go  alter 
the  one  strayed  vlicep,  seeking  it  until  he 
had  found  it.  “.\ml  when  he  hath  found 
it,  he  laycth  it  on  his  shoulders  rejoic- 
ing.” A\’as  it  so  wc:iry  that  it  could  not 
walk  any  more?  he  took  it  in  mercy  on 
his  shoulders  and  e.irried  it  home.  “And 
w hen  he  eometh  home,  he  ealleth  together 
his  friends  and  neighbors,  saying  unto 
them.  Rejoice  with  me;  for  I have  found 
my  sheej)  which  was  lost.”  If  ye  then  so 
anxiously  take  jiains,  in  seeking  one  single 
strayed  sheep  (Jesus  means  to  say),  and 


thus  rejoice  when  ye  have  toimd  it,  why  t 
then  do  you  blame  me  for  seeking,  and  i 
bv  grace  accepting,  poor,  strayed  and  lost  ■' 
niankind,  who  are  so  much  better  than  a ( 
shcei.y  for  therefore  did  he  indeed  come,  < 
to  seek  “the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of 
Israel,”  and  to  save  them,  as  he  also  had  i 
promised,  saying:  “I,  even  I,  will  hoth  . 
search  my  sheep,  and  seek  them  out.  i 

Kzek.  “ I say  unto  you,  tluit  like- 

wise joy  shall  be  in  heaven  over  one 
sinner  that  repenteth,  more  than  over 
ninety  and  nine  just  persons,  which  need 
no  repentance.”  O how  consoling  and 
encouraging  are  these  words  for  a sorely 
distressed,  and  truly  penitent  and  mourn- 
ing sinner!  “1  say  unto  you,  that  like- 
wise joy  shall  be  in  heaven,  over  one 
sinner  that  rei.enteth.”  Do  then  give 
ear,  poor,  troubled  sinner:  wilt  thou  not 
also  create  a joy  in  heaven  by  your  repent- 
ance? which  if  it  is  sincere,  must  be  of 
great  value,  otherw’ise  it  could  not  cause 
a joy  in  heaven.  Vea,  doubtless,  your 
everiasting  joy  and  wellbeing  is  depend- 
ing upon  it.  O then,  neglect  it  not. 

The  word  repentance  in  our  text,  sig- 
nifies more  than  merely  acknowledging 
our  sins  with  our  mouths  before  men;  it 
means  a deep,  heartfelt  sorrow'  for  sin; 
for  where  true  re])entance  exists,  the  sin- 
ner will  most  jiainfully  feel  the  burden 
of  his  sins,  will  feel  deeply  stricken  and 
bowed  down  because  of  them,  and  is 
brought  into  such  a penitent  and  mourn-  j 
iug  condition,  as  will  cause  him  now  to  j 
forsake  and  sincerely  to  hate  sin,  and 
earnestly  to  pray  for  forgiveness  of  the 
same;  and  by  the  influence  and  power 

■ of  God’s  Spirit  and  true  faith  in  Jesus,  he 

• now'  turns,  or  becomes  converted,  from 
darkness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of 

I Satan  unto  God,  and  through  his  Holy 
1 Spirit  becomes  changed  and  renewed; 
yea,  is  born  .again,  and  thus  is  translated 
into  a spiritual,  godly  and  heavenly  state 

- ;ind  life,  that  he  from  henceforth  will 
1 walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  a true, 

• evangelical,  he:irtfelt  repentance,  which 
i alone  is  pleasing  to  Goil,  and  a true  con- 

• version,  belong  together,  and  are  so 
.*  closely  connected,  that  it  is  imjiossible  to 
) .separate  them,  because  w'here  true  re})ent- 
’ ance  exists,  or  has  taken  place,  there  is 

- :ilso  a true  conversion  to  God. 

In  the  Dutidi  (Holland)  our  text  reads 

> as  fidlows:  “Thus  shall  be  joy  in  heavmi 
, I over  one  sinner  that  converteth  himself, 

• i im»re  that  over  ninety  and  nine  righteous 

■ I ones,  which  have  no  need  of  conver- 
1 I sion.”  The  latter  clause  of  this  passage 

- I is  doubtless  to  be  understood  of  those 
t w ho  need  not  that  total  change  or  con- 
i I version,  which  is  reijuisite  at  the  begin- 
1 ning  of  the  (’hristian  course,  where  a 
!•  ) person  passeth  from  death  unto  life,  and 
) from  the  broad  road,  to  the  narrow'  way. 
I This  rendering  is  not  at  all  opposed  to 

> the  English  tramslation,  because  we  know 
.*  th.at  true  repentance  and  conversion  are 
I closely  connected,  and  where  one  in  truth 


exists,  the  other  must  also  be.  Peter 
said:  “Repent  ye  therefore  and  be  con- 
verted, that  your  sins  may  be  blotted 
out.”  Both  are  necessary  to  the  having 
our  sins  blotted  out. 

The  w'ord  turn,  or  return,  is  frequently 
u.seil  in  the  Bible  to  signify  conversion, 
and  I wish  in  ]iarficular  to  have  it  so 
understood  in  this  discourse,  where  it  is 
used.  It  is  often  so  rendered  in  the  Ger- 
man, which  is  also  correid,  bec.iuse  true 
conversion  in  reality,  is  a turning,  from 
daiknes  to  light — from  tlie  power  of 
Satan  unto  God,  and  from  sin  to  holi- 
I ne.ss.  “Rejient,  and  turn  yourselves’^ 


from  all  your  transgressions;  so  iniquity 
shall  not  be  your  ruin.”  Ezek.  18:  30. 
“Turn  ye,  turn  ye,  from  your  evil  w'ays.” 
30:  11.  “Therefore  also  now  saith  the 
Lord,  Turn  ye  even  to  me  wdth  all  your 
heart,  and  with  fasting,  and  w itli  W'eeping; 
and  with  mourning:  and  rend  your  heart, 
and  not  your  g.-uauents,  and  turn  unto  the 
Lord  your  God;  for  he  is  gracious,  mer- 
ciful, slow'  to  anger,  and  of  great  kind- 
ness.” Joel  2:  12,  13. 

It  is  true,  in  this  earnest  call  to  turn, 
nothing  is  said  of  repentance,  but  w'here 
fasting,  weeping,  mourning,  and  heart- 
rending take  place,  there  doubtless  re- 
pentance is  also  included.  Paul  “shew’ed 
unto  them  of  Damascus,  and  at  Jerusalem, 
iind  throughout  all  the  coasts  of  Judea, 
and  then  to  the  Gentiles,  th.at  tliey  shouhl 
turn  to  God,  and  do  works  meet  for 
repentance.”  Here  repentance  and  turn- 
I ing  (that  is,  conversion),  are  joined 
I together. 

Jesus  te.stified  of  the  Ninevites  that 
i they  repented  at  the  preaching  of  Jonah. 

I Now'  we  tind  that  when  Jon.ah  began  to 
j enter  into  the  city  of  Nineveb  a day’s 
j journey,  “he  cried  and  said:  Yet  forty 
! days,  and  Nineveh  shall  be  overthrown,  so 
the  peojile  of  Nineveh  believed  God,  and 
jiroclaimed  a fast,  and  put  on  sackcloth.” 
i The  king  himself  arose  from  his  throne 
j and  laid  his  robe  from  him,  :ind  covered 
himself  with  sackcloth,  .and  sat  in  ashes, 
and  caused  it  to  be  proel.aimed,”  * * * 
that  “neither  man  nor  beast,”  * * * 

should  “taste  anything,”  * * * and  that 
they  should  “cry  mightily  unto  God,  yea, 
let  them  turn  every  one  from  his  evil 
way,  and  from  the  violence  that  is  in 
their  hands.”  And  when  “God  saw  their 
I works,  that  thev  turned  from  their  evil 
way,’  he  “repented  of  the  evil,  that  he 
* had  said  th.at  he  would  do  unto  them;  and 
he  did  it  not.’  Here  it  is  said,  “that 
they  turned.”  The  Savior  says,  “'I'liey 
rejiented.” 

'rims  turning  and  repenting  W'ere  con- 
nected. And  although,  w'e  do  not  ahvays 
iind  these  sentences  together,  the  one  is 
nevertheless  generally  included  in  the 
other.  As  for  instance:  God  “now  com- 
mandeth  all  men  everywhere  to  repent, 
because  he  hath  appointed  a day,  in  the 

*C’onvert  yourselves,  German. 
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w hicli  he  will  juilge  tlie  world.”  And  , 
again, “The  Lord  is  longsuffering  to  us- : 
ward,  not  willing  that  any  should  perish,  1 
but  that  all  should  come  to  rei)entance.”  j 
In  neither  of  these  jiassages  is  conversion  | 
mentioned,  but  is  evidently  included  in 
both.  Jesus’  Hrst  instruction  W'as:  “The 
time  is  fulfilled,  and  the  kingdom  of  i 
God  is  at  hand;  repent  and  believe  tlie 
Gospel.”  It  W'as  only  his  last  command, 
th.at  “repentance  and  remission  of  sins 
should  be  preached,  in  his  narf)[g  among 
all  nations.”  This  command,  the  apostles 
were  also  diligent  to  fulfill.  When  on 
the  day  of  l*entecost,  the  word  jneached, 
entered  into  tli^  hearts  of  the  jieojile,  and 
they  said,  “Men  and  brethren,  what  shall 
we  do?  Then  Peter  said  unto  them.  Re- 
pent and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you,  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission 
of  sins,  ami  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of 
tlie  Holy  Ghost.”  Paul  “testified  both  to 
the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  rejient- 
ance  towmrd  God,  and  faith  toward  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.”  In  none  of  these 
passages  is  conversion  mentioned,  yet  we 
know" that  w ithout  conversion,  rei»entance 
would  have  been  of  no  value. 

We  also  read  “of  the  conversion  of  the 
Gentiles.”  Acts*  15:  3.  “My  sentence  is, 
that  we  trouble  not  them,  which  from 
among  the  Gentiles  are  turned  to  God. 
Verse  19,  “And  a great  number  believed, 
and  turned  unto  the  Lord.”  Chap.  11:  21;  j 
“And  preach  unto  you,  that  ye  should  | 
turn  from  these  vanities,  unto  the  living 
God.”  Chap.  14:  15,  “Ye  turned  to  God 
from  idols.”  1 Thess.  1 : 9.  In  these  pas- 
sages there  is  nothing  said  of  repentance, 
but  W'e  also  know,  that  xvithout  repent- 
ance, there  could  be  no  true  turning,  or 
conversion  to  God.  Paul  s.aid  unto  the 
Jews:  “Unto  you  first,  God  having  raised 
up  his  Son  Jesus,  sent  him  to  bless  you,  in 
turning  away  every  one  of  you  from  his 
iniquities.”  Acts  3:26.  Again,  “Him 
hath  God  exalted  with  his  right  hand,  to 
be  a Prince  and  a Savior,  for  to  give 
repentance  to  Israel,  and  forgiveness  of 
sins.”  Acts  5:  31.  Thus,  then,  w as  Jesus 
raised  up  and  sent  to  the  Jew's,  to  bless 
them  and  tuni  them,  and  w'as  also  exalted 
to  be  a Prince,  to  give  unto  them  repent- 
ance, that  is,  to  call,  and  have  them 
called,  to  repentance.  And  w'here  sincere 
repentsvnee,  and  turning  to  God  with 
earnest  prayer  toke  place,  or  be  joined 
together,  there  will  also,  w ithout  doubt,  a 
new  life  commence,  because  there  a person 
is  born  again  of  God,  out  of  his  Spirit, 
and  becomes  a child  of  God.  There  is 
also  true  faith,  out  of  which  obedience 
will  follow'.  Such  persons  w ill  willingly  ] 
take  the  yoke  of  Christ  upon  them,  .and 
keep  his  commandments  and  precepts; 
they  will  also,  “as  new  born  babes,  desire 
the  sincere  milk  of  the  w'ord,  that  they 
may  grow  thereby.”  They  will  “let  their 
light  shine  before  men,  that  they  may 
see  their  good  w'orks.”  With  them,  old 
things  “have  passed  aw'ay,  and  all  things 


have  become  new.”  Among  them  will  be 
brotherly  “love  without  dissimulation.” 
They  “are  risen  with  Christ,”  and  “seek 
those  things  which  are  above.’  They  “are 
led  by  the  Spirit  of  God,”  and  walk 
after  the  spirit,  which  “will  guide  them 
into  all  truth.”  They  will  “live  soberly, 
righteously  and  goiily  in  this  present 
w'orld.” 

We  have  also  a clear  representation  of 
true  repentance  and  conversion,  set  forth 
in  the  parable  of  the  prodigal  son,  in  the 
chapter  of  which  our  text  is  a part.  When 
he  had  wasU'd  all  his  substance,  and 
found  himself  in  great  need,  and  unable 
to  sustain  himself  any  more,  “he  came  to 
himself,”  that  is,  to  a selfknowledge,  he 
said:  “How  many  hired  servants  of  my 
father  have  bread  enough  and  to  spare, 
and  I perish  with  hunger.  I will  arise 
and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  unto 
him.  Father,  1 have  sinned  against  heaven 
and  before  thee.”  He  also  carried  out 
his  resolution:  he  arose,  and  came  to  his 
father,  .and  when  he  w:is  yet  a great  way 
off,  his  father  saw'  him,  and  had  conqias- 
sion,  and  ran,  ami  fell  on  his  neck,  and 
kissed  him.  And  the  son  said  unto  him, 
Father,  I have  sinned  against  heaven  and 
in  thy  sight,  and  am  no  more  worthy  to 
be  called  thy  son.  (Such  a conlession  doth 
still  accompany  true  repentance).  But  the 
father  said  to  his  servants,  “Bring  hither 
the  best  robe  and  put  it  on  him,”  which 
may  signify  the  robe  of  righteousnes.s. 
“And  put  a ring  on  his  hand,”  which 
may  signify  that  conlidential  trust  and 
love,  Avhich  will  now'  exist  betw'cen  God 
and  a true  convert.  “And  shoes  on  his 
feet,”  which  may  perhaps  signify  the 
having  our  “feet  shod  (spirit u.ally)  with 
the  prejiaration  of  the  Gospel  of  peace.” 
(Eph.  6:  15)  to  enable  us  to  walk  on  the 
narrow'  jiath,  and  to  tread  “on  serjients 
and  scorpions,  and  over  all  the  j>ower  of 
the  enemy,”  without  being  hurt.  Luke 
10:  19.  “And  bring  hither  the  fatted 
calf,  and  kill  it,  and  let  us  eat  and  be 
merry,  for  this  my  son  was  dead  and  is 
alive  again,  (mark);  he  was  lost,  and  is 
found.  And  they  beg.an  to  be  merry.” 
Thus  “likewise  joy  shall  be  in  heaven,” 
our  text  says,  “over  one  sinner  that 
rcjieuteth.” 

The  prodigal  son  was  not  rcjiroached,  j 
on  account  of  his  great  sins;  he  confessed 
them,  and  received  forgiveness.  “He 
that  confesseth  and  forsaketh  his  sins, 
shall  have  mercy.”  Prov.  28:  13.  Thus^  if 
the  wicked  “turn”  from  his  w'ickedness, 
“none  of  his  sins  that  he  hath  committed, 
shall  be  mentioned  unto  him.”  Ezek. 
33:  16.  Poor,  troubled,  penitent,  sinsick 
sinner,  take  courage.  “Draw'  nigh  to  (iod 
i (in  fevent  yuayer),  and  he  will  draw  nigh 
unto  you.”  “ Turn  and  live.”  Thus  the  peni- 
tent, converted  sinner,  obtains  jieace  with 
God,  and  the  sjiirit  of  adoption,  through 
which  he  can,  with  a filial  confidence, 
“cry,  Abba,  Father.”  Such  a conversion 
and  reconciliation  of  a sinner  to  God, 


causeth  joy  in  he.aven,  “in  the  presence 
of  the  angels  of  God,”  (verse  10)  who  are 
ministering  spirits,  sent  forth  to  minister 
for  them,  who  shall  be  heirs  of  salv.a- 
tion.”  Ileb.  1:  14.  They  are  said  to  be 
“innumerable.”  When  Jesus  was  appre- 
hended by  his  enemies,  he  might  have 
prayed  to  his  heavenly  Father,  w ho  should 

presently  have  given  him  “more  than 
twelve  legions  of  angels,”  to  rescue  him. 

A legion  is  said  to  be  about  six  thousand. 
Twelve  legions  therefore  w ould  be  seven- 
ty-tw'o  thousand.  Now'  if  one  angel  could 
smite,  in  one  night,  in  the  camj)  of  the 
Assyrians,  one  hundred  fourscore  and  five 
thousand  men  (2  Kings  19:  35),w'h.‘it  think 
ye  could  twelve  legions  do?  They  are 
frequently  called  “mighty  angels.”  One 
angel  could  preserve  the  three  Hebrews 
in  the  fiery  furnace  unhurt,  and  also 
Daniel  in  the  lion’s  den,  and  could  rescue 
Peter  out  of  prison.  “The  angel  of  the 
r.ord  encanqieth  round  about  them  that 
fear  him,  .and  delivereth  them.” 

It  seems  that  our  conditions  here  upon 
earth  are  W'ell  known  unto  the  angels; 
they  know  whether  we  fear  God  or 
not.  These  mighty  angels  seem  to  be 
deeply  interested  in  the  salvation  of  sin- 
ners (and  why  then  should  sinners  them- 
selves be  careless  of  it?).  Ihe  birth  ot 
Christ  W'as  made  know'u  to  the  she[)herds 
by  an  angel.  “Behold,”  said  he,  “I  bring 
you  good  tidings  of  gre:it  joy,  w'hich 
shall  "be  to  all  peoj.le,  for  unto  you  is 
born  this  d.ay,  * * * a Savior,  w'hich  is 
Christ  the  Lord.”  “And  suddenly  there 
was  with  the  angel  a multitude  of  the 
heavenly  host,  yiraising  God,  and  saying. 
Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  on  earth 
peace,  good  w'ill  toward  men.”  Thus  the 
angels  rejoiceil  at  the  birth  of  the  fea\ioi, 
wlm  had  come  to  call  sinners  to  repent- 
ance, and  to  save  them;  and  it  is  there- 
fore no  w'onder  that  they  also  rejoice  over 
penitent  and  converted  sinners,  because 
they  doubtless  w'cll  know',  that  the  con- 
verted children  of  God,  shall,  in  the 
resurrection,  “be  equal”  unto  themselves. 
Luke  20:  36.  But  not  only  the  angels,  but 
doubtless  also  all  truly  converted  persons 
will  rejoice  over  penitent,  converted  sin- 
ners; yea  the  converted  themselves  w ill 
rejoice  over  their  own  conversion.  The 
jailer  “rejoiced  believing  in  God  with  all 
liis  house.”  And  the  Eunuch  after  he 
W'as  baptized,  “went  on  his  way  rejoic- 
ing.” And  O,  how'  shall  we  rejoice  with 
the  holy  angels,  if  we  may  ever  be  so 
fortunate  as"to  get  to  where  they  are,  in 
the  presence  of  God,  xvhere  is  “fulness  of 
joy,  .at  his  right  hand,  ami  jileasures  for 
evermore.”  "Although  wc  here  “sow'  in 
1 tears,”  we  shall  there  “reap  in  joy.”  Vea 
W'e  shall  “rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable 
t and  full  of  glory.” 

But  who  are  the  ninety  and  nine  just 
persons,  which  need  no  repentance?  On 
this  ex})ositors  differ  in  their  view  s.  The 
reading  both  of  the  German,  and  Dutch 
(Holland),  is,  “righteous  ones.”  But  these

Others  agaiji  say  that  he  has  reference 
t(*  little  children.  And  a third  class  in.aiii- 
tain,  that  th^^self righteous  are  me.ant,  such 
as  the  scrilnls  and  Pharisees,  and  many 


they  have  re.ason  to  mourn  over  them, 
because  the  selfrighteous  are  in  a very 
(huigcrous  condition;  they  fancy  them- 
selves to  be  “rich  and  increased  with 
goods,  and  to  have  need  of  nothing,  ami 
know  not  that  they  are  wretched,  and 
miserable,  and  poor,  and  blind,  and 
naked.”  I wonder  that  ministers  of  the 
(xospcl  ever  conceived  such  a thought, 
that  the  nijietv  and  nine  signify  the  self-

w.is  willing  to  spare  Sodom  for  the  sake  (4erman)  unto  the  Shepherd  and  Hishoi 


of  t(‘ii  righteous  persons,  but  that  number 
covdd  no  more  be  found  there;  but  who 
wouhl  assert,  that  there  coidd  not  ten 
little  childien  be  found  there?  That  the 
ninety  and  nine  righteous  or  just  per- 
sons, which  need  no  re])entance,  are  not 
the  selfrighteous,  to  whom  Jesus  referred, 
seems  to  me  very  ])lain,  because  none 
st.and  in  gre-ater  need  of  rejtentance  than 
they.  The  selfrighteous  scribes  and  IMiar- 
i.sees,  belonged  to  tlu*  lost  sheep  of  the 
house,  of  Isr:iel,  to  whom  .lesus  was  es]»e- 
cially  sent,  ami  how  oft(‘U  would  he  have 
gathered  them  umler  the  wings  of  his 
mercy,  and  they  “wouhl  not?”  His  hrst 
teaching  to  them  was,  “ Pepeiit  :ind 
believe  the  Gospel.”  ..Vnd  befoi'e  his 
ascension  to  heava-n,  he  commanded  that 
“rejientance  .and  I’cmissiou  of  sins  should 
be  jtre.ached  in  his  name  among  all  na- 
tions;” consc(jucntly  also  to  the  selfright- 
eous. If  in  our  te.vt,  Jesus  had  reference 
to  the  selfrighteous,  then  the  joy  over  the 
conversion  of  sinners  is  not  near  as  great 
as  1 believe  it  is. 

When  it  is  said,  that  there  is  more  joy 
over  one  sinner  that  I'epi’iiteth,  th.an  over 
ninety-nine  just  persons,  which  need  no 
repentance,  it  is  evidently  imj)lied,  that 
there  is  also  some  joy  over  the  ninety  and 
nine.  The  word  “more”  does  not  include 
all  the  joy.  liut  who  would  maintain 
th.at  the  angels  in  he.aven,  could  in  the 
least  degree,  rejoice  over  ninety  and  nine 
bclfrighteous  persons?  Much  more  would 


L'inydom  of  God.’’’’  Therefore  they  must 
be  m.ade  righteous,  that  is,  must  be  justi- 
fied. Now  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
above  description  of  the  wicked,  the  apos- 
the  says,  “Now  we  know  that  wh.at 
things  soever  the  law  saith,  it  .saith  to 
them  who  are  under  the  law:  that  every 
month  may  be  stop])cd,  and  all  the  world 
may  become  guilty  before  God”  (.all  boast- 
ing be  excluded).

Tlu*  a[)ostle  had  just  mentioned  in  verse 
t),  that  “both  .lews  and  Gentiles,”  “were 
all  under  sin,  as  it  is  written.  There  is 
none  righteous,  no,  not  one.”  This  pas- 
sage, in  verse  ten,  as  also  the  eight  fol- 
lowing verses,  the  apo.stle  quoted  from 


st.'ind  uj»on  au  equal  footing  before  (Jod. 
He  says:  (verses  22,  2.‘!)  “For  there  is  no 
difference,  for  all  h:ive  sinned,  and  come 
short  of  the  glory  of  Gml.” 

Some  one  might  ask,  IIow  then  are 
they  justified?  The  apostle  tells  us  in 
the  next  verse:  “Being  justified  freely 
by  his  gr.'ua*,  through  the  redemption 
that  is  in  (Jirist  Jesus;”  and,  verse  28: 
“Therefore  we  conclude  th:it  a m.an  is 
justified  by  faith,  without  the  deeds  of 
the  law.”  To  be  justified  then  means  to 


the  old  Testament,  and  these  nine  verses  receive  the  full  pard(ui  .and  forgiveness 
stand  in  close  connection  or  belong  to-  of  our  sins,  and  by  faith  in  Christ,  and

“Therefore  being  justified  by 
f;iith,  w'e  h.ave  peace  with  God  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.”  Bom.  5:  1.  “For 
Christ  is  the  end  of  the  laav  for  righteous- 
ness, to  every  one  that  believeth.”  lO:  4. 
“By  his  knowledge  shall  my  righteous 
servant  justify  many.  Isa.  .53:  11.  (Ger. 
make  many  righteous).  “For  as  by  one 
nuui's  disobedience,  many  were  made 
sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall 
m.'iny  be  made  righteous.”  Bom.  5 :19. 
“He  th.'it  doeth  righteousness  is  right- 
eous.” l.John  3:  7.  “The  righteous  hath 
hopcv  in  his  death.”  Prov.  14:  32.  “Say 
ye  te  the  righteous,  th:it  it  shall  be 
xvell  with  him.”  Isa.  3:  10.  “The  righteous 
shall  go  into  life  eternal.”  Matt.  25:  40. 

That  the  righteous  are  also  called  the 
just,  may  be  seen  in  the  following:  “'I he 
p:i(h  of  the  just  is  as  the  shining  light.” 
Prov.  4:18.  “Noah  was  a just  man  and 
].erfect.”  Gen.  C:  9.  “The  Lord  said  unto 
Noah,  Come  thou  and  thy  house  into  the 
ark;  for  thee  have  I found  righteous 
before  me.”  7:  1.  Joseph,  the  husband 
(.vf  !Mary  “was  a just  man.”  “There  was 
a m.'in  in  Jerusalem,  whose  n:nne  w:is 
Simeon;  and  the  s:nne  w'as  just  and  de- 
vout.” “Herod  fe:ired  John, knowing  that 
he  was  a just  man  and  holy.”  “The  just 
shall  live  by  faith.” 

If  any  should  ask.  How  j»eoplc  were  jus- 
tified before  Christ  made  the  atonement, 

I would  answer  that  it  was  through  faith  in 
the  promised  Beileemer  who  was  to  make 
the  atonement;  like  Abraham,  who  “be- 
lieved God,  and  it  was  counted  unto  him 
for  righteousness.”  Bom.4::>.  It  seems 
to  me  "that  our  text  contains  precisely  the 
same  meaning  as  ^latt.  18:  12,  i:!.  There 
the  Savior  asks  his  disciples:  “How  think 
ye?  If  a man  have  a hundred  shee*]),  and 
one  of  them  be  gone  astray,  doth  he  not 
leave  the  ninety  and  nine,  and  goeth  into 
the  mountains,  ;md  seeketh  that  which  is 
c;one  astray?  and  if  so  be  that  he  find  it, 
verily  I say  unto  yeui,  he  rcjoiceth  more 
of  that  sheej),  than'of  tlu*  ninety  and  nine 
which  went  not  astray.’ 

Now  who  wouhl  here  undertake  to 
maintain  that  the  ninety-nine  sheej)  which 
went  not  astray,  signify  se*lfrighte*ous 
j)e*rsons?  Do  but  imi»artially,  with  open 
eyes,  take  a proper  view  of  the  mattei'.  A 
man  has  a hundred  sheep,  they  are  all  his 
own,  only  one  of  them  is  gone  astray;  do 
not  the  ninety-nine  sheep  which  went  not 
astray,  still  continue  to  l>e  his  sheep  the 
same  as  before?  doubtless  you  must 
answer  in  the  affirmative.  Thus  also  has 
the  Lord  a Hock  upon  earth,  which  he 
calls  his  own — “the  righteous” — “the 
just.”  But  if  once  in  a while,  one  ot 
them  should  fall  as  tlid  Peter,  the  same 
will  also,  like  Peter,  have  to  be  eom'erted 
again,  and  do  the  first  wor-s,  in  (.ualcr  to 
be  saveil. 


Tell  me,  were  not  each  of  the  nine 
])iece8  of  silver,  which  were  not  lost,  pre- 
cisely equal  in  value,  with  the  piece  M'hich 
was  lost  and  found  again?  Certainly,  and  I 
yet  it  was  only  for  the  found  piece,  that 
the  W'oman  said,  “Bejoi<te  with  me.”  For 
instance,  a father  has  ten  children,  and 
one  of  them  wanders  away,  anil  is  lost  in 
a forest;  the  father,  with  his  neighbors, 
painfully  seek,  day  after  day,  for  tlie  lost 
child;  and  if  so  be  that  they  finally  find 
it,  the  joy  over  that  child  will  now  be 
much  greater,  than  over  the  nine,  which 
were  not  lost;  nevertheless,  the  nine 
would  still  be  the  father’s  dear  and  be- 
loved children,even  -is  before.  And  if  he 
even  had  yet  ninety-nine  children,  the  joy 
would  still  be  greater  over  the  one  which 
was  found. 

In  the  very  darkest  ages  of  the  world, 
the  Lord  had  still  a jieople  upon  the 
earth,  greater  or  smaller  in  number;  even 
under  "idolatrous  Israel,  he  reserveil  him 
seven  thousand,  which  had  not  bowed 
the  knees  unto  Baal.  When  Jesus  exjiired 
upon  the  cross,  “the  graves  were  opened; 
and  many  bodies  of  the  saints  which 
slept,  arose.”  The  righteous  are  called 
saints.  One  would  almost  be  imdined  to 
suppose  that  at  the  time  of  Christ’s  cruci- 
fixion, very  few  righteous  jiersons  were 
left  upon  earth  any  more,  and  yet  we  find, 
that  before  he  ascended  (o  heav'en,  “he 
was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren 
at  once.”  These  bi'cthren,  doubtless, 
were  just  persons.  The  “great  multi- 
tude” which  John  beheld,  which  no  man 
could  number,  clothed  with  white  robes, 
were  “of  all  nations,  and  kindreds,  and 
people,  and  longues.”  Bev.  7 : !). 

(4od  ever  had,  since  men  have  existed, 
a peo])le  iqHm  earth,  called  his  own,  his 
children,  the  just,  “the  righteous  nation, 
which  keepeth  the  truth.  ’ Isa. 26:  2.  Also 
“a  holy  nation,  a peculiar  people.  ’ Some- 
times called  “his  tlock,”  “his  church, 
“the  saints,”  the  “perfect,”  “the  up- 
right.” Not  that  any  person  here  in  this 
life,  is  strictly,  in  the  full  sense  of  the 
word,  really  perfect:  but  the  childivn  of 
(b)d  are  so  called,  ]><*rhaps  because  they 
are  upright,  sincere,  honest  ami  sound  in 
the  faitii,  to  distinguish  them  from  the 
ungodly.  Doubtless  (dod’s  children  are 
daily  aiming  and  longing  to  become 
more  and  more  perfect,  l)ut  a full  state  of 
])crfection  they  can  only  obtain  beyond 
the  grave. 

Job  was  a man  that  “was  ]»ei-fect  and 
uju’ight,  and  one  that  feared  God,  and  es- 
chewed evil.”  “The  just,  upright  man  is 
laughed  to  scorn.”  Job  12:  4.  (Jod  said  to 
.Vbraham:  “AYalk  before  me,  :ind  be  thou 
jierfect.”  “The  generation  of  the  upright 
shall  be  blessed.’"  Bs.l  12:  2.  “The  prayer 
of  the  upright  is  the  Lord’s  delight.” 
Ih'ov.  15:  8.  “Mark  the  perfect  man,  and 
behold  the  ujiright,  for  the  end  of  that 
man  is  jieace.”  Fs.  37:  :!7.  Unto  such  a 
one  it  will  finally  be  said:  “Well  done, 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant,  thou  hast 


been  faithful  over  a few  things,  I will 
make  thee  ruler  over  many  things,  enter 
thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord.”  I here  is 
not  the  least  doubt,  but  those  who  livo 
upright  before  God,  will  meet  a happy 
end;  they  are  the  righteous,  with  whom* 
“it  shall  be  well.”  “Verily  there  is  a 
reward  for  the  righteous.”  “Let  me  ilio 
the  death  of  the  righteous,  and  let  my  last 
end  be  like  his.” 

Dear  reader.  Do  you  hope  such  to  bo 
your  end?  if  so,  ujion  what  are  your  hopes 
grounded?  We  finil  in  Matt.  9:  11 — 13, 
the  Fharisees  said  unto  Christ’s  disci- 
f)les:  Why  eateth  your  master  with  pub- 
licans and  sinners?  But  when  Jesus  hoard 
that,  he  said  unto  them.  They  that  be 
vv'hole  need  not  a physician,  but  they  that 
are  sick;  but  go  ye  and  learn  what  tluit 
meaneth,  I will  have  mercy  and  not  sacri- 
fice; foi-  I came  not  to  call  the  righteous, 
but  sinners  to  repenbvnce.”  The  sick 
here  signify  sinners,  and  the  whole,  the 
righteous  ones.  A physician  cannot  cure 
or  heal  those  that  are  whole,  but  the 
sick.  Ministers  of  the  (4ospel  must  call 
sinners  to  repentance,  and  not  the  right- 
eous. Abel  “obtained  witness  that  he 
was  righteous.”  llebll:4.  Noah  was 
righteous  before  (rod.  “Bcjoice,  O ye 
righteous,  for  praise  is  comely  for  the 
upright.”  Bs.  33:  1.  “The  righteous  shall 
riourish  like  the  palm  tree.  Ps.  92:12. 
“The  righteous  shall  be  in  everlasting 
remembrance.”  112:  6.  Zaeharias  and 
Elisabeth  “were  both  righteous  be- 
fore God,  walking  in  all  the  command- 
ments and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blame- 
less.” The  righteous  shall  shine  forth 
as  the  sun  in  the  kingdom  of  their 
Father.”  “'fhe  effectual  fervent  prayer  of 
a I'ighteous  man  availeth  much.” 

Surely  these  things  are  not  sjioken  of 
the  selfrighteous.  For  charitable  deeds, 
men  “shall  be  recompensed  at  the  resur- 
rection of  the  just.”  Luke  14:  14.  “The 
memory  of  the  just  is  blessed.”  Prov. 10:  7. 
“The  way  of  the  just  is  ujirightness.”  Isa. 
26:7.  “If  a man  be  just,  and  do  that 
which  is  lawful  :ind  right.”  * “he 

shall  surely  live  saith  tlie  Lord  God.”  Ezi^k. 
18:  5,  7.  'rims  the  peojJe  of  God  are 
denominated  by  these  different  terms,  as 
righteous,  just,  uiiright,  and  good,  to 
coutradistinqiiish  them  from  the  wick(*d 
and  the  sinner,  with  whom  they  are  often 
jilaced  in  contnist  in  the  Bible,  as  may  be 
seen  in  the  following: 

Abraham  spake  unto  the  liord  saying: 
“'riiat  be  far  from  thee  to  do  after  this 
manner,  to  slay  the  righteous  with  the 
1 wicked,  and  that  the  righteous  should  be 
as  the  wii'ked.”  “'riie  little  that  a right- 
eous man  hath  is  better  than  the  riches 
of  many  wicked.”  “'I'liey  that  are  of  a 
frowani  heart,  are  abomination  to  the 
Lord,  but  such  as  ;ire  U])right  in  their 
*way,  are  his  ilelight.”  Prov.  It:  20.  “'riie 
I sacrifice  of  the  wicked  is  abomination  to 


the  Lord,  but  tin*  jirayer  of  the  iqiright  is 
his  delight.”  15:  8.  God  “maketli  his 
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sun  to  vise  on  tlie  gootl  untl  on  the  evil, 
ainl  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the 
unjust.”  Joseph  of  Ariinathea  is  called 
a irood  and  just  man.  Jlarnahas  “was  a , 
Kood  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

“A  good  man,  out  of  the  good  treasure 
of  his  heart,  hringcth  forth  good  things.’ 
raid  taught  that  there  was  to  he  a resur- 
rection both  “of  the  just  and  the  unjust.’ 
“d'he  Tiord  is  far  from  the  wicked,  hut  he 
heareth  the  ]>rayer  of  the  righteous.”  Prov. 
15:29.  “Behold,  the  righteous  shall  he 
recompensed  iu  the  earth:  much  inore 

the  wicked  ami  the  sinner.’  11:  51.  Ihe 
ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  the  judgment, 
nor  sinners  in  the  congiegation  of  the 
ihditeous,  for  theliord  knoweth  the  way  of 
tlie  righteous;  hut  the  way  of  the  ungodly 
shall  ])erish.”  “We  know  that  (4od  hear- 
eth not  sinners  (while  impenitent);  but  if 
any  man  he  a worshijter  of  God,  and 
doeth  his  will,  him  he  heareth.”  John 
!):  51.  “And  if  the  righteous  scarcely  he 
saved,  where  shall  the  ungodly  and  the 
sinner  appear?  ’ 

And  although  the  just  or  righteous  need 
no  more  sm-h  a rci»entance  and  refor- 
mation, as  do  the  nneonverled,  which^  is 
necessary  at  the  beginning  of  a Christian 
life,  yet  are  we  not  at  all,  or  by  any 
means  to  understaml,  that  the  converted 
are  now  so  unsjiotted,  pure  ami  holy,  that 
they  could  in  no  wise,  commit  the  le.ast 
fault  any  more,  or  had  any  more  need  to 
]»ray,  “forgive  us  our  transgressions  and 
sins;”  for  the  reverse  is  hut  too  often, 
and  clearly  manifested.  The  apostle 

•lames  says:  “In  many  things  we  offend 
all  (including  himseli).  It  any  man 

uffeml  not  in  word,  the  same  is  a perfect 
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man;  " wliioli,  as  already  intimated,  is 


not  to  he  attained  in  this  lite.  And  Pan 
says:  “bet  n-^  lay  asid*‘  every  weight,  an 
the  sill-  (m.ark)  v'hirh  doth  so  easdij 
beset  ns.'"  Tliis  the  children  of  God  do 
yet  dailv  feel,  more  or  less,  which  they 
must  often  with  pain,  shame  and  sorrow, 
confess  and  lament,  before  God  and 
man.  And  the  farther  they  advance  in 
( ’hi’istianity,  the  more  vile  and  <lcpressed, 
they  will  oYttimes  feel  in  themselves. 

Yet  is  this  difference  to  he  observed, 
that  the  converted  do  no  longer,  like  the 
unconverted,  knowingly  :md  willingly, 
maliciously  and  designedly  live  in  sin, 
hut  do  earm’stly  hate,  ;iml  seek  to  avoid 
it;  :md  also  daily  strive  and  struggle 
against  it,  and  feel  like  Paul  to  ask, 
“How  shall  we  that  are  dead  to  sin,  live 
any  longer  therein?”  Rom.  6:  2.  Neither 
are  they  any  more  “the  servants  of  sin.’ 
V.  22.  God's  children  do  not  wish  to  sin 
any  more,  neither  do  they  live  in  vicious 
siiis.  But  nevertheless,  are  they  fre- 
(|ii«ntlv,  out  of  weakness,  overtaken  un- 
awares to  do  that  which  they  would 
not:  for  which  they  will  earnestly  prav 
t oi' 1 1 ii’L'i \ em  ss,  and  do  als(»  lead  a peni- 
1-nt  lii'e.  And  although  they  often  pain- 
tidly  If.l  their  great  weakness,  with 
w hieh  tiiey  are  yet  encompassed,  they  are 


nevertheless  in  Christ,  as  the  hianch  is  in 
the  vine.  And  it  is  also,  and  will  remain, 
an  incontestable  truth,  that  no  man  can 
at  the  same  time,  serve  two  opposite  , 
masters;  that  no  in.an  can,  at  the  same  j 
time,  walk  on  the  broad  and  narrow  way;  | 
that  no  man  can,  at  the  same  time,  hold  1 
with  C hrist  and  Belial;  that  no  man  can,  ! 
at  the  same  time,  he  in  the  light  and  in  | 
darkness;  and  that  no  one  can,  at  the  1 
same  time,  he  converted  and  uncon- 1 
verted;  and  that  no  one  can  at  the  same  , 
time,  he  pious  and  ungodly,  righteous 
and  unrighteous,  holy  and  unholy,  a saint 
and  a sinner,  a child  of  (4od,  and  a child 
of  the  devil:  “for  he  that  is  not  with 
me,  is  against  me  (says  Jesus),  and  he  that 
gathereth  not  with  me,  scattereth  abroad. 
DejKuid  upon  it,  here  it  vvill  never  do 
to  “halt  between  two  opinions.”  Neither 
can  any  man  he  cold  and  hot,  at  the 
same  time.  Therefore,  O man,  j»rove 
your  own  self,  whether  you  are  with  or 
against  Jesus. 

Oh,  I hoj.e,  dear  reader,  that  you  are 
not  against  Jesus,  such  a kind  and  lov^ely 
friend!  O,  how  could  you  he  opposed  to 
Him  who  died  for  you  out  of  love,  to 
s.ave  you  from  sin  and  death,  and  to  make 
you  ha]»))V  forever?  Do  pause  and  reflect 
seriously."  Also  think  of  the  great  love 
of  Go<l  tovvard  poor,  lallen  mankind,  and 
that  he  w.as  so  kind  and  willing,  that  all 
who  would,  might  obtain  mercy  and  find 
grace,  and  he  saved  from  their  sad  con- 
diiion;  yea,  that  ho  even  therefore  sent 
his  beloved  Son  into  the  world  “to  save 
sinners.”  AVho  also  out  of  pure  love,  gave 
himself  willingly  as  a sacrifice,  to  accom- 
plish that  end,  'and  offered  his  innocent 
life  upon  the  cross,  and  shed  his  precious 
blood,  which  vvill  cleanse  true  believers 
from  all  their  sins.  And  after  his  resur- 
rection, he  also  commanded  “that  repent- 
ance and  forgiveness  of  sins  should  he 
])reached  in  his  name,  among  all  nations.’ 
These  glad  tidings  are  still  as  valid  as 
ever,  and  stand  unaltered  to  this  our 
day,  in  favor  of  contrite  sinners,  if  they 
will  avail  themselves  of  them.  God  still 
commandeth  all  men  to  repent.  There- 
fore all  those  who  are  truly  sincere  in 
seeking  after  salvation  with  all  their  heart 
and  soul,  need  not  at  all  to  he  discour- 
aged, hut  may  confidingly  and  cheerfully 
come  to  Jesus,  who  so  willingly  receives 
mouniing  and  })cnitent  sinners,  to  save 
them,  and  to  make  them  eternally  happy. 
Therefore,  O ye  poor  sinners,  do  “repent 
and  be  convertea;”  delay  no  longer,  in 
true  faith  to  come  to  Jesus,  the  true 
friend  of  brokenhearted  sinners,  to  he 
converted  to  him,  and  he  will  comfort 
you,  “and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your 
souls.”  And  hesi<les,  you  can  also  there- 
by yet  create  a joy  in  heaven  before  the 
.angels  of  (4od.  ()  how  encouraging  and 

comforting  to  a contrit<‘,  ])enitcnt  soul, 
are  the  words,  “I  say  unto  you,  that 
likewise  joy  shall  he  in  heaven,  over  one 
sinner  that  repenteth,  more  than  over 


ninety  ai\d  nine  just  persons,  which  need 
' no  repentance./

'J'he  village  store  is  of 
course  :i  necessary  convenience  (and  so  is 
the  country  tavern,  as  well  as  the  city  lio- 
tel;  much  of  the  evil  tendencies  of  the  lat- 
ter, however,  could  be  avoided  if  the  sale 
of  into.vicating  beverages  would  be  dis- 
jiensed  with,)  but  to  make  these  places  a 
general  resort,  as  is  sometimes  done,  ami 
si>end  hours  during  the  day,  as  well  as 
whole  evenings  with  no  other  purpose  than 
to  get  the  neighborhood  gossip,  the  latest 
)>olitical  news,  develo|)nient  of  crime  and 
dishonesty,  witness  the  idle  performances 
and  listen  to  the  senseless,  vain  and  fflthy 
conversation  of  the  coni[iany  that  usually 
(1  will  not  say  always,  for  there  are  some 
noble  e.xceptions)  gather  there,  is  to  say 
the  least,  out  of  place,  and  to  the  minister 
a great  injurv-,  for  while  he  shoidd  V)e  un- 
der pure  and  heavenly  influences,  while  he 
should  be  led  nearer  to  God,  improve  in 
the  knoweledge  of  his  w'ord,  grow^  and  in- 
crease in  holiness  and  virtue,  in  order  that 
he  may  be  litted  to  le:id  others  into  the 
path  of  rectitude  and  virtue,  his  mind  is 
led  by  opposite  influences,  and  instead  of 
being  as  he  should  be,  a power,  for  good.

We  are  to  avoid  every  si 
appearance  of  evil.  We  know  that  drink-  pi 
ing  saloons  are  places  of  evil.  e don’t  C 
expect  to  find  there  any  thing  that  is  good  tl 
for  the  soul  or  even  the  moral  nature  of  la 
men,  tve  make  no  excei>tions;  a man  that  is 
gets  down  to  keeping  saloon,  has  advanced  tl 
very  far  on  the  way  of  sin  and  destruction — 1’ 
no  good  man  would,  neither  couhl,  under- 
take such  a business  and  retain  his  good-  V 
jiess — his  vitrtue.  A man  who  makes  no  n 
pretentions  to  goodness,  who  lays  no  claim  o 
to  religion,  said  to  me  a few  years  ag<.),  b 
“There  are  two  kinds  of  business  in  which  is 
a man  cannot  be  a Christian,  that  is  koej>-  d 
ing  a saloon  and  a livery-sbible.”  He  him-  c 
self  was  a livery-man  and  knew  whereof  r 
lie  affirmed.  We  know  that  in  a saloon  \ 
the  devil  has  undisputed  sway.  Saloons  t 
are  moral  volcanoes  vomiting  forth  the  s 
lire,  lava,  smoke  and  ashes  of  moral  cor-  1 
rujition  over  all  the  land,  and  what  has  a 
Christian  man  to  do  in  those  degraded  c 
dens  of  vice  and  pollution,  which  send  1 
HO, 000  souls  to  a drunkard’s  grave  every 
year?  Ah!  may  T ask  what  has  a minister 
of  the  gospel  to  do  there?  How  does  it 
comport  with  his  profession  and  calling? 

{strong  drink  has  been  the  curse  of  mil- 
lions, and  has  an  inconceivable  prevalence 
all  over  the  country,  and  as  Christian  min- 
siters  and  Christian  men,  we  should  give 
our  influence  against  it.  No  drunkard 
shall  enter  the  kingdom  of  heaven;  no 
drunkard  can  be  tolerated  in  the  church 
of  Christ,  or  in  the  communion  of  the 
s:iints;  and  hence,  how  very  approjiriate 
the  injunction  of  the  ajiostle,  “not  given 
to  wine.”  That  is,  not  one  thatloves  wine, 
makes  a habit  of  drinking,  or  using  in- 
toxicating bever:iges. 

There  are  many  other  very  reprehensi- 
ble practices  to  which  many  of  the  pro- 
fessional ministers  of  the  present  day  are 
greatly  devoted,  such  as  playing  croquet 
and  other  idle  games.  What  an  employ- 
ment for  one  to  whom  is  entrusted  the 
care  of  never-dying  souls!  to  see  him 
spiMuling  much  of  the  precious  time  which 
God  has  given  us  for  such  au  important 
work,in  the  company  of  a.  gay  .and  Irivolous 
party  of  voung  p(‘ople,  striking  croquet 
balls  about  the  yard.  One  must  certainly 
think,  the  man  who  does  this  must  have 
very  little  regard  for  the  j»recious  souls  of 
his  fellow  cnaitures  and  indeed  very  little 
for  his  <;wn. 


He  must  not  be  a striker.,  he  must  pos-  e 
sess  the  spirit  of  love,  meekness,  ]>atience  li 
and  long-suffering,  forbearance,  gentle-  t 
ness,  kindness  and  an  earnest  desire  for  the  o 
welfare  of  others;  he  must  be  given  to 
hospitality;  open-hearU'd  to  strangers, will-  v 
ing  to  entertain  according  to  his  ability,  1 
willing  to  do  what  he  can  for  the  needy  v 
in  a temporal  as  well  as  a spiritual  sense.

He  must  not  be  a biawler,  or  one  who  s 
loves  to  sound  a trumpet  before  him  as  to  ‘ 
wh.at  he  has  done,  or  what  he  can  do;  he  > 
should  be  exceedingly  modest  to  tell  about  1 
himself;  his  own  person  and  abilities  t 
should  sink  entirely  out  of  sight  in  the  1 
presence  of  Christ.  As  an  ambassadm’  for  : 
Christ  he  -should  wholly  lose  himsGf  in  I 
the  perfections,  glory  and  merits  of  Christ,  ( 
he  should  say  with  David  of  old,  “W  hat  | 
is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him?  :vml 
the  son  of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him  ? ’ 
r.s.  8:4. 

He  should  not  be  greedy  of  tilthy  lucre. 
Wealth  and  worldly  j).')sses>ions  must 
not  stand  in  the  way  of  duty.  The  souls 
of  men  must  be  saved,  even  if  the  minis- 
ter must  sacriflee  his  all.  If  seH-s;icrifice 
is  a virtue  in  the  Christian  professor,  it  is 
doubly  so  in  the  minister.  The  <iuestion 
often  comes  up  in  his  mind,  and  I spend  so 
much  time  and  means  uj»on  this  work, 
when  I can  exjiect  no  earthly  return;  but

We  feel  confident  to  say  that  our  corres- 
jiondent  has  no  other  belief  than  that  giv- 
en by  the  Scrijitures,  namely,  that  we  are 
saved  alone  through  tihe  merits  of  the 
blood  of  Christ.  The  statement  above  re- 
ferred to  was  evidently  an  oversight,  and 
we  gladly  make  the  correction.  We  should 
not  lose  sight  of  the  duties  required  of  us 
in  our  Christian  service;  we  must,  and 
every  converted  jierson  will  keep  God’s 
commandments  and  jierform  good  works, 
works  of  righteousness  and  charity;  but 
these  will  not  save.  The  blood  of  Christ 
alone  will  bring  salvation,  and  works  are 
rather  the  fruit  or  result  of  God’s  grace  in 
the  soul.  That  is,  there  is  no  jiovver  in 
works  to  save,  the  jiower  of  salvation  lies 
in  the  gift  of  (lod;  but  the  Sjiirit  of  God, 
dwelling  in  the  n'liewed  heart,  prompts 
and  leails  to  Ibe  jierformancc  of  that  which 
is  right  and  .accejitablc  in  the  sight  of  God. 

C’OXFKREXCES. 

Few  men  seem  to  have  a correct  esti- 
mate of  the  value  of  a conference,  and  the 
jirojier  way  of  holding  it.  At  least,  lo 
judge  from  theAnanner  in  which  confer- 
ences arc  usually  conducted,  the  manner 
in  which  they  are,  in  many  jilaces  attended, 
ami  the  results,  or  the  imiu-essions  they 
leave,  one  would  conclude  that  there  must 
somewhere,  be  a very  gre;it  mis-conce|>lion 
in  regard  to  these  meetings. 

Conferences  are  intended  as  counsel 
meetings,  where  the  brethren,  jiarticuhir- 
ly  ministering  brethren,  meet  for  the  pur- 
jiose  of  considering  the  interests  of  the 
church  under  their  charge,  and  desiring 
ways  and  means,  througli  which  the 
church  may  be  sust;iine<l,  jireserved  in  its 
jiurity,  fulHll  its  jiroper  mission,  ami  in 
every  respect,  in  every  duty,  become  more 
('Hicient,  and  better  tilted  to  show'  lortli 
the  mystery  of  goodness. 

Another  Of  its  chief  jiurjioses  is  to  jirove 
or  ex;imine  the  ministers  in  charge  of  the 
work,  whether  they  be  in  the  fiiitli,  wheth- 
er they  be  sound  in  doctrine,  and  have  a 
mind  in  .‘ill  things  to  submit  to  the  word 
of  (4od,and  labor  faithfully  to  sujiport  the 
church  and  conference  in  their  efforts  to 
cary  out  the  jiractices  and  customs  of  the 
church,  .as  directed  in  his  word. 

A third  object  of  the  conference  is  to 
eomji.are  notes  on  jioints  of  doctrine,  .as 
well  .as  on  the  jiractices  of  the  church; 
and  if  a complete  union  of  sentiment,  does 
not  exist  to  seek  to  obtain  this,  if  jiossible; 
so  that  they  may  be  all  of  one  mind  and 
one  heart. 

Again,  vvdien  diflii'ulties  arise  among 
some  of  the  members  of  a church,  or  he- 
tw'een  different  churches,  such  coumals 
are  called  to  consider  the  matter  in  dispute^ 


and  arrange  them  with  a jiroper  under- 
standing to  all  concerned. 

Leaders  of  a conference,  as  well  as  .all 
who  take  part  therein,  should  notact  arbi- 
trarily nor  selfishly,  and  should  not  show 
partiality;  neither  should  they  be  disre- 
sjiectful  or  abusive  in  their  language  .and 
demeanor  tow.'ird  others.  They  should 
remember  that  a conference  is  a council  of 
brethren  to  consider  various  ques'tions,and  , 
jioints  of  doctrine  and  practice,  and  by  a 
deliberation  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and 
in  the  light  of  the  gospel,  with  the  consent 
and  concurrence  of  the  whole  conference, 
or  at  least  their  acquiescem'e  to  determine 
and  decide  such  considerations.  X^o  man, 
if  he  is  even  a bishoji,  has  a right  to  stand 
uj)  before  a conference  and  say  that  a cer- 
tain measure  must  be  .adopted,  and  be  law 
and  custom,  because  he  tliinks  so,  or  be-  ] 
cause  it  is  Ids  opinion,  without  first  con- 
sulting and  obtiiining  the  acquiescence  of 
the  conference.  Every  minister  who  is 
worthy  to  be  received  as  a minister,  and 
as  a member  of  the  conference,  is  entitled 
to  a voice  in  the  decision  of  the  confer- 
1 en<‘c  and  wall  naturally  feel  more  or  less 
hurt  when  ipiestions,  in  xvhich  he,  in  com- 
mon with  every  member  of  the  conference 
is  devilled  without  an  ojiportunity  to  give 
exjiression  to  his  mind.  A disreganl  of 
these  things,  by  the  ilirectors  of  a confer- 
ence, is  often  the  cause  xvhy  many  decis- 
ions are  so  little  resjiected,  .and  sometimes 
entirely  ignored.  A jirojter  consideration 
of  this  one  jioint,  wc  feel  sure  would,  if 
acted  ujion,  ivsult  in  good. 

But  there  are  alw:vystwo  sides  to  a ques- 
tion. We  would  not  rob  the  elders  or 
bishojis  of  their  jirojier  rights  and  jirivi- 
legi's.  They  an*  older  and  more  experi- 
enced than  tiie  younger  ministers,  and  they 
are  sometimes  comjielled  to  take  a strong 
and  determined  jiosition.  Men  who  liax  e 
very  little  regard  for  the  gosjiel  aiul  very 
littie  real  jiiety;  men  xvho  have  some  self- 
ish ends  to  attain,. and  cannot  comjirehend 
wh.'it  is  best  for  the  church  and  who  care 
vi'i’v  little  .about  it  if  thi'y  do  know’,  int‘n 
who  are  sei’kintr  for  jiromiiu'iit  jiositions, 
and  w ho  like  to  hear  themselves  bilk,  set 
themselves  against  the  men  xvhom  they 
should  n'sjiect  as  fathers,  to  whose  coun- 
sels they  should  listen  .as  children,  .and 
w hose  irodly  examjile  they  ought  to  fol- 
low’ in  all  humility  and  meekness. 

The  great  jioint  to  1 e kejit  in  view'  in 
all  our  councils  is,  that  xre  are  hx-ethrexx , 
and  as  such  w'^e  should  deal  one  w’ith  an- 
other as  brethren,  d'he  Savior  said,  “Ihe 
Kings  of  the  Gmitiles  exerc'ise  lordshiji 
over  them;  ami  they  that  exeri'ise  author- 
itv  ujion  them  are  benefactors.  . But  ye 
.shall  not  be  so,  but  he  th.it  is  greatest 
among  you,  let  him  be  .as  the  younger,  and 
he  that  is  chief  as  he  that  doth  serve.” 
T^nko  22:  25,  2^>;  Mark.  20:  42. 

l^uriiK**  tlic  scssiotis  ot  <i  coiiforoncc, 
good-order  should  be  maintained.  There 
should  be  no  unnei'essary  moving  about 
the  house;  or  going  in  and  out;  there 


sliould  be  no  private  conversations  carried 
on  between  persons  in  the  house;  all 
should  be  kept  quiet  and  orderly;  there 
shoidd  no  two  be  allow’ed  to  speak  at  the 
same  time,  and  when  some  question  is 
under  consideration  the  person  who  has 
anything  to  say  upon  it  should  s.ay  it  in  a 
manner  and  a tone  of  voice  th.at  .all  pres- 
ent can  he.ar,  and  all  present  should  listen; 
.some  jiersons  have  a habit  of  talking  too 
much  and  too  long;  taking  much  valuable 
time  and  not  benefiting  any  one;  this 
should  be  carefully  avoided.  Persons 
should  say  as  briefly  as  jiossible,  wh.at  they 
have  to  say,  and  then  give  some  one  else 
an  ojiportunity  to  s:iy  something  also.  XTo 
one  at  a conference  must  feel  that  he  has 
a right  to  approjiriate  more  than  his  share, 
or  projiortion  of  time. 

Finally,  vWien  a decision  is  nnvde  at 
conference  .and  agreed  to  by  all,  we  must 
remember  that  this  is  a solemn  proniise  to 
do  just  what  we  agreed  to  do,  iind  w’C  are 
resjionsible  if  we  do  not  do  it.  Brethren, 
bear  in  mind  that  it  is  only  a jierfect  mock- 
ery to  goto  conference  year  after  year, 
and  decide,  and  .agree,  and  jiromise,  and 
go  home  and  do  just  the  contrary.  Do 
w’c  not  liy  just  such  .actions  deny  all  our 
religion,  make  the  work  of  God  of  none 
effect,  and  make  ourselves  guilty  before 
God? — It  is  a most  w icked  decejition.  Oh! 
let  us  ask  God  to  make  us  faithful  in  all 
these  things.

CoNouKSS. — The  Senate  has  p.assed  a 
bill  authorizing  the  appointment  of  aeom- 
missioiier  possessing  seientiKc  and  prac- 
tical knowledge,  to  collect  information 
relative  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  locust  or 
grasshopper,  and  other  insects  injurious 
to  vegetation,  in  onler  to  devise  remedies; 
and  one  to  enable  the  people  of  New  Mex- 
ico to  frame  a State  Constitution  to  bo 
submitted  to  the  jieople  for  ratilieation  or 
rejection  in  November  next,  and  if  raEitied 
the  State  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union 
by  pi’oelamation  of  the  President. 

By  cable  it  is  rejiorted  that  the  Chris- 
tian subjects  of  Turkey  have  offered  to 
serve  as  soldiers  in  the  army,  instead  of 
paying,  as  hitherto,  an  exemption  tax. 
This  the  Sultan’s  Government  refuses,  “on 
the  ground  that  the  Christians  are  not  to 
be  trusted  in  his  army.”  'I'liey  eertaiiily 
do  not  belong  there  or  in  ani/  other  army 
to  tight  with  carnal  weapons.

3.  In  .lohn  1:  11  — 13,  it  is  written  of 
the  Lord  .Jesus,  “He  came  to  his  own, 
and  his  own  received  him  not;  but  as 
many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he 
power  to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even 
, to  them  that  believed  on  his  name,  which 
were  born  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of 
the  Hesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of 
God.”  The  question  here  again  is  sini|>ly 
this.  Have  I received  the  Loid  Jesus,  that 
is,  after  the  manner  set  forth  by  God 
himself  in  this  jiassage?  Do  I believe  in 
the  name  of  Jesus?  Jf  so  then  I am  born 
of  God,  then  J am  a child  of  God,  othci- 
wise  J have  not  believed  in  the  Lord  .Je- 
sus, for  faith  in  the  Lord  Jemni  is 
found  onh/  in  the  children  of  (lod, 
and  in  none  else. 

H (fiestion.  How  m.ay  I know  that 
God  has  forgiven  me  my  sins?  Must  J 
wait  until  J cwnfeel  that  they  are  for- 
given me,  before  J can  obtain  the  blesse<l 
comfort  and  con.solation  thereof?  Or 
must  J wait,  until  it  will  seem  to  me  as 
though  a stone  was  rolled  from  my  heart? 
Or  until  it  shall  appear  to  me  as  though 
J heard  a voice  from  heaven  calling  to 
me,  “Go  in  peace;  thy  sins  are  forgiven 
tl(ce?” 

This  ])oint  again  can  only  be  decided 
by  the  woi-d  of  God.  We  have  no  nee«J 
to  wait  till  wc  feki.  that  our  sins  ai-e  for- 


given us.  The  writer  is  now  for  more 
than  twenty-eigJit  years  a believer,  and 
for  more  than  twenty-five  years,  he  has, 
without  cessjition,  rejoicea  in  tJie  for- 
giveness of  his  sins,  and  not  once,  for  a 
single  moment  lias  he  had  a doubt  of  the 
forgiveness  of  his  sins,  and  yet  he  scarce- 
ly remembei's  a time  that  Xw  felt  tliat  his 
.«ins  were  forgiven  him.  That  we  kno%o 
that  our  sins  are  forgiven,  and  that  we 
feel  it  are  two  difterent  things.  The 
right  way  to  come  to  the  knotvledge  Ghat 
our  sins  are  forgiven  us,  is  that  we  learn 
it  through  the  word  of  (Tod  alone.  In  the 
Acts  of  the  Apostles  10:  43,  it  is  said  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  “To  him  give  all  the 
)>rophets  witness,  that  through  his  name, 
whosoever  believeth  in  him,  shall  receivi* 
remission  of  sins.’’  All  the  prophets  who 
sjioke  through  the  divine  inspiration  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  testified  that  through  the 
obedience  and  the  suffering  of  tlie  Lord 
Jesus,  by  which  he  became  our  Savior 
and  Hedeemer,  all  those  that  believe  in 
him  and  jmt  their  trust  for  salvation  in 
him  and  not  in  themselves,  receive  him 
as  the  one  for  whom  (Tod  gave  him,  shall 
receive  the  forgiveness  of  their  sins.  T'he 
; <|uestions  which  we  therefore  have  to  ad- 
dress to  ourselves  are  these.  Do  I pursue 
mv  course  of  life  without  care  or  anxietv 
for  my  soul?  Do  I trust  in  my  own 
strength  for  salvation?  Do  I tru.st  in  the 
hope<that  I will  in  the  future  lead  abetter 
life?  Or  <lo  I i*iuch  more  trust  to  the 
fact  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth  died  on  the 
cross  to  save  sinners,  .and  that  he  fulfilled 
the  law  of  (Tod  to  justify  us  before  (Tod? 
Jf  the  latter  is  the  case,  my  sins  are  for- 
given whether  I feel  it  or  not.  I have 
tlien  already  the  forgiveness  of  my  sins. 
J shall  not  obtain  the  forgiveness  of  my 
sins  when  I die,  or  when  the  Lord  .Jesus 
shall  come  again,  but  I have  now  alrea<Jy 
forgiveness  and  indeed  for  all  my  sins. 
J must  not  w-Axt  to  feel  that  my  sins  are 
forgiven,  that  I may  obtain  jieace,  and  re- 
jt>ice  in  the  Lord,  but  I must  accept  the 
word  of  God,  I must  T die ve  that  what  he 
says  is  true,  and  he  says  that  every  one 
that  believes  on  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  re- 
ceive forgiveness  of  sins,  and  if  I believe 
what  (Toil  .says,  J shall  have  peace  and 
joy  in  the  Lord.

And  (Tod  which 
knoweth  the  hearts,  bare  them  witness, 
giving  them  the  Holy  Ghost,  e\en  as  he 
did  unto  us,  and  jmt  no  difference  be- 
tween us  and  them,  jmrifying  their  he.arts 
hy  faith.  Here  we  see  how  the  debt 
may  be  remo\  ed  from  the  hearts,  how  our 
hearts  may  be  |)urified,  how'  w e can  ob- 
tain the  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  namely 
by  faith  in  tlie  J.ord  Jesus.  Jf  we  trust 
in  the  sufferings  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  which 
he  endured  in  the  steaiJ  of  poor  sinners, 
and  in  his  obedience,  in  his  fulfillment  of 
the  law  of  God,  (Tod  receives  Ids  suffer- 
ings as  thougJi  we  had  endured  them  our- 
selves, and  Jiis  obedience,  as  tJiough  we 
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ourselves  had  been  as  obedient  as  his 
beloved  Son,  for  if  we  believe  in  the 
Jjord  Jesus,  we  are  looked  ujion  as  though 
we  had  with  him  hung  upon  the  cross 
and  really  our.selves  endured  the  jiunish- 
ment  for  our  sins,  for  which  i*eason,  (Tod, 
though  he  is  ]>erfe<‘tly  holy  and  righteous, 
for  cThrist’s  sake,  can  forgive  our  sins, 
and  also  look  upon  us  as  righteous — ujion 
us  who  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  who 
fulfilled  the  huv  of  (Tod  in  the  stead  of 
those  Avho  believe  in  his  name. 

J desire  in  this  connection  to  call  at- 
tention to  an  error  which  consists  in  the 
f.-ict  that  jieople  say,  J o.an  believe  that 
.b^siis  of  N.'izareth  is  the  Christ,  or  the 
promised  Hedeemer,  and  that  through 
him  alone  forgiveness  of  sins  can  be  ob-  ] 
tained,  and  in  him  alone  I put  my  trust 
for  the  forgiveness  of  my  sins,  but  I de- 
sire to  know  that  he  is  my  Christ,  niy 
Savior,  and  since  I am  not  sure  of  this,  J j 
can  have  no  ]ieace.  To  this  the  writer 
w'ould  rejily,  the  gospel,  or  the  glad  mes- 
sage, which  is  proclaimed  to  us  in  the 
New  Testament,  does  not  say,  you  must 
believe  th;it  Jesus  of  Nazareth  is  your 
(’hrist,  your  S.avior,  but  that  he  is  the 
Christ,  'the  Savior,  and  if  you  belfevethis, 
you  have  a right  to  look  to  him  as  your  ' 

Savior.  ' 

HI.  How  can  I know  that  I shall  be 
saved?  “If  thou  slialt  confess  with  thy 
mouth  tlie  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  believe 
in  thine  he.art  that  (Tod  luis  raised  him 
from  tJie  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved.  lor 
w ith  the  he.art  man  believeth  unto  right- 
eousness, and  with  the  mouth  confession 
is  made  unto  salvation.”  Komi.  10:  9,  10. 
'J'he  ijuestion  is  therefore  simply  this.  Do 
J with  my  mouth  confess  the  JiOnl  Je.sus.'' 

I )o  I confess  him  with  my  mouth  before 
m<*n,  and  do  I believe  in  my  heart,  th.at 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  who  was  crucifieil,  did 
not  remain  in  the  grave,  but  on  the  third 
day  was  raised  up  by^  (Tod  from  the  dead.'' 
Jf  I do  these  tw'o  things,  I shall  be  saved. 
For  while  one  may  confess  the  Lord  Je- 
sus with  his  mouth,  without  being  finally 
saveiJ,  no  one,  can  at  tlie  s.ame  time,  be- 
lieve in  his  heart,  that  God  raised  up  .Je- 
sus from  the  dead,  and  not  be  saved;  for 
he  in  whom  both  these  thinp  (confession 
with  the  mouth  and  believing  with  the 
heart)  are  found  ^shall  finally'’  be  saved, 
and  these  two  things  are  not  fouml  to- 
gether in  any  except  the  children  of  (Tod. 
Wo  have  especially  to  remark  tluit  it  is 
not  written,  “Jf  thou  shalt  say,  that  (Tod 
has  raised  him  up  from  the  dead,”  but“//' 
thou  shalt  believe  in  thine  heart  that 
God  has  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou 
shalt  be  saved.”  I have  therefore  to  be- 
lieve what  God  says,  and  that  is,  that  if 
I Avith  my  mouth  confess  the  Lord  .Jesus, 
and  in  my  heart  believe  that  (Tod  raised 
him  up  from  the  dead,  I shall  be  saved, 
even  though  I do  wot  feel  that  I shall  be 
saved,  and  though  J am  entirely  unAVor- 
thy  of  salvation,  yea  though  J by  no 
means  deserve  anything  short  of  eternal 


damnation.  I must  not  wait  until^  \ feel 
that  I .shall  be  saved  before  I claim  the 
comforts  contained  in  this  pass.age;  but 
I must  believe  what  (Tod  therein  says, 
and  from  it  peace  and  comfort  Avill  floAA" 
unto  my  soul.  Should,  however,  a disei- 
j)le  of  the  Lord,  in  his  heart  believe  in  the 
resurrection  of  the  Lord  .Jesus,  but  who 
has  ncA'cr  yet  confessed  him  Avith  his 
mouth,  he  need  not  wonder  that  he  has 
never  obtained  the  assur.ance  of  salvation. 
Hut  if  he  has  both  coufessetl  Avith  the 
mouth  and  believed  in  the  heart,  tlien  (Tod 
h.as  been  merciful  to  you,  :iu(l  yam  are 
his  child  and  you  sh:dl  be  s.'ived. 

Again  iii  .John  3:  1(5,  it  is  Avritten, 

“(Tod  so  loveiJ  the  Avorhl,  that  he  gave 
his  only  begotten  Son,  that  Avhosoever 
belicA'eth  in  him,  shouhl  not  ]*(*rish,  but 
have  everlasting  life.”  Mark  here  espe- 
ciaUy  1.  Not  one  sinner  Avho  seeks  salva- 
tion in  (Tod’s  OAvn  appointed  way  shall  be 
excluded.  2.  'J'he  promise  of  my  salva- 
tion is  sure  if  I believe  ou  the  JiOrd  Jesus  j 
(dirist.  3.  1 have  only  to  believe  iu  the 
I..ord  .Jesus.  It  does  not  make  any  dif- 
ference as  to  lioAV  it  Avas  Avith  me  jireAi- 
ously;  if  I only  now  belicA’e  on  the  Jiord 
.Jesus,  and  put  my  trust  fur  salvation  in 
him  alone;  J shall  have  eternal  life. 

In  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  1(5:  30,  31 
it  is  sail!,  “Sirs,  Avhat  must  I do  to  be 
saved?  And  they  said,  believe  on  the 
JiOrd  Jesus  Christ  and  thou  shalt  be 
saved,  and  thy  house.”  Again,  in  .John 
3:  3(5  it  is  said,  “He  that  believeth  on  the 
Son  hath  everlasting  life;  and  he  that  be- 
lieveth not  on  the  Son,  shall  not  see  life, 
but  the  Avrath  of  (Tod  abideth  on  him.’ 
Just  as  sure  as  I trust  in  the  merits  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  just  so  sure  shall  J be  saA'ed, 
y'C.a,  so  sure  luiAe  J already'  eternal  life, 
.according  to  the  declaration  of  this  pas- 
sage; for  he  dieil  that  he  might  redeem 
those  Avho  believe  in  him  from  the  wrath 
of  God  Avhich  rests  upon  all  men  in  their 
natural  condition.  Hut  if  I do  not  be- 
lieA'e  on  the  Jjord  .Jesus,  the  wrath  of  God, 
under  which  all  men  by  nature  m*e,  will 
finally,  if  I continue  in  my  unbelief,  con- 
sign me  to  eternal  condemn.ation.  For  if 
thus  I do,  I reject  the  only  means,  by 
Avhich  I can  be  redeemed  from  the  wrath 
of  God,  for  thereby  I reject  the  J^ord  Jesus 
as  my  Mediator,  who  endured  the  jienalty, 
that  he  might  redeem  us  therefrom,  and 
Avho  fulfilled  the  laAV  of  (Toil  that  he 
might,  before  (Tod,  justify  the  sinner  Avho 

believes  on  him.  1 

JV^.  Hoav  may  I knoAA'  that  J belong 
to  the  chosen  people  (d  God?  J read  in 
the  Scrijitures  of  the  “choosing”  and  of 
the  “chosen,”  and  J often  hear  persons 
speak  of  jireilestination.  How  may  J 
knoAV  that  1 belong  to  the  chosen  of  (Tod? 
And  hoAV'  can  I know  Avhether  J am  i>re- 
destinated  to  be  conformed  to  the  image 
of  his  Son? 

Answer.  It  is  Avritten,  “And  avIu'u  the 
(Tentiles  heard  this,  they  AA'cre  gla<l,  and 
glorified  the  word  of  the  I^ord;  and  as 
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many  as  Avere  ordiiined  to  eternal  life,  be- 
lieved.” Acts  13:  48.  The  question  is 
therefore  simply'  this.  Do  I believe  on  the 
Lord  Jesus,  Do  I accept  him  .as  the  one 
Avhom  (Tod  rejiresents  or  designs  him,  that 
is,  as  his  beloved  Son,  in  whom  he  is  AA'eL 
pleased?  Do  J put  my  trust  for  the  sah’ation 
of  my  soul  only  and  alone  in  him?  Jf 
this  is  the  case,  J am  a believer,  and  I 
Avould  ucA-er  have  believeil  iu  the  Lord  q 
Jesus,  had  J not  been  preordained  or 
predestinated  of  God  unto  eternal 
life^ — had  J not  .been  made  a vt-ssel  of 
his  mercy.  The  matter  therefore  is  a very 
simj)le  one,  if  I belicA'c  on  the  Lord  Je- 
sus, then  J do  lielong  to  the  tdiosen  of 
(4od — then  I have  been  jtredestinati'd  un- 
to eternal  life. 

Further  in  Homans  8:  29,  30,  it  is  said, 
“l<’or  Avhom  he  did  forekuoAV,  he  also  did 
predestinate  to  be  conformed  to  the  image 
of  his  Sou,  that  he  might  be  the  first  born 
among  many  brethreiu  Moreover,  Avhom 
he  did  predestinate,  them  he  also  calleil, 
.and  AA’hom  he  ('.ailed,  tlu'in  he  also  justi- 
fied, and  Avhom  he  justified  them  he  also 
<dorilied.”  Hoav  are  aac  justified,  or  how 
can  Ave  stand  justified  before  God?  Aus. 
liy  faith  in  the*  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

See  Horn.  3:  20—2(5.  Jf  I therefore  be- 
lieA’e  ou  the  Jjord  .Jesus,  it  LjUoaa’s,  on  ac- 
count of  the  inseparable  union  of  all  the 
precious  things  spoken  of  in  Horn  8:  29, 

30,  that  I have  been  jireordaiued,  (or  that 
I have  before  been  knoAvn  in  the  divine 
good  i»le.‘isur(‘);  that  J Avas  ]»redestinated 
or  that  in  reference  to  me  it  Avas  before 
determined,  that  1 should  be  conformed 
to  the  im.age  of  his  Son;  that  J have  been 
called;  tliat  I have  been  justified,  and 
that  in  the  eyes  of  (Tod,  J am  already  the 
same  as  though  I Avas  glorified,  even 
though  I am  not  yet  in  the  actual  posses- 
sion and  enjoyment  of  glory. 

Now,  hoAvever,  there  are  persons,  Avho 
really  do  not  trust  in  their  oavii  merits, 
nor  in  their  OAvn  righteousness  for  salva- 
tion, but  alone  on  tlie  sufferings  and  mer- 
its of  the  JiOrd  Jesus,  and  Avho  yet  do  not 
knoAV  that  they  are  children  of  God,  that 
their  sins  ar(A  forgiA'en  and  that  they'  shall 
be  saA'ed.  This  generally  originates  from 
one  of  the  folloAving  causes.  1.  They  do 
not  understand  the  simjilicity  of  the  gos- 
])cl;  that  is,  they  do  not  knoAV  that  sim- 
ply through  faitli  in  the  f.ord  Ji'sus,  Avith- 
out  any  merits  in  our  Avorks,  Ave  have  the 
right,  if  AA e believe  in  the  JiOnl  Jesus,  to 
claim  or  to  appropriate  to  ourselves  what 
(Tod  says  of  us,  namely,  that  avc  are  chil- 
dren, that  Ave  are  born  again,  that  our 
sins  are  forgiven  us,  that  avc  Avill  not  be 
lost,  but  that  AVC  have  eternal  life,  and 
that  we  belong  to  his  cIkascu  people.  Or, 

2.  ’^I’liey  seek,  falsely  to  deriA  e a kiioAAd- 
edge  of  these  things  from  their  feelings. 
Or,  :5.  d'liey  Avait  for  an  especially  strong 
impression  to  be  made  on  themselves  or 
I for  a dream,  or  ou  something  like  a voice 
from  lieaAen,  to  assuri'  them  of  it,  (Ar  that 
some  passage  of  Scripture  in  some  poAver- 
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liow  liiuoli 
’miT  times  have  rejoiced  over  the 
scio\is!U'ss  of  tl>e  fortjtiveness  of  our

fill  uuiiiiier,  sliouhl  lie  impressed  on  tlieir 
hearts,  to  ^dve  tliem  the  certain  assurance 
of  peace  with  ( Jod.  Or,  -t.  Because  they 
live  in  sin.  Sliould  this  he  the  case,  then, 
liowever  plainly  and  clearly  we  may  un- 
derstand the  word  of  God,  however  much 
we  mav  desire  to  come  to  a sure  knowl- 
«'d<;e  on  these  jioints  by  the  word  of  (^od, 
soever,  we  may  in  for- 

con- 
sins, 

or  that  we  are  children  of  (fod,  or  that  we 
Kill  he  saved,  or  that  we  belong  to  the 
chosen  of  God,  in  such  a <*ondition  of  the 
heait  all  oiir  peace  must  pass  away  and 
cannot  return  as  long  as  we  live  in  sin. 

In  the  believer  who  has  come  to  a knowl- 
(mIo'c  of  these  tilings,  many  spiritual  weak- 
nesses and  failings  may  manifest  them- 
selves, but  the  Holy  Spirit  will  not  com- 
fort us,  can  not  comfort  us  if  w'e  are 
in  the  habit  of  doing  those  things  which 
we  know  are  in  opposition  to  the  will 
of  (irotl.  A sincere  and  honest  heart,  in 
all  the  relations  of  our  holy  faith,  is 
of  the  highest  importance,  but  especial- 
ly so  in  reference  to  the  assurance  of 
«iur  adoption,  forgiveness,  salvation  and 
predestination. 

In  conclusion,  dear  reader,  I pray  you 
in  love,  that  you  will  ask  yourself.  How 
Stands  this  matter  with  me';:'  If  you  are 
sincere  before  God,  what  can  you  say  of 
yourself?  Do  you  live  in  entire  uncon- 
cern without  thinking  of  eternity  and  the 
preparation  for  if?  Or  do  you  think  I 
am  still  young,  there  will  be  time  enough 
when  I am  old,  or  when  I come  to  my 
dying  bed'?  Dear  reader,  I pray  you,  do 
not  allow  yourself  to  be  deceived  by  Sa- 
tan. Behold  I have  no  advantage  of  gain 
that  1 warn  you;  the  love  of  Chnst 
promjits  to  it.  Through  love  to  God  and 
to  my  beloved  German  countrymen,  I 
have  issued  this  tract,  that  I may  add  my 
mite,  to  bring  poor  sinners  to  a knowl- 
edge of  the  truth,  and  to  aid  such  that 
ali  e;i<ly  know  the  Lord,  with  that  measure 
of  understanding  with  which  the  Lord 
has  blessed  me.

However  good  this  may  make  you  apj>ear 
in  the  eyes  of  your  fellow'-inen,  in  the 
sight  of  God  you  are  after  all  not  justi- 
litied,  but  .are  still  a sinner.  Hear  what 
God  says,  through  the  apostle  Paul,  “Now 
we  know,  that  what  things  soever  the 
law  saith,  it  saith  to  them  that  are  under

give  them 
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grace  to  sustain  them.  Therefore  fear  not, 
but  put  your  trust  in  Him,  for  He  will 
hear  you  where  ever  you  are. 

Jesus  came  to  estiiblish  a peaceable  king- 
dom on  earth,  and  he  rebuked  his  disci- 
ples, because  of  their  readiness  to  lake  re- 
venge on  their  enemies,  and  to  call  fire 
dow  n from  heaven  to  consume  them.  He 
was  of  a snjKM'ior  nature,  and  came  to  suf- 
fer for  the  w'hole  human  family. 

On  a certain  occasion,  a law  yer  asked 
Jesus  a <iuestion  Umipting  him,  and  say- 
ing, “Master,  w'hich  isthegre:it  command- 
ment in  the  law''?  .lesns  said  unto  him, 
d'hou  shalt  lo\  e the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  .soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This 
is  the  first  and  great  commandment;  and 
the  second  is  like  unto  it.  Thou  shalt  love 
^ l^by  neighbor  as  thyself.”  ^latt.  22  : 30 
3'J.  If  yoii  can  love  the  Lord  W'ith  all 
your  heart,  you  will  also  be  willing  to 
obey  his  commandments;  and  rather  suf- 
fer jiersccution  than  to  disobey  the  Savior. 
Mark  what  Jesns  says,  “Put  up  again  thy 
sword  into  his  place:  for  all  they  that  take 
sword,  shall  i.erish  with  the  sword.”  Now 
the  sword  of  the  Lord  ( the  Spirit  ) shall 
punish  all  w ho  do  not  repent.  “Recom- 
ix'iise  to  no  man  evil  lor  e\il.  D<'ail_\ 
beloved,  avenge  not  yourselves,  but  rath- 
er gi\e  place  unto  W'rath:  for  it  is  w ritten. 
Vengeance  is  mine;  I w ill  repay;  saith  the 
Lonf.”  Rom.  12:  IT,  19.  Vengeance, 
then,  belongs  to  God,  ami  his  followers 
h.i\  e no  right  to  use  it  on  their  fellow-men.

But  if  we  have  the 
Spirit  of  Christ,  and  remain  steadfast  in 
the  faith,  “I  am  persuaded,  that  neither 
death,  nor  life,  nor  angels,  nor  princi]>al- 
ities,  nor  powers,  nor  things  ju'esent,  nor 
things  to  come,  nor  height,  nor  dejith,  noi 
any  other  creature,  shall  be  able  to  sep:i- 
rate  us  from  the  love  of  God  which  is 
in  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord.”  Rom.  8:38,  39. 

Christian  reader,  is  your  faith  so  firmly 
grounded  in  Jesus  that  nothing  can  sep- 
arate you  from  him'?  I tear  that  if  we 
should  be  visited  by  persecution  as  w'cre 
the  (Christians  in  times  past,  many  w ould 
renounce  their  religion  rather  than  suffer.

“ Pr.*pare  to  meet  thj’  God,  O Is- 
rael.’' .Vinos  4;  12.

The 
lime  in  which  we  shall  ajijiear  w<*  know 
not,  Vmt  we  d«i  know  that  it  is  appointed 
unt.j  mail  oiuw*  to  .lie,  but  after  this  the 
judgiueiit.  W e also  know*  that  our  time 
on  earth,  at  most,  is  short,  lor  we  have  no 
jiromise  of  any  time  but  the  ju-esent.  The 
Savior  says,  “To-day  if  you  will  hear  my 
voice,  harden  not  your  hearts,”  ami  Paul 
teaihes  us,  that  “all  flesh  is  as  grass,  and 
all  the  glory  of  ut:tn  J*!'  Hower  of 
grass;”  thus  we  see  that  w’e  have  no  ahid-  j 
ing  city  here,  but  that  we  must  all  qiass  i 
awaiy,  henee,  the  uecessity  of  being  ready  j 
at  any  linu*  he  m;iy  eho.is.*  to  summon  us  j

Tlie  w.ir.ls  .)f  the  text  were  spoken  to 
those  Israelites  who  disobeyed  their  (bxl, 
ami  all  who  disobey  his  command  are 
sinners,  au.l  sinners  are  not  prejiared  to 
meet  their  God.  Does  the  sinner  know 
that  he  still  lives  in  sin  and  in  rebellion 
against  God?  He.  )un,st  know  this, 
long  as  he  <loes  not  repent  of  his  sins,  but 
continues  t.j  try  to  lake  a.lvantage  of  his 
neighbor,  or  to*  use  jirofaiie  language,  .*r 
lie,  or  st(*al,  or  mak<*  light  of  ('hrislianity 
or  follow  the  vain  fashions  .d'  tlu*  worl.l,or 
rather  than  go  to  the  house  of  Go.l,  to 
ioin  with  idle  and  vain  persons  in  foolish 
conversation,  rather  than  humble  himself 
at  the  feet  of  Jesus  and  unite  with  the 
qieople  of  God  and  seek  their  salv'alion  in 
this  day  of  grace,  they  seek  worldly 


pleasures  and  perishable  enjoyments,  his 
actions  are  an  abomination  in  the  sight 
of  God:  and  whatever  is  an  abomination 
in  His  sight  does  not  become  His  children 
to  do. 

The  sinner  can  easily  see  that  he  is  a 
traij.sgressor,  and  he  that  transgresseth  is 
not  in  favor  with  God.  He  that  contin- 
ually lives  ill  sin  can  have  no  hope,  and  is 
without  God  in  the  world,  and  it  he  should 
be  called  from  time  to  eternity  in  an  uii-

Dear  frieii.l,  let  me  assure  you  that 
the  pl(*asures  of  the  worhl,  which,  at  most, 
are  only  of  short  duration,  and  then  pass 
aw:iy  forever,  are  not  worthy  to  he  c*.»m- 
i>ar(*d  to  the  pleasures  eiijoye.l  by  the 
true  child  of  (4o<l,  aiul  which,  it  he 
holds  out  faithful  to  the  eii.l,  will  endure 
forever. 

We  are  dejieiuleiit  creatures,  and  of 
ourselves  can  do  iiothiiig,  but  we  iiiust 
believe,  repent  of  our  sins,  luive  laith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  he  will  aceejit 
ns,  and  forgive  all  our  sins.  Some  may 
sav,  “I  believe  an.l  pray.”  A^  e can  read 
that  devils  believe  and  tremble,  la't  ns 
bear  in  min.l  that  two  men  w.*nt  up  into 
the*  l(*mple  to  i»ray;  the  one  a Pharis.*(*, 
an.l  the  other  a jmhliean;  the  Pharisee 
(*ame  with  excellent  s}X*(*ch  and  enticing 
w.mls,  thanking  Go.l  that  he  w'as  not  like 
other  men,  or  even  as  this  jmldican.  I he 
imhlican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not  lift 
up  so  much  as  his  eyes  to  heaven,  but 
smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  he 
merciful  to  me  a sinner,  and  he  went' 
down  to  his  house  jnslitied  rather  than 
the  other.

UUALIFICATIONS  OF  MINISTERS. 

IV. 

O/refousness  is  one  of  the  great  sins 
of  the  age,  if  not  iiuleed  the  great  ruling 
power  that  leads  the  multitudes  to  dislion- 
osty,  deception,  and  crime  of  every  kind. 
'Fhese  have  been  the  jiroduetions  of  covet- 
ous desires  in  every  age  of  the  world, and 
though  it  n\ay  he  more  prevalent  now, 
than  at  any  other  time  in  its  ctfects  upon 
the  huutan  mind,  it  has  always  been  the 
same.  It  was  co\  etousness  that  caused 
tiie  Murder  of  Naboth  the  .le/.reelite;  it 
was  covetousness  that  leil  David  to  the 
commission  of  crimes  of  the  darkest  <lie; 
and  in  more  nunlcrn  days  we  have  exam- 
ples by  the  score,  where  apparently  good 
men  have  been  led  astray  and  fallen  into 
most,  terrible  sins  through  this  monster  ol 
evil;  hence,  how  strictly  should  a luinister 
guard  himself  against  even  the  first  ap- 
proaidi  of  anything  ol  the  kind!  It  nicu 
in  the  ordinary  pursuits  of  life  are  re- 
(juired  to  giuinl  themselves  st)  carefully 
.against  the  intluence  of  this  evil,  the  min- 
ister of  the  gospel  shouM  esjwcially  be  on 
his  guard  against  it;  lor  he  is  to  be  an  ex- 
ami>le  to  the  flock;  he  is  to  haul  the  way 
for  others  to  fulhov,  that  his  own  exam- 
ple may  be  a light  in  the  world,  “lhc\ 
that  will  be  rich,  fall  into  Uanptation,  and 
.i  Hiare,  ainl  into  many  foolish  ami  hurtiul 
lu'Is,  wirndi  drown  men  in  destruction  and 
perdition.”  1 Tinn  (j;  !».  So  in  whatever  | 
din'ctiou  covetousness  may  lay  hold  (>f  a i 
man,  it  leads  him  (if  not  guarded  against 
and  avoide<l)  into  the  most  hurtful  snares, 
and  into  the  most  terrible  crimes,  lienee 
how  a))propriate  the  re<iuirement^  ol  the 
.Xpostle  that  the  bi-hop,  the  minister,  as  • 
well  as  the  deacon,  should  not  be  covet- 
ous. 

\ man  would  better  be  po(»i'  and  Injii- 
est  than  a inillionare  dishonestly.  It  is 
not  wrong  to  labor  ami  gain  something, 
or  to  lay  lip  that  which  l>y  fair  ineaiis, 
fair  dealings,  and  honest  labor  we  .aiapiire;  | 
liie  apostle,  in  fact,  e\horts  Christi.ans  to  I 
labor  with  tlieir’hands  that  they  may  leave  | 
something  to  give  to  tin*  necily.  lint  when 
we  desire  things  whi<-h  belong  to  others. 
wheth(“r  possessions,  or  any  other  thing, 
th.it  desin*  unless  repressetl,  will  lea-1  to  | 
wrong.  'Fliere  is  dang(‘r,  :ind  the  first  j 
com-cjilion  f,herc<»f should  be  rejected,  it  ; 
we  wish  to  a\oid  the  snari's  t('»  which  a 
loveions  man  is  exposed. 

A br.iwlcr  is  one  who  is  noisy,  boast  ful, 
an  indi-e.  lit  noisy  ipi  irreler.  .V  minister 
-hoiild  be  of  ;t  nl■•ek  and  ipiiet  spirit; 
ihonghtfnl,  consider.ilo,  slow'  to  decide, 
weighing  his  wan'd-  lielorc  he  spiviks, 
gathering  the  fnllcst  e\ idmici' on  all  sides 
befoi-e  he  m.'ikes  up  his  mind.  lie  should 
not  engag(‘  in  :i  disputa*  simply  for  the 
sake  of  disputation.  In  fact  it  is  ;i  <pie.s- 
tion  in  the  mind  of  the  writer  wdu'ther  a 
devotetl  (’hristian  shonld  ever  i*ngage  in 
a dispute.  He  shonld  try  to  convince 
those  whoare  in  error,  V»v  kind,  )»ersuasive 


argument;  he  shouhl  iustriu*f,  in  the  spiiit 
oflove,  those  who  are  iu  ignorance;  he 
should  reason  and  plead  with  the  self- 
willed:  and  when  his  faith  and  his  doc- 
trines are  ipiestioned,  he  should  maintain 
them  and  by  tin*  word  of  (iod  ih'tend 
them;  the  swoial  of  the  Sjiirit,  which  is 
the  w'ord  of  (b>d  is  given  him  to  maintain 
and  defeml  his  cause;  that  swaard  is  tem- 


pered with  love  and  sincerity,  and  it  must 
never  lose  its  temper  through  him  who 
uses  it.  Disputes  are  a sort  of  word 
games,  bv  which  nothiug  is  gained  but 
fll  feeling.  Then  there  are  men  who 
when  they  have  gained  a sort  ol  empfy 
victory  ovi*r  their  opponent,  are  very  anx- 
ious in  a boastful  way  to  tell  how  they 
stojijicd  his  mouth;  arc  very  loud  in  self- 
prai.se,  and  make  a grc-it  deal  of  noise) 
about  what  “/(/b/,”  and  what 
Such  things  the  apostle  reproves  wlu'u  he 
says,  ‘^ii.ot  a hran'/er.'’'’ 

Piittent , This  is  one  of  the  most  val- 
uable aciiuisitions  in  Christian  life.  ^ If 
mc*n  were  more  patic*nt  tlu*y  waauld  oftc'n 
accomplish  much  more  than  they  do.  A 
minister,  above  all  others,  must  not  grow 
weary  in  well  doing.  XX  hc*n  he  hav  la- 
bored long  and  s<*es  no  fruit, he  must  still 
labor  on  pati(*ntly,  le.iving  the  result  to 
(bid.  Fatieuee  ami  perseverance  will  gain 
at  last.  A minister’s  ]iatienc:e  may  be 
sorely  trieil  by  the  carelessness  of  his 
memb(*rs;  by  their  coldness  in  the  cause 
of  religion;  by  their  inattention  to  the  re- 
(piiri*men1  s ol  the  (lo.pel,  the  teai'hings 
of  rhrist,  and  the  rules  of  theC’hurch;  by 
their  non-attendance*  at  thestat^'d  times  of 
w orship;  by  tlii'ir  disregard  and  sometiine's 
ojK'ii  opposition  to  his  |ir(*aching  and  teach- 
ing, so  that  his  heart  may  fail,  as  di<l  the* 
lu*art  of  donah  and  Elisha;  but  the  apostle 
says,  the  mini-ter  of  (lo<l  should  be  pa- 
tient. Je-ns  gave  us  a noble  example  of 
patient  enduring,  “who  for  the  glory  tluit 
was  s(>t  befori*  him,  emliired  tin*  cross,  de- 
spising the  shame,  and  is  set  down  at  the 
right  liaml  of  the  throne  ot  (fod.  ’ lleb.  I'i: 
‘J.  So  dob  a just  and  righteous  man  of  old, 
gave  to  us  an  example  of  patience,  unpar- 
alleled in  history.  l*ati(*nc(*  should  clothe 
t he  ( 'hristian  jinifc'ssion  and  esjiecially  the 
Christian  minisiry  as  wiih  a mantle,  d'he 
minister  should  be  patient  in  his  labors, 
patie/t  in  his  emluranci*,  ji.'itieiit  in  his 
hojies  and  expectations,  patient  iu  all  the 
f ransai'tions  of  his  life*;  for  he  only  that 
“endureth  to  the  end  shall  be  savc*d.” 
From  the  foregoing  we  should  be  fullv 
able  to  conclude,  w hat  the  apostle  yet  fi- 
nally requires,  that  a bi-liop  be  not  a nov- 
ice; one  who  is  un.icquaint^'il  w ith  Chris- 
tian mb',  ami  gosjiel  ri'qiiirements.  In 
those  (lavs  many  w<*re  brought  ovc*r  to 
tdiristianilv  from  heathenism;  they  wa*re 
entir<*ly  un:vc(|uainted  with  the  etistoms, 
jiractices,  .<ind  reipiirements  of  Christiani- 
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ty;  they,  in  many  c.ases,  had  to  contend 
with  the.  hi'aflienish  custom, s and  habits 
in  which  they  had  grown  up;  everything 
in  the  Chrisfi.in  life  was  new  to  them; 


such  mtist  not  be  admitted  as  teachers 
and  ministers,  until  they  had  well  studied 
the  Bible,  and  become  fully  accpiainted 
with,  and  habituated  to  Christian  will  and 
pra(*tiee,  until  they  were  well  groundeil  m 
the  faith,  and  were  able  to  teach  it.  I his 
rule*  need  at  the  presi*nt  day  to  be  ob- 
served; a man  ignorant  of  our  faith,  a 
man  onlv  half  decided  whether  our  faith 
is  right  \>r  not,  a man  who  has  not 
searched  the  Scriptures  .and  made  htm- 
self  acipiainted  with  their  teachings;  a man 
that  cannot  fully  and  une(piivo(*.ally  en- 
dorse (|)ur  confession  of  faith  as  Jscriplui- 
al  and  evangelical,  couhl\  not  wid'  **'J.'' 
eonsistency  be  ordained  as  a minister  in 
tlu*  church.  ,\nd  her»(  we  think,  theie  is 
ofti'ii  a fault  iu  accepting  men  for  tin* 
olHce.  They  are  not  suilicieiilly  proved 
as  to  their  kuowh*dge  of  the  Scriptures 
ami  their  views  on  tin*  doctrines  which 
they  are  recpiired  to  teach,  and  iu  conse- 
(jucnce  there  is  not  that  agreement  in  sen- 
timent, doctrines  and  teachings,  which 
there  ought  to  In*.  This  often  creates  dif- 
fen*m-es  in  teachings  and  sometimes  causes 
dissensions.  XXV  should  carefully  guard 
the  doctrines  of  (Irod’s  word,  as  wa*ll  as 
the  teachings  of  his  church. 

d'he  ministerial  oflice  is  indeed  an  im- 
portant one;  one  laying  upon  him  the 
\ erv  highest  ri'sponsibility,  and  to  attain 
fully  t(T  the  ajiparently  simple  retjiiire- 
ments  of  the  word  of  (xod  the  minister  who 
1 would  be  faithful  and  sincere,  finds  work 
>ulHcienl.  fora  life-tiim*.  lo  fulfill  all  tlicse 
requirements  perfectly,  that  is  even  ac- 
cording to  our  finite  ideas  of  perfection, 
r(*quires  more  than  human  strength.  If 
any  oni*  doubts  it,  let  him  try  it  and  he  will 
surely  he  convinced  in  a very  brief  period 
of  time.  Of  ourselves,  Jesus  tciches  iis, 
we  eau  do  nothing,  therefore  the  minis- 
ter, above  all  others,  must  be  a man  of 
prayer;  and  sc*ek  <livinc  assistam***  in  the 
sohanii  work  in  wlii(*hhe  is  engaged:  and 
thus  uniting  earnest  effort  Avith  earnest 
prayer,  lu*  may  gain  for  him-elf  that  de- 
gi‘(*e  of  excellence  whii’h  shall  enable  him 
to  say  with  I’aiil,  1 have  fought  a good 
tight;  I have  finished  my  course;  I ha\e 
kept  the  faith;  hi'uci'fortii  there  is  laid  up 
for  me  a (*row  n of  righteousness,  and  in 
the  kingdom  of  the  Father  they  shall 
shine  a-  the  stars  forevi*r,  and  ever.

The  fact  that 
men  read  the  Bible  a great  deaf  means 
nothing  at  all,  unless  they  study  it,  digest 
it,  make  it  a part  of  their  own  immorUl 
nature ; ami  that  is  one  of  the  secrets  of 
advancement  in  tVie  Christian  life.  A man 
who  has  no  regular  habit  of  private  peru- 
sal of  God’s  XVord  is  making  no  advance- 
ment at  all. 

Another  secret  of  advancement  in  the 
Christian  life  is’elevated  Christian  society. 
All  of  us  are  more  or  less  obliged,  in  our 
offices  and  stores  and  shops  and  fai'tories, 
to  associate  in  business  matters  with  men 
who  have  no  Christian  principles,  and  who 
are  disposed  to  scoff  at  the  religion  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.

out  that  he  had  an  evil  companion  who  was 
pulling  him  down?  If  the  intluence  of  evil 
companionship  is  strong,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  influence  of  good  comjianionship  is 
grand  and  elevating.  XVe  urge  iijuni  all 
who  are  just  entering  the  Christian  life  to 
seek  the  society  of  those  who  are  better 
than  they  are.  XX'e  sometimes  hear  peo- 
]ile  iu  a sort  of  false  modesty  or  mock 
modcstv,  say,  “I  am  not  good  enough  to 
associ.'ite  in  such  and  such  religious  cir- 
cles.” Now  every  one  ought  to  seek,  not 
a religious  society  on  one’s  own  level,  but 
sometliing  a little  better,  and  so  they  will 
gradually  be  lifted  up  to  a higher  and  no- 
bler standard. — llln  is/nm  at  llb/'/r.

of  my  fellow-being  with  Him  from  whose 
hands  it  came.” 

A.  T.  Stew'art  of  New'  York,  the  largest 
Dry  Goods  dealer  in  the  world,  died  in 
the  earlv  jiart  of  April,  aged  about  74 
years,  lie  follow'ed  the  Dry  Goods  busi- 
ness about  50  years,  and  leaves  projHU'ty 
it  is  believed  amouhting  to  ten  millioins 
of  (hdlars.  During  the  famine  in  Ireland 
in  1847,  he  loadeci  a vessel  with  provi- 
sions and  sent  it  free  to  the  suff'erers.  In 
1802,  he  gave  !{H 0,000  dollars  to  the  poor  in 
Lancashire,  England.  For  the  sufferers 
by  the  great  Chicago  fire  he  gave  fifty 
thousand  dollars;  for  poor  women,  wid- 
ows and  children  he  gave  fifty  thousand 
additional. 

There  are  about  .1,000  paper  manufacto- 
ries in  the  world,  enijiloying  80,000  men, 
and  180,000  w'omen,  besides  the  100,000 
i employed  in  the  rag  trade;  1,800,000,000 
I pound's  of  pajter  are  jiroduced  annually, 
j one-half  of  w'hieh  is  used  in  printing,  a 
I sixth  in  writing,  and  the  remainder  lor 
I packing  and  otlier  purposes.  In  the  I ni 
: ted  States  there  is  used  per  head  annually, 
17  pounds;  in  England  11^  pounds;  in 
(Terniany  8 pounds’;  in  France  7 pounds; 
in  Italy *;U  pounds;  in  Spain  \\  pounds; 
and  in  Russia  only  one  pound.

Hro'.  Nusbaum  was  born  in  the  Canton, 
Herne,  Switzerland,  in  January  1801.  His^ 
parents  and  grand-parents  w'ere  members  of 
the  Mennonite  Church.  He  came  to  this 
country  in  company  with  his  brother  Peter, 
when  he  was  about  eighteen  years  of  age,  and 
lived  in  Ashland  County.  Ohio,  Here  he  was 
ordained  to  the  mini.stry,  proliably  by  Bishop 
Nold,  a position  which  he  faithfullv  filled  tor 
upwards  oL45  yeare.  He  was  ordained  to  the 
ministry  during  his  single  days.  He  alter 
wards  married  Etizabeth  Pletchcr,  and  about 
the  year  1800,  removed  to  Clinton  township, 
Elkhart  County,  Ind.,  where  he  resided  at  tl.e 
time  of  his  death.  His  first  wife  dual  m the 
Fall  of  1847.  Sometime  in  1840  he  married 
his  first  wife’s  si.ster,  Mary  Fletcher,  who  died 
i on  the  5th  of  April,  1809,  just  two  days  after 
her  son,  Daniel,  had  died.  He  was  the  tatlu  r 
of  fiftetin  children,  six  .sons  and  two  daugb 
ters  by  the  first  wife,  and  three  .sons  and  four 
daughters  by  the  second  w ife.  All  thijse  are 
living  e.xceptone  son  of  the  second  wife,  who 
died  only  two  days  before  his  mother,  as  men 
tinned  above.  Besides  these  he  leaves  44 
gra  id-children,  and  three  great-graud-chil- 

tiren.  . , 

He  had  been  failing  last  tor  several  months, 

but  seemed  entirely  resigned  to  the  hathei  .s 
will.  For  sometime  he  appeared  conscious  ot 
his  approaching  end,  and  in  view  of  it  fre- 
([uently  repeated  suitable  passages  of  Script- 
ure and  hymns.  On  one  occasion  when  told 
that  there  was  no  prospei'it  of  his  recovery,  be 
repeated  passages  from  the  Psalms  and  a part 
of  the  hymn,“WiiU  wkish  wiknaiie  mir  muin 
Enue.”  On  Monday,  April  3rd,  he  had  a 
.stroke  of  palsy  which  paralyzed  #ue  side,  and 
made  him  entirely  speechless.  On  Friday 
night,  he  calmly  fell  asleep  in  Jesu.s,  and  was 
buried  on  Sunday,  April  the  9th,  .lollow'ed 
by  an  immense  concourse  of  relatives,  friends, 
and  neighbors.  He  was  universally  beloved 
and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  Funeral 
services  were  held  by  J.  J.  Weaver,  Martin 
Kreider  and  others. 

We  miss  father  Nusbaum.  Not  only  will  he 
be  missed  at  home,  in  the  family  circle,  Imt 
in  the  neighborhood  and  in  the  church.  His 
failing  strength,  and  bow’ed  form,  continually 
reminding  us  of  the  time  whim  he  should  no 
longer  go  in  and  out  with  us,  made  him  only 
the  more  dear  unto  us  all,  and  we  well  re- 
member his  tender  and  fatherly  e.xhortations, 
his  kind  instruction,  admonishing  us  to  follow 
the  footsteps  of  our  dear  Kedeemer,  and  be 
prepared  for  the  final  change.  How  often  he 
repeated.  “Tins  m.\y  he  the  i,.\st  time.” — 
the  last  visit  1 shall  make  to  you,  and  now  we 
see  it  fulfilled  before  our  eyes;  he  has  gone  the 
way  of  all  flesh,  but  though  dead,  he  still 
speaketh.

I visited  her  several  times  during  her  sick- 
ness to  cheer  and  comfort  her.  When  I visited 
her  the  3rd  of  March,  I found  her  in  great 
distress,  and  pain,  as  she  had  no  hope  in  Jesus 
Christ  She  thought  there  was  no  more  grace 
for  her,  but  reejuested  all  to  pray  for  her,  for 
she  thought  she  could  not  pray  any  more  for 
herself,  or  would  not  be  heard,  since  God  in 
time  past,  strove  with  her  and  desired  her  to 
l>ray  to  and  honor  him,  which  she  refused  and 
made  light  of  it  Now  she  is  in  great  trouble, 
fearing  she  will  be  lost.  But  when  I exhorted 
her,  and  presented  to  her  how  friendly  Jesus

THE  SriKITS  IN  I’RISON.

From  the  tibove  ami  other  similar  pas- 
sages, some  have  formed  the  opinion,  that 
during  the  three  days  in  w'liicli  C’lH'ist’s 
body  lay  in  the  grave,  Jlis  Spirit  tvas  in 
liell  preaching  rejientanee  to  the  nnheliev- 
ing  Antediluvians  confined  there,  and  thus 


obtained  their  deliverance;  and  as  I have 
often  been  asked  my  o))inion  about  this, 

I Avas  ])romj)ted  lo  search  God’s  Word 
moi-o  closely  in  regard  to  the  meaning  of 
these  jiassages.  And  I cannot  find  a 
single  passage  in  the  Old  or  New*  Test- 
aments, that  gives  a shadow  of  hope 
to  the  sinner,  of  his  deliverance  from 
hell  when  once  there,  or  of  his  re- 
pentance after  death;  hut  on  the  contra- 
ry', I find  hundreds  of  ])iissages  declar- 
ing that  after  death,  (iod’s  mercy  of 
the  stubborn  sinner  i.s  “clean  gone  for 
ever;”  as  death  leaves  him,  so  the  Judg- 
ment Avill  find  him.  In  that  pl.aee  w here 
the  tree  falleth,  there  it  shall  lay;  and  as 
the  felled  tree  can  yield  no  moi-e  fruit, 
so  death  fi.ves  the  doom  of  man. 

But  before  jiroceeding  further  w'C  wdll 
try  and  see  what  the  Psalmist  means 
w'itli  the  w'ords.  Soul  and  hell.  Soul, 
in  the  above,  like  in  many  other  places 
throughout  the  Old  Testament,  means 
the  body,  as  in  the  following,  “Yea, 
his  Soul  draw'eth  near  unto  the  grave, 
and  his  life  unto  the  destroyer.”  Job, 
33:  22  and  28,  “Shall  he  deliver  the 
Soul  from  the  hand  of  the  grave?”  Ps. 
80:  48,  “They  have  digged  a pit  for 
my  Soul.”  Ps,  35:  7.  “An  idle  Soul 
shall  suffer  hunger.”  Prov.  19:  15.  And 
for  similar  cases,  see,  Ps.  107:  18;  Prov. 
27:  7;  Sam.  1:  11;  Prov.  0:  30.  In- 
other  passages  it  means  a personal  life, 
as,  “He  hath  delivered  my  soul  in  peace 
from  the  battle.”  Ps.  55:  18.  “They 
mark  my  steps  when  they  W'ait  for  my 
soul.”  Ps.  56:  6. 

Of  the  Avord,  hell.  F,  Scott  says, "“The 
word  is  Sheol.  (Heh. ),  .and  Hades, 

( Gi'i'ck  ),  which  is  often  transhated,  hell, 
and  it  frequently  denotes  the  pl.aee  of 
sejiarafe  Sjiirits,  ha])py  or  unhappy,  ac- 
cording to  the  eonte.vt;  ycl  it  some- 
times must  he  understood  of  (he  grave.” 
Baxter  says,  “’riiowaird  hc/l,  from  the 
Saxon  hillon  or  hellon,  to  hide;  or 
from  holl,  a cavern:  though  uoav  used 
for  the  jilace  of  torment,  anciently  de- 
noted the  eoneealed  or  unseen  phiee  of 
the  de  ad  in  general.”

'riie  following  A\ill  show  the  iliffer-

Hebrew,  Sheol,  (tCu.  42:  38  and  44: 
33;  Eng.,  Grave-,  Ger,,  Gruehe.  1 
King,  2:  9,  Eng.  grave,  Ger.  Hoele, 
and  in  ujiw'ards  of  twenty  other  places, 
in  the  Old  Testament  Avhere  I found 
grave  in  the  English,  it  Avas  hoelle, 
hoe'e,  and  hoehle  in  the  German.  In 
Job,  17:  13  and  16,  we  find,  Eng.,  grave 
ami  />i7  Avhere  it  is  hoehJe  in  (ierinau. 
So  we  see  that  the  Avord  hell  does  not 
ahvay's  denote  the  Avorld  of  miseiy,  or 
eternal  punishment.  This  is  also  con- 
firmed from  the  fact  that  Jonah,  when 
in  the  Avhale’s  belly,  as  he  says,  “cried 
out  of  the  belly  of  Ae//;”  and  what  is 
said  of  Korah  and  his  company,  W'ho 
Avent  doAA'u  alive  into  the  pit,  Ger. 
Hoelle-,  Heh.  Shoelt.  lienee  w'c  have 
an  ahundance  of  Scrijituml  proof  that 
the  w'ord  Soul,  frequently  denotes  body 
or  life,  and  the  Avord  hell,  grave. 

Then  it  folloAvs  that  the  passage, 
“Thou  Avilt  not  leave  my  Soul  in  hell,” 
denotes  rather  th.at  Christ’s  body  or 
life  w\as  not  left  in  the  grave,  than 
that  he  descended  to  tlie  jil.ace  of  tor- 
ment. And  that  the  jiassage,  “lie 
scended  into  the  low’er  j>arts  of  the 
earth,”  means  the  grave  only  is  evi- 
dent from  Ezek.  26:  20  and  31;  17: 
18;  and  l*s.  63:  0,  10.  And  the  other 
passage,  “The  gospel  being  iireached  to 
them  that  are  dead,”  I can  understand, 
to  refer  to  no  other,  than  those  Avho 
are  deadiii  trespasses  and  sins.  Eph.  2:1, 

Hence  Ave  see  that  there  is  not  suf- 
ficient ground  to  jirove  that  Christ  AV'ent 
to  the  place  of  torment  to  preach,  and 
therefore  I feel  inclined  to  hold  this 
doctrine  as  an  erroneous  one.  It  seems 
A'cry'  likely  to  me,  .also,  lliat  if  tlie  Sa\'- 
ior  had  another  such  a great  AA'ork  to 
acconqilish  after  his  death,  namely  de-

TEACHING. 


Teaching  does  not  only  imply  tlie  art 
of  imparting  instruction,  or  a knowledge 
of  things  unknoAvn;  but  it  includes  the  in- 
fluence Avhich  one  individual  has  upon 
another.  A person’s  ajipearance,  manner 
of  living,  and  the  conversation  engaged 
in,  all  liaA-e  a tendency  to  teach  others 
similar  manners  and  opinions. 

Although  all  persons  may  be  said  to  be 
teachers  of  the  present  and  rising  genera- 
tions, there  are  some  Avho  are  esjiecially 
set  ajiait  to  serve  in  this  ini])ortant  voca- 
tion. The  ministry  is  almost  universally 
acknowledged  as  the  highest,  and  most 
important  form  of  teaching;  but  due  con- 
sideration Avill  convincei-us  that  either  the 
day-school^  or  fatfitly  teaching  can 
hardly  be  considered  secondary  to  any 
foi-m  of  teaching.  The  grand  system  of 
education  Avould  be  incomplete  Avithout 
either. 

The  dift’erent  forms  should  be  only  dif- 
ferent grades  of  learning  in  the  same 
school.  With  hoAV  much  difliculry  the 
day-school  teacher  accomjilishes  good 
results  in  a child  AA-hose  family  instruc- 
tions have  been  misdirected  ! And  Avhat 
can  the  minister  possibly  acconijilish  in 
one  who  has  been  indulged  in  A-ice,  and 
has  been  taught  in  the  day-school  to  love 
vanity,  display  and  profanity;  or  has  (as 
is  too  often  the  case),  become  versed  in 
the  rudiments  of  atheism? 

The  one  grand  object  to  be  accom- 
plished by  the  minister’s  teaching,  is  that 
mankind  believe  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  seek  salvation  in  his  blood. 
The  objects  of  family  teaching  include 
that  of  the  minister,  and  much  more — 
morality,  respect,  industry,  and  above  all, 
the  Golden  Rule — “Do  unto  others  as  you 
would  have  them  do  unto  you.’’  The  ob- 
jects of  the  day-school  teacher  include 
all,  includes  everything — the  child’s  intel- 
lectual training,  the  cultivation  of  the 
perceptive  and  reasoning  faculties;  the 
cultivation  of  a love  of  truth  and  right, 
an.l  an  unselfish  disposition. 

Having  noticed  the  objects  that  teach- 
ers should  IiaA'e  in  vicAV,  it  is  easy  to  see 
the  importance  of  a properly  directed  ed- 
As  the  medicine  Avhich  the 


Avhat  others  admire;  and  they  learn  to 
love  the  conversation  and  the  books  that 
their  associates  love.  A very  accurate 
idea  can  be  formed  as  to  what  a child  will 
be  in  mature  life,  by  simply  studying  the 
character  of  its  teaclier;  indeed  the  char- 
acter of  the  teacher  is  most  vividly  jior- 
trayed  in  his  }mj)ils.  That  pupils  ac.piire 
the  character  and  opinions  of  their  teach- 
ers is  clearly  proven  in  the  fact  that 
Avhole  neighborhoods,  countries,  and  na- 
tions, when  their  teachers  are  of  the  same 
character,  hold  the  same  opinions,  politi- 
cal and  religious.  Tlie  bronzed  faced 
Chinese  bditJves  as  sincerely  that  the  God- 
head inhabits  the  (irand  Lama,  as  the 
Christian  believes  that  he  is  invisible  (lit- 
erally) in  the  heavens.  The  ]Mohamme- 
dan  of  the  desert,  kneels  and  kisses  the 
sacred  stone  at  Mecca,  with  as  much  rev- 
erence, as  the  Rrotestant  feels  av1ic«i  re- 
ceiving the  rite  of  baptism. 

Again,  in  some  portions  of  Europe, 
Avhere  religious  opinions  are  limited  by 
the  State,  and  only  certain  opinions  are 
alloAved  to  be  taught,  are  found  whole 
communities  of  Catholics,  Lutherans  or 
Reformed,  as  the  case  may  be.  In  the 
United  States  of  America,  AA  here  religious 
liberty  is  tolerated,  and  every  one  is 
ulloAved  to  maintain  and  teach  his  OAVii 
o])inioiis,  there  are  found,  in  almost  ex  ery 
jiart  of  the  country,  jieople  of  every  opin- 
ion and  caste,  from  the  most  humble  fol- 
loAver  of  Jesus  to  the  blaspheming  atheist. 

I^et  cA'ery  parent  and  guardian  read 
Eph.  4:.6,  “And  ye  fathers,  provoke  not 
your  children  to  Avrath;  but  bring  them 
up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord.”  Then  look  into  his  oaa'ii  and  oth- 
er families  around  him,  and  learn  a great 
lesson.  Hear  a loving  parent  speak  in  a 
kind  un impassioned  voice  to  his  erring 
child:  “Do  you  know,  little  son,  that  you 
haA'C  been  doing  Avrong,  that  your  parents 
are  not  pleased  Avith  you,  and  that  God 
does  not  love  such  AA^ords  and  actions,  as 
you  are  guilty  of  ?”  Then  hear  another, 
who  may  make  the  same  pretensions  to 
liringing  up  his  children  in  the  fear  of 
the  Lord,  speak  in  an  angry,  high  toned 
voice:  “You  little  scamp,  you  are  always 
in  mischief;  I’ll  box  your  ears!”  Then 
note  the  different  results  of  different  teach- 
imj:  in  one  family  Avill  be  found  a set  of 
revengeful  braAvlers,  Avho 
' are  ever  ready  to 
tising  each  other; 


is  that  Christian  2)arents,  Avho  are  in  most 
things  jAarticular  Avitli  their  children,  and 
manifest  a great  concern  for  the  forma- 
tion of  their  character,  should  without 
hesitating,  place  their  tender  offspring  in 
the  care  of  teachers  who  make  no  preten- 
sions to  religion,  and  Avhose  morals  even 
are  of  a doubtful  character,  and  who  en- 
courage their  jnijiils  in  vain,  foolish  dis- 
play; and  imjilant  in  the  minds  of  the 
young,  the  seeds  of  immorality.  And 
greater  still  our  astonishment,  when  we 
see  many  jirecious  little  souls  intrusted 
to  the  care  of  teachers  Avho  a])j)ear  before 
their  schools  too  much  intoxicated  to  at- 
tend projierly  to  the  duties  of  the  school- 
room, Avho  make  the  very  walls  echo  with 
undisguised  oaths,  in  the  jiresence  of  their 
jmiiils!  Will  such  examjflcs  by  such 
teachers,  pass  Avithout  evil  influences?  Be 
not  deceived!  The  day-school  teacher 
has  influence  upon  his  2'iq)ils,  that  will  be 
for  their  xveal  or  Avoe,  Avhile  life  lasts. 

He  has  influence,  the  effect  of  which 
the  2>arent  cannot  correct  if  he  AVould. 
Only  the  teacher  avIio  has  had  the  care  of 
many  young  children,  can  fully  realize 
the  extent  of  the  teacher’s  influence.  If 
the  teacher  is  a faithful  Christian  worker, 
he  has  in  many  cases  the  jioAver  to  implant 
into  the  child  of  the  infidel,  a respect 
and  a love  for  the  Bible,  and  religion, 
Avhich  the  parent  cannot  root  out.  If  he 
be  a scoffer  of  religion,  and  the  to  him, 
simple  ways  of  the  loAvly  followers  of 
Jesus,  he  may  be  the  means  of  soiiervert- 
ing  the  mind  of  the  child  of  an  earnest 
Christian,  that  it  shall  never  recover 
from  the  shock.  Look  Avell  to  it  parent, 
not  only  Avhat  your  children  are  taught, 
but  what  is  the  character  of  him  who 
teaches  them.

There  are  probably  scores  of  readers  of  ^ 
the  “Alessenger,”  whose  views  ami  feel- 
ings are  :ibout  like  those  of  the  intelli- 
gent young  woman  who  sends  me  the  fcd- 
lowing  fnink  statement:  She  say.s,  “I  am 
unwilling  to  call  myself  an  enemy  of 
Christ,  yet  I cannot  honestly  call  myselt 
Ids  friend.

I loved  God.  T .-idmit  that  I needn  Sav- 
ior, because  )iiy  reason  tells  me  so;  but  I 
do  not  feel  any  lomjing  to  find  him.  The 
Bible  says  we  must  love  (-rod;  how*  can  I 
make  myself  do  this?  It  does  not  seem 
right  to  have  to  force  myself  to  love 
him.  If  I am  a Christian  1 should  love 
him  of  my  own  accord,  should  I not?  I ] 
am  not  an  enemy  of  Jesus,  because  I 
would  love  him  and  serve  him  if  I could 
find  him;  but  I am  .all  in  the  dark.

'I'lien  accept  this  fact,  and  act  according- 
ly. No  matter  about  “feeling.”  It  is  the 
1 loly  .Spirit’s  office  to  |)roduce  conviction 
of  sin,  and  he  often  ]>roduces  intense  dis- 
tress at  the  same  time  by  the  process. 
Ask  God  to  r(!veal  to  you  the  exceeding 
sinfulness  of  sin;  but  do  not  S})end  your 
jjrecions  time  in  worrying  over  your 
“sv.ant  of  distress,’  and  your  hack  of  “deep 
feeling.”  Nowhei*e  does  the  Bible  s.ay 
that  ne  are  saved  by  f(*eling;  it  does  s:iy 


that  we  are  saved  by  faith  in  Jesus,  or 
rather  by  trusting  m Jesus.  Just  adinit  1 
even  though  the  fact  does  not  “dis-  ( 
tress”  you— that  you  are  a sinner,  and  1 
must  be  lost  unless  Jesus  pardons  and  ( 
saves  you.  Act  on  this  well-founded  1 
opinion.  Do  it,  from  a sense  of  dutg.  j 
Do  it,  bectanse  you  feel  th.at  you  ought  to  1 
do  what  God  directs  .and  what  reason  ap-  1 
proves.  AVhen  you  begin  to  move,  you  1 
may  discover  tliat  there  is  a vast  deal  of  1 
stxd)bornness  and  self-righteousness  in  ] 
your  heart.  '

Palestine  is  not  less  celebrated  foi-^  its 
vinegetrds  than  for  its  cornfields.  Ihe 
excellent  quality  of  its  grapes  is  attested 
by  .all  modern  travelers;  and  how  promi- 
nent the  culture  of  the  vine  is  in  the  He- 
brew Scrijaturcs  every  reader  of  the  Bible 
knows.  The  i-egion  aa-ound  Hebron  is 
jtarticularly  celebrated  for  its  vineyai-ds, 
and  the  grapes  produced  hei-e  ai-e  the 
lai-gest  and  the  finest  in  Palestine.  Hei-e, 
in  the  southern  pai't  of  Palestine,  w:is 
“the  v.alley  of  Eshcol,”  whence  the  spies 
brought  “oiae  cluster  of  gi-apes,’’  which 
“they  bare  between  two  on  asbiff  .”  Num. 
13:  2.3.  Modei-n  travelei-s  testify  tb:it 

they  have  seen  clustei-s  in  Palestine  weigh- 
ing ten  to  twelve  pounds,  and  the  berries 
of°which  may  be  com])ared  with  small 
jduans.  “The  vines  .are  plaiatcd  siaagly  iaa 
i-ows,  eight  or  ten  feet  apart  in  each  di- 
i-ectioaa.  The  stock  is  suffei'cd  to  ga-ow 
up  laa-ge,  to  the  height  of  six  or  eight 
feet,  .aiad  is  theaa  fastened  in  a slopiaag  ]><•- 
sition  to  a strong  stake,  and  the  shoots 
aa-e  suffered  to  ga-ow'  and  exteaad  Iroaai  oaac 
j)lant  to  .another,  aaad  thus  form  by  theia- 
shoots  a Boa-t  of  arch.  These  shoots  aa-e 
pruned  .away  in  autumn.” 

The  appointments  of  a vineyaad  aa-e 
In-ieffy  desca-ibed  by  the  jaa-ojahet  (Isa.  .5:  1, 
2):  “Aly  beloved  had  a viaieyard  oaa  a 
vea-y  fraiitful  hill.  And  he  digged  it,  aaad 
gathered  out  the  stones  fi’oan  it,  and  plaaat- 
ed  it  with  the  vine  of  the  Soi-ek,  ami 
built  a tower  in  the  laiidst  of  it,  and  also 
hewed  a wine-vat  in  it;”  and  by  our  L<aa-d 
(Alatt.  21:  33),  “There  was  a ceatain 
householder  wliich  pl.anted  a viaaeyaa-d, 
aaad  hedged  it  rouaad  about  (after  the  Sep- 
tuagiaat  of  Isa.  5:  2),  aaad  digged  a wine- 
press iai  it,  and  built  a tow'er.’'  These 
■ aa-c  saibstantially  the  appoiaatments  of  a 
1 aaiodea-n  viney.aa-d.  d’ho  wall  oi-  hedge 
is  for  pa-otection.  Kobiiason  spe.aks  ot 
• “enclosed  vineyarals,”  and  of  the  p.ath 
; jaassiaag  “between  the  walls  of  vineyards 
I and  olive-yaa-ds.”  It  was  iia  pa-ecisely  such 
- “a  ]).ath  of  the  viaieyards,  a wall  being  oaa 
, this  side,  and  a wall  on  that  side,”  that 
I the  aaagcl  anet  the  rebellious  pa-ophet,  and 
) the  ass  “crushed  Balaaaaa’s  foot  ag.ainst 
< the  wall.”  Num.  22:  24 — 26.  “Each  viiae- 
yard  has  a small  liouse  or  tower  of  stoaae, 
I which  serves  for  a keejaer’s  lodge;  and. 
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during  the  vintoge,  we  wea-e  told  th.at  tlae 
inhabitants  of  Hebron  go  out  aaad  dwell 
iaa  these  houses,  and  the  towm  is  almost 
desei-ted.”  the  wine-press  and  wine- 
vat  we  shall  speak  presently. 

The  main  vintage  is  in  Septeanber 
aaad  October;  though  we  .ai-e  told  that 
some  grapes  ai*e  gathea-ed  iaa  July  and 
August.  The  vintage  is  now,  as  ancierat- 
ly,  a seaison  of  gi-eat  hilarity,  the  towns 
being  desei-ted,  aaad  the  people  living 
among  the  viiaeyards  in  the  lodges  above 
aaaentioned  and  in  tents.  Judg.  9:  27; 
Is.a.  16:  10;  Jei*.  25:  30;  48:  33.  The 
ga-apes  were  gathered  iaa  baskets  (.Ter.  6: 
9),  and  conveyed  in  baskets  to  their  des- 
tined ])lace.  Of  the  vineyards  beloaagiiag 
to  the  Moharaanedaias,  d'laoiaaas  says,  “A 
l.-ia-ge  part  of  the  croj»  is  eaUrn  or  sold  at 
Ihe  tiane;  the  reanaiiader  is  da-ied  iaato 
a-.-iisiaas,  or  pressed,  and  the  jaaice  boiled 
down  to  .a  thick  aaaolasses,  called  dihs\ 
for  the  Moslems,  as  you  aa-e  awaa-e,  aaaake 
aao  wine.”  This  honeg  of  grajyes  (Ai-a- 
bic  dibs,  Aoney,  answea-ing  to  the  Hebrew 
debhash)  w.as  iia  use  in  ancient  times,  its 
it  is  now  tha-oughout  the  East;  but  it  is 
aacvmr  called  wine,  aaad  should  be  caa-e- 
fully  distingaiished  fi-oaaa  it. 

Wine,  that  is,  the  fea-aaaeaitcd  juice  of 
the  gi-ape,  was  a coHaauoaa  aa-ticle  of  naaai- 
iaf.actua-c  aiaad  laso  .anaoaag  the  .aaacieaat  He- 
l)i-ews,  as  is  attested  by  aauanei-oaas  passa- 
ges of  8criptua-e.  Two  receptacles  were 
pa-ep.arcd,  aaa  upper  (Hob.,  gath,  com- 
aaaoaaly  a-endea-ed  wine-press  iaa  oaar  vei*- 
sioaa)^  for  the  reception  aiad  ti-eading  of 
the  gr.apes;  and  a lower  (Heb.,  yekebh, 
vat),  for  receiving  the  expressed  juice, 
'riaese  receptacles  were  built  of  stone  aaad 
covered  with  plaster,  or  -they  were  hewn 
out  of  the  solid  rock.  Robiaason  gives 
the  following  descriptioaa  of  an  aaacieaat 
)ta-es8  aaad  vat  at  H.ablela:  “Advantage  h.-id 
beeaa  takeia  of  a ledge  of  i-ock;  on  the  up- 
per side  towaa-ds  the  south,  a sh.allow  v.-it 
liad  beeaa  dug  out,  eight  feet  squ.aa-e  aaad 
fifteeia  iaaches  dee]*,  its  bottoaai  dccliniaag 
slightly  towards  tlae  noa-th.  The  thick- 
ness of  I'ock  left  on  the  noa-th  was  oaae 
foot;  .aaad  two  feet  lower  dowaa  oaa  that 
side,  aaaother  saaaaller  vat  was  excavated, 
four  feet  squ.aa-e  by  tha-ee  feet  dec]>.  The 
grapes  w-ere  trodden  iaa  the  slaallow  ai))j*er 
vat;  and  the  jaaice  da-awaa  off  by  a hole  at 
the  bottoan  (still  reiaiaiaaing),  iaato  the 
lower  v.at.”  The  dimensioaas  of  the  upper 
vat — eight  feet  squaa-e — aa-e  those  given 
by  J.ahaa,  for  the  pa-esent  wiaae-]»a-ess  of 
Bea-sia,  its  dc[*th,  howevea-,  beiaig  four  feet. 
Accoa-diaig  to  the  Egyptian  naoaauments 
tw-o  vats  for  the  a-eception  of  the  juice 
w-ea-e  soanetimes  connected  with  a single 
]>re8S.  The  gr.apes  w-ea-e  ta-odden  by  the 
feet  of  men,  .assisted,  accordiaag  to  the 
saaaae  laaoaauaaaeaats,  by  a-o]»es  fixed  to  a saaj*- 
j)oa-t  over  their  heads.

FUNERAL  I’ULFIT  FLATTERY. 


To  praise,  and  to  desire  i)raise,  for  a 
good  character  that  is  good,  for  conduct 
that  is  meritorious,  is  innocent  and  jiroper. 
The  Rible  sanctions  the  bestowal  of  just 
juaise,  and  furnishes  numerous  examples 
of  it.  But  as  one  of  the  results  of  the 
fall,  man  craves  praise,  even  when  it  is 
not  merited.  AVhile  the  pure  love  just 
]»raise,  the  imjmre  and  seltish  love  ilattery. 
And  in  nothing  is  this  niade  more  con- 
sjiicuous  than  in  the  cra\  ing  that  every- 
where jirevails  for  Hattering  funeral  ser- 
mons. That  kind  of  funeral  sermons  is 
in  universal  demand;  and,  I grieve  to 
say,  the  demand  never  fails  to  create  a 
supply.  A great  many  funeral  sermoip 
are  pre:iched  in  which  unmerited  praise  is 
lavished  on  the  dead,  solely  to  gratify  the 
mourning  relatives.  There  are  thousands, 
besides  the  writer,  m Iio  can  testify  that 
this  is  so:  thousands,  who,  like  him, 
strongly  dislike  all  flattery  in  the  pulpit. 


we  will  not  dcjilorc  thee,”  sung  over  the 
remains  of  men,  Avho,  in  their  lifetime, 
Avere  very  free  from  piety,  is  unacceptable 
to  devout  ears,'becausc  highly  inappropri- 
ate.

I am  glad  to  know 
that  my  views  on  these  jioints,  are  the 
views  of  many  other  ministers;  and  if 
there  are  those  Avhose  theory  and  practice

also  from  p.age  174  to  177  in  the  Conver- 
sation on  Saving  Faith.  The  forenoon 
services  closed  Avith  singing  and  prayer, 
to  meet  again  at  2 o’clock,  Avhen  agree- 
•able  to  our  expectation,  Bro.  Henry 
Yother,  from  Nebraska,  met  with  us  and 
opened  the  services  with  very  appropiate 
and  impressive  remarks,  followed  by  the 
entire  assembly  kneeling  in  silent  prayer, 
after  which  was  read  in  English  and 
Germ.an,  Matt  7:  13;  18:  2,  3,  15,  16, 
17;  Luke  13:  24;  16:  15;  John  7:  7;  15: 
18;  16:  12,  13;  18:  36;  Rom.  12:2—16; 
1st  Peter,  5‘  5,  6,  .and  2nd  Peter,  2:  12. 
The  following  resolutions  were  then  dis- 
cussed and  approved. 

1st.  It  Avas  decided  th.at  Ave  should 
not  seek  protection  in  lightning  rods, 
but  trust  to  God  alone  .as  our  j>ro- 
tector.  Read  Psalms,  40:  4;  84:  12; 
Prov.,  29:  25,  and  2nd  Cor.,  1:  9. 

2nd  That  wo  should  take  no  part  in 
worldly  Insurance  Coin]».anies,  because 
as  a rule  Ave  believe  their  great  incen- 
tive is  only  to  m.ake  money.  Hence, 
the  gre.at  evil,  “For  the  love  of  money 
is  the  root  of  all  evil.”  1st  Tim,  6:  10, 
“But  thou,  O man  of  Go«l,  lice  these 
things.”  Hth  verse,  “and  be  not  con- 
formed to  this  Avorld.”  Rom.  11:  2. 

3rd.  That  it  is  entirely  inconsistent 
with  the  non-resistant  doctrine  to  go  to 
the  polls  to  A'ote,  because  if  Ave  are  faith- 
ful folloAvers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Ave  then 
belong  to  his  kingdom;  .and  “my  King- 
dom” he  says,  “is  not  of  this  word:” 
re.ad  John  18:  36,  we  find  the  subjects 
of  his  kingdom  are  not  to  fight.  If 
Ave  then  helj)  to  elect  men  in  the  king- 
dom of  this  world  Ave  are  in  duty  bound 
to  fight  for  them;  hence  the  inconsist-  ! 
ency  and  danger  of  laboring  or  tiiking 
part  in  both  kingdoms,  “No  man  c.an 
serve  two  masters,”  Alalt.  6:  24;  Luke 
16:  13. 

4th.  That  it  is  not  advisable  for  a 
brother  to  hold  the  otfice  of  Ro.ad  Over- 
seer, since  such  ])crson  is  bound  to  en- 
force the  L.aAV  if  necessary  or  suffer  loss 
by  doing  the  Avork  him.self.  Re.ad  1st 
Cor.  6:  1. 

5th.  That  to  attend  shoAvs  ami  places 
of  Avorldly  .amusement  is  not  in  accord 
ance  Avith  the  word  of  God;  for  wo  I 
are  commanded  to  abstain  from  all  ap-  ' 
pearances  of  evil.  1st  J’liess.  5:  22.  j 

6th.  As  the  Scriptures  teach  positively 
against  a likmiess,  of  anything  in  lle.aven 
above,  or  in  the  e.arth  beneath,  Ave  con- 
sider it  entirely  wrong  to  take  a likeness 
of  our  own  person.  Read,  Ex.  20:  4 — 6; 
Dent.  4:  14 — 18,  AA’isdom  of  Solomon, 
14;  1st  Cor.  7:31;  1st  John'2:  15—17. 

7th.  AA^e  request  the  lirethren  abroad 
Avho  m.ay  settle  Avith  us  in  the  future, 
to  bring  Avith  them  cei-tifii^ates  or  let^ 


ters  of  recommendation  from  the  church 
they  leaA'e.

LETTER  FROAI  ARKANSAS. 

Little  Rock,  Ark..  May  1st,  1876. 

Dkak  Hekald: — Thinking  that  a fcAV 
lines  from  this  part  of  the  country  might 
be  of  some  interest  to  your  readers,  I Avill 
give  you  a feAV  ])articulars. 

The  weather  has  been  very  pleasant  for 
the  last  month,  the  Sjiring  planting  is 
nearly  completed;  and  everything  looks 
favorable  for  good  crops  of  all  kinds. 
Rye  is  out  in  he.ads;  Avheat  looks  Avell, 
corn  is  coming  up  nicely,  jiotatoes  are 
large  enough  to  plow.  AT^getables  are 
jilentiful  in  market,  such  as,  turnips, 
peas,  lettuce,  radishes,  &o.  Fruit  pros- 
pects are  good,  except  peaches,  on  .ac- 
count of  a hard  frost  in  Alarch,  Avhen 
the  trees  Avere  in  blmnn. 

Here  is  a land  of  jnvnniso.^  a land 
where  Avinter  is  almost  unknoAvn,  where 
tropical  plants  and  the  grains  of  the 
north  grow  side  by  side,  Avhere  millions 
of  acres  can  be  bought  at  from  one  to 
five  dollars  j^er  acre,  and  where  the  gov- 
erment  still  offers  you  a title-deed.  AVith 
no  grasshoppers  or  Indians  as  in  the 
AA’^est;  and  no  long  Avinters  and  dreadful 
snoAV  storms  as  in  the  North.  The  soci- 
ety here  is  as  good  .as  anyone  could  ex- 
pect; the  people  are  well  disjiosed,  and 
anxious  to  have  northern  people  come 
and  settle  among  them.  There  arc  many 
families  here  from  Indiana,  Illinois,  Mich- 
igan and  AVisconsin. 

The  clnances  are  go<jd  for  both  rich  and 
}»oor;  any  person  who  will  work  (am  ob- 
tain a home  in  a few  ycairs,  AVdierever 
you  find  a seltleinent,  you  will  find  church- 
es and  s(4iools;  here  in  Little  Rock, 
there  are  alxmt  ten  or  twelve  churches, 
representing  different  denominations. 

I do  not  wi.sh  to  take  uj)  too  much 
space  in  your  valuable  jiaper  at  this  time. 

I may  give  you  a more  complete  descrip- 
ion  .at  some  future  time,  if  .acceptable. 

I shall  be  jileased  to  correspond  with 
parties  Avho  m.ay  Avish  for  more  inform.a- 
tion  in  regard  te  this  part  of  country, 
please  enclose  stam|>  for  return  postage.

FBOAI  RUSSIA. 

Bro.  I’eter  Dick,  from  Gruenfeld,  Mani- 
toba, sends  us  the  folloAving  extract  from 
a letter  written  to  him  by  his  brother,  un- 
der (late  of  Feb.  2nd,  from  Russia:  “From 
the  17th  of  November,  1875,  till  Ncav 
Year,  we  had,  here  (in  Russia),  a very  se- 


vere winter,  .and  the  thermometer  stood 
nearly  the  Avhole  time  at  from  15  to  21 
degrees  (Reaumur)  beloAv  zero  (about  12 
to  15  degrees  Fahrenheit).  In  the  Cri- 
mea, it  is  said,  th.at  in  the  month  of  De- 
cember, it  Avas  colder  than  ever  known 
before.  I re.ad  in  the  Odessa  jiaper  that 
in  the  vicinity  of  Simphrochel,  several 
stage-drivers  froze  to  death.  Some  d.ays 
the  severe  cold  was  accompanied  with  a 
hcaA’-y  fall  of  snow.  Immediately  after 
a heavy  snow  storm,  the  theianometer  rose 
to  15  degrees  (Reaumur)  above  zero;  the 
snoAV  began  to  melt,  and  run  in  streams, 
rolling  Avith  it  qu.antities  of  snoAV,  so  that 
it  a|)pe.arcd  as  if  a foaming  sea  was  surg- 
ing over  the  land.  The  people  suffered 
a great  de.al.  After  this  thaAv,  it  froze 
again  and  ice  like  a sea  of  glass  covered 
the  earth.  The  month  of  .lanuary  was 
more  mild,  from  2 to  5 degrees  beloAV  ze- 
ro, and  occasion.ally  a snoAv  storm.  The 
AA^eather  Avas  mostly  a steady  cold.  AVe 
have  had  snoAV  so  that  for  tAVO  months  avo 
have  h.ad  sleighing.”

[The  following  remarkable  incident  is 
related  by  C,  G.  Finney.] 

Soon  after  my  .arrival  in  Auburn,  a 
circumstance  occurred  of  so  striking  a 
character,  that  I must  give  a brief  relation 
of  it.  My  wife  and  myself  were  guests 
of  Dr.  Lansing,  the  jiastor  of  the  church. 
The  church  were  much  conformed  to  the 
Avorld  and  Avere  .accused  by  the  unconver- 
ted Avith  being  leaders  in  dress,  and  fash- 
ion, and  Avorldliness.  As  usual  I directed 
my  preaching  to  secure  the  reformation 
of  the  church,  and  get  them  in  a moral 
state.  One  Sabl>ath  I had  jireached,  as 
searchingly  as  I was  able,  to  the  church, 
in  regard  to  their  attitude  to  the  world. 
The  Avord  took  deeji  hold  on  the  jieojile. 

At  the  close  of  luy  .address,  I called,  as 
usual,  ujAon  the  jvastor  to  jiray.  He  was 
much  imjiressed  Avith  the  sermon,  and  in- 
ste.ad  of  immediately  engaging  in  jirayer, 
he  made  a short  but  very  earnest  address 
to  the  church  confirming  Avhat  I had  said 
to  them.  At  this  moment  a man  arose  in 
the  gallery,  and  said  in  a A'ery  distinct 
delicate  manner:  “Mr.  Lansing,  I do  not 
believe  that  such  remarks  from  yam  can 
do  much  good,  Avhile  you  Avear  a rutiled 
shirt  aud  a gold  ring,  and  Avhile  your  Avife 
and  the  ladies  of  your  family  sit,  as  they 
do,  before  the  congregation,  dressed  as 
leadens  in  the  fashions  of  the  day.”  It 
seemed  as  if  this  Avould  kill  Dr.  Lansing 
outright.  He  made  no  reply  but  cast  him- 
self across  the  side  of  the  jmljiit  and  Avept 
like  a child.  The  congregation  Avere  al- 
most as  much  shocked  and  affected  as 
himself.  They'  almost  universally  dropjAed 
their  he.ads  ujaou  the  seat  in  front  of  them, 
and  many  of  them  wept  on  every  side; 
with  the  exception  of  the  sobs  and  sighs 
the  house  Avas  profoundly  silent.  I Avait- 
ed  a feAV  moments  and  as  Dr.  Lansing  did 
not  move,  I arose  and  offered  a short 
Jirayer  and  dismissed  the  congreg.ation. 

I Avent  home  with  the  dear,  wounded 
pastor,  and  Avhen  all  the  family  Avere  re- 
turned from  church,  he  took  the  ring  from 
his  finger — it  W'as  a slender  gold  ring  th.at 
could  hardly  attract  notice  — and  said. 


his  first  Avife  Avdien  ujion  her  dying  bed, 
took  it  from  her  finger,  and  jilaced  it  ujion 
his,  Avith  a reijuest  he  should  VA'ear  it  for 
her  sake.  He  had  done  so,  without  a 
thought  of  its  being  a stumbling-block. 
Of  his  ruffles,  he  said  he  had  Avorn  them 
from  his  childhood.  Indeed  he  could  not 
remember  Avdien  he  began  to  AA'ear  them. 
“But,”  said  he,  “if  these  things  are  an  oc- 
casion of  offense  to  any',  I Avill  not  Avear 
them.”  He  was  a jirecious,  Christian 
man,  and  .an  e.xcellent  jiastor. 

Almost  immediately  after  this,  the 
church  Avere  disjiosed  to  make  to/^lie 
AA'orld  a jiublic  confession  of  their  back- 
sliding, and  Av.ant  of  Christian  Sjiirit.  Ac- 
cordingly a confession  Avas  draAvn  uji  coa'- 
ering  the  Avhole  ground.  It  Avas  submit- 
ted to  the  church  for  their  ajijiroval,  and 
then  read  before  the  congregation.  The 
church  arose  and  stood,  many'  of  them 
W'eejiing  Avliile  the  confession  Avas  being 
read.  From  this  jioint  the  Avork  Avent 
forAVurd  Avith  greatly  increaseil  jiower. 
The  confession  Av.as  evidently  a heart 
AA'ork,  and  God  most  graciously  and  man- 
ifestly .accejited  it,  and  the  months  of 
gain-savers  Avere  shut. 

BARN  BURNED. 


TORNADO  IN  CHICAGO. 

A most  terrible  tornado  broke  ujion 
Chicago  on  the  6th  of  May.  For  tAA'o 
days  the  Aveather  had  been  unusually  cold, 
with  raw  Avinds  and  driving  rain.  A feAV 
minutes  after  5 o’clock  the  sky  suddenly 
became  overcast,  and  almost  instaneously 
a great  and  overwhelming  force  of  wind 
SAv  ept  through  the  city.  The  wind  played 
havoc  AAdth  all  the  frail  structures  which 
stood  in  its  AS'ay,  and  demolished  several 
substantial  edifice^i.  The  track  of  the 
storm  Avas  fully'  a mile  and  a half  Avide,  and 
its  force  AA'as  sjient  in  less  than  three  min- 
utes. 

About  6:  30,  the  ji.asscngcr  train  on  the 
Illinois  C entral  Railroad,  while  near  Iklat- 
toon,  had  five  cars,  one  of  which  Avas  a 
sleejier,  b loAvn  from  the  track.  The  train 
Avas  going  at  full  sjieed,  but  was  immedi- 
ately stojiped,  the  engine  remaining  on 
the  track.  Nearly  all  the  jiassengers 
Avere  more  or  less  hurt. 


About  two  o’clock,  on  Tuesd.iy  morn- 
ing, jNIay  2nd,  the  barn  of  Bisli.  (diristian 
Bomberger,  of  WarAvick  Townshiji,  tAA'O 
miles  north-AA'ost  of  Liti/,  Lancaster  Co., 
iTx.,  Avas  discovered  to  be  on  fire.  When 
the  fire  Avas  first  discovered,  fiames  and 
immense  volumes  of  smoke  Avere  issuing 
from  under  the  roof.  On  its  discovery  by 
one  of  Bro.  Bomberger’s  sons,  the  family 
Avas  aroused  and  by  almost  sujierhuman 
exertions,  eight  horses  and  eight  fat  steers 
Avere  taken  in  safetv  from  the  burning 
liuilding.  All  the  other  live  stock,  con- 
sisting of  one  colt,  eight  steers,  seven 
coAvs,  tAvo  calves,  and  thirty  sheeji  jier- 
ished  in  the  fiames.  Not  a single  ar- 
ticle of  the  other  contents  could  be  saved; 
•all  the  surrounding  buildings,  stables, 
corn  and  wagon  sheds,  together  with  the 
farming  imjilements,  consisting  of  tAvo 
threshing  machines,  tAvo  re.ajiers,  several 
AA'.agons,  grain  drill,  all  the  forks  and 
ev  erystraji  of  harness.  The  grain  shed,  al- 
so,Avith  its  contents  was  entirely  destroyed, 
containing  700  bushels  of  oats,  400  bushels 
of  Avheat,  800  bushels  of  corn,  20  tons  of 
hay,  2 tons  of  bran  and  several  tons  of 
straAV.  The  loss  Avill  not  fall  short  of 
17,000.  In  the  endeav'or  to  save  his  proji- 
erty,  Bro.  Bomberger  was  severely  burned 
on  the  face  and  hands.  The  corres- 
jiondent  of  the  Lancaster  Examiner 
say's,  “That  the  fire  was  the  Avork  of 
an  incendiary  is  clear,  but  th.at  there 
is  a human  being  on  earth,  avIio  could 
afflict  this  man  is  past  belief,  for  in 
our  whole  region  of  the  country,  no  one 
is  loved  more,  and  that,  mainly  for  his 
charity  and  goodness  of  heart. — Lancas- 
ter LJxaiviner.

PERSUASION  TO  PIETY. 

“Come  now,  and  let  us  reason  to- 
gether, saith  the  Lord,  though  your 
sins  1)Q  as  scarlet,  they  shall  bo  as 
white  as  snow;  though  they  be  red 
like  crimson  they'  shall  be  as  wool.” 
Isa.  1:18. 

When  tve  cast  our  eyes  ahroad,  we  be- 
hold a beautiful  world,  upon  wliieli  our 
Creator  lias  jilaced  us,  to  liouor,  jtraise, 
and  serve  him.  Our  first  parents,  Adam 
and  Eve,  were  jiut  into  the  garden  of 
Eden,  pci-fcct  and  innocent,  in  God’s  own 
image,  with  all  that  was  necessary  to  make 
them  truly  happy  and  blessed.  This  tvas 
indeed  a beautiful  paradise,  with  all  its 
vegetation  and  trees,  laden  with  luscious 
fruits,  pleasant  to  tlic  siglit  and  sweet  to 
the  taste;  and  its  clear,  running  streams 
that  watered  the  garden.  How  hapjiy 
man  must  have  been  in  Ids  jirimitive 
state,  wlien  unstained  and  unpolluted  by 
the  power  of  sin,  he  could  dwell  in  this 
heavenly  paradise  praising  his  God  and 
Maker  for  the  magnificent  works  of  crea- 
tion .and  the  happy  condition  they  enjoy- 
ed. Rut  man  did  not  long  remain  in  this 
happy  state. 

The  subtle  enemy,  Satan,  beguiled  liim 
and  disobedience  and  “sin  came  into  the 
world,  and  death  by  sin,”  and  man  was 
banished  from  paradise  and  condemned 
to  labor  and  sorrow'.  “For  all  have  sin- 
ned and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God.’' 
The  whole  creation  w'as  in  ruin  and  no 


])lan  or  device  could  bo  made  by  man  by 
which  lie  could  be  reinstated  or  redeem- 
ed. Rut  God,  through  Ilis  infinite  mer- 
cy, provided  a [plan  by  xvhich  we  could 
again  be  redeemed  and  become  eternally 
happy.  For  God  so  loved  the  world  that 
lie  gave  Ilis  only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  believetli  in  him  sliould  not 
perish,  but  have  everlasting  life. 

This  plan  of  salvation  is  made  for  us 
all.  TtiC  fountain  is  opened  w ide,  and  all 
w'lio  will  may  now  come,  and  take  of  the 
water  of  life  freely;  we  may  taste  of  its 
healing  x'irtucs  and  become  whole.  We 
are  invited  to  come  now';  though  our  sins 
be  like  scarlet,  they  shall  he  w'hite  as 
snow';  thbugh  our  sins  have  mnltiplicd 
and  become  as  a mountain,  the  Savior  is 
able  and  willing  to  make  us  clean  and 
W'hite.  Rut  before  he  will  cleanse  us 
from  the  jiollution  of  sin  w'C  must  confess 
them  and  be  truly  sorry  for  them;  then  if 
W'C  ask  Him  Tie  w'ill  hear  us.  J ohn  says, 
“If  we  say  that  W'C  have  fcllow’ship  with 
Him  (God)  and  walk  in  darkness,  w'c  lie, 
and  do  not  tell  the  truth;  but  if  w'C  walk 
in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have 
fellow'shij)  one  w'ith  another,  and  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  Ilis  Son  clcanscth 
ns  from  all  sin.” 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  by  the  sinner 
toward  attaining  to  ajiions  life  is,  repent, 
forsake  bis  evil  deeds  and  ask  the  Savior 
to  give  him  a clean  heart.  When  ho  has 
attained  to  a know'ledge  of  himself,  how 
miserable  and  hcljilcss  be  is  Avitbout 
Christ,  and  wdiat  w'ill  be  liisend  if  he  per- 
sists in  bis  course?  lie  may  begin  to 
reason  thus  wisely  with  the  jirodigal  son, 
“IIow'  many  hired  servants  of  my  father’s 
have  bread  enough,  and  to  spai'C,  and  I 
jierish  with  hunger.”  When  he  reasons 
thus  W'ith  liimsclf,  and  makes  a firm  reso- 
lution, and  goes  to  the  Savior  for  liclp  ' 
and  forgiveness,  he  has  taken  an  impor- 
tant step;  then  he  has  chosen,  like  Mary, 
“That  good  part  which  shall  not  be  taken 
aw’ay  from  liim.”  Yes, helms  now  found 
peace  with  God  wlio  loves  him — peace 
that  the  world  could  never  give  him.  lie 
hath  found  a friend  that  “stickctli  closer 
than  a brother,”  and  hatli  promised  to  be 
with  him  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 

When  the  penitent  sinner  1ms  forsaken 
Ilis  ungodly  life,  and  obtained  pardon,  be 
ran  “rejoice'  and  bi^  exceeding  glail  for 
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gre.at  will  be  his  reward,”  if  lie  endures 
unto  the  end.  Ilis  burden  of  sin  is  re- 
moved, and  he  is  clad  in  a robe  of  white. 

If  such  is  the  case  with  us,  we  c.an  say 
with  Job,  “I  know  that  iny  Redeemer 
liveth,”  because  we  have  passed  from  death 
unto  life;  and  God  is  not  a God  of  the 
dead,  hut  of  the  living.  Those  that  are 
spiritually  dead  h.ave  no  God,  but  are  un- 
godly; they  reject  him,  and  as  long  as 
they  do  not  accept  him  he  will  not  save 
them.  The  conversion  of  a sinner  is  a 
beautiful  event.  It  creates  joy  in  heaven 
with  God  and  the  angels,  among  his 
friends  who  love  lus  soul’s  salvation,  and 
in  himself  “w'ith  joy  unspeakable  and  full 
of  glory.”  We  cannot  adcipiately  ex- 
press the  joy  iu  heaven  over  the  myriads 
that  have  already  turned  from  darkness 
unto  light;  yet,  “There  is  joy  over  one 
sinner  that  repenteth  more  than  over 
ninety  and  nine  just  persons  that  need  no 
rcpenLance.”  Such  a joy  the  sinner  can 
create  if  he  repents. 

Who  that  has  sound  reason  can  think 
of  this  creation  of  joy,  of  the  happy  home 
that  awaits  the  Christian,  and  of  the  aw- 
ful punishment  of  the  ungodly,  and  not 
be  ]>crsuaded  to  become  a Christian? 

! " Oil  trific  no  longer,  and  he  wise.  Just 
think  of  tliis  Imppy  liomc  in  heaven! 
Would  yon  not  like  to  enjoy  it?  Would 
you  not  like  to  obtain  that  sweet  home 
“where  the  weary  arc  at  rest  and  the 
wicked  cease  from  troubling?”  There 
w'e  can  see  .Tesus  and  the  patriarchs,  and 
all  our  friends  w ho  have  died  in  the  Lord, 
and  are  now'  singing  hallelnjalis  of  praise 
around  the  groat  w'hito  throne  w'herc  sor- 
row’ and  death  can  never  come.  If  our 
friends  in  the  home  of  the  blessed  w'ouhl 
speak  to  ns.  Oh!  how  they  w'onld  invite 
ns  to  come  to  Jesus,  and  forsake  our  evil 
ways,  that  w'C  might  once  meet  them  in 
that  perfect  w'Orld.  Would  they  not  say, 
“Come,  for  it  is  good  to  he  here;  w'e  arc 
so  Impiiy?”  We  read  that  “Eye  hath  not 
seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered 
the  heart  of  man,  the  things  that  God 
hath  prepared  for  those  that  love  him.’’'

1 )ear  reader,  come  now  and  let  us  nai- 
sou  together.  Have  you  any  reasons  for 
living  in  sin?  AVill  you  continue  in  your 
vain  and  sinful  course,  in  rehellion  against 
God  and  his  commandments,  knowing 
that  if  you  do  you  will  he  doomed  to  ev- 1 
<‘rlasting  ]»unishment,  “where  the  worm 
dieth  not  and  the  lire  is  not  cpienched?” 
or  will  you  now  come  to  Jesus,  before  it 
is  forever  too  late,  and  obtain  ]>.ardon  for 
your  sins,  and  His  Spirit  to  gui<le  you  to 
truth  ami  holiness,  and  become  eternally 
happy?  AVhat  is  your  e.xcuse  for  not  be- 
ing a Christian?  J)o  you  say  you  want 
to  wait  until  you  are  older,  so  that  you 
can  keep  it  better?  Have  you  any  assur- 
ance that  you  will  become  older?  Now  is 
the  accepted  tiimg  to-morrow  or  ne.\twc(‘k 
it  may  he  too  late,  “C’hoose  ye  this  <lay 
whom  ye  will  serve.”  And  besides,  is  it 
not  reasonable  to  su]»j>ose  that  we  can  sub- 
due our  evil  jiassions  betteu-  now,  than  wo 
can  after  awhile,  when  they  have  become 
stonger,  and  we,  j/erhaps,  -w'eaker?  If 
God  has  created  us  to  serve  Him  and  pre- 
pare us  for  heaven  w ould  it  not  be  very 
unw  ise  if  we  would  serve  Satan  the  great- 
er part  of  our  lives,  when  we  are.  strong 
and  healthy,  and  not  serve  the  Lord  until 
we  are  <dd,  infirm,  and  perhaps  sick? 
M.in’s  great  jirivilege  is  to  grow’  in  grace. 
W’e  should  daily  try  to  overcome  our 
sins  and  errors  more  and  more,  and  as- 
pire after  a purer  and  holier  life,  until  W'e 
reach  the  goal  of  pei-fection,  the  haven  of 
rest.  And  w'c  have  reason  to  believe  that

“If  you  wait  until  you’re  better, 

Yoii  may  never  come  at  all.” 

You  mav  say  you  cannot  keep  it.  None 
of  us  c‘an  keep  it  of  ourselves;  but  it  we 
ask  Go«l  he  will  give  us  stnmgth  t«>  «lo  it. 
God  is  merciful,  and  he  will  not  reipiire 
anything  of  us  that  we  cannot  do  If  we 
try  to  serve  God  i^  e can  have  the  blessed 
hojie  of  once  arriving  in  heaven,  but  if 
we  *lo  not  trv,  wheiu’e  our  hope?  The 
Savior  savs,  '“My  yoke  is  easy,  and  my 
burden  is  light.”  “Strive  to  enter  in  at 
the  strait  gate.” 

My  friend,  you  m.ay  make  one  e.vcuse 
after  another,  imt  they  will  all  be  as  vain 
as  those  made  at  the  invitation  to  the 
great  supjiei,  of  which  we  read  in  Luke. 
One  bought  a ])iece  of  ground,  another 
live  yoke  of  oxen,  and  another  married  a 
wife,  and  therefore  they  could  not  come. 
Hut  what  was  the  conseipienees  of  their 
excuses?  The  Lord  said,  “For  I say  unto 
you,  that  none  of  those  men  which  w’ere 
bidden  shall  taste  of  my  supper.”  When 
the  Spirit  is  wooing  and  inviting  us  to 
come  to  the  gri-at  gospel-feast  and  w’e  re- 
. fuse  to  hear  him,  he  may  finally  leave  us

To  those  who  have  made  a covenant 
with  God,  I w ould  yet  say,  let  us  try  t.* 
be  faithful  unto  the  end,  ever  bearing  in 
mind  what  w e have  promised  on  bended 
knees.  We  have  need  to  pray  without 
ceasing  that  we  enter  not  into  tempta- 
tion, for  w ithout  ])rayer  it  is  impossible 
to  please  (4od.  When  we  in  our  weak- 
ness do  something  that  displeases  God 
W’e  should  alw’ays  lie  ready  to  confess  it 
as  w rong,  and  ask  him  to  forgive  us  and 
help  us  to  do  better  hereafter:  if  we  do 
not,  W'e  will  depart  from  God  and  be- 
come strangers  to  gnice.  We  should  try 
to  live  at  peace  with  all  men,  as  much  as 
lieth  in  us,  and  deny  the  w’orks  of  the 
flesh,  “which  are  these:  Adultery,  forni- 

cation, uncleanness,  lasciviousness,  idohi- 
try,  covetousness,  witchcraft,  hatred,  vari- 
ance, emulations,  wrath,  strife,  sedition, 
heresies,  envyings,  murders,  drunkenness, 
revelings,and  such  like;  of  tlie  which  I tell 
you  before,  as  I have  also  told  you  in  time 
past,  that  they  w hich  do  such  things  shall 
not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God.”  “Hut 
the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
long-suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith, 
meekness,  temperance;  against  such  there 
is  no  law  .”  We  should  often  read  the  3rd 
chapter  of  Colossians,  and  of  course  not 
forget  to  “Search  the  Scriptures,  for  in 
them  ye  think  ye  have  eternal  life.”  My 
j»rayer  is  that  w’e  may  all  rejoice  in  the 
Lf)i’d,  ami  finally  meet  above,  w’here  we 
need  not  say  Farew’ell.  J.  Mktzlkk.

“For  they  being  ignorant  of  God’s 
righteousness,  and  going  about  to  es- 
tablish their  own  righteousness,  have 
not  submitted  themselves  unto  the 
righteousness  of  God.”  Rom.  10:  3. 

This  W’as  w’ritten  of  Israel,  but  it  is  al- 
so applicable  to  the  people  of  the  jiresent 
time,  since  there  are  so  many  who  justify 
themselves  by  the  w’orks  of  the  law'. 

In  the  first  ^ilace  I w ill  endeavor  to 
show  the  unbelief  of  tlie  careless  sinner, 
and  unbelief  of  the  self-righteous  who  are 
nnw’illing  to  believe  in  Christ  as  the  only 
means  through  w’hich  man  can  be  saved. 

1 le  is  also  unwilling  to  believe  that  ho  is  a 
)>oor,  helpless  creature,  has  nothing,  and 
is  destitute  of  daily  food.  If  the  Giver  of 
(W’ery  good  and  jierfect  gift  were  as  slack 
in  supplying  the  w’ants  of  the  children  of 
men,  as  they  are  in  returning  thanks  for 
the  abounding  mercies  He  bestows  upon 
His  creatures  it  would  not  always  be  so 
W’ell  with  them. 

The  careless  sinner  might  ask,  “Why 
should  I be  ignorant  of  God’s  righteous-, 
ness?  Have  I not  His  word?  andean  I 
not  read  it?  ’ Hut  why  do  you  not  follow 
his  commands,  and  respect  them  from 
time  to  time?  It  is  because  you  are  igno- 
rant of  God’s  righteousness,  and  of  the 
precious  blood  of  the  son  of  God  and  the 
great  need  you  have  of  its  saving  merits. 

Dear  reader,  if  w’e  are  ignorant  of  the 
glories,  liberties  and  realities  of  the  gos- 
pel, and  if  we  would  truly  desire  its  sanc- 
tification, of  the  saints,  and  if  w e are  w ill- 
ing  to  be  governed  by  the  blessed  Re- 
deemer, W’ho  has  redeemed  us  from  the 
jiow’er  of  Satan,  if  w’e  will  comply  with 
the  duties  required  of  us  then  He  will 
abundantly  pardon  and  look  w ith  an  eye 
of  compassion  upon  us.  Let  the  words  of 
the  Psalmist  sink  deep  in  our  hearts, 
“Have  mercy,  ujion  me,  O God,  accord- 
ing to  thy  loving  kindness:  .according  un- 
to the  multitude  of  thy  tender  mercies, 
blot  out  my  transgressions.  Wash  me 
thoroughly  from  mine  iniquity ,and  cleanse 
me  from  my  sin.”  Ps.  50:  1,  2. 

We  must  forsake  all  our  evil  ways, 
and  strive  to  learn  of  the  Savior,  and  he 
w ill  teach  us  the  w’ay  of  life.  “Come  un- 
to me,  all  ye  that  labor,  and  are  heavy 
laden,  and  I will  give  you  rest.  Take 
my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me:  for 
I am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart;  and  ye 
shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my 
yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden  is  light.” 
O c.areless  sinner,  come  to  Jesus  while  he 
bids  you  come!  Make  no  longer  delay 
but  say, 

“I’ll  go  to  Jesus,  though  my  sius, 

Have  like  a mountain  rose; 

I know  his  courts,  I’ll  enter  in. 

Whatever  may  oiqiose.” 

I exhort,  yea  I entreat  you  not  to  put 
off  seeking  your  soul’s  salvation  for  a 
more  convenient  season.  For,  to-day  if 
ye  w ill  hear  his  voice,  harden  not  your 


hearts:  for  now  is  the  accepted  time,  be- 
hold, now  is  the  day  of  Salvation.  Then 
so  long  as  you  are  not  w’illing  to 
forsake  your  sins,  and  learn  of  the  Sa- 
vior, you  will  be  in  danger  of  the  judg- 
ment. If  you  are  truly  willing  to  learn 
of  Jesus,  lie  w’ill  teach  you  the  w’ay  of 
truth  and  righteousness,  He  will  leave 
you  no  longer  in  ignorance  of  his  law. 
How  should  you  know  God’s  righteous- 
ness, never  having  learned  of  him ; there- 
fore you  must  be  ignorant  of  the  spiritu- 
al blessings  He  bestow’s  on  his  true  chil- 
dren. The  careless  sinner  deprives  him- 
self of  the  righteousness  of  God,  and  thus 
is  the  author  of  his  ignoriince. 

I w ill,  in  the  next  idace,  endeavor  to 
show  whyThe  sinner  tries  to  establish  his 
own  righteousness.  This  will  also  in- 
clude those  who  have  made  a profession, 
not  according  to  God’s  ow’ii  appointed 
way,  but  who  follow  their  own  inclina- 
tions, and  opinions.  They  say  that  relig- 
ion should  be  formed  on  new’  jirinciples, 
so  as  to  suit  the  rich  and  the  proud,  and 
that  the  churches  might  be  filled  with  the 
melodious  sounds  of  instruments.  They 
gay  the  old  w’ay  of  w’orship  was  well 
enough  in  its  time  and  that  it  will  also 
do  at  the  present  time  for  those  who  are 
dishonored,  and  for  the  poor.  Expres- 
sions of  this  character  are  frequently 
made — made  in  actions  if  not  exi»ressed 
in  w'ords.  Why  is  this  so,  dear  reader? 
It  is  because  self-righteousness  rules  in 
the  hearts  of  sinful  man. 

There  are  also  multitudes  so  blinded  by 
self-righteousness  that  they  think  that  the 
few  sins  w’hich  they  have  committed 
should  not  debar  them  from  entering  into 
that  rest  prepared  for  all  those  that  love 
His  ajipearing.  They  think  that  those 
w ho  commit  more  or  greater  sins  than 
they  have,  should  also  be  ])unished  more 
than  they.  Hut  they  are  servants,  of  the 
same  Lord,  and  they  shall  receive  the 
same  rew  ard.  It  is  hard  to  convince  one 
w ho  has  lived  a moral  life  from  his  youth 
up  that  he  is  a stranger  to  God,  and  is 
the  servant  of  Sabin,  so  strongly  do  they 
justify  their  own  actions.  So  long  as  a 
man  possesses  this  spirit  of  luide  and 
self-exaltation  and  is  unwilling  to  believe 
that  he  is  a sinner  in  the  sight  of  God, 
so  long  he  w’alks  in  darkness  and  is  in 
danger  of  everlasting  ])unishment. 

Jesussays,  “I  came  not  to  call  the  right- 
eous, but  sinners  torepenbince,” — all  who 
feel  the  need  of  a savior — for  all  have 
sinned  and  w andered  from  God.  Christ 
died  for  all  men,  and  made  the  w’ay  possi- 
ble for  all  to  come  to  him  if  they  w’ould 
forsake  their  evil  W’ays  and  believe  that 
he  alone  is  able  to  save  from  the  power  of 
Satan,  and  eternal  ruin. 

Dear  reader,  have  you  ever  sincerely 
reflected  on  the  glories  that  God  has  pre- 
pared for  those  who  are  obedient  to  his 
will?  Have  you  ever  compared  eternity 
with  your  short  life,  so  full  of  trouble? 
and  docs  it  not  cause  you  to  say,  “Lord, 


make  me  to  know  my  end,  and  the  meas- 
ure of  my  days,  what  it  is;  that  I may 
know  how  frail  I am.”  If  you  should  be 
called  away  this  night,  could  you  meet 
your  God  in  peace?  Many  are  called 
away  without  a moment’s  warning.

LAWS  AND  POLITY  OF  THE  JEWS. 
(continued.) 

The  judicial  laws  of  the  Jews  may  be 
considered  as  those  referring — first,  to 
their  polity  or  government,  which  differ- 
ed in  different  jieriods  of  the  Jewish  liis- 
tory  and  w ill  hereafter  be  considered  un- 
der the  title  of  Polity.  The  second  divis- 
ion relates  to  the  laws,  both  civil  and 
criminal,  by  means  of  which  justice  was 
to  be  administered,  and  punishment  in- 
flicted. On  these  a few'  remarks  w’ill  next 
be  made. 

In  order  the  more  clearly  to  point  out 
the  difference  between  Moses  and  other 
law'givers,  some  laws  as  to  outward  con- 
duct m-ay  first  be  noticed,  observing  that  it 
must  be  kept  in  mind  that  all  these  Laws 
proceed  from  a Lawgiver  who  was  able 
to  search  and  judge  the  heart  of  man.  As 
alre.ady  observed,  they  are  all  based  upo  n 
and  reducible  to  the  golden  precept,  “Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself” — or, 
in  plain  words,  “Do  unto  others  as  you 
w'ould  they  should  do  unto  you,”  a princi- 
ple W’hich  never  has  been  adopted  by  mere 
human  law’givers.  While  the  Jews  w’ere 
subject  to  tlicse  laws,  the  he:ithen  n.ations 
around  them  w’ere  under  very  different 
codes.  In  one  of  the  most  virtuous  of 
these,  namely,  that  of  Sparta,  theft  was 
allowed;  it  Avas  not  a crime  to  steal,  but  to 
<lo  it  so  as  not  to  be  detected.  In  others,  pi- 
racy was  honored;  licentiousness  and  un- 
natural crimes  were  sanctioned;  revenge 
was  counted  praisew’orthy,  though  in  the 
eye  of  a heart-searching  God  it  was  mur- 
der. In  many  cases  parents  and  masters 
were  allowed  to  kill  their  children  and 
slaves  with  imimnity,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  public  murders  sanctioned  by  the  per- 
mission of  human  s.acritices. 

Graves  well  remarks,  how  clearly  the 
importance  of  Revelation  is  shown  by  the 
turpitude  and  cruelty  of  the  system  of  pub- 
lic morals  recommende<l  by  Plato,  one  of 
the  greatest  of  the  ancient  philosophei’s,  in 
his  ideal  scheme  of  perfection  for  a state, 
even  for  Avhat  he  considered  a perfect  re- 
public. Some  inli<lels  have  endeavored 
to  make  out  that  Judaism  was  derived 
from  heathenism;  but  the  moi-al  law  of 
the  Jew’s  sufliciently  proves  that  it  had  a 
far  superior  origin.  Artificial  light  may 
be  good  in  the  absence  of  the  sun,  but  all 
tlie  discoveries  of  science  cannot  produce 
a light  W’hich  will  supply  the  ]dace  of  the 
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Kolav  rays.  Nor  is  tlioro  any  porfoot  code 
of  morality  but  that  rovcalod  in  ^^(*riJ»turo, 
onforoed  by  the  oxani])le  of  Christ. 

“Talk  they  of  morals?  0 thou  bleeding 
lamb. 

Thou  maker  of  new  morals  to  mankind, 

The  grand  morality  is  love  to  Thee." 

flow  little  liave  those  examined  the 
snbjeet,  who  consider  the  Jewish  law  as  a 
mere  system  of  otitward  ceremonies!  It  is 
a ])crfect  s\immary  of  moral  duty,  and 
bears  the  imaeje  of  its  Aiithor.  And  when 
we  consider  the  "reat  jmrposes  attained 
by  the  keej)ing  of  Israel  a se])arate  peojde, 
we  see  that  this  object  was  woi-thy  the 
interposition  of  the  Deity'.  Hereby  the 
|ieo|»Ie  were  ])rep;ircd  for  tliose  great  ob- 
je«  ts  described  in  Scnjitnre,  esjiecially  for 
the  coming  of  the  Redeemer,  and  the  ful- 
fillment of  the  ]>romise,  “In  thy  seed  shall 
all  the  nations  of  the  earth  be  blessed,” 
Gen.  2(1:  4;  and  here  was  a pattern  giv- 
en, by  adheixmce  to  wliich,  in  a greater 
or  lesser  degree,  the  h.appiness  of  other 
nations  has  been  more  or  less  attained. 

Observe  liow  distinetly  revenge  is  for- 
bidden, Lev.  10:  18:  “Thou  shalt  not 
avenge,  or  bear  any  grudge  against  the 
children  of  thy  people,  but  thou  shalt  love 
thy  neighbor  astlu'self:  I amtbe  T^ord.’ 

And  this  xvas  not  "to  those  of  their  own 
nation  only',  as  the  rabbins  ende.avorod  to 
limit  it,  bnt  to  the  stranger  also,  ver.  34: 
“The  stranger  th:it  dwelleth  with  you  shall 
be  unto  you  as  one  born  among  you,  and 
tbou  sb.alt  love  bim  as  tby'self,  for  ye 
were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt.  T am 
the  L<u-d  your  t4od.’’  Also  the  Divine 
princi]»le  was  (>xtended  even  farther,  to 
“love  yoiir  enemies,”  Exod.  23:  4,  />, 
“If  thou  meet  thine  enemy’s  ox  or  his  ass 
going  astray',  thou  shalt  surely  bring  it 
back  to  him  again.  Ifthoti  see  the  ass  of 
liiin  that  hateth  thee  lying  nmlor  his  bur- 
den, and  wonhlst  forbear  to  help  him, 
llioii  shalt  surely  helj)  with  hiiii.”  Here 
observ(‘  the  agreement  between  the  Law 
and  the  (Tos|>el,  Matt.  5:  43-48.  No  pri- 
vate enmity  was  t*'  interru])t  those  good 
ofHees  which  wen*  due  to  other  members 
of  the  same  eommunity.  Also,  it  must 
be  remembered,  that  the  enactments  of 
the  een'monial  law  k(‘))t  the  Jew  at  a dis- 
t:mee  from  h«‘athens;  still  there  were  oc- 
casions wlien,  in  the  wav  of  dutv,  he  ha<l 
intercourse  with  them,  ami  theti  these  j>rc- 
eepts  were  binding  on  him;  while  since 
the  jiromulgation  of  the  gospel,  the  ap- 
plication undoubtedly!  exTonds  to  all,  even 
asdod  bath  made  of  otA>  l^itood  all  nations 
upon  the  earth.  'I'lu'  eomimiml  of  our 
blessed  Lord  is  (bus  widely  applicable 
As  Grav;iL“s  says,  “It  was  reserved  for  hiin, 
the  expeet<‘<l  Messiah,  the  God  of  love 
.and  mercy',  to  extend  and  enforce  the 
j»rinciple  of  benevolence;  to  teach  men  to 
reg:ird  all  hnman  >)eings  najuiring  their 
aid  as  friends  or  bn‘tl»ren,  however  differ- 
ent their  country,  liowever  oj»posite  their 
faith;  t^>  teach  them  to  love  their  enemies, 
to  return  blessing  for  cursing,  :iml  good 


for  evil;  to  imitate  the  ex.ample  of  their 
Redeemer,  who  laid  down  his  life  for  his 
enemies,  and  in  the  agoiiies  of  death  j>ray'- 
ed  for  his  persecutors.  Thus  it  was  strict- 
ly true,  that  the  commandment  of  our 
Lord,  to  Move  one  another,  even  as  he 
h>ved  us,’  was  new,  John  13:  34.  New, 
in  the  universality  of  its  api>lication;  new, 
in  the  .all-perfect  example  by  which  it 
w:xs  illustrated;  and  new,  in  the  sanction 
l)y  w hich  it  was  enforced,  and  the  })rc'-em- 
inence  which  it  obtained  in  theseheme  of 
Gospel  duties,  where  it  is  r.anked  as  the 
])cculiar  characteristic  of  the  followers  of 
(’hrist,  and  an  essential  condition  of  ob- 
taining forgi\'cness  from  God.  Hut  the 
prineij)le  was  recbgnized  in  the  INIosaic 
law,  and  applied  as  extensively  .as  existing 
circumstances  would  j)erinit.’‘  And  the 
duties  referred  to  were  not  ceremonial  ob- 
serv.ances,  acts  of  the  hand,  with  which 
the  lieart  went  not;  but — “These  words 
shall  be  in  thine  heart,”  Dent.  10:  4,  5. 
And  when  warned  of  the  ])unishments 
th.at  would  attend  dep.arture  from  these 
laws,  the  Jews  were  not  oidy  called  to  re- 
sume the  practi'ce  of  the  acts  recjuired, 
but  to  humV)le  fhe  heart,  and  to  turn  to 
the  Lord  with  all  the  heart  aiid  soul.  See 
Deut.  30.  To  such  returning  oidy,  a 
blessing  was  ju’omised. 

The  s.ame  may  bo  observed  in  reference 
to  Solomon’s  intercession  .at  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  tcmj)le:  though  th.at  w.as  a 
place  es])eci.ally  provided  for  the  ob.serv- 
ance  of  outward  rites,  yet  Solomon,  when 
pleading  for  the  Divine  .answer  to  the  re- 
pi'uting  Jew,  spoke  of  prayer  oidy:  “Hear 
thou  in  heaven  thy  dwelling  ]dace,  and 
forgive.”  Jose[)hus  thus  observes:  “When 
we  offer  s;icritices,  we  do  it,  iu>t  in  order 
to  surfeit  ourselves  and  l>e  drunken,  for 
such  excesses  .an*  .ag.'iinst  the  will  of  God, 
and  would  be  an  occasion  of  ])ride  and 
luxury;  but  by'  keeping  ourselves  sober, 
orderly',  and  ready'  for  our  other  occu]).a- 
tions,  :ind  being  more  temperate  th.an  otb- 
ei's,  and  for  our  duty'  at  the  sacrifices 
themselves.  We  ought,  in  the  first  ])lace, 
to  ])rav  for  the  common  welfare  of  all, 
and  .aft('r  th.at,  for  our  own;  for  W(*  .are 
nunle  for  fellowshij)  one  with  another; 
and  he  who  prefers  the  common  good  be- 
fore what  is  jK'culi.ar  to  himself,  is  above 
all  .•leeepf.able  to  God.  And  let  our  i>r;iy- 
ers  and  su]>j»lications  be  m:ule  hmnbly  to 
(4(»d.  Not  so  much  that  he  woidd  give 
uswh:it  is  good,  f<>r  he  hath  .already' given 
that  of  his  own  .accord,  ami  hath  pro]>osed 
the  same  ]»uV)licly  to  all,  that  we  may  du- 
ly receive  it,  and  when  wc  have  received 
it,  mav  pres(*rve  it.”  On  this  jtassage 
Whiston  truly'  ami  judiciously'  remarks: 
“That  wc  may'  here  observe  how  known  a 
thing  it  was,  that  sacrifices  were  accom- 
panied with  j»rayers, — whence  came  those 
phrases,  of  the  sacrifices  of  pray'cr,  of 
praise,  and  of  thanksgiving.” 

1‘liilo,  another  Jew,  as  Graves  states, 
“is  full  of  the  same  mor.al  :ind  religious 
spirit  in  his  comments  tm  the  signifieancy 


of  the  dress  of  the  priests,  the  sacrifices, 
and  all  the  various  circumshuices  of  the 
ritual.  Indeed,  the  inscrijdion  on  the  ho- 
ly crown  of  Aaron,  of  ‘Mioliness  to  the 
Lord,”  natur.ally  suggested  sucli  ideas  to 
evei-y  jiious  and  refiecting  Israelite.  IMulo 
has  pursued  them  certainly  often  with 
o\  erstrained  refinement  and  fanciful  in- 
genuity; but  his  writings  show'  that  the 
enlightened  Jews,  when  Christianity  was 
introduced,  (for  Philo  was  contempoiary 
w ith  the  apostles.^  were  .addicted  to  spirit- 
ual and  moral  views  of  their  ntual  and 
law'.  The  sj)iritual  nature  of  the  l.aw  was 
fuither  shown  by  tlie  requirements  of  the 
ceremonial  institutions,  of  .a  trespass-of- 
fering for  every  offense,  pointing  typical- 
ly to  the  atonement  of  Christ,  indejiend- 
ently  of  .any  infliction  of  punisliment  up- 
on the  offender,  by  the  directions  of  tlie 
law',  'She  offender  might  undergo  the 
penalty  of  his  sin,  and  so  satisfy  the  judi- 
cial law,  but  th.at  w'.as  only  a part  of  the 
Hebrew'  code;  there  w'as  a pardon  to  be 
sought  from  Jehovah,  their  just  God,  as 
w'cll  as  suj)reme  Ruler. 

Thus,  “the  Jew'ish  haw  enjoined  love  to 
God  with  the  most  unceasing  solicitude 
and  love  to  our  neighbor,  .as  extensively 
and  forcilily  as  the  peculiar  character  of 
the  Jewish  people  w'ould  permit.  It  im- 
pressed the  deepest  conviction  of  God’s 
requiring,  not  mere  external  observ.anccs, 
but  lieartfelt  piety',  w'ell-regul.ated  desires, 
:ind  .active  benevolence.  It  taught  that 
sacrifice  could  not  obtain  pardon  without 
repentance,  or  repentance  without  refor- 
mation .and  restitution.  It  described  cir- 
cumcision itself,  and  by  consequence  eve- 
ry' other  legal  rite,  as  designed  to  typify 
and  incidcate  internal  holiness,  which 
alone  could  render  man  .acceptable  to 
God;  ami  it  represented  the  love  of  Gfxl 
as  a ])iactical  principle,  stimulating  to  the 
constant  .and  sincere  cidtivation  of  purity', 
mercy,  and  truth.” 

The  injunctions  for  the  daily'  offering 
of  s.acrificcs  to  God  are  given  in  Exod. 
30:  38-40,  and  Num.  28:  1-8.  Otli- 
er  .and  addition.al  offerings  were  made  on 
the  Sabbath-day',  and  .also  at  the  begin- 
ning of  every  month.  These  jmblic  ob- 
s(irvances  w'cre  especially'  needful,  when 
the  me.ans  of  private  instruction  w'cre 
genenilly'  limited.  “How  plain  .and  easy” 
says  Lowman,  ‘Miow'  gnivt^  and  solemn, 
and  even  liow'  ratioiml  and  instructive  is 
this  d:iily'  w'orship  of  the  Hebrew  Church, 
as  directed  liy'  the  Mosaic  ritual.  Thus 
God  was  honored  and  W'orshiped,  and 
the  jteople  blessed  every'  day:  they  ac- 
knowle<lged  the  loving  kindness  of  Jeho- 
vah in  the  morning,  and  his  faithfulness 
in  the  evening;  .and  they  hoped  for  their 
saietyami  liappiness  every  day'  of  their 
lives  in  the  protection  .and  blessing  of  Je- 
hovah, who  dw'elt  .among  them  as  their 
God.”  And  there  is  a ju'omise  referring 
to  the  gos]M“l  day,  Mai.  1 : 11; — 

“For  from  Ihc  rising  of  tlie  aun,  even  unto  the 
going  down  of  tlic  same,  - 
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My  name  shall  be  great  among  the  Gentiles; 
And  in  every  place  incense  shall  be  offered 
unto  my  name, 

And  a pure  offering: 

For  my  name  shall  be  great  among  the  hea- 
then, saith  the  Lord  of  hosts."

You  are  aware  that  holiness  consists 
1,  In  freedom  from  sin.  The  Ajiostle 
spe.aks  of  our  being  chosen  in  Him.  And 
th.at  we  should  be  holy  and  without  blame 
before  Him  in  love.  2.  The  conformity 
of  the  heart  to  God.  When  the  fountain 
is  pure,  the  stre.ams  th.at  issue  from  the 
fountain  will  be  pure.  1 I*et.  1 ; 15.  “Hut 
.as  he  w'hich  h.ath  called  you  is  holy,  so  be 
ye  holy  in  all  m.anner  of  convers:ition. 
Because  it  is  written,  Be  ye  holy;  for  I 
.‘tm  holy.”  3.  It  hath  its  seat  in  the 
heart,  and  is  the  effect  of  a jninciple  of 
grace  inqd.anted  by  the  Holy  Spirit. — 
E})h.  2 : 8-2.  “For  by  grace  are  ye  saved 
through  faith;  and  th.at  not  of  yourselves; 
it  is  the  gift  of  God.  Not  of  works,  lest 
any  man  sliould  boast.  For  we  are  his 
w orkmanship,  created  in  Christ  Jesus.” 
He  is  a new  creature;  old  things  .ai'e  pass- 
ed aw'.ay';  behold,  all  things  are  become 
new.  4.  It  is  the  essence  of  happiness; 
and  the  basis  of  true  dignity. — Hrov.  3 
17;  4:  8.  Her  w'ays  .are  w.ays  of  ])leas;int- 
ness,  .and  all  her  ]).aths  are  peace.”  “Ex- 
alt her,  and  she  shall  promote  thee;  she 
shall  bring  thee  to  honor,  when  thou  dost 
embnace  her.”  5.  It  w ill  manifest  itself  by 
the  propriety  of  our  conversation,  regu- 
larity of  our  tempers,  and  uniformity  of 
our  lives.  And  it  is  absolutely  essential 
to  the  enjoyment  of  God  here,  and  of 
heaven  and  h.api)iness  hereafter.  Heb. 
12  : 14.  “Follow' pe.ace  w'ith  all  men  .and 
holines.s,  Avithout  which  no  man  shall  see 
the  Lord.  You  to  w hom  I now  write, 
believe  in  this  doctrine  of  perfect  love. 
The  question  is,  do  you  enjoy  it,  or  do 
you  not?  You  m.ay  be  a l;iy  member. 
And  some  brother  or  sister  may  be  look 
ing  to  you  for  example.  Is  your  conver- 
sation as  becometh  the  gospel  of  Christ? 
Are  you  living  a life  of  holine.ss,  and  en- 
tire consecration  to  the  cause  of  your 
heavenly  Father?  If  you  :ire  ii(»t,  you  arc 
not  filling  your  mission  on  earth,  ami  the 
Lord  will  hold  you  accountable.  'I'lic 
command  is  (Lev.  20  : 7,)  “S.anctify  your- 
selves, therefore,  and  be  ye  holy:  foi 
am  the  Lord  your  God.’’  Or  y<»u  m.'iy  be 
one  of  those  who  are  attempting  to  miii 
ister  to  those  w'ho  would  be  heirs  of  s:d 
vation.  If  so,  how  is  it  with  you?  Ar 
you  sanctified?  Is  your  soul  w'asbed  with 
the  iill-cleansing  Wood  of  Christ?  Have 
you  consecnited  your  entire  Ix'ing  to  God 
and  his  c:iuse?  Or  are  tb(*r<*  still  some  of 
tlx*  seeds  of  tin*  c:irnal  mind  rein:iiping 
witlu>ut  you?  Arc  there  roots  of  bitter- 
ness still  springing  uj)  in  y(Uir  heart? 
tSuch  as  envy,  malice,  pride,  hatred,  re- 
venge. If  there  is,  you  are  not  xvh.atGod 
designed  you  should  be!  How  can  you 


expect  to  pre.ach  the  gospel  saccessfully, 
unless  you  are  fully  saved?  You  m.ay 
try,  but  you  w'ill  fail  in  the  attempt. 

You  admit  the  fact  that  the  efficacious 
ood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleanseth  from  all 
sin,  and  th.at  (iod  is  able  ajnl  willing  to 
bestow  this  blessing  of  perfect  love  on 
you,  and  upon  all  who  Lay  all  upo?i  the 
albir,  come  out  from  the  world,  “touch 
not  the  unclean  thing,”  lay  aside  every 
weight,  ’ “abshiin  from  all  appearance  of 
evil,’’  and  look  to  Jesus  in  humble  confi- 
dence. Furthermore  you  believe  it  is  the 
privilege  and  duty  of  all  God's  peo[)Ie  to 
come  into  tliis  blessed  assurance,  this  gos- 
»el  fulness,  to  be  “dead,  indeed  unto  sin, 
ind  alive  unto  God  through  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ.” 

You  admit  all  these  solemn,  interesting 
soul-cheering  truths,  and  still  more,  and 
yet,  you  halt,  shrink  back,  sbuul  aloof, 
bike  no  active,  decided,  definite,  persever- 
ing stand  in  favor  of  this  superlative,  all- 
conquering  grace.  Instead  of  biking  the 
le.ad  as  a public  teacln*r,  as  you  ought,  in 
this  .all-important  duty,  standing  up  no- 
bly and  boldly  in  its  defense — testifying 
publicly,  and  exj»crimenbilly,  to  the  Bible 
truth  of  this  great  salvation,  you  grow 
dizzy,  looking  up  to  those  who  are  enjoy- 
ing this  liigher  state  of  grace,  .and  fall 
b:ick  behind  even  .some  of  the  lay  mem- 
bership, over  AV'hom  you  are  jiastor. — 
'riu*re  arc  those  in  your  care,  hungering 
and  thirsting  after  this  full  salvation — 
this  j)urifying  process,  seeking  e.arnestly 
and  prayerfully  the  inner  life.  These 
hmibs  of  the  flock  need  the  fostering 
hand,  and  still  you  are  holding  them  b.ack 
by  your  exam])le.  They  need  some  ex- 
j)crienced  one  to  lead  them  on  to  the  liv- 
ovorfiow'ing  founbain  of  s.alvation. 
And  unsaved  as  you  are,  you  arc  not  i)rc- 
pared  for  this  w’ork. 

Oh,  my  dc:ir  brother,  I !im  :itraid  it  will 
be  said  in  the  grc:it  day  of  ai'couuts,  ye 
knew  your  duty  but  yc  did  it  not.  'I'o 
w'hom  are  these  in(|uiring  souls  to  look 
for  instruction,  touching  the  higher  w'alks, 
if  not  to  their  pastor?  What  s:iys  the 
Holy  one?  “Feed  my  sheep.”  Who? 
the  elders?  Yes,  the  elders.  1 Ret.  5:  1-3 
“'Phe  elders  which  are  among  you,  I ex- 
hort, w ho  am  also  an  ehler,  and  a w'itm*ss 
of  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  :ilso  :i  p.arbikcr 
of  the  glory  to  be  revealed.’ — “Feed  the 
flock  of  God  which  is  among  you,  taking 
the  oversight  tlu*reof,  not.  by  restraint, 
but  willingly:  not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of 
a ready  mind.” 

“Neither  :is  being  lord’s  over  God’s 
heribige,  but  being  ensamples  to  the 
flock.”  And  you,  dear  brother,  .as  a pro- 
f(*ssed  ininist(*r  of  Christ,  should  be  fin* 
one  to  c:irry  these  himbs  in  the  bosom 
of  redeeming,  s.anet.ifying  grace;  to  point 
them  directly  to  the  promised  hind,  the 
Cau:i:in  of  iterfeet  rest.  And  still  you  lin- 
ger, .and  endeavor  to  hush  the  <jucstion, 
and  pass  it  by,  to  the  grief  of  some  of 
God’s  little  ones,  H<*lovcd,  what  do 


you  me.an  by  this  cold,  frigid  indiffer- 
ence to  a subject  th.at  comes  directly  un- 
your  province  and  supervision? — a 


subject  fi'aught  with  the  greatest  interest 
to  m.an.  God,  by  and  by,  w'ill  say  to  yon, 
“give  account  of  thy  stewardship.’’  You 
know  your  IMaster’s  w'ill,  but  do  it  not. 
Therefoi'c  m.ay  yon  not  expect  many 
stripes?  It  is  a fearful  thing  to  offend, 
or  cause  one  of  Christ’s  little  ones  to 
stumble,  or  keep  back  any  part  of  God’s 
truth.  “Better  a millstone  were  hung 
about  your  nec'k,  and  you  cast  into  the 
sea.” 

Hear  w'h:it  the  Lord  s.ays  by  tho^nouth 
of  the  prophet  Eze.  34:  7-10.  “There- 
fore, ye  shejtherds,  hear  the  word  of  the 
Ijord.  As  I live,  saith  the  Lord  God, 
surely  because  my  Hock  became  a pivy, 
and  my  flock  became  meat  to  every  beast 
of  the  field,  because  there  w'as  no  shep- 
herd, neither  did  my  shepherds  search  for 
my  flock,  but  the  shepherds  fed  them- 
selves, and  fed  not  my  flock:  Therefore, 

0 ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of  the 
Lord?  'I’lius  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold, 

1 am  against  the  shepherds;  and  I will  re- 
quire my  flock  at  their  h.and,  and  c.ause 
them  to  cease  from  feeding  the  flock; 
neither  shall  the  shepherds  feed  them- 
selves any  more;  for  I xvill  deliver  my 
flock  from  their  mouth,  th.at  they  m.ay  not 
be  mc:it  for  them.” — Earnest  Christian..

— “Religion  pure, 

Unchanged  in  sjiirit  though  its  forms  and  codes 
Wear  myriad  modes; 

Ckmtains  all  creeds  within  its  mighty  span, 

The  love  of  God  displayed  in  love  of  man.” 

Such  is  the  sumin.'iry  of  hum.an  attain- 
ment and  obligation  as  st.aU*d  by  the 
“Teacher  sent  from  God,”  “Tliou  shalt 
love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  .'ill  thy  heart, 
and  thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self.” Such  a “commandment  is  e.xceed- 
ing  broiid,”  but  it  is  upon  us  nevertheless, 
foumled  in  eternal  re.-ison,  .and  with  the 
]>romise  of  infinite  :iid,  W'e  arc  to  make 
the  sublime  attem)»t  to  moot  its  demands. 

'Pin*  gr:ice  that  makes  a man  a Chris- 
tian im|»l:ints  w ithin  the  soul  the  desire, 
the  purpose  to  be  a ]»erfect  Christian;  and 
the  .sbimhird  of  ]>erfection  is  jijqu-oached 
in  ])roportion  to  the  raftidity  of  tlie  assim- 
ilating process  which  conforms  us  to  the 

Divine  Holiness. 

'Phe  essence  of  holiness  is  love,  benevo- 
lence in  tlie  Creator  and  in  the  cre.ature, 
“God  is  love,  and  he  that  ilw  elleth  in  love 
dwelleth  in  God,  and  Godin  him.”  Now 
the  law'  is  univt*rsal  th.it  the  voluntiiry  as- 
soci.-ition  of  two  intcHigein*es  w'ill  neces- 
s.irily  lc;id  to  :in  :issimil:ition  of  char.icter, 
(In*  stronger  niouhliiig  the  w'c:iker  to  its 
higlier  mitim*.  “A  soul  in  commerce  w'ith 
the  skies,”  will  bo  ilrawn  thitherward. 
“Ifycbe  risen  with  Christ,  seek  those 
things  which  :iri*  above  where  CJirist  sit- 
teth  on  the  right  liaml  of  God;  set  your 
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iilToetion  on  those  tilings  above,  not  on 
things  on  the  earth.” 

“Enoch  walked  with  God  three  hun- 
dred years,”  growing  more  and  more  spir- 
itual, and  in  his  moVal  nature  going  up, 
nj),  up,  till  the  last  ligament  that  bound 
him  to  earth  was  severed  and  he  jiassed  to 
the  fruition  of  (^od  and  the  fulness  of 
heaven.  The  transition  would  be  almost  j 
imperceptible. 

“Th(‘  c’lijuigc  tlu!  soul  would  sciirccly  know, 
Miidc  perfect  lirst  iii  love.” 

Every  (’hristian  can  exjiress  the  hojie 
i.f  ])avid,  “As  for  me,  I will  behold  thy 
f.aee  in  righteonsnes,  I shall  bo  satisfied, 
w hen  I awake  in  Thy  likeness.”  lJut  he 
is  not  satislied,  the  good  man,  without 
that  “likeness”  on  earth.  The  incessant 
longings  of  his  soul  lind  expression  in 
the  jicrpctual  cry, 

“O  luiike  me  nil  like  thee, 

Before  1 heuee  remove.” 

We  have  dwelt  thus  at  length  ami  em- 
phatieallv,  on  the  imjtortanee  of  eorrect 
idea  of  God,  and  the  devout  contempla- 
tion of  His  character,  as  an  answ'er  in 
part  to  the  (piestion,  Ibiw  shall  we  attain 
holiue^:’ 

Of  many  it  may  be  saiil,  as  Christ  said 
of  the  Sainaritans,  “Ye  worship  ye  know 
not  what;”  .so  crude  are  their  conceptions 
ivf  the  Divine  Heing  as  to  repress  the 
noblest  aspirations  of  the  sold,  and  i*re- 
elmle  the  attainment  of  the  highest  type 
of  moral  goodness. 

Tlie  great  want  of  the  human  soul,  in 
order  to  inereasing  sanctity,  is  a spiritual 
perception  of  Gotl.  “I  am  the  Almighty 
Cod,  walk  before  Me,  and  be  thou  per- 
fect,” was  the  voice  of  Jehovah  to  the 
“father  of  the  faithful.”  And  it  is  iv- 
peated  in  substance  in  the  ears  of  all  His 
sj'iritual  ehihiren  who  seek,  as  strangers 
and  pilgrims  t)ii  the  twylh,  an  eternal  resi- 
dem  e in  the  hca\  en-built  i hambers  of  the 
velestial  city. 

“It  we  w alk  in  the  light  as  He  is  in  the 
lignt.we  have  fellowship  one  with  anoth- 
er,'' w hile  the  all-surrounding,  all  penetra- 
ting glow,  which  ]'crmeate*s  the  Di\ine 
]>ei  feetions,  w ill  constrain  from  us,  in 
liannonv  with  the  heavenly  hosts,  the 
a«loring  ciy,  “Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord 
God  Almighty. 

We  mention  jtrayer,  as  an  invaluable 
ai<l  to  spiritual  hnjnovement,  because  a 
mode  of  Dit  ine  ci>mmunion.  rrayer  is 
I out  i'i>e  witl’i  God,  and  tends,  w hen  the 
» \eiaase  is  sincerely  engageil  in,  and  the 
habit  det  outly  cultivatetl.  to  impres>  the 
>oul  w ith  a conviction  of  helples>no.-s  and 
dependence,  and  surrounds  the  indit  idu- 
,d  with  an  ever  present  and  elevating 
sense  of  the  agem-y  and  jtresenee  of  the 
I loly  ( >ne. 

It  is  to  Ih>  feared  that  many  of  our  vis- 
its t.i  tlie  thi'oiie  of  grace  are  prompted 
b\  uttr  f selfishness,  to  seek  relief  in  ditli- 
eidty,  consolation  in  trial,  or  vicUu-y  over 
aiiTioving  habits,  ami  eten  then  heaven  in 
n.eirv  will  he. ir  and  help,  but  let  US  go 


to  God,  not  so  much  to  ask  tuiy  particu- 
lar blessing,  as  to  hold  delightful  con- 
verse with  Him,  realize  the  deep  andlnd- 
lowed  blessedness  of  Divine  fellowship, 
and  be  raised  to  sublimer  heights  of  holy 
love. 

The  heauty  of  prayer  is,  that  it  is  always 
at  our  command.  Let  us  cultivate  the 
spirit  and  habit  of  [U-aying  continually  at 
homo  and  abroad,  in  the  Church  and  out 
of  it.  alone  and  in  company,  walking 
blissfully  with  God  on  earth,  and  thus, 

“Anticipate  our  heaven  below, 

Ami  own  that  love  is  heaven.” 

“Dray  w ithout  ceasing,”  and  then  you 
will,  “in  evervthing  give  thanks.” 

If  you  wordd  ]»erfect  holiness  in  the 
fear  of  the  l.ord,  yoti  must  make  its  cul- 
ture a business,  vt)u  must  breathe  contin- 
uallv  toward  heaven  after  it. 

“Follow  holiness,”  .says  Paul,  and  in 
another  jdace,  “Fiillotv  after  charity,”  ]»ur- 
sue  it,  seek  its  culture.  With  indulged 
passions  and  pampered  appetites,  wa.sting 
burning,  fretting,  and  enfeelding  the  si»ir- 
it,  how  can  you  be  happy? 

“That  winch  we  have  seen  ami  heard 
declare  we  unto  you,  that  ye  also  may 
have  fellowship  with  us,  and  truly  our 
fellow'shij)  is  with  the  Father,  and  with 
His  Son  Jesus  Christ.  And  tlie.se  things 
w rite  w e that  your  joy  may  lie  full."’ — 
i 7/  r i\s tian  jSta/nlu  nl.

FOLLOW  THE  EPISTLE  OF  CHPJSd'. 


“Ye  art' our  epistle  w ritten  in  our 
hearts,  known  and  read  of  all  men.” 
‘.2  t’or.  d;  0. 

Heloved  readers, in  this  epistle  which  the 
apostle  wrote  to  the  Corinthian  brethren, 
he  says,  “Ye  are  manifestly  declared  to 
be  the  epistle  of  Christ.”  This  we  un- 
derstand was  by  their  faithful  obetlicnce 
tt>  the  teachings  and  tloctrines  of  the 
apostles,  by  their  good  eomluct,  good 
fruits,  or  good  works  which  they  showed 
forth.  All  men  could  see  and  read  it  in 
their  hearts  that  they  were  the  children  of 
obedience,  as  well  :vs  if  it  had  been  writ- 
ten w ith  ink.  It  becomes  us,  dear  fellow- 
pilgrims.  who  flesire.  or  claim  to  be  tol- 
lowers  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  meek  and 
lowly  Eamb  of  God,  to  walk  in  the  same 
spirit  and  be  cdiedient  to  the  same  teach- 
ings which  the  apostle  wrote  to  the  Cor- 
inthians. ^Ve  sliouhl  walk  so  strictly  in 
the  same  ejiistle  that  it  would  be  known 
and  read  f>f  all  men,  so  that  the  Epistle  of 
i Christ  wouhl  manifestly  be  declared  unto 
! Us,  as  the  apostle  says,  “Forasmuch  as 
ye  are  manifestly  declared  to  be  the  epis- 
tle of  (,'hrist  ministered  by  us,  written  not 
w ith  ink,  but  w ith  the  Spirit  of  the  li\ing 
God;  not  in  tables  of  stone,  but  in  fleshly 
tables  of  the  heart.” 

De.arly  beloved  brothers  and  sisters,  it 
should  be  our  greatest  desire  ti>  try,  by 
I the  Spiiif  of  (iod.  that  out  inti  lOiuirse  in 


this  world  may  show  forth  to  all  men  as 
the  epistle  of  Christ;  that  it  may  bo  stiid 
of  us,  as  I heard  a nuin  remark,  some  time 
ago,  while  in  Elkhart,  as  a brother — a 
ininister  passed  by,  the  man  said,  “That, 
is  a good  man.”  “Yes,”  I rejdied,  “I 
think  he  is  an  honest  man.”  Hut  says  he, 
“Not  only  that,  but  he  tries  to  be  a true 
Christian.”  Whether  the  man  was  a pro- 
fessor of  religion  or  not,  I do  not  know, 
but  dear  reader  my  heart  was  cheered  to 
hear  the  exjtression  made  of  one  whom 
we  chvim  as  a dear  brother  in  Christ.  The 
question  at  once  came  to  my  mind.  Do  I 
bear  the  name,  or  am  la  Christhvn?  Is 
the  epistle  of  Christ  written  4n  my  heart 
that  good  works  do  show'  forth?  Chris- 
tian friends,  this  should  be  our  heart’s  de- 
sire, bj  let  the  Spirit  of  God  dw'ell  in  our 
hearts  so  that  the  ejiistle  of  Christ  may 
manifestly  be  declared  by  our  good  works 
w hich  do  show'  forth,  that  the  world  iti.-iy 
see  them,  and  that  the  name  of  God  may 
be  glorified.  Without  the  Sjiirit  of  Go<l 
in  our  hearts,  good  works  cannot  fully  aji- 
pear;  evil  works  will  also  ajijiear  and 
choke  the  good  seed. 

Now',  it  becomes  all  true  juinisters  of 
the  gosjiel,  as  w'ell  as  the  Hock,  to  shun 
all  false  ejiistles  .and  show  the  true  ejiis- 
tle  of  Christ  in  their  outw'ard  form  and 
conduct,  as  all  the  church  or  flock  of 
which  fhey  are  leaders.  Look  ujmn  them 
as  an  example  or  leader  of  the  church, 
and  not  only  the  church  but  also  them 
w ithout.  Take  them  as  an  examjde  ami 
comjiare  their  works  or  ejiistle  written  in 
their  he.arts  with  the  word  of  God,  and  (.), 
may  it  be  found  equal  w'ith  the  w'ord  of 
God.  May  it  be  found  in  every  resjieet 
to  be  the  true  ejiistle  of  Christ;  though  it 
is  true,  as  we  all  know,  that  there  are 
ministers  of  the  gosjiel  who  have  the  .abil- 
ity to  jireach  the  word  of  God  truth-woi- 
thy  and  show  forth  in  ajijieanmco  a good 
exanijile,  but  when  we  come  to  comjt.are 
the  ejiistle  of  their  heart  ami  mind  with 
the  word  of  Gcxl,  they  are  far  from  the 
true  ejiistle  of  Christ,  which  shoidd  be 
w ritten  in  their  hearts  by  the  living  God. 
d'hey  are  found  as  true,  and  yet  false. 
“For  such  are  false  apostles,  deceitful 
workers,  transforming  themselves  into  the 
ajiostles  of  Christ,  ’ from  such  turn  away; 
have  no  comjiany  w ith  them.  Do  not  en- 
courage them. 

O,  clear  brotheis  ami  sisters,  I would 
not  that  any  such  hyjiocrisy  should  be 
found  in  any  of  us,  jireachers,  leaders,  or 
followers,  but  let  us  go  on  unto  jierfec- 
tion,  as  the  ajiostle  says,  Hebrews  t>:  1. 
“Not  laying  again  the  foundation  of  rc- 
jientance  IVom  de.ad  works,  and  of  truth 
toward  God,  of  the  doctrine  of  bajitisms, 
ami  of  laving  on  of  hands,  and  of  resur- 
rection of  the  dead,  and  of  eternal  judg 
ment.’’  “ For  it  is  imjiossible  for  those 
who  were  once  enlightened,  .and  have 
tasted  of  the  heavenly  gifts,  and  xverc 
made  jiart.akc'i's  of  thelMy  Glu>st.  ami 
ha;  e tasted  the  good  w ord  of  God.  ami 
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the  powers  of  the  world  to  come,  if  they 
shall  fall  away,  to  renew  them  again  unto 
repentance;  seeing  they  crucify  to  them- 
selves the  Son  of  God  afresh,  and  jiut 
him  to  .an  open  shame.”  It  seems  there 
are  a great  m.any  men  in  these  perilous 
times  who  have  been  entangled  with  the 
garb  of  imjierfection,  and  h.ave  fallen 
aw'.ay  from  the  truth,  and  as  S.atan  him- 
self is  transformed  into  an  angel  of  light, 
so  they  also  are  as  the  apostle  s.ays,  “Trans- 
formed as  the  ministers  of  righteousness 
whose  end  sh.all  be  according  to  their 
w'orks.” 

Dear  reader,  all  tnic  Christians  must 
not  have  fellowship  or  communion  with 
such  persons.  Thej^  have  not  the  true 
epistle  of  Christ  w ritten  in  their  licarts, 
and  if  so,  we  must  take  them  as  unbe- 
lievers. We  read  iu2  Cor.  6:  14.  “He  ye 
not  unequally  yoked  together  with  unbe- 
lievers: for  what  fellow'shiji  h.ath  right- 
eousness W'ith  unrighteousness?  and  w'hat 
communion  hath  light  w'lth  darkness? 
.and  what  concord  hath  Christ  w ith  Heli- 
al?  or  what  jiart  hath  he  that  believeth 
with  an  infidel?  and  wh.at  agreement  hath 
the  temjile  of  God  w ith  idols?  for  ye  are 
the  temjile  of  the  living  God;  as  God  hath 
s.aid,  I will  dw'ell  in  them,  and  w'.alk  in 
them;  and  I will  be  their  God,  and  they 
shall  be  my  jieojile.” 

Theajiosrie  Peter  exhorts  the  elders  of 
the  church,  saying,  “P'eed  the  Hock  of 
God  which  is  .among  you,  biking  the  over- 
sight thereof,  not  by  constraint  but  will- 
ingly;  not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a re.ady 
mind;  neither  .as  being  lords  over  God’s 
heritage,  but  being  ensamjiles  to  the  flock. 
And  when  the  chief  shejiherd  shall  aj> 
jiear,  ye  sh.all  receive  a crown  of  glory 
th.at  f.adcth  not  aw'ay.”  O,  xvh.at  a glori- 
ous jiromise.  O th.at  the  Sjiirit  of  God 
m.ay  so  richly  dw  ell  in  our  hearts  that  w e 
maybe  led  to  be  the  true  ensamjiles:  or 
that  w'e  may  manifestly  be  declared  as  the 
ejiistle  of  Christ,  ministered  by  Christ 
.ami  the  apostles,  written  in  our  hearts 
with  the  Sjiirit  of  the  living  God.  Hut 
how'  often  do  we  hear  the  remark  made  by 
some  brother  or  sister  in  the  church,  that 
this  family  or  that  minister  or  deacon  tol- 
erates such  things  in  their  families,  and 
w'hymay  not  we  have  them.  Hrethren 
and  sisters,  these  things  ought  not  so  to 
be,  for  remarks  of  this  kind  are  not  god- 
liness. The  Sjiirit  of  God  does  not  jironijit 
the  mind  to  such  vain  thoughts.  Neither 
does  it  induce  a man  to  allow  such  things 
as  m:iy  Vie  a stumbling  block  to  others, 
ami  cause  them  to  be  grieved  and  wouml- 
*'d.  He  an  offense  to  no  man.  “Hut  if 
thy  brother  be  grieved  with  thy  meat, 
now  walkest  thou  not  charitably.  De- 
stroy not  him  with  thy  meat,  for  whom 
Christ  died.  Let  not  then  your  good  he 
evil  spoken  of.”  Horn.  14:  15.  l.ove  re- 
quires us  to  abstain  from  such  things  as 
may  injure  others.  “It  is  good  neither  to 
eat  flesh,  nor  drink  wine,  nor  anything 
whereby  thv  brother  stumVileth,  or  is  ot- 


’ended,  or  is  made  w'eak.”  Duty  requires 
us  to  abstain  from  indulgences  w'hich  lead 
others  to  sin,  injure  their  character,  hin- 
der their  usefulness,  jircvent  their  enjoy- 
ment and  endanger  their  souls.  “Dearly 
leloved,  I Viescech  you,  as  strangers  and 
pilgrims,  abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  which 
w'ar  against  the  soul;  having  your  con- 
versation honest  among  the  Gentiles: 
that  w'hereas  they  sjieak  .against  you  .as 
evil-doers,  they  may  by  your  good  works, 
which  they  shall  Viehold,  glorify  God  in 
the  day  of  visibition.”  1 Peter  2:  11,  12. 
“Ahvays  bearing  .about  in  the  bwly  the 
dying  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  the  life  al- 
so of  Jesus  might  be  made  m.anifest  in 
our  body.  “For  w'e  which  live  are  .always 
delivered  unto  death  for  Jesus’  sake,  that 
the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made  man- 
ifest in  our  mortal  flesh.”  2 Cor.  4:  10,  11. 

If  W'e  lead  a holy  ami  jiious  life,  as  did 
Jesus;  a life  devoted  to  Go<l,  sustained  by 
Him,  and  which  will  be  fimilly  made  tri- 
umjihant  in  .a  glorious  resurrection  over 
all  evils.  This  life  should  be  made  man- 
ifest, or  be  clearly  exhibiUsl  to  all  men. 
Such  a life  is  the  ejiistle  of  Christ  w’ritten 
“with  the  Sjiirit  of  the  living  God,”  in 
fleshly  tables  of  the  heart,  “known  .and 
read  of  all  men.”  For  we  commend  not 
ourselves  .again  unto  you,  but  give  you  oc- 
casion to  glorify  on  our  behalf,”  give  just 
ground  of  commending  us  .as  true  and 
faithful  servants  of  CJirist,  “that  ye  may 
liave  somewhat  to  answ'cr  them  w hich  glo- 
ry in  ajijiearance,  and  not  in  heart.” 
“Wherefore  I beseech  you  be  ye  follow- 
ers of  me.”  1 Cor.  4:  Iti.  ^I'lius  we  see 
that  we  are  commanded  every  w'^ere  to  Ik; 
followers  of  theteachings  ami  <loctrines  ol 
the  ajiostles  and  be  so  led  by  the  Sjiirit  of 
God,  that  through  the  whole  of  our  lives 
W'e  m.ay  show  forth  .a  good  examjde  be- 
fore all  men,  that  they  m.ay  behold  our 
good  works  and  thereby  confess  that  we 
are  the  true  ejiistle  of  Christ.

As  there  ara  several 
differently  sha])ed  cliaracters  now  in  use 
among  the  friends  of  the  patent  note  sys- 
tem, the  question  now  arises  which  of 
these  kinds  shall  be  used.  W^e  heartily 
Avelcome  the  proposition  thus  to  unite  iqi- 
on  one  uniform  set  of  cliaracters;  and 
while  we  agree  with  the  Musical  Million 
tliat  it  makes  no  difference  whose  system 
we  decide  ujion  so  that  we  all  have  tlie 
same  one,  our  jireferences  are  decidedly 
in  favor  of  Funk’s,  and  that  for  the  fol- 
lowing reason:  It  is  our  opinion  that 

Funk’s  characters. are  more  extensively  in 
use  than  any  of  the  others.  It  is  used  in 
the  various  musical  jmblications  of  .Joseph 
Funk’s  Sons,  and  Tveubush  A Kieffer, 
which  have  an  extensive  circulation  over 
a large  jiortion  of  the  L’^uited  States,  and 
also  in  Canada;  they  are  also  used  in  the 
Brethren’s  Hymn  ami  Tune  Book  and  in 
the  Philharmonia,  jmblished  by  ourselves, 
which  has  already  an  extensive  circula- 
tion. Now  by  adojiting  these  notes,  it 
would  be  accomplished  in  a much  short- 
er time  and  Avith  a great  deal  more  ease, 
and  at  a much  less  exjiense  to  the  pub- 
lishers Avho  already  have  these  ty])e.  The 
prejudices  against  the  patent  note  system 
seem  to  be,  to  some  extent,  dying  out, 
and  so  they  ought.  The  ease  Avith  Avliich 
jiujiils  learn  to  read  character  notes  ought 
to  recommend  them  at  once  to  the  favor 
of  every  luqirejudiced  and  rellecting  mind. 
ITogress  and  improvement  in  the  art  of 
learning  and  teaching  singing  is  certain- 
ly no  less  timely,  than  in  any  other  art  or 
science.

MauyAvhom 
I desired  to  visit  1 could  not  owing  to  time 
and  circumstances. 

1 attended  the  Conference,  which  was  the 
object  of  my  visit.  I was  ideased  with  the 
counsel  of  the  Conference,  and  to  its  actions 
I can  say  yea  and  amen.  All  the  bishojis, 
ministers,  and  deacons  present  were  one  in 
sentiment.  All  expressed  a determination  to 
stand  ou  the  sure  foundation,  which  is  .Tesus 
Christ.  The  comdusions  arrived  at  were  to 
stand  by  the  decisions  of  former  conferences. 
The  reiiuest  was  made  that  a minister  or  dea- 
con be  sent  from  every  church  or  district  to 
future  Conferences.

prices.  We  avouUI  be  very  glad  to  have  more 
of  the  brethren  and  friends  come  and  settle 
with  us.  If  there  arc  any  coming  who  are 
unacquaiuterl  here,  they  can  stop  at  Peabody, 
and  imiuirc  for  Henry  llornbcrger;  he  lives  *1 
miles  north  of  Peabody;  and  if  any  Avill  let 
him  knoAv  Avheu  they  Avill  be  there  he  Avill  try 
and  meet  them.  But  let  us  not  forget  to  thank 
our  Heavenly  Father  for  his  goodness  and 
mercy,  for  every  good  gift  cometh  from  God, 
and  if  he  avouUI  AvithdraAv  his  merciful  hand 
fi'om  us  AVC  could  do  nothing.  He  says,  “If 
ye  have  faith  that  we  could  remove  moun- 
tains and  have  not  charity,  it  Avill  avail  us 
nothing.”  Let  us  examine  ourselves  closely 
for  it  seems  imiiossible  to  be  a neAV  born  babe 
in  Christ  Avithout  cliarity.  Dear  brothers  and 
sisters,  let  us  not  deceive  our.selves  Avith  only 
an  outward  confession,  but  let  us  be  earnest 
in  prayer  to  God  that  avc  may  receive  the 
sjiirit  of  adoption,  that  Avhen  avc  pray  avc  can 
say  Abba-Father.

The  Secretary  of  the  Relief  Committees  is- 
sued orders  on  the  Treasurer  to  the  amount 
of  $12,418.00,  Avhieh  closes  the  account. 

In  the  evening  session  the  fact  was  i»rc- 
sented,  that  Uiough  those  who  had  received 
the  means  from  the  Committee  to  provide 
themselves  with  houses,  cattle  and  farming 
implements,  were  probably  able  to  help  them- 
selves from  this  time  forward,  it  would  not  do 
to  withdraw  all  aid  from  the  Canton  church, 
as  there  are  widows,  orjdians,  infirm  and  oth- 
erwise disabled  persons,  who  cannot  supifort 
themselves,  and  for  the  entire  suiiport  of 
Avhom  the  church  also,  without  outside  help, 
is  as  yet  too  weak. 

For  the  purpose  of  meeting  this  demand 
without  making  each  time  a special  collection, 
it  was  proposed:  That  inasmuch  as  a large 

amount  of  the  money  received  was  given  as 
gift,  notes  should  be  taken  from  the  Canton 
church  for  the  full  amounts,  (the  same  as  in 
the  case  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  for  the 
passage  money),  and  that  of  these  notes,  the 
amount  needed  to  cover  the  loaned  money, 
should  be  sent  to  the  persons  who  gave  mon- 
ey as  loans,  and  the  balance,  which  is  gift 
money,  should  be,  as  soon  ns  paid  in  by  those 
who  first  received  it,  used  again  for  those 
still  in  need.  That  in  this  way  a standing 
fund  would  be  formed  through  which  the 
Tiecdy  could  from  time  to  time  be  helped, 
lint  this  j)lan  could  not  be  adopted  for  the 
rca.son  that  many  of  those  who  gave,  directed 
that  their  money  should  be  used  where  most 
needed  and  there  remain  without  any  jn-ovis- 
ion  for  its  being  used  in  this  w’ay  a second 
time,  and  the  rule  of  the  Committee  is  to  use 
all  money  in  occordance  with  the  design  of 
the  giver.  It  was,  however,  deemed  advisa- 
ble to  publish  this  proj)osal  with  this  rej)orl,

We  have  time  to  i 
pray,  time  to  think,  lime  to  commune 
Avith  Him,  and  w'e  may  Avell  remember  i 
that  in  lonely  places,  in  deseids  far  from  i 
human  habitation,  God  often  reveals  him- 
self to  the  sons  of  men  in  w'ays  unknown  ; 
to  those  who  crowd  the  busy  haunts  of 
human  life. 

It  w'as  in  the  wilderness  that  those  fires 
glowed  within  the  breast  of  John  the 
IJaptist,  Avhiehmadc  him,  when  he  came 
forth,  a burning  and  a shining  light.  It 
Avas  in  the  Avildeniess  that  Elijah  gained 
strength  and  courage,  and  held  commun- 
ion w'ith  his  Maker.  It  W'as  on  the  lone 
Isle  of  Ratmos  that  John  saAV  visions  of

departed  into  a mountain  to  j>ray.  So  we, 
too,  may  find  fresh  labors  aAvaiting  u.s, 
even  Avhen  we  seek  to  be  in  solitude  with 
God;  butAvhile  every  hour  and  opportu- 
nity should  be  .iiiiju-oved,  the  ojiportunity 
for  I’cst  must  not  be  neglected.  Our  souls 
must  be  held  calm  and  self-centred  in  the 
])i-eseiu-e  of  our  Master,  and  we  must  rise 
above  the  confusion  and  clamor  of  the 
Avorld,  and  even  of  Christians  around  us, 
listening  to  the  inw'ard  leadings  of  the. 
Holy  Ghost,  and  communing  Avith  Christ 
through  his  w'ritten  AVord,  and  thus  pre- 
paring ourselves  for  a\  ider  ami  mo.-e  ef- 
fective service  in  our  M.-ister's  eausc. — 
7Vtc  Christian.

“The  road  soon  becomes  dreaiy  enough, 
running  among  white,  de.solaf^hills,  and 
Avild,  rugged  valleys,  Avithout  a tree  or 
shrul),  or  even  a green  grass  tuft.  It 
Avoufd  l>e  almost  insuppoilable,  were  it 
not  for  the  associations,  and  .a  certain 
s])ice  of  danger — just  enough  to  keep  up 
the  attention.  Here  and  there  the  gleam 
of  a match-lock  catches  the  eye  behind 
some  projecting  rock,  or  a tufted  s]*oar  is 
seen  winding  suspiciously  round  the 
shoulder  of  a hill.” 

The  road  is  a mere  bridle  path  noAV, 
running  tlirough  the  dry  bed  of  mountain 
torrents,  then  winding  around  the  sides  of 
the  mounhiin  and  skirting  along  the  edge 
of  dizzy  precipices.  It  is  only  ro.amed 
oA'er  by  wandering  Arabs;  and  unpro- 
tected travelers  are  sure  to  fall  “among 
thieves,”  as  liappened  b)  a “certain  man” 
who  “went  dowm  from  .Terusalem  to  Jeri- 
cho,” in  the  days  of  our  Savior. 

We  stopped  at  noon  to  lunch  and  rest 
at  the  ruins  of  an  old  Khan,  once  ])cr- 
<‘hance  an  inn,  like  that  to  w'hich  “the 
Good  Samaritan”  took  his  wounded 
“neighbor,”  Avhere  he  left  him  in  charge 
of  “the  host,” 

One  of  the  most  interesting  points  con- 
nected with  this  journey  is  the  view’  it 
affords  of  “the  brook  Cherith;”  Avhere  the 
prophet  FIlijah  Avas  fed  by  ravens  Avhile 
the  famine  raged  through  the  coast  of  Is- 
r.ael,  as  Ave  read  in  1 Kings  17  : 1 — 7.  I 
liad  alw’ays  ])ictured  to  myself  a solitary, 
shady  glen  iis  the  scene  of  that  remarka- 
ble incident  in  the  prophet’s  experience. 
'I'hen  my  fancy  has  beiui  Avont  to  locate 
the  man  of  God  in  his  loneliness,  se.ated 
beneath  his  sheltering  tree,  on  the  pleas- 
ant bank  of  some  murmuring  brook.  Rut 
how  different  from  all  this  w as  the  actual 
reality  as  verified  by  the  scene  here  pi’c- 
sentedl  In  the  very  wildest  part  of  this 
Avild  region  is  a deep  mountain  gorge.

And  then  how  easily  God  can  pro- 
vide for  the  yv  ants  oi  his  people,  AAdien 
he  thus  hides  them!  If  Ave  had  looked 
down  into  that  Avild  gorge  and  had  been 
told  that  God  Avas  going  to  hide  Elijah 
there  for  inonths,  Ave  might  hax’e  said, 
“Very  good  indeed,  as  a hiding  jdace. 
The  ]>roj)het  Avill  be  safe  enough  there. 
No  one  Avould  ever  think  of  looking  for  a 
human  being  in  such  a scene  of  unreliev- 
ed desolation.  Rut  Iioaa’  can  he  live 
there?”  To  us  this  would  have  been  an 
insupenible  difficulty.  Rut  to  our  coa'c- 
nant  God  nothing  is  difficult.  Almighty 
in  j)OAVcr  and  infinite  in  resources,  he  can 
never  be  .at  a loss  to  carry  out  his  purpos- 
es, Look  .at  the  r.avcns  at  Cherith,  bring- 
ing food  to  Elijah,  nuirning  by  morning, 
and  evening  by  evening,  and  Avluit  a strik- 
ing illustration  aa'c  have  here  of  that 
sweet  promise,  “!My  God  sh.all  supply  all 
your  needs  .according  to  his  riches  in  glo- 
ry in  Christ  J(*sus.” — J!r.  Tl.  Newton  in 
/S.  /S.  World.

THE  HI  RLE  IN  SCHOOLS. 

The  Advance,  in  discussing  the  ques- 
tion about  the  Rihle  in  schools,  contends 
that  there  is  no  good  re.ason  why  God’s 
Rook  should  be  singled  out  for  exclu- 
sion from  our  common  schools.  It  fur- 
ther says:  “That  jmblic  institutions  must 

lie  kept  utterly  free  from  the  interferenco 
of  sectarianism  no  one  insists  more 
strenuously  th.an  we  do;  but  that,  in  order 
to  do  this,  wo  must  paganize  ourselves, 
and  publicly  disoAvn  the  authority  of  God, 
and  m.akc  the  be.stof  all  books — the  one 
to  Avhich  as  a nation  Ave  confessedly  oAve 


so  much — a peculiar,  forbidden  book  in 
our  schools,  is  what  W'e  deny.” 

This,  it  Fcems  to  us,  is  striking  the  nail 
right  on  the  head  in  this  matter.  It  would 
be  a sad  spectacle  to  see  the  only  source 
of  religious  instruction  shut  out  from  the 
spheres  of  the  elementary  training  of  our 
children,  simply  because  there  is  a diver- 
sity of  opinion  about  some  of  the  peculi- 
arities of  its  teaching.  This  is  paying  a 
little  too  high  for  the  seebspirit.  As  well 
might  Jesus  have  been  excluded  from  tlie 
villages  through  which  He  journeyed  as 
a Teacher,  because  some  said  He  was  Eli- 
as, and  others,  th.at  He  Avas  John  the  Bap- 
tist or  one  of  the  prophets;  or  the  great 
Apostle  h.avo  been  silenced  as  a preacher, 
because  m.any  having  turned  away  from 
“The  Truth,”  said,“I  am  of  Paul,  and  I of 
Apollos,  and  I ofCeph.as.” 

Ry  all  means  let  tlie  Bible  be  in  our 
common  schools,  where  the  people  wish 
it,  .as  bigotry  for  a foi’ccd  exclusion  of  the 
book,  is  as  truly  bigotry,  as  xvould  be 
jn.anifested  by  an  effort  for  its  forced  ad- 
inission.  Let  the  Catholic  teacher  read 
from  his  Douay  version,  if  he  chooses — 
for  tlie  moral  laxv  is  the  same  tliere,  and 
let  the  JeAvish  teacher  read  from  “jVIoses 
.and  the  Prophets”  if  ho  will — they  all 
teach  righteousness  alike,  only  let  not  the 
teachers  become  sectarian  jireachers,  but 
bring  to  bear  upon  the  minds  Avhicli  tliey 
.ai’o  educating,  those  trutlis,  Avhich  lie 
back  of  all  sectari.an  formulas  aiul  fan- 
cies, and  Avhich,there  is  not  any  real  Chris- 
tian Avho  Avould  not  far  rather  see  taught 
as  a ]>art  of  our  public  educ.ation,  than 
smothered  under  denominational  differ- 
ences.— Chr.  lief.

IMan  is  not 
exempt  from  this  universal  laiv  of  change; 
he  must  either  retroga<le  or  go  forward. 
This  life  is  but  the  vestibule  of  an  immor- 
tal life  beyond  this  vale  of  ivoe. 

Are  onr  liearts  prc}>ared  for  the  final 
cliange  when  onr  souls  shall  leave  this 
tenement  of  clay?  If  not,  “Noav  is  the 
acce])ted  time,  now  is  the  day  of  salva- 
tion.” God’s  mercy  to  sinners  does  not 
extend  beyond  the  grave.  In  Rev.  10,  we 
read  of  a mighty  angel  which  came  dow  n 
from  heaven,  and  stood  with  his  right  foot 
upon  the  sea  and  his  left  foot  nj)on  the 
earth,  and  that  he  lifte<l  up  his  hand  to 
heaven  and  swore  by  him  that  livetli  for- 
ever and  ever,  tliat  there  should  be  time 
no  longer.

The  farmer  has  summer  Avork  to  do 
th.at  is  as  important  as  the  j)low’ing  and 
seed-soAving  of  S2»ring,  and  as  essential  as 
they  to  the  autumn  harvest.  The  groAV- 
ing  crops  arc  to  be  cultured,  the  Aveeds 
eradicated,  noxious  insects  removed — | 
eveiything  done,  in  short,  to  foster  a 
sturdy  and  productive  growth. 

There  is  a sumnier  Avoi-k  to  be  done  in 
s])iritnal  husbandry.  It  is  not  enough 
that  new  converts  be  introduced  into  tlie 
church.  They  must  be  traiue<l  up  into 
stahv'art  Christian  chai'acter.  The  Avork 
of  culture  is  equally  im2)Ort.ant  Avith  the 
AVOrk  of  seed-soAving  no  less  in  si)iritual 
than  in  natural  husbandry.  The  church 
mistakes  grievously  t,hat  neglects  to  train 
the  converts  that  have  been  gathered  in. 
Full  fruitage  never  comes  immediately 
upon  seed-soAving.  “First  the  blade,  then 
the  ear,  after  that  the  full  corn  in  the  ear” 
— but  that  same  “full  corn”  represents 
not  simi)ly  the  seed  dro2>|»ed  in  faith  into 
the  rece2)tive  so.il,  but  also  the  days  of 
culture  and  care  that  have  been  bestOAved 
112)011  it. 

There  is  another  vicAV  of  this  same  mat- 
ter. Is  there  any  reason  Avhy  Christian 
: wmrk  should  cease,  or  go  haltingly  any 
more  in  summer  than  in  Avinter?  It  by 
, no  means  folloAvs  that  the  gos2>el  cannot 
be  2)reached  as  2)lainly  and  Avairraly  as  at 
, any  other  season.  It  by  no  means  fol- 
I loAVS  that  individual  Christians  cannot  do 
i Christian  work  with  their  unconverted 
friends  as  AA^ell  in  July  as  in  January.  It 
' by  no  means  follows  that  a sinner  cannot 
rc2)ent  when  the  thermometer  is  high  as 
W'ell  as  when  it  is  low,  or  that  the  ques- 
1 tion  of  tenqierature  has  anything  to  do 


Avith  the  duty  of  an  immediate  surrender. 
to^Christ. 

In  a Avord,  Avhy  should  there  not  be 
summer  w'ork  for  Christ  and  his  kingdom 
e<2ually  Avith  Avinter  work?  Hrethrcn,  let 
not  our  hands  be  slack,  though  the  Umi- 
2)Crature  rises.  The  Holy  Ghost  is  not 
confined  to  seasons.  As  the  deAV  distils 
from  these  starlit  summer  skies,  so  may 
his  2)resence  refresh  ns,  turning  many  :i 
moral  Avilderness  into  a fruitful  field.- —

Hundreds  of  pi-ofessing 
Christians  try  vain  to  exercise  faith 
because  a fleshly  lust,  a worldly  love,  a 
besetting  sin,  or  a popular  habit,  has  en- 
throned itself  in  the  heart.  Faith,  in  such 
(aises,  is  an  impossibility.  Yea,  the  very 
effort  to  exercise  it,  while  the  idol  is  re- 
served, is  a bold  insult  to  God,  Heware, 
young  disciples,  how  you  f;ill  into  this 
sin.  Write  it  on  your  heart  with  a ])cn 
of  iron,  that  all  sin  must  be  brought  as  a 
sacrifice  devoted  to  destruction,  whenever 
you  draw  near  (»od.  Say,  with  I )avid,  “7/ 
I reyard  iniquity  in  my  heart  the  Lord 
will  not  hear 

Faith  is  called  '■'■The  substance  of\ 
thinys  hoped  for, the  evidence  ofthinys 
not  seenf  th.-rt  is,  by  faith  W'e  confident- 
ly ex])cct  to  enjoy  the  eternal  blessings 
for  which  we’  hope,  and  feel  an  assured 
conviction  of  the  existence  of  spiritual 
and  unseen  things. 

Hence  it  is  an  important  ])art  of  the 
Operation  of  faith  to  surround  the  mind 
w ith  vivid  images  of  s[>iritual  and  eternal 
things.  The  mind,  through  such  a faith, 
will  apprehend  eternity  as  a reality,  not 
as  a mere  fancy — as  a glorious  substance, 
not  as  a fitful  shatlow^  Faith  must  see. 
Jesus  standing  at  the  right  hand  of  God; 
it  must  behold  its  mansion  jn-epared  amt 
ready;  its  robe  and  crowm  “laid  up.”  It 
must  listen  to  the  song  of  the  redeemed, 
a;ul  bring  the  w’holO  scene,  as  far  .as  re- 


vealed, so  close  to  the  mind  as  to  be  con- 
scious of  only  a slight  veil  betw^cen  itself 
and  glory.  Every  rev'caled  fact  must  be- 


come living  and  real  to  the  mind — as  vis- 
ible and  tangible  to  the  eye  and  ear  <3l 
faith  as  terrestial  things  :ire  to  the  senses 
or  the  body. 

Think  not,  young  Christian,  that  such 
a realization  of  S}»iritual  tilings  is  impos- 
sible. Elisha’s  faith  saw  the  angels  of 
(4od  keejiing  faithful  xvatcli  around  him 
in  their  fire  ch.ariots.  Stephen,  the  first 
of  the  noble  army  of  Christian  martyrs, 
could  exclaim:  ^^Jlehold  I see  the  heav- 
ens opened  and  the  Son  of  Alan  stand- 
in  y at  the  riyht  hand  of  Godf  Glori- 
ous vision ! Would  that  it  w^ere  ever  pres- 
ent to  the  faith  of  the  modern  choi-ch. 

When  the  world  of  glory  is  thus  real- 
ized by  faith,  the  believer  is  wmmlerfully 
stimulated  and  sustained  in  fighting  the 
battles  of  salvation.  He  can  keep  this 
world  under  his  feet,  because  h(j  sees  abet- 
ter within  his  reach.  He  c.an  resist  tempta- 
tion because  he  is  conscious  of  his  Sav- 
ior’s presence.  He  can  feel  raptiu’cs  of 
love,  because  the  lover  of  his  soul  is  ever 
visible  in  all  his  transcendent  loveliness. 
He  can  maintain  a habit  of  prayer,  be- 
cause he  is  sure  that  his  petitions  are  wel- 
come in  the  court  of  heaven.  O,  it  is  <a 
blessed  and  profitable  thing  to  realize 
eternity! 

Hut  let  me  a.ssure  you,  young  di.sciple, 
that  this  operation  of  faith  is  not  gained 
W'ithout  eflort.  Years  of  worldly  living 
have  habituated  you  to  a life  of  sight.  Your 
mind  has  been  a camera  ohscura  on 
which  none  but  sensible  images  h.ave  been 
jiainted.  This  habit  is  hard  to  be  over- 
come. Sensible  things  surround  you. 
They  easily  affect  you.  They  make  .strong 
a[)peals  for  your  undivided  attentions. 

Effort  then,  1 rejicat  is  needful.  You 
must  have  seasons  for  silent  meditation. 
You  must  read  what  is  revealed  concern- 
ing eternity,  and  let  your  mind  dwell  on 
the  statements  of  the  Hible  until  they  are 
felt  to  be  realities.  Let  the  Hible  lead 
your  mind  to  heaven.  Hlace  yourself 
among  its  splendors  and  glories.  \ ield 
yourself  up  to  the  emotions  which  they 
excite.  Study  them, until  your  .soul  flutters 
its  w'ings  as  if  ready  for  its  instant  flight, 
.and,  w'hile  yet  in  the  body,  inspires  the 
spirit  for  its  future  home.  Do  this,  .-ind 
when  you  go  forth  to  busy  life,  carry 
these  images  wdth  you.  Speak  of  them 
to  your  religious  friends,  and  you  will 
learn  to  say  habitually —

LAWS  AND  POLITY  OF  THE  JEWS 

I’itlNCinLKS  OF  TIIK  JUDICIAL  LAW. 

The  judicial  .law  in  its  relative  effect 
upon  the  community,  affords  full  proof 
that  it  W'as  worthy  of  its  Divine  Author, 
and  calculated  to  promote  the  temporal 
as  well  as  the  eternal  welfare  of  the  jieo- 
ple.  The  chief  crime  forbidden  in  it  was 
idolatry.  This  was  punished  by  death, 
and  was  treated  as  a treasonable  offense, 
andiit  will  be  noticed  under  the  first  com- 
mandment. 

The  next  class  of  offenses  that  will  be 
noticed  here  are  those  against  the  sixth 
commandment, — murder  or  homicide.  Ac- 
cording to  the  early  practice  of  men,  the 
punishment  of  murder  was  usually  left  to 
the  friends  of  the  deceased,  who  proceed- 
ed upon  the  impulse  of  the  moment,  and 
sought  to  shed  blood  for  blood,  without 
reference  to  the  degree  of  malignity,  or 
due  inquiry  whether  it  was  accidental  or  a 
deliberate  act.  This  provoked  retaliation; 
and,  among  the  heathens,  we  find  deadly 
feuds  perpetrated,  as  ni  fact  they  were 
ev'en  until  i*eceut  times.  Here  the  law 
discriminated  aright.  Following  up  the 
patriarchal  code,  “ Whoso  sheddeth  man’s 
blood,  by  man  shall  his  blood  be  shed;  ’ it 
declared,  “If  a man  come  presumptuously 
upon  his  neighbor  to  slay  him  with  guile, 
thou  shalt  hike  him  fi'om  mine  altar  that 
he  may  die.”  Exod.  21:  14.  But  exami- 
nations were  made,  as  to  whether  there 
had  been  any  malice  between  the  parties. 
See  Num.  35.  By  that  remarkable  insti- 
tution of  the  cities  of  refuge,  which  were 
typical  of  Christ,  our  sure  refuge,  and 
also  were  directed  to  accomplish  an  im- 
portant object  of  legislation,  by  provid- 
ing for  the  due  trial  of  the  manslayer — 
the  murderer  was  not  protected.  Here 
Avas  a wide  difference  from  the  sanctua- 
ries of  the  he.ithens,  .and  of  p.apal  Koine. 
No  ideal  sanctity  w.as  attributed  to  the 
])lace,  to  delay  or  imi)cde  justice,  and  af- 
ford facility  for  atrocious  crime;  but  due' 
impiiry  Avas  secured,  and  the  murderer 
was  executed,  Avhile  the  inadvei’tent  hom- 
icide was  kept  there  under  protection. 

]Montes<iuieu  observes,  “These  laws  of 
Moses  were  perfectly  wise.  The  man 
Avho  involmitfirily  killed  another  Avas  in- 
nocent, but  he  was  obliged  to  be  taken 
away  from  before  the  eyes  of  the  relatives 
of  tlie  deceased.  IMoses,  therefore,  aji- 
pointed  an  asylum  for  such  unfortunate 
persons.  Great  criminals  deseiwed  not  a 
place  of  safety,  and  they  h.ad  none.  The 
criminals  who  would  resort  to  the  temple 
from  all  puts  might  disturb  the  Divine 
service.  If  ])ersons  who  had  committed 
manslaughter  had  been  driven  out  of  the 
country,  as  Avas  customary  among  the 
I Greeks,  there  Avas  reason  to  fear  they 
■ Avould  Avorship  strangft  gods.  All  those 
, considerations  made  them  eskiblish  cities 
C of  refuge,  where  they  might  remain  until 
the  dejvth  of  the  high  priest.”  Those  cit- 
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u's  wiTC  six  in  number,  Josli,  ‘20:  S;  Ke-  j 
(lesh,  Sheeliein,  and  llelirun,  on  tlie  one  | 
sitle  of  Jordan,  and  Jiezei',  liainetli,  ainl 
(4olan  on  llie  oilier;  so  that  one  of  them 
might  be  easily  reaelied  from  any  jiart  of 
the  land.  The  roads  to  them  Av  ere  always 
kept  in  good  reji.air,  bridges  were  ])rovid- 
ed,  and  way-marks  prevented  the  traveler 
from  mistaking  his  course. 

Not  only  the  life  of  man  was  thus  care- 
fully protected,  but  humanity  toward  an- 
imals was  enjoined,  and  the  eating  of 
blood  Avas  expressly  forbidden, even  to  the 
eager  hunter  after  wild  animals.  See  Le- 
vit.  17:  JO,  14,  This  tended  to  keep  up  a 
reverence  for  the  sacrifices  tlnit  typified 
the  ])reciou8  blood  of  Christ,  Avhich  clean- 
selli  from  all  sin. 

Inquiries  Avhich  did  not  affect  life  were 
treated  Avith  more  mercy  than  they  lire  in 
many  modern  codes.  Damages  to  eom- 
]>ensate,  or  retaliation  to  jmnish,  Avere  the 
expedients.  The  latter  law  Avas  enacted 
fr  pur|)oses  of  mercy,  though  the  Jcavs 
in  later  times  perverted  that  intent.  It 
ncA'er  Avas  designed  for  individuals  to  re- 
taliate on  their  own  account;  and  our  Sav- 
ior, Avhen  on  earth,  censured  this  ajiplica- 
cation,  showing  how  contrary  it  Avas  to 
the  duties  of  forbearance  and  forgiveness. 
jNIatt.  5:  38, 

Imjiurity  of  CA  Cry  kind  was  to  be  jmn- 
ished  Avith  death.  Here  Avas  a Avide  dif- 
ference from  the  laAvs  of  the  heathens, 
Avho  treated  such  offenses  as  A'cnial,  or  of 
no  importance.  The  JcAvish  law  strictly 
maintained  conjugal  and  domestic  hap- 
jiiness.  Graves  Avell  says,  “A  system 
so  favorable  to  the  interests  of  virtue,  and 
restraining  so  poAverfully,  and  yet  so  ju- 
diciously, the  excesses  of  passion;  a sys- 
tem introduced  at  that  early  period,  in  an 
1‘lastern  climate,  and  .amongst  a peojile 
accustomed  to  be  irresistibly  led  by  ob- 
jects of  sense,  had  a higher  origin  than 
mere  human  Avisdom;  and  to  secure  sub- 
mission to  its  restraints,  requireil  an  in- 
lerference  more  jiowerful  than  mere  hu- 
man authoiaty.” 

I’resumptuous  disobedience,  Avhether 
against  the  magistrate  or  the  parent, 
(Dent.  17:  12.)  was  puaislual  Avith  death: 
it  was  treason  under  the  system.  As  to 
disobedience  toAvard  jiarents,  the  Iuavs  of 
tlie  he.athens  gave  fathers  arbitrary  jiow- 
er  over  their  children;  they  might  ])ut 
them  to  death,  or  sell  them  for  slaves, 
with  or  Avithout  reason,  at  their  own  Avill. 
Not  so  the  yirovisions  of  the  JcAvish  law: 
ciiuse  must  be  shoAvm,  and  the  death,  if 
deserved,  was  to  bo  solemnly  and  legally 
inflicted.  Deut.  2 1 : 18-21.  There  is,  in- 
deed, no  record  that  any  such  case  actu- 
ally occurred.  Possibly  the  dread  of  the 
l»unishnient  might  hav'e  proved  a sufficient 
restraint. 

Offenses  against  the  property  of  others 
were  forbidden  by  tlie  eighth  command- 
ment. Here  the  Mosaic  law^  Avas  far  mild- 
er than  those  of  ancient  or  modern  laAV- 
givers.  No  Injury  against  property  Avas 


punished  by  the  death  of  the  offender. 
Surelv  the  Jewish  Iivaa'^  adjusted  its  ])un- 
ishments  more  suitably  to  the  real  degree 
of  dc'pravity  than  some  modern  codes, 
which  permit  attrocious  instances  of  mor- 
al guilt  to  ]iass  with  trivial  jmnishments, 
or  none  at  all,  Avhile  they  inflict  ignomin- 
ious de.ath  xijion  slight  invasions  of  prop- 
erty, Avhich  in  the  Jewish  laAV  Avere  pun- 
ished by  the  requirement  of  restitution,  or 
by  a fine. 

In  jiassing  from  the  consideration  of 
those  heavier  crimes  that  more  directly 
affect  the  Avell-being  of  society,  to  others 
wherein  projierty  is  the  object  immedi- 
ately in  view,  Ave  may  .seem  to  be  descend- 
ing to  matters  of  less  importance;  but  in 
reality  they  are  not  such.  The  distribu- 
tion of  property  has  much  to  do  Avith  the 
general  happiness  and  Avelfare  of  a j»eo- 
ple;  and  in  a state  of  society  Avhich  does 
not  possess  the  means  of  self-adjustment. 
In  the  early  states  of  society  there  Avas 
more  necessity  for  this  direct  system  of 
enactment  than  there  is  at  the  present 
day.  In  those  ancient  n.ation.s,  where  the 
welfare  of  the  loAver  classes  Avas  consid- 
ered to  be  an  object  of  care,  there  Avere 
legislativ'c  proA’isions  in  their  behalf.  Hut 
these  Averc  at  best  imperfect.  In  Home, 
the  attempts  to  secure  the  balance  only 
tended  to  promote  civil  discord.  At 
Spiu'ta,  they  caused  the  creation  of  a still 
more  degraded  race---their  slaves,  or  he- 
I lots;  and  instead  of  inducing  their  citizens 
to  be  contented,  they  eagerly  devoted 
themselves  to  Avarfare,  and  thus  caused 
the  destruction  of  their  OAvn  institutions. 

The  Hook  of  Numbers  has  especial  ref- 
erence to  the  inheribance  and  allotments  of 
the  tribes,  ch.  20:  53;  27:8,  etc.  A jtar- 
ticular  law  Avas  made  on  account  of  fe- 
male oiqihans;  and  though  the  JcAvish  tra- 
ditional Avritei's  say  th.atthe  laAV  was  made 
in  reference  to  that  period  .alone,  yet  the 
Christi.an  may,  as  a recent  author  has  ob- 
served, see  cause  to  attribute  to  this  law 
the  position  of  the  womet^  among  thelle- 
breAVS,  as  Avell  as  the  social  rank  Avhieh 
AA'oman  takes  in  all  the  countries  of  CJiris- 
tendom,  in  Avhich  the  Bible  is  knoAvn  and 
read,  as  compared  Avith  countries  that  are 
not  Christian.  And  the  position  of  avo- 
man  in  any  nation,  is  a \x*ry  clear  and  de- 
cided test  of  the  civilization  of  the  na- 
tion. 

A provision  w.as  m.ade  for  the  division 
of  the  promised  land,  .as  soon  as  the  na- 
tion came  into  possession.  Taking  the 
numher  of  the  families  .as  (50,000,  and  the 
area  of  Judea,  fertile  for  the  most  part, 
as  .at  le.ast  11,000,000  of  acres — some,  in- 
deed, think  it  to  hav'e  been  f.ar  larger, — 
after  all  necessary  deductions,  it  Avouhl 
leave  from  sixteen  to  tVAxnty-live  acres  to 
each  family.  This  portion  Avas  secured 
to  each  by  Avhat  might  be  tenned  an  agra- 
rian hiAAq  Avhieh  is  expressed.  Levit,  25: 
43. 

'rims  that  .arrangement  AV'as  m.ade  Avliich 
is  most  likely  to  promote  general  happi- 


]>ess,  namely,  to  place  .and  keep  all  in  a 
state  above  want,  and  yet  free  from  luxu- 
rious indolence.  Hut  this  state  was  not 
only  directed  by  the  exjiress  enactments 
of  the  laAV,  it  Avas  further  provided  for  and 
arranged  by  other  Avise  and  s.alutary  meas- 
ures, Avithout  Avhich  the  ilirect  jirecept 
AA'ould  have  been  of  little  avail.  Nor  Avas 
this  all;  the  hiAV  never  sought  to  stoji  the 
usual  course  of  Providence,  according  to 
Avhich,  Avhile  some  attain  jiroperty,  otliers 
lose,  or  vainly  struggle  to  gain.  'I'he 
poor  shall  never  cease  out  of  the  land. 
Deut.  15:  7-11.  It  Avas  eviilent  thiit  some 
Avouhl  hiiAc  to  Jiart  Avith  their  little  es- 
tates, and  others  be  able  to  acquire  adili- 
tions  to  their  oavu;  but  a jdan  of  self-ad- 
justment Avas  devised.  All  debts  AA’cre 
canceled  at  the  end  of  every  seventh  year; 
and  every  seventh  Sabbatical  ye.ar,  even 
land  reverted  to  its  original  oAvner  or  his 
descendants.  Fifty  years  Avas  the  time 
allotted,  beyond  Avhich  the  descendants  of 
the  original  jiossessor  could  luit  forteit  it. 
This  is  fully  stated  in  Leviticus,  chaji,  25. 

Hut  the  leveling  jirincijile  of  socialism 
Avas  equally  guarded  against,  I’rojierly 
in  houses  and  effects  aa'us  not  thus  {pro- 
tected; of  these,  a man  might  gain  jios- 
session  Avithout  limitation,  though  the 
adding  of  tiehl  to  field  in  order  to  dAvell 
alone  Avas  forbidden,  IIoav  long  these 
liabits  of  simjilicity  subsisted,  is  not  ex- 
jiressly  stated;  but  the  dejiarture  from 
them  Avas  evidently  one  of  the  causes  Avhy 
the  land  Avas  brought  under  the  Assyrian 
yoke — that  it  might  enjoy  its  Sabbaths, 
When  the  Sabbatical  year  Avas  forgotten, 
there  could  be  no  restitution  of  iidieri- 
tance.  2 Chron.  :U5:  2 1 . Yet  the  indeli- 
ble character  of  these  Iuavs  Avas  recognized 
to  the  last;  even  Avhen  Jerusalem  aa'us  be- 
trayed, the  jirojihet  Jeremiah,  then  in 
jirison,  became  a jiarty  to  a transaction  of 
this  nature  under  one  branch  of  these 
hiAvs — the  right  of  jire-einjition,  or  jiur- 
chasing  in  anticipation,  Avhieh  every  one 
jiossessed  in  the  land  of  his  kindred;  see 
Jer,  32.  So  long  as  these  arrangements 
continued,  there  seems  to  haAC  been  no 
facility  for  the  assumjitiou  of  jioAver  by 
others,  than  those  Avho  Avere  apjiointed  to 
be  their  leaders.  Deut.  29:  lo. 

Another  enactment  directed  the  daily 
jiayment  of  laborers.  Lev.  19:  13;  Dent. 
24:  14,  15.  See  Matt.  20:  H.  In  later 
times  this  Avas  neglected,  !ler.  22:  13; 
James  5:  4,  Esjiecual  consideratifin  Avas 
shown  to  the  feelings  of  the  jioor,  as  aaxH 
as  their  AA  iints,  as  GraA’os  remarks  on  Deut. 
24:  10,  “Wh(‘u  thou  dost  lend  thy  broth- 
er anything,  thou  sh.alt  not  go  into  his 
house  to  fetch  his  pledge.”  “No:  s.ays 
the  hiAAq  the  hovel  of  the  jioor  must  be  sa- 
cred as  a holy  asylum;  the  eye  of  scorn 
.and  the  foot  of  jiride  must  not  dare  to  in- 
trude; even  the  agent  of  mercy  must  not 
enter  it  abrujffly  and  unhid,  without  cou- 
sidting  the  feelings  of  its  Avretched  inhab- 
itants.” 

In  the  directions  respectijig  h.arvest,  a 
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irrasping  spirit  Avas  especially  forbidden. 
Deut.  24:  19-21;  Levit  19:  9,  10;  23:  22. 
All  these  provisions,  and  inany  more, 
Avent  to  guard  ag.ainst  a sjiirit  of  covet- 
ousness, and  to  foster  the  h.abit  of  readi- 
ness to  distribute.  This  tended  to  check 
the  desire  for  undue  acquisition;  and  sure- 
ly it  Avas  the  best  AV.ay  to  guard  against 
theft,  and  to  promote  the  observance  of 
the  tentli  commandment.  The  ninth 
commandment  Avas  no  less  jirotected  by 
these  enactments  concerning  jirojierty. 
The  chief  temjitations  to  falsehood  .and 
perjury  are  ever  found  in  connection  AAith 
(heft  and  covetousness. 

IloAV  far  more  simjile  and  forcible  Avere 
these  jireccjits  than  the  boasted  regula- 
tions of  Sji.ai-ta,  Avhich  have  been  highly 
iir.aised  by  many  Avorhlly  Avise  men,  Avhilst 
Ilesjiising  their  Bibles!  “Is  not  such  a 
scheme  of  government  (as  that  of  the 
JcAVs)  Avorthy  of  the  Divine  Author  to 
Avhom  it  is  ascribed?  And  does  not  its 
establishment  at  so  early  a period,  and 
.among  a jieojile  ajqiarently  so  incaji.able 
of  inventing  it,  attests  its  heavenly  origi- 
nal!” 


THE  SWEAKING  OF  OATHS. 


David  says,  “Who  shall  ascend  unto 
(he  hill  of  the  Lord?  or  Avho  shall  stand 
in  His  holy  jilace?  He  that  hath  clean 
hamls  and  a pure  heart;  Avho  hath  not 
lifted  uj)  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor  SAVorn 
deceitfully.  He  shall  reixive  the  blessing 
from  the  Lord,  and  righU'OUsness  from 
the  God  of  his  salvation.”  I*s.  24.  “Again 
ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  by 
them  of  old  time.  Thou  shalt  not  foi- 
sAvear  thyself,  but  shalt  jierform  unto  the 
Lord  thine  o.aths:  but  I say  unto  you, 
sAvear  not  at  all;  neither  by  heaven,  for  it 
is  God’s  throne;  nor  by  the  earth,  for  it 
is  His  footstool;  neither  by  Jerusalein,  for 
it  is  the  city  of  the  great  King;  neither 
shalt  thou  sAvear  by  thy  he.ad,  because 
thou  canst  not  make  one  hair  Avhite  or 
black;  but  let  your  communication  be. 
yea,  yea;  nay,  nay;  for  AAduilsoever  is  more 
than  these  conu'th  of  evil.  IMatt.  5:  33- 
:57.  Hut  above  all  things,  my  brethren, 
sAvear  not,  neither  by  heaven,  neither  by 
the  earth,  neither  by  any  other  oath:  but 
let  your  yea,  be  yea;  and  your  nay,  nay; 
lest  ye  fall  into  condemnation.  Jas.  5:  12. 

Those  words  of  DiiA'id,  (Mirist  and 
James  are  full  of  sjiirit  and  AA'isdeun,  yet 
not  yet  regarded  by  the  Avorld.  Lor  eve- 
ryAvhere  Ave  find  guilty  h.ands,  unclean 
hearts,  false  iloctrine,  faithlessness  and 
but  little  truth.  Yea,  it  has  come  to  this, 
among  the  children  of  men  that  tlu;  jne- 
cious  yea  and  nay  Avhi<-h  Avas  commanded 
of  the  Lord  himself  can  no  longer  be 
trusted.  Hut  nearly  everything  Avhi<-h  is 
transacted  Ix'fore  the  magistracy  must  be 
affirmed  by  an  oath,  although  the  Lord 
has  80  plainly  forbidden  the  SAvearing  ol 
oaths  to  all  Christians.  Matt.  5:  34. 


The  Scriptures  teach  tliat  Ave  should 
hear  Christ,  for  he  is  the  King  in  Jacob, 
Isa.  9:  7;  the  King  of  righteousness;  the 
Teacher  and  l*rophet  promised  of  God, 
Avho  hath  taught  us  the  Avord  of  the  Fa- 
ther, and  His  AVord  is  truth,  His  com- 
mandment, eternal  life.  Deut.  18:  15; 
Matt.  17:5;  Mark  9:  7;  Isa.  9:7;  Jer.  23: 

6;  33:  16;  Acts  3:  26;  Jn.  3: 17;  5:  46;  17: 

17;  12:  50. 

Inasmuch  .as  Ave  thus  confess  and  cor- 1 
dially  believe,  and  confess  that  no  emj)C- 
ror  or  king  may  rule  or  command  con- 
trary to  His  AA  ord,  since  He  is  the  head  of 
all  princes:  Ejih.  1:  21;  Col.  2:  10;  and 

is  the  King  of  all  kings,  Kev.  1:  5;  19: 16; 
and  that  unto  Him  every  knee  shall  boAAq 
Avhich  is  in  heaven,  in  earth,  or  under  the 
earth,  Phil.  2;  and  as  ho  has  jilainly  for- 
bidden us  to  sAvear,  and  pointed  us  to  yea 
and  nay,  alone,  therefore  it  is  that  we 
should  not  sAvear,  by  the  fear  of  God,  nor 
daresAvear,  though  the  Avorld  may  try  to 
imjjose  their  oaths  ujion  us,  by  not  going 
beyond  Avh.at  Christ  has  taught.  There- 
fore, from  Avhat  I have  learned  in  regard 
to  this  article,  by  the  grace  of  God,  I will 
shoAV  the  reader,  from  the  word  of  God, 
Avhat  the  Holy  Scrijitures,  at  clifferent 
times,  teach  and  imply  concerning  the 
sAA'caring  of  oaths.  L irst,  the  readei 
shmdd  observe  that  SAvearing  Avas  not  al- 
AA’ays  jiracticed  uniformly  among  the  jieo- 
jile  of  the  Lord.  Before  tlie  huv  the  fa- 
thers had  a custom  to  lay  their  hands  un- 
der the  thighs,  and  thus  swore  to  others, 
as  may  be  read  in  the  case  of  Abraham 
and  his  servant,  Gen.  24:  3;  and  in  the 
case  of  Jacob  and  his  son  Joseph,  Gen. 
47:  29-31;  Josejih  also  swore  by  the  life 
of  Pharaoh,  Gen.  42;  and  it  seems  th.at 
such  SAvearing  Avas  customary  among  the 
Egyptians. 

Secondly,  the  reader  should  observe 
that  Israel  Avas  bound  by  the  laAv  to  SAvear 
by  the  name  of  the  Lord,  au<l  to  kecj) 
their  oath,  as  Moses  s.ays,  “And  ye  shall 
not  sAvear  by  my  name  falsely,  neither 
shalt  thou  jirofane  the  name  of  thy  God. 

I .am  the  Lord,  Lev.  19:  12;  and  this  o.ath 
sidtles  all  disjiute  among  Israel,  E.v.  22. 
11;  Heb.  6:16. 

Thirdly,  it  shoidd  be  observed,  that 
Christ  Jesus  does  not,  in  the  NeAV  Testa- 
ment, jioint  his  discijiles  in  regard  to 
SAA'earing,  to  the  hiAV,  .as  in  the  imjieifect 
Avhich  idloAved  SAvearing— but  he  jioints 
us  noAV  from  the  hiAV  to  yea,  and  nay,  as 
in  the  jierfect,  and  sjieaks  thus,  “Ye  have 
heard  that  it  hath  been  said  by  them  of 
old  time,  (that  is,  to  the  fathers  under  the 
hiAV,  by  IMoses,)  thou  shalt  not  forswear 
thyself,  but  jperform  unto  the  Lord  thine 
oaths,  (that  is,  thou  sh.alt  SAvear  truly  .ami 
fullill  thine  oath):  but  I (Christ)  s:iy  unto 
Axm  (my  discijiles),  sAA^ar  not  at  all  (that 
‘is,  neither  truly  nor  falsely):  neither  by 
heaven,  for  it  is  God’s  throne;  nor  by  the 
earth,  for  it  is  his  footstool;  ncitherby  Je- 
rusalem, for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great 
King.  Neither  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy 


head,  because  thou  canst  not  make  one 
hair  white  or  black;  but  let  your  commu- 
nication be,  yea,  yea;  nay,  nay;  for  wFab 
soever  is  more  than  these  conieth  of  evil. 
Here  you  have  Christ’s  own  doctrine  and 
ordinance  concerning  swearing.  Matt. 

5:  33-37;  Jas.  5:  12;  Ex.  20:  7. 

Behold,  beloved  readers,  before  these 
words  of  Christ  all  human  laws  and  reg- 
ulations concerning  swearing  must  stivnd 
back  and  be  abolished;  no  matter  how 
they  be  performed;  be  it  by  Avords,  or  by 
raising  your  hand,  or  by  holding  your 
h.ands  ujion  your  breast,  or  upon  a cross, 
or  upon  the  New  Testament,  or  any  othei 
device,  and  the  truthful  yea  and  nay  or- 
dained of  the  Lord  himself  must  be  res- 
tituted, if  the  magistrates  and  their  sub- 
jects do  not  want  licentiously  to  trans- 
gress the  AVord  of  the  Hord  and  reject  it 
as  vain;  for,  Avhatsoever  is  more  than  yea 
and  nay  (says  Christ)  cometh  of  evil. 
This  same  doctrine  James  also  teaches, 
“Above  all  things,  my  brethren,  SAvear 
not,  neither  by  heaven,  neither  by  the 
earth,  neither  by  any  other  oath:”  Under- 
stand such  .as  l^y  God’s  word  Hy  the 
Lords  cross— By  the  salvation  of  your 
so  ul) ; but  let  your  oath  be  the  one  left  us  by 
Christ,  namely,  yea  and  nay;  and  not  No 
help  you  God— So  help  you  God  and 
all  the  Saints,— sxH  is  alas,  tlie  case  and 
custom  in  many  places,  lest  ye  fall  into 
condemnation.  Jas.  5:  V2. 

We  are  aAvare  the  m.agistracy  claim  and 
say.  We  are  allowed  to  SAA^ar  when  jus- 
tice is  on  our  side.  This  Ave  simjily  au- 
SAver  with  the  Avmrd  of  the  Hord.  lo 
SAA^ar  truly  Avas  alloAAxd  to  the  Jcavs  un- 
der the  laAv;  but  the  gosjiel  forbids  this 
to  Christi.an 8. 

O,  ye  beloved  lords!  if  we  now  had 
Christi.an  eyes  and  could  see  and  sincere- 
ly acknoAvledge  Avhat  it  is,  according  to 
the  justice  of  God,  we  Avould  rather  die 
than  Aveaken  or  break  the  jirecious  gosjiel 
of  our  Ijord  Jesus  Christ,  the  oidin.iuce 
of  the  eternal  God,  by  tcmjioral  statutes 
.and  jiolicies.  Nor  Avould  aao  even  think 
of  asking  mure  than  yea  and  n.ay,  jiarticu-

The  example  ami  testimony  of  the  early  • 
Christians  on  the  suhieet  of  Avar. 

During  a considerable  jieriod  after  the 
death  of  Christ,  it  is  certain  that  his  fol- 
lowers believed  he  had  forbidden  war; 
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auil  that,  ill  conso<inciioc  ui  this  lieliof, 
many  of  tliciu  refused  to  engage  in  it, 
whatever  were  the  consequences, whether 
reproacli,  or  iin])risonment,  or  death. 
These  facts  are  indisputable;  “It  is  as 
easy,”  says  a learned  writer  of  the  seven- 
teenth century,  “to  obscure  the  sim  :d 
mid-day,  as  to  deny  that  the  primitive 


Christ  and  his  apostles  delivered  general 
})recepts  for  the  regulation  of  our  con- 
duct. And  to  what  did  their  immediate 
successors  ajijdy  the  pacific  ju’ccepts  which 
had  been  delivered?  They  a])plie<l  them 
to  4var:  they  were  assured  that  the  ]>re- 
cej)ts  absolutely  forbade  it.  Tliis  belief 
they  derived  from  those  very  precepts  on 
which  we  have  insisted:  they  referred  ex- 
]iressly  to  the  same  ]>assages  in  the  Xew 
Testament,  and  from  the  <(nf  Jinrifi/  and 
obligation  of  those  ]>as/<a:/e'^,  they  re- 
fused to  bear  arms.*  A few  examiiles 
from  their  history  will  show  with  what 
undoubting  confidence  they  believe<l  in 
tlie  unlawfulness  of  war,  and  how  much 
they  were  willing  to  sulfer  in  the  cause  of 
peace, 

Maximilian,  as  it  is  related  in  the  Acts 
of  Ruin  art,  Avas  brought  before  the  tribu- 
nal to  be  enrolled  as  a soldier.  On  the 
proconsul’s  asking  his  name,  Maximilian 
. replied;  “lama  Christian,  and  cannot 
figlit.”  It  Avas,  hoAvever,  ordered  that  he 
should  be  enrolled,  but  he  refused  to 
serve,  still  alleging  that  he  loas  a Ch.ris- 
tian.  He  Avas  immediately  told  that 
there  was  no  :\lt(‘rnative  betAveen  be.aring 
arms  and  being  put  to  death.  Rut  his  fi- 
delity Avas  not  to  be  shaken:  “I  cannot 
fight,”  said  he,  “if  I die.”  He  continued 
steadfast  to  his  pianciples,  and  Avas  con- 
signed to  the  executioner. 

The  primitive  Christiaiis  not  only  re- 
fu.sed  to  be  enlisted  in  the  .army,  but 
Avhen  any  embi-.aeed  C'hristiauity  Avhile 
alre.ady  eidisted,  they  abandoned  the  pro- 
fession at  Avhatever  cost.  M.airellus  was 
a centurion  in  the  legion  c.alled  Trajana. 
"While  holding  this  commission,  he  be- 
came a Christian;  and  believing,  in  com- 
mon with  his  felloAv  Christians,  that  war 
Avas  no  lojiger  permitted  to  him,  he  threw 
dowj)  his  belt  at  the  head  of  the  legion, 
dcclai'ing  th.at  he  had  bitcome  a (diristian, 
a:id  th.at  he  Avould  ser\e  no  longer,  lie 
Avas  committed  to  prison;  but  In*  Avas  still 
faithful  to  Christianity.  “It  is  not  Iuav- 
fnl,”  s.aid  he,  “for  a Christiai\  to  bear 
arms  for  any  earthly  consideration;”  and

Jromvus,  who 
lived  about  the  year  1 80,  allirms  that  the 
prophecy  of  Isaiah,  Avhich  declared  that 
men  should  turn  their  SAVords  into  ])lough- 


of  the  duties  of  C'hristiauity.  'I'lieir  prin- ' shares,  and  their  spears  into  prunnig- 
cijiles  were  the  principles  of  the  ]nAy^  ]\ooksf aid  been  fadjdled  in  his  tune ; for 


'They  Avere  recognized  and  del  ended  by 
the  C'liristian  writers,  their  contempora- 
ries. Justin  .'Martyr  :ind  Tatian  talk  of 
soldiers  and  C'hristiaiis  as  distinct  charac- 
ters ;au(rratian  s.iys  that  the  Christians  de- 
clined even  military  commands.  Clemens 
of  Alexamlria  calls  his  C’hristian  contem- 
poraries the  “folloAVcrs  of  peace,”  and  ex- 
pressly tells  us  “that  the  followers  of 
peace  used  none  of  the  imjilements  of 
Avar.”  Lactantius,  another  early  Chris- 
tian, says  expressly,  “It  can  /icce/*  be  la\y- 
ful  for  a righteous  man  to  go  to  Avar.  ’ 

About  the  end  of  the  second  century, 

C^clsus,  one  of  the  opponents  of  C'hris- 
tianity,  charged  the  Christians  with  re- 
fusimj  to  bear  arms  eeenin  case  of  n>- 
cesslti/.  Origeii,  the  defender  of  the 
Christians,  does  not  think  of  denying  the 
fact;  he  admits  the  refusal,  and  justifies  it, 
because  war  was  nnlawf  al.  Even  af- 

ter Christianity  had  spread  OAer  almost 
the  Avhole  of  the  kuoAvn  Avorld,  Tertullhui, 
in  sjieaking  of  ajiart  of  the  Roman  ar- 
mie.s,  including  more  than  one-third  of 
the  standing  legions  of  Rome,  distinctly 
informs  us  “that  not  a Christian  could  be 
found  among  them.” 

All  this  is  exjdicit.  The  e\ddence  of 
the  following  f.ucts  is,  hoAvever,  more  de- 
terminate and  satisfactory.  Some  of  the 
arguments  Avhich  at  the  ])resent  day  are 
brought  against  the  advocates  of  ]ieace, 

Avere  then  urged  .against  these  early  Chris- 
tians; and  these  arijuments  are  exam- 
ined and  repelled.  'J'his  indicates  iii- 
vestig.atioii  .and  imjuiry,  and  manifests 
that  tludr  belief  of  the  unhiwfulni'ss  of 
Avar  Avas  not  a vague  o]»iiiion,  hastily  ad- 
initted  and  loosely  tloaling  among  them, 
but  that  it  Avas  the  result  of  deliberate  ex- 
amination, and  a consequent  linn  coin  ic- 
tiou  that  Christ  had  forbiddmi  it.  'I'lie 
very  same  arguments  Avliich  are  brought  , , 

in  defense  of  war  .at  the  prestuit  <l.ay,  were  j sohliers  Avithoiit 
bmnght  against  the  Christians  si\tc(*n  | thi.n-c,  hoAVevei 
hunilred  years  ago;  and  sixteen  linmln'd 
years  ago,  they  wen*  npelletl  by  these 
faithful  eontenders  for  the  jmrity  of  our 
religion.  It  is  remarkable,  too,  that  'I'er- 
'tulliaii  appends  to  the  ]»ri‘cepls  from  the 
IMouiit.  in  pioitf  <if  thuM'  inineiples  on 


the  Christians,”  says  he,  “have  change.l 
their  SAVords  and  lances  into  instruments 
of  peace,  and  dwy  know  not  how  fn  ffif." 
Justin  Martyr,  his  contemporary  A\Tites, — 
“'rimt  the  prophecy  is  fulfilled,  you  have 
good  reason  to  believe,  lor  Ave,  Avho  in 
times  past  killed  one  another,  d'l  not  now 
f}(/ht  with  our  enrynnsP  'J'ertuUiaii,  aaIio 
lived  later,  says:  “Voii  must  confess  that 

the  ])ro]»heey  has  been  acconqtlished,  as 
far  as  the  2n'actiee  of  et  erj/  mdtndiud  tscou- 
cenad  to  Avhom  it  is  applicable.'’ 

It  is  therefore  imlisputable,  that  the 
Christians  Avho  lived  nearest  to  the  time 
of  our  Savior  believed,  Avith  undoubting 
contidciice,  that  he  had  e<iuivocally  ior- 
i bidden  war;  that  they  had  openly  ayoAvc«l 
this  belief;  and  that,  in  support  ttf  it, they 
Avere  Avilling  to  sacrifice,  and  did  sacrilice 
their  fortunes  and  their  lives. 

[Professing]  Christians,  however,  :if- 
tenvard  became  sohliers,  and  Avheii? — 
AVhen  their //f/C'JY//  fidelity  to  Christianity 
became  relaxed;  Avheii,  in  otitn- 
they  violated  its  itrincijiles;  Avlum  they 
had  begun  “to  di.ssemble,”  and  “to  lalsi- 
fy  their  Avord,”  and  “to  cheat;”  when 
“Christian  casuists  ’ had  persuailed  them 
that  they  iniglit  “•■'/V  at  nwat  m tiw  nIoPs 
trmphp  Avhen  | professing]  C'hristiaiis  ac- 
cepted CA'cn  tin  priesthoof/s  op  tdololt  i/.  In 
a Avoril,  they  became  sohliers  Avlieii  they 
had  ceased  to  be  C'hristiaiis. 

'riie  di'parture  from  the  original  Initli- 
fiilness  Avas,  hoAvever,  not  suddenly  gen- 
eral. Iiik(“  every  other  eorriiption,  Avar 
obtained  by  degrees.  Durhnj  the  Jirst  two- 
huudrrd  yntrs.  not  a (Ihri.alan  sohlirr  is  upon 
rrcord.  In  the  third  century,  Avhen  C hris- 
tiaiiity  became  iiartially  corruiitetl,  Chris- 
tian soldiers  Avere  coininon.  'I'lie  nuniber 
increased  Avith  the  increase  of  the  gener- 
al jirolligacy;  until  at  last,  in  the  fourth 
century,  | nominal]  Cliristiaiis  bccain< 
hesitat  ion.  1 Icre  ainl 
an  ancient  father  still  lilt 
ed  up  his  voic(‘  for  jieaee;  but  these,  one 
after  anotln'r,  drojijiing  from  the  world, 
the  tenet  that  war  is  vnhnrfnl  ceased  at 
length  to  be  a tenet  of  the  [professing] 
church.

Rut  Joii.ah  rose  up  to  llee  unto  Tar- 
shish  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.” 
Jon.ah  1:  1-3.  Rut  God  AV'.as  .able  to  bring 
him  back  again,  in  a marvelous  ami  mi- 
raculous AV.ay.  “And  the  Avord  of  the 
Lord  c.ame  unto  Jon.ah  the  second  time, 
s.aying.  Arise,  go  to  Nineveh  that  great 
city,.and  ]>re.aeh  unto  it  the  preaching  that 
I l)id  thee.

;inee  unto  them,  therefore  the  Ninevites 
shall  be  accounted  Avorthy  at  the  day  of 
judgmenl,  to  condemn  the  Jcavs.

On  tlu;  14th  of  July,  a p.irty  of  oiiriAIcn- 
nonitc  hrethren,  consisting  of  (54  Liinilies, 
tlTO  souls,  (Mnigr;iting  from  Hussia,  arrived 
s:ifely  at  New'  Yoik,  in  the  steamer  Ken- 
Utrorth,  of  the  Red  St:irLine.  d'hey  left 
(heir  home,  in  the  Colony  Molotclum, 
Southern  Russia  on  the.  22d  of  June,  ami 
Antw(Wj)  on  the  2nd  of  July.  One  of  the 
ollicers  of  the  R(‘d  St.ar  Lino  from  Ant- 
werp went  on  to  the  Russian  lines  to 
meet  the  ]»arty  there,  :uid  assist  them  on 
the  way.  From  Antwerp  to  New  York 
. one  of  the  officers  of  the  company  from 


Philadelphia  was  with  them  on  the  ves- 
sel ami  in  various  Avays  assisted  them  on 
the  voytige,  AV'hieh  always  has  its  share  of 
difficulties  and  un pleasantries. 

Upon  their  arrival  at  Ncav  York,  the 
Mennonite  Executive  Aid  Committee 
Avere  there  to  meet  them  and  render  them 
evei*y  needed  assistance.  The  landing  in 
New  York  is  ahvays  connected  Avith  more 
cares  and  difficulties  than  in  Philadelphia, 
and  it  w'ould  upon  this  occasion,  especial- 
ly, have  been  much  more  coiu'enient  and 
desirable  to  have  them  land  in  l*hiladel- 
phia,  as  only  a feAV  days  previous,  Castle 
Garden,  the  large  building  where  all  emi- 
grants are  hinded  in  New'  York  had  been 
destroyed  by  tire.  Rut  the  ]>arty’came  to 
AntAverp  just  at  the  time,  Avhen  the  ves- 
sel for  Ncav  A’’ork  was  rea«ly  to  s;iil,  and 
therefoi'e  the  officers  of  the  Line,  avIio  al- 
so j)refer  l’hiladel])hia,  Avere  nece.s.sitated 
to  go  to  NeAv  York,  and  try  to  imike  the 
landing  of  the  emigrants  as  i)leasant  as 
possible. 

From  New  York  the  party  Avere  accom- 
panied to  their  destinations,  Minnesota, 
Nebraska  and  Kansas,  by  tAvo  brethren 
Avhohave  already  lived  :i  year  in  the  Avest 
and  tAvo  hand  agents  Avho  came  to  meet 
them,  so  that  the  party  received  the  aid 
and  care  of  (!X])crienced  jtei’sons  and  Avho 
AA'ere  interested  in  their  comfort  and  Avel- 
fare,  from  the  Ru.s.si:iu  Roi’der,  to  their 
places  of  destimition  in  the  Avest,  Avhich 
afforded  them  a great  deal  of  s:itisf:ictioii 
and  pleasure.  They  ;icknoAV lodged  llieir 
full  satisfaction  in  a c:vrd  of  tluinks  to  (lie 
officers  of  the  shij>  for  their  kindness  :nid 
the  good  treatment  received.  J'he  Avhole 
party  comjdeted  their  long  journey  s.afe- 
ly,  and  AA'e  hojie  they  may  be  blessed  in 
their ncAV  homes,  and  Avhile  laboring  for 
the  susten.'ince  of  the  body,  may  (hey  not 
forget  the  home  above,  but  continuiilh' 
gather  more  and  more  of  the  assurance  of 
the  mansions  in  heaven.

A TEUIHHLE  MASSACRE. 


On  the  22nd  of  June  Gen.  Custer  Avitli 
his  regiment  set  out  to  find  the  encamji- 
ment  of  the  Indians  on  the  Little  Horn 
^ River,  Montami  Territory.  At  the  same 
time  Gen.  Terry  aimed  to  come  njion  them 
by  another  route.  On  the  25th  Custer 
came  njion  tlm..  Indian  enciunjiment  of 
a, 000  warriors,  intending  to  attack  them 
in  front  and  rear,  and  the  result  Avas  the 
destruction  of  the  five  comjianies  iind  seA'en- 
teen  oflicers,  among  them  Gen.  Cnster,his 
tAVO  brothers,  nejiheAV  and  lirothcr-in-laAV. 

< 205  bodies,  most  of  which  AA'ere  badly  mu- 

tilated, liave  been  buried.  EA’erything  in- 
dicates that  the  Indians  also  must  have 
suffered  he.avy  loss. 

W^e  cannot  helj)  noticing  the  different 
feelings  stirred  uji  in  the  minds  of  men, 
as  the  sad  intelligence  of  the  terrible  con- 
flict, the  repulse  and  destruction  of  a jior- 
tion  of  the  United  States  army  by  the 
fierce  and  exasjierated  Indiiins.  linndreds 
are  filled  with  feelings  of  bitterness  .and 
revenge  .against  the  Red  Men  of  the  for- 
est, bre.athing  out  threatenings  of  death 
and  destruction  against  them  and  advo- 
cate tlieir  entire  subjugiition  by  force  of 
arms,  or  their  annihilation;  .and  for  this 
^ AA'ork  of  blood  and  sl.aughter  hundreds  of 
men  A^olunteer  their  services,  and  .are  eti- 
ger  for  the  work.  Hy  certain  not  very 
s.agacions  newsp.aper  men,  it  is  dechired 
that  the  President’s  peace  jiolicy  is  a fail- 
ure., and,  Avith  a sort  of  mock-liravery, 
for  which  a great  m.any  editors  tire  jiro- 
verbial,  they  denounce  it  as  the  “Hroad- 
brim”  policy. 

^ Others  are  led  into  :in  entirely  different 

train  of  thought.  With  feelings  of  true 
humanity  they  look  Avith  sadness  andjiity 
njion  the  fearful  cA'ent;  having  the  Avel- 
fare  of  the  country,  the  Avelfare  ol  the  In- 
dian !is  Avell  as  the  hajijiiness  and  AAclftire 
of  the  Avhite  man  .at  heart,  they  shmhler 
at  the  long  train  of  blood  and  death,  and 
fire  and  pillage  that  m.ay  folloAV,  by  Avhich, 
in  the  end,  nothing,  lint  a still  deeper 
feeling  of  animosity  betAveen  the  Imlian 
and  the  white  m.an  Avill  be  g.ained. 

VYhen  aa'c  enquire  into  the  ctiuses  of 
■ these  things  Ave  must  feel  the  more  morti- 
_ tied,  when  we  think  that,  as  a certain  AA'ri- 
ter  says,  “by  a judicious  management  of 
our  Indian  affairs,  this  Avar  might  have 
been  .aA'oided.”  It  is  the  old  story  of 
jirornises  made  and  not  kejit,  of  long  years 
of  dishonesty  and  decejition  pr.acticed  on 
the  ignoratit  and  uncivilized  Indian  by 


designing  .and  nnscrujinlous  men.  Is  it 
any  AA'onder  that  the  Indians  are  full  of 
snsiiicion,  that  they  h.ave  lost  confidence 
in  the  Avhites?  Is  it  any  wonder  th.at 
men  Avith  .all  their  jinre  motives,  good 
tetichings,  .and  Christian  instructions, 
based  upon  the  prineijiles  of  jieace,  are  not 
able  in  five  or  ten  ye.ars  to  undo,  AA'hat 
dishonesty  and  injustice  has  l;ibored  tAA'o 
centuries  to  accomjilish?  And  Avhen  afr 
t(*r  a fcAv  years  of  labor  in  the  face  of  all 
these  corrnjit  influences,  and  a thousand 
other  nnthought-of-obstacles,  they  do  not 
.at  011(^0  civilize,  reforiii,  educate,  .and 
change  .a  demoralized  jieojile  into  jieace- 
loving  (juiet  citizens,  then  the  j^eace 
icy  is  denounced  as  a failure.  Tlie  fight- 
ing policy  has  noAV  been  jinrsned  for  near- 
ly tAVO  centuries  and  its  fruits  .are  jiro- 
dneed  .ancAv  in  the  slanahter  of  nearly  JOG 
men  as  rehited  at  the  head  of  this  tirficle. 
Let  the  jie.ace  jiolicy  bo  jinrsued  .as  long, 
and  AVC  are  sure  there  Avill  be  better  re- 
sults, a thotisand  fold.  Honesty,  ftiir  de;il- 
ing  and  kindness  AA’ill  surely  Avin  in  the 
enTl,  Avhen  Av:ir  Avill  only  aggraviite  the 
evil.  Let  the  Christian  church  meet  these 
questions,  .and  consider  it  from  a Chris- 
ti:in  staml-point,  and  not  run  into  a jias- 
sion  of  excitement  Avithont  reflection.  The 
jirincijile  of  jit*.‘ice,Avhich  our  Saviortanght 
can  never  fail.  If  men  abide  by  them, 
they  must  .and  Avill  bear  fruit,  and  though 
they  sustain  a temporary  discomfiture  and 
seem  not  to  accomjilish  their  designs, 
from  the  A'ory  dust  they  Avill  rise  to  victo- 
ry, .and  fin.al  triumjih.

JOURNEY  OF  THE  MENNONITES 
TO  MANITOHA. 


The  Manitoba  Pree  Press,  brings  the 
folloAving  detaileil  account  of  the  jierilons 
journey  of  theMennonites  to  Alanitoba: — 
They  left  Herlin,  Canada,  the  8th  of  May, 
and  the  folloAving  day  in  Sarnia,  they 
took  the  steamboat  Ontario.  The  com- 
jiany  now  consisted  of  442  iSIennonites, 
anir200  Cabin  jiassettgers,  French  from 
Loaa'cv  Canad.i.  'I'licy  had  a jileasant  jias- 
sage  .across  the  Lake,  and  on  the  Kith 
canie  in  sight  of  Duluth.  I’revious  to 
this,  hoAvever,  the  steamer  jnissed  through 
great  ice.fieUls;  but  on  this  <lay  their  fur- 
ther jirogress  Avas  suddenly  stojijied,  by 
the  freezing  in  of  the  ste.‘imbo:it  five  miles 
from  the  Avh.arf,  Here  it  remained  Last 
nine  days,dnring  Avhich  time  no  ji.articular 
Avant  ajijie.ared,"as  .all  Avho  Avere  on  the 
boat  h.ad  to  take  some  jirovision  AA'ith  them. 
The  c.abin  jiassengers  only  received  tAVo 
meiils  a day  for  nine  days.  The  jVEenno- 
nites,  who  h.ad  their  provision  Avith  them, 
njion  the  advice  of  Aaron  E.  Schantz,AA'ho 
accomjianied  them,  commenced  throe  d:iys 
sooner  to  fast. 

After  the  Mennonitos  had  consumed 


all  their  provision,  they  were  obliged  to 
use  a quantity  of  seed  potatoes,  and  flour 
Avhich  they  Avere  taking  Avith  them  to  Al.an- 
itoba,  and  which  Avas  also  .all  used  before 
the  vessel  was  released  from  its  icy  pris- 
on. With  the  French  Canadians  it  Avent 
much  harder  th.an  with  the  others.  As 
they  h.ad  not  laid  in  a supply,  they  Avert* 
obliged  to  buy  all  the  biscuit  to  be  h.ad 
on  ifoard;  afterAvards  they  obtained  one 
me.al  a day  from  the  oflicers.  The  even- 
ing jirevious  to  the  breaking  nj)  of  the 
ice,  it  AA'as  made  knoAvn  that  there  Avas 
provision  yet  for  only  one  day,  .and  fuel 
for  ten  hours;  Avhich  naturally,  caused 
gre.at  anxiety  amongst  the  passengers;  af- 
terwards, hoAvever,  they  obtained  some  ~ 
Avood  from  the  “Asia”  and  the  _ ‘VS'o?;er- 
ciynf  and  other  steamboats  which  AA'ere 
frozen  in  a short  distance  from  the  Onta- 
rio. 

The  23rd  of  Mtiy,  eighteen  men  started 
for  the  shore, ' Avhich  all  reached,  excejit 
tAVO  Avho  returned  to  the  vessel;  hoAvever, 
m.any  of  them,  by  creejiing  and  climbing 
over  blocks  of  ice,  injured  their  liands 
and  froze  their  feet.  The  evening  of  May 
24th  (the  Queen’s  birthday,)  the  ice  broke, 
and  the  Ontario  Avith  other  steamers  ran 
into  the  harbor  of  Duluth,  and,  .as  might 
be  expected,  to  the  joy  of  the  frightened 
and  tired  passengers.  Friend  Schantz 
sjieaks  very  highly  of  the  conduct  of  the 
cajitain  and  the  crcAV  of  the  Ontario,  all 
of  Avhom  used  every  effort  to  encour.age 
the  passengers  ami»  assist  them  in  their 
' dangerous  journey. 

After  these  difficulties  Averc  over,  oth- 
ers jjresented  themselves,  at  least  to  friend 
Schantz.  In  Duluth  was  a runner  from 
Moorhe.ad  Avith  a letter  from  the  Menno- 
nites  located  ne.ar  that  place,  aa'Iio  iised 
every  effort  to  induce  them  to  settle  in  the 
United  States.  He  gave  a gloAving  ac- 
count of  the  U.  Stites,  and  described 
]Manitoba  in  the  most  gloomy  colors. 
This  “runner”  .accomjianied  the  iSIenno- 
nites  OA'cr  the  North  I’acific  R.  R.,  and 
in  Br.ainard  he  obtained  the  assistance  of 
three  Mennonites,  Avho  likewise  endeav- 
ored to  jwevail  on  their  brethren  not  to  go 
to  Manitoba.  They  endeavored  to  makii 
an  imjiression  on  them,  and  it  required 
the  untiring  efforts  of  friend  Scliantz  to 
bring  these  jieojile  to  their  jilace  ol  desti- 
nation. IIoAvever,  .as  the  tniin  aaus  leaA- 
ing  Glyndon,  .a  man,  Avith  his  Avife  and 
child,  jumjied  off  the  train ;friend  Schantz, 
notAvithstanding  Avas  not  idle;  he  had  the 
train  stopped,  and  demanded  of  the  man 
the  fare  for  the  three,  §17.50  for  each  one;

It  is  for 
once  settled,  that  Canada  will  not  jiaythe 
jiassage  for  emigrants  to  the  United  States. 
After  this  there  Averc  no  more  such  difli- 
oulties.

13th,  I8V2.  the  increase  over  the  iiri'vioiis 
AVeek  Avas  23G.  Of  the  Avhole  number,  l:i  i 
Avore  under  tw'o  years  of  ;ige,  and  more 
than  G.VU  under  one  year.

to  jireach  the  Gospel ; they  cannot  even 
occupy  a room  for  a Rible  re.ading,  or  lec- 
ture, unless  ollicial  leave  is  given  by  the 
.•luthoritics ; they  cannot  sell,  give  aAV'ay, 
or  even  loan  a tract  without  risking  the 
jienalties  of  the  laAv.”  AVe  may  add,  how- 
ever, th.at  the  very  fact  of  tlieir  jiresence 
in  Austria  is  a signal  victory  over  Roman- 
ism ,and  contains  in  it  the  germ  of  all 
these  other  privileges  to  be  granted  by 
and  by,  but  Avithout  the  leave  of  Rome. 

A LARGE  CLOCK. 

I.oudou  is  said  to  possess  the  largest 
clock  in  the  AA'orld.  It  lias  four  dial 
iJates,  tAventy-tAV'O  and  onc-lialf  feet  Avide, 
Avhich  are  Avorked  for  eiglit  and  one-half 
days.  The  hands  AA'eigh  each  about  tAvo 
hundred  jiounds,  and  at  thirty  seconds,  or 
hall  a minute,  the  ponderous  liaud  moves 
seven  inches  on  the  circumference  of  the  di- 
al. The  Avhole  of  the  mechanism  of  the 
clock  Aveighs  nearly  four  tons;  but  mo- 
tion is  giA'cn  the  Avhole  by  the  action  of 
a small  sjiring,  Aveighing  one-sixtli  of  an 
ounce.  The  pendulum  AAX'ighs  six  hun- 
dred pounds;  Imt  so  accunate  are  all  the 
adjustments,  that  Avhen  it  is  recpiired  to 
regulate  the  clock,  the  addition  or  remoA^- 
al  of  a ])iece  of  metal  AAcighing  one 
ounce  Avill  accellcrate  or  retard  it  at  the 
r:ite  of  a second  per  day. 

In  the  United  States  the  Atlantic  and 
I’aciJic  oceams  have  been  connected  by  ;x 
railroad,  and  tliis  great  enterprise  is  stim- 
ulating the  peojile  ol  Eurojie  to  the  same 
purjio.se.  It  is  already  jirojio.sed  and 
jilanued  to  connect  the  Atlantic  and  J’a- 
citic  oceans  by  a railroad  to  run  tlirough 
Central  Asi.a.  ItAvillbe  likely  to  over- 
come one  of  the  greatest  objects  of  civili- 
zation, namely  the  sejxaration  of  a large 
jiart  of  Asia  from  Eurojie  by  a v.ast  des- 
ert, in  Avhicli  no  means  of  traansit  but  a 
railroad  could  be  of  any  use.

THE  MENNONITE  CIIEIICII  AND 
HER  ACCUSERS. 

About  two  years  ago  a book,  written 
by  Daniel  MusBer,  a bislioj>  of  the  Re- 
formed Mennonite  Church,  was  publisli- 
eil,  of  wliieh  we  secured  a copy  and  spent 
.some  time  in  its  examination.  The  con- 
tents of  the  book  struck  us  so  strangely 
that  for  a long  time  we  kept  thinking  over 
the  matter  whether  we  should  undertake 
to  expose  its  iuaccnracies  and  ill-timed 
judgments, or  whether  we  should  pass  it  by 
Ml  silent  contempt.  Some  of  our  friends 
thought  that  such  inaccuracies  should  not 
he  passed  over  in  silence,  but  :i  wantof  time 
:md  many  other  duties  pressing  urgently  up- 
on us,we  deferred  the  matter  until  recently 
when  we  again  took  the  hook  and  in  our 
reading  of  the  same  we  felt  that  in  jus- 
tice to  the  cause  of  Christ  and  his  church 
we  could  not  conscientiously  remain  si- 
lent. 

The  Reformed  Mennonites  arc  a sect 
which  took  their  rise  about  the  year  1812. 
John  Herr  w.as  their  first  jiastor.  On 
many  points  they*  hold  the  same  views  as 
the  Old  Mennonites,  but  in  some  respects 
they  hold  most  singtdar  and  unscriptural 
doctrines,  as  we  propose  to  show  before 
wo  close  this  article.  They  claim  that 
theix}  is  only  one  true,  Christian  church  in 
the  world,  and  that  tliey  comprise  that 
church.  They  utterly  condemn  all  who 
do  not  unite  with  them  as  Babel  and  in 
error;  they  refuse  to  hear  any  ministers, 


e.xcept  those  of  their  own  church,  and  are 
very  strict  in  shunning  ',those  who  are 
expelled  from  their  communion,  and  are 
extremely  rigid  in  the  observance  of  all 
outward  forms  and  customs. 

We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  tliat 
we  make  any  objection  against  those  who 
tire  strict  in  the  observance  of  outward 
rites;  we  commend  them,  so  far  as  the 
law  and  commandments  of  Jesus  Christ 
require  of  us.  We  honor  and  love  a man 
all  the  more  when  he  adheres  strictly  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Bible,  and  is 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  profession,  but  there  is  a difference 
between  closely  following  in  the  footsteps 
of  Jesus,  and  observing  his  commands, 
!ind  being  strict  in  observing  self-made 
laws,  and  the  unscriptuml  traditions  of 
men. 

The  writer  of  the  book  referred  to, 
claims  that  the  Mennonites  were  once  a 
pure  church.  In  the  days  of  Menno  God 
was  with  the  church  ami  his  blessing  was 
upon  it;  that  they  were  the  true  and  living 
church  of  God,  and  that  they  remained 
measurably  pure  until  about  the  close  of 
the  seventeenth  century.  As  soon  as  the 
bloody  persecutions,  to  which  they  had 
for  so  long  a time  been  subjected,  began 
to  subside,  and  the  Mennonites  in  com- 
mon with  other  denominations,  w*ere  per- 
mitted to  enjoy  religious  freedom,  they  he- 
giin  to  forget  God,  departed  from  his 
pure  doctrines  and  the  purity  of  their 
long  and  well  maiuDiined  teachings,  and 
grailually  became  corrujit — became  very 
corrupt. 

He  claims  that  very  j>rohahIy,  they  were 
already,  to  some  extent,  corrujited  when 
they  first  arrived  in  this  country  in  the 
year  1(583.  And  that  from  this  time  for- 
ward they  made  rapid  progress  to  a coin- 
jdete  corruption,  and  jit  the  close  of  the 
18th  century  they  were  a dead  and  im- 
jmre  church,  without  life,  witliout  right- 
eousness, without  truth:  without  the  favor 
of  God,  and  without  any  hope  of  future 
hapjiiness;  a church  so  completely  lost  to 
the  favor  of  God  tliat  it  was  unwortliy  the 
name  of  a Christian  church;  forsaken  of 
God,  despised  of  men  and  without  any  of 
the  qualificatioiiB  which  God  demands  of 
his  church.  Let  us  listen  to  his  own 
words: 


“Nothing  so  much  provokes  the  enmi- 
ty of  the  world,  as  to  testify  of  her  works, 
that  they  are  evil.  This  provoked  the 
Jews  to  such  a bitter  hatred  of  the  tsavior, 
who  had  done  so  much  good  before  their 
eyes,  and  never  done  anythiugliut  good; 
hut  for  this  simple  reason  they  hated  him 
unto  death.  Even  he  had  to  be  tempted 
through  one  of  his  dear  disciples,  to  be 
more  sparing  in  his  denunciations,  and 
he  would  escape  their  persecutions.  (Alatt. 
10.)  The  German  version  renders  tlie  ap- 
proach of  Deter  more  plain,  than  tlm  En- 
glish.) When  this  spirit  gains  ascenden- 
cy, it  will  lead  to  silence  on  those  points 
which  are  offensive  to  the  world;  and  fi- 
nally to  the  countenance,  encoui-agement 
and  support  of  such  ideas  and  things  as 
will  please  the  world,  and  elicit  its  admi- 
ration and  applause.  In  this  w*ay,  the 
enemy,  in  times  of  peace  and  prosperity, 
insinuates  himself;  and  finally,  darkness 
overtakes  the  soul,  and  walking  in  dark- 
ness they  know  not  whither  they  go. 
'Thus  it  seems  to  have  gone  with  tms 
glorious  Mennonite  Church.,  which  God 
had  so  highly  glorified  and  adorned  witli 
the  divine  virtues,  and  so  abuiidaii\ly  ruin- 
istered  unto  her  an  entrance  into  the  ever- 
lasting kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Savior, 
Jesus  Christ.  This  glory  Satan,  with  all 
his  persecutions,  imprisomiieiits,  tortur- 
ings, fire,  sw'ord  and  rack,  could  not  dim 
the  lustre  of.  But  by  the  enticing  charms 
of  the  w*orld,  she  was  finally  iiiduced,/iA.‘t! 
Namson,  to  lag  her  head  in  the  lap  of 
this  enchanting  JJelUah.'’' 

Ho  further  says,  page  233,  after  refer- 
ring to  the  question,  whether  the  Meiino- 
nites  were  still  in  the  true  faith  and  jirae- 
tice  when  they  came  to  this  country,  in 
1683,  “But  whether  they  were  in  the 
true  faith  or  not  wheu  they  first  came  to 
this  country,  it  is  well  known  to  those  who 
are  acquainted  with  the  doctrine  of  Alen- 
no,  and  are  at  all  conversant  with  the  liis- 
tory  and  affairs  of  the  Mennonites  in  tins 
country,  that  they  had  very  widely  de- 
jiartctl  from  the  faith  and  practice  of  Alen- 
no  and  his  brethren,  long  before  the  eloko 
of  thceighteonth  century.  'This  mung  of 
their  own  members  freely  acknowledg- 
ed in  the  early  part  of  the  present  cen- 
tury, Whether  they  would  do  so  now 
or  not  J do  not  kno'^T 
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‘“'I'lu'  wolk  on  wliicli  wu  are  eiigagoil, 
makes  it  necessary  fo  speak  of  tliis  Old 
iMennonile  C'hureh,  in  a way  we  would 
vi-ry  willingly  ftnhear  to  do, did  not  neeos- 
sily  ref|nirc  it  of  us.  We  hold  that  Ohrist 
esiahlislied  hut  (>ne  ehnrch,  and  that  he 
can  have  hut  one.  ^Vdam  h:nl  hut  one 
Kve,  and  Ahraham  hut  om>  Sarah.  God 
had  hut  one  Israel,  wlii<-h  had  hut  one  .Te- 
rusaleni,  and  cme  temple.  So  Christ  has 
hilt  one  spouse,  and  we  nowliere  liud  any 
ligure  rei)i'esentiug  more  than  one  unite<l 
churc  h;  and  if  the  church  is  the  hody  cd' 
Christ,  thei-e  can  he  no  schism  in  it;  fora 
kingdom  divided  agjunst  itself  eometh  to 
naught,  and  a liouse  divided  against  it- 
s If  c.innot  stand. 

•d'he  ajtostles  huilt  that  ehureh  in' the 
heginning,  ac-coialing  to  the  cuiuinand  cd’ 
Christ,  as  a house  or  home  for  his  chil- 
dren to  dwell  in.  Had  it  heen  huilt  or 
estahlished  ddlerently  lioin  his  eomniand, 
it  would  not  liavc-  heen  his  ehureh,  hut  a 
Inimtin  institiition,  as  ;dl  othc*r  tirgivniza- 
tions  of  man  are.  d'he  Holy  Spirit, 
which  ilii.'.  organization  ])ossessed,  was 
what  m.ade  it  the  church  c>r  sjiouse  of 
Christ.  Wheresoever  this  Spirit  had  His 
abode,  tliere  was  the  ehureh  cd‘  Christ; 
hut  he  could  not  dwell  in  an  nnelean,  sin- 
lul  and  disobedient  body.  When  fair 
natural  body  dies,  the  Sjciritdoes  not  die; 
it  reniiiins  the  s.ame  .as  it  w;ts  before,  but 
the  body  is  dead  because  the  sjiirit  h.as  de- 
jiarted  from  it.  Thus  the  Holy  Sjiirit  is 
what  gives  life  to  the  ehureh,  and  wher- 
ever the  llolySi>irit  is, lliere  is  the  ehureh, 
and  th.at  is  God’s  house  and  the  liomc  of 
his  children.  When  that  organization, 
whieli  was  a continuation  of  wh.at  tlie 
apostles  hiid  formed,  bee.ame  unbelieving 
and  disobedient,  the  Holy  Sjdrit  no  more! 
dwelt  with  it,  :ind  it  becaune  a dead  body, 
nothing  dilferent  from  any  other  liunuin 
organization,  however  long  it  might  have 
continued  in  existence.  Hut  the  ehureh 
of  God  w.is  not  extinct.  AVheresoever 
tc\o  oi-  three  were  met  together,  in  the 
name  of  Chi-ist,  tiiere  he  w.is  in  the  midst 
of  them  by  his  S])irit;  .and  here  was  the 
caiiii'ch  oi  God;  and  these  were  uidted, 
and  one  with  all  others  in  tlie  world,  for 
they  were  by  the  ISpirit,  w Inch  thc.'V  ]»os- 
sesseil,  b.ajitizcal  into  one  body  .and*  waa'e 
made  one  heait  and  one  .s<»iil.  Thus 
though  this  ]»arti(ail.ar  orgatdz.ation  lost 
the  spirit  and  life  which  niadeita  ehureh, 
the  ehureh  w.is  not  extinguished,  nor  lost. 
'Ihnur/h  or<ja,ni::afion  eontimteJ 

matn/  ceiitnrien,  it  loHt  evenj  inarl\  er- 
idence  or  dutrarter  of  its  o'ri(fi/iaI  di- 
'i'ine  nature.  However,  many  such  or- 
gatiizations  took  j.Iaee  in  dilTijrcmt  ]*arts 
and  ages  of  the  wtirld,  so  long  as  they 
were  true  and  faithful  heHevers^  the  life- 
giving  Spirit  .abode  with  them;  but  xvhen 
th(*y  would  become  mdielieving  and  diso- 
bedient,tiie  Spirit  would  forsake  th.at  body, 
and  h()wever  long  the  organiz.ation  Jind 
lorm  ot  wor.shij)  might  be  kept  up,  itwould 
nevertheless  be  but  a spiritless,  deail  body. 


“In  this  light  we  look  upon  the  ‘Old 
Mennonite  Church.’  We  believe  it  was 
once  the  church  of  Christ,  possessed  of  the 
Holy,  life-giving  Spirit,  and  so  eontiiiued 
for  many  years;  but  as  it  had  gone  with 
the  Homan  church,  (which  was  the  eon- 
tiuu.ation  of  the  lirst  organization,)  it  be- 
came unlielieviug,  disobedient,  lost  the 
Spirit, and  with  this  the  marks  or  evidenco 
Vf  the  1 )i\  ine  nature.  ..Is  such  it  had 
come  down  to  the  people  of  our  coun- 
try at  the  elosi'  of  the  eighteenth,  .and  the 
beginning  of  the  jiresent  century. 

“The  originators  of  the  organization 
known  as  the  ‘Heformed  Mtmnonite 
Church’  held,  that  ^baino  Simon  and  his 
brethren  of  his  day,  held  sound  and  or- 
thodox doctrine;  and  that  the  ehureh 
w hieh  bore  his  name,  at  that  time  was  the 
jmre,  true  and  united  church  of  Christ, 
d'o  justify  the  course  they  took  in  form- 
ing a new  organization,  it  became  their 
duty  at  the  time,  to  show  that  the  ]\Ien- 
nonite  (diureh  of  their  day,  whose  organ- 
ization had  descended  from  this  recogniz- 
ed  cliurch,  had  become  ajiostate,  or  a 
sjiiritless,  dead  body.  This  they  freely 
did  at  the  time,  which  brought  them  much 
enmity  from  many  sources. 

“From  all  the  e\idenees  I can  g.ather,  1 
bi'lievc  they  weie  l ight  in  their  judgment. 
They  looked  upon  the  members  of  this 
ehnrch  a.s  unconverted,  carnal  jteople  of 
the  world  as  .all  non-jirofessors  are.  We 
projiose  to  show  this  from  ecidence 
v'hich  Th'ire  uecer  heard  contradicted, 
nor  do  I he/lecc  it  can.  he.  We  will 
give  traditional  evidence,  evidence  of  per- 
sons who  lived  amongst  them,  and  saw 
and  knew  what  they  related;  then  written 
evidence,  of  persons  of  unquestionable 
character  for  truth;  and  I.astly,  my  own 
observation  of  what  1 saw,  heard  and 
know. 

“From  such  j)ersons  a.s  were  friendly 
to.lhe  church,  1 learned  in  my  early  youth, 
that  at  thi^  time  alluded  U»,  viz:  the  latter 
]».art  ot  the  last,  and  the  beginning  of  the 
present  century,  the  members  of  tlie 
eliiuvh  W(‘i-e,  in  reg.ard  to  inward  or  spir- 
itu.al  life,  a.s  if/iiuranl,  cold  ami  dead  as 
auj/  <-arnaI,  unroncerted  person  could 
he.  It  was  the  custom  generally,  that 
whi'ii  theii’  ehihlreii  would  grow  up  to 
the  years  of  malurity,they  were  ba]»tize<l, 
and  received  into  the  ehureh;  that  their 
jireaehers  or  te:iehers  were  altogether  in- 
experienced, and  ignor.ant  in  spiritu.il 
matters;  and,  .as  a eonseqiienee,  their  pre- 
]).aratory  instruetion,  and  examination, was 
a mere  m.atter  of  form.  * * * d'hey  had 
neither  the  knowledge  of  sin,  or  righteous- 
ness. d’heir  parents  belonged  to  the 
church  and  they  were  told  that  they  should 
also  be  joined  to  it.  There  was  nothiny 
in  the  step  which  forbade  the  enjoy- 
ment of  what  the  flesh  could  have  life 
and  (jratifeation  in,  and  they  generaily 
agreed  to  the  projiosition  of  their  parents. 
The  ii.atural  result  of  such  a course,  was  a 
carnal,  cold  and  senseless  religion.  The 


jmblic  service  was  generally  cohl  and  fc>r- 
m.al,  ami  private  religious  exercises  was 
something  almost  unknown.  They  had 
their  anm.sements  and  pastimes  in  rustic 
s])orts  and  ]>lays,  telling  .stoi-ies,  j(*stin<r 
and  making  fnn  genenilly.  They  were 
generally  what  the  world  accounts  moral, 
industrious,  frugal  and  honest.  Hut  as 
there  are  always  dis[)ositioiis  which  tend 
to  extravagance  in  conduct  and  behavior, 
there  were  not  wanting  many  instances, 
where  the  eondiiet  rather  exceeded  the 
hounds  of  jiropriety;  but  there  were  so 
many  precedents  where  these  were  jiassed 
over  without  notice,  that  they  h.ad  to  be 
very  tlagrant,  if  .any  notice  was  taken  of 
them  by  the  cliureh  authorities;  and  if 
notice  was  taken  of  them,  it  was  often  in 
a mere  formal  manner,  which  excited 
more  merriment  and  sport  in  the  church, 
than  grief  and  sorrow.  At  th.at  time 
spirituous  liipior  w.as  more  freely  used  iu 
all  familii's  than  at  j)i'esent;and  iu<  briation 
tvas  a thiuyuot  at  all  ewm(OT/,.and  ha<l  tohe 
very  aggravated  if  any  notice  was  taken 
of  it.  C.ases  were  related  to  me,  wheri- 
members  got  outrageously  disorderly  ami 
no  notice  w.as  t.akiai  of  it. 

“It  was  a very  customary  thing,  at  the 
time  we  refer  to,  for  the  younger  mem- 
hei's  to  meet  together  on  Sunday  after- 
noon, from  church  serviia*,  and  spend  the 
afternoon  in  such  sports  as  wrestling, 
junquiig,  running  foot-i-aces,  playing  hail, 
or  whatever  sports  and  games  of  the  kiml 
were  in  vogue  at  the  time,  d'he  older 
members,  xvith  preachers,  would  look  on 
as  sjiectators,  and  had  for  a jiroverb, 
‘Honorable  sjiorts  or  diversions  no  one 
can  forbid.”  At  their  mai  riagcs,  feast- 
ing, drinking,  and  noisy  mirth  were  car- 
ried to  great  extremes. 

“.Vt  tliat  time  the  old-fashioned  fairs 
were  annually  hehl  at  all  the  towns  of 
any  .size,  even  down  to  small  villages. 
At  Lancaster,  the  gatherings  were  usually 
very  hirge.  Numbei's  of  the  members  of 
the  church  attemh’d  also.  Tluav  was,  as 
may  well  be  sujiposed,  all  kinds  of  w ick- 
edness aiul  ungodly  deeds  j)ractice<I  here. 
1 have  no  information  how  far  the  mem- 
bers of  the  church  took  ])urt  in  these  acts 
(d'  wickedness,  but  by  their  presence  tlu'V 
showi'd  them  such  countenance  as  tended 
to  uphold  and  support  them.  The  ohl 
portion  of  the  community  usually  attend- 
ed the  second  day,  w hen  many  of  the  el- 
derly members  also  attended."  It  w.as  the 
custom  of  the.se  old  men  to  have  their  bot- 
tle of  wine,  round  which  they  would  sit, 
and  often  become  partially ' intoxicated, 
and  .sometimes  considerably  more  than 
j>artially.  At  this  time  nearly  all  attend- 
ed elections,  and  many  of  them  jiailici- 
pated  very  actively  in  electioneering,  to 
further  the  chances  of  their  favorite  can- 
didate. This  I have  myself  seen,  and 
heard  one  say  ojicidy,  that  he  liad  on  one 
occasion  voted  twdee  at  the  same  election. 
The.se  things  were  not  of  accidental  or 
private  occurrence.  They  w ere  common. 
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open  and  know'ii  to  the  world;  and  well 
know’ll  to  the  church  also,  and  even  some 
of  their  jtre.achers  w'cre  not  free  from  the 
charge.” 

We  have  given  quite  a lengthy  extract 
from  these  writings  of  Daniel  Mus.ser,  for 
tlu^  jmrpose  of  show’ing  the  reader,  the 
style  and  ch.aracter  of  the  accusations 
brought  .against  our  church  by  a man  who 
|»r(d‘esses  to  be  a juire  and  jiious  Christi.ah, 
and  who  claims  that  his  assertions  are 
true. 

If  these  aecus.ations  are  true,  and  if 
these  charges  c.an  be  sustained  by’^  D. 
Musserandhis  church,  then,  truly,  xve 
must  boast  no  more  that  our  forefathers 
of  from  fifty  to  a hundred  years  ago, were 
members  of  a Christian  church;  neither 
can  we  make  any  such  claim  for  ourserves 
at  the  jiresent  time.  We  must  condeinn 
the  Mennonite  inini.sters  of  that  day  as 
blind  leaders  of  the  blind;  corru]>ters'  of 
the  word  of  (toiI;  jiartakers  of  the  evil 
ileeds  of  corru|»t  and  ungodly  men;  un- 
faithful men,  guilty  of  the  most  sh.ameful 
neglect  of  duty  and  entirely  unfit  for  the 
sacred  office  they  filled.  We  must  look 
ujion  the  brotherhood  of  th.at  day  as  a 
combin.ation  of  men,  guilty  of  the  most 
Hagr.ant  immorality  .and  sunken  into  the 
deepest  dejiths  of  moral  corruption;  a 
sensual  and  carnal  ])eoj)le  who  could  not, 
in  the  remotest  degree,  lay  any  claims  to 
the  privileges  of  the  church  of  Christ.  If 
the.se  things  are  true,  we  must  e.stecm  the 
church  a.s  a body  so  corrupt  that  she  has 
lost  all  the  virtues  of  Gospel  purity,  and 
so  lost  to  every  sense  of  righteousness  and 
truth  that  under  her  cloak  men  could 
be  drunk.ards,  deceivers,  dishonest,  de- 
fraud, break  the  Sabbath,  gamlile,  j>lay 
.and  dance,  and  follow  all  manner  of  .sin- 
ful habits  without  reproof.  If  these 
things  are  true  our  church  to-d.ay  is  a 
community  of  deceivers  and  liars,  and  we 
have  nothing  for  ourselves  nor  our  pos- 
terity, in  the  Mennonite  church,  Imt  the 
refuge  of  lies  and  the  reward  of  deciqi- 
tion.  Musser  further  says,  ou  i>.age  240, 
“I  have  heard  that  some  of  the  younger 
members  of  the  church  say,  they  know' 
nothing  of  such  things,  and  assert  that 
they  are  not  true.  It  may  le  they 
do  know'  nothing  of  it,  but  they  haVe 
members  of  their  church  who  do  know' 
better,  and  if  they  would,  could  testify  to 
their  truth.  ******  Tiiere 
are  yet  m.any  old  members  in  the  Menno- 
nite church  who  know’  well  that  these 
things  are  true,  and  if  they  think  that 
their  church  is  now'  reformed,  and  in  a 
truly  living  and  sjiiritual  state,  it  would 
be  much  more  to  their  credit  to  come  out 
and  say  openly,  that  the  time  w’as  wlicn 
the  church  liad  fallen  into  such  shameful 
practices,  but  she  is  now'  reformed,  re- 
vived and  renovated.”  In  speaking  of 
the  charges  made  against  the  Mennonite 
church  by  John  Herr,  in  which  the  same 
charges  already  referred  to  are  made, 
Musser  remarks,  “Froui  my  own  know  l- 


edge ami  observations,  / know  th.at  such 
things  as  lie  w'l'itcs  are  true.  ’ 

If  these  things  are  so,  then  LTniver.sal- 
ism,  Catliolicism,  Mohaniedanism,  or  any 
form  of  heathen  idolatry  would  be  just 
:xs  good  as  Mennonitism,  so  far  as  our 
future  h.appiness  is  concerned.  It  shall 
truly  be  more  tolerable  for  Sodom  and 
GomorrJih  in  the  day  of  judgment^  th.an 
for  this  church.  The  Queen  of  the  South, 
the  .Tew'S  of  old,  and  millions  who  have 
died  in  total  ignorance  of  the  Christian 
religion,  xvill  be  better  off;  they  xvill  rise 
up  and  condemn  the  Mennonite  church 
both  in  this  present  time  and  iu  eternity, 
for,  to  judge  from  these  quotations  and 
many  other  remarks  in  the  book  referred 
to,  the  only  conclusion  w'e  could  arrive  at, 
would  be,  that  the  lUennonite  church  was, 
during  the  last  hundred  years,  so  corrujvt- 
ed  as  to  have  forfeitc'd  all  claims  w'orthy 
of  the  Christian  name,  yea,  a sensual,  de- 
bauched, pleasure-seeking,  corrupted  peo- 
]de.  The  w'hole  gist  and  tenor  of  his  rep- 
re.scntations  of  the  church,  be.ars  ujion 
this  one  object,  viz;  to  make  the  “Old 
oNIennonite  Church”  .just  as  low  and  de- 
graded, and  contemiitible  and  inf.amous 
as  possible,  and  this  he  does  according  to 
his  oxvn  admission,  for  the  simple  pur- 
])Ose  of  justifying  the  conduct  of  John 
Herr  and  his  follow'ers  in  organizing  the 
“Reformed  Mennonite  Church.  ’ He  ad- 
mits th.at  unless  they  can  show  the  old 
church  a con'upted  church,  they  should 
have  no  ground  for  w'ithdraw'ing.  The 
degree  of  pure  benevolence,  jmre  love  for 
the  souls  of  such  great  sinners,  a church 
so  utterly  blind  and  ignorant,  and  the 
s|)irit  of  Christian  love,  in  the  w riter  be- 
come apiiarent  from  such  a course.  The 
correctness  of  the  assertions  of  one  labor- 
ing, in  so  large  a degree,  for  the  interests 
aiid  justification  of  the  actions  of  his  ow  n 
jiarty  or  sect,  should,  under  all  circum- 
stances, be  subjected  to  a mo.st  careful 
examination.  The  strong  prejudices  un- 
der which  the  writer,  in  this  case,  is  Labor- 
ing, coupleil  with  his  own  avowed  object 
in  view',  are  facts  which  n.aturally  .aw'aken 
doubt  and  suspicion,  and  his  repeated  as- 
sertions that  what  he  w'rites  is  true,  have 
a tendency  rather  to  strengthen  than  to 
al hay  our  doubts. 

If  a man  has  nothing  better  wherew'ith 
to  justify  his  course  of  action,  than  the 
faults  and  failings  of  his  fellow-men, 
whether  such  faults  are  re.al  or  sanguina- 
ry, he  is  certainly  leaning  upon  a broken 
reed;  and  the  man  w'ho  w ould  establish 
his  ow  n righteousness,  and  justify  him- 
self by  condemning,  slandering,  malign- 
ing and  low'ering  tlie  character  of  others, 
is  surely  not  fulfilling  the  perfect  law'  of 
love. 

The  consistency  of  these  charges  be- 
come the  more  apjiarent  w'hen  we  notice 
that  after  laboring  very  hard  to  make  the 
members  of  the  old  church  jiartakers  of 
every  evilw'ork,  given  io  shameful  practices', 
charges  them  with  dishonesty,  deception 


and  falsehood,  he  says  “they  were  gener- 
Jilly  what  the  w'orld  c.alleJ  moral,  fiug.al, 
industrious  and  hoitestfl  .and  that  in  “many 
of  these  things  there  h.a.s  been  a markeil 
change” — a reform.ation,  but  still  the  Old 
Mennonite  Church  is  a cold,’  dead  and 
siiiritless  church.

A HRIEF  REVIEW  OF  1‘ORULAR

The  theory  of  Dr.  Darwin  w hich,  on 
the  evolution  principle,  is  intended  to 
prove  the  descent  of  the  human  race 
from  the  jirimodial  ape,  and  is  generally 
known  under  the  name  of  “Darwinism,” 
has,  for  some  years  past,,  made  a great 
deal  of  noise  almost  everyw'here  iiv  the 
civilized  w'orld.  Hut  nowhere  has  this 
theory  met  w'ith  more  favor,  gained  inore 
ground  and  credence,  than  in  the  United 
Skates,  where  at  present,  even  here  in  thi.s 
quiet  little  place,  educ.ated  men,  men  of 
culture  and  intelligence,  W'ho  call  them- 
selves Christians  and  claim  to  belong  to 
a Christian  church,  are  ready  and  eager 
to  espouse  Darwin’s  cause  and  break  their 
lances  in  his  behalf.

Their 
unbelief  is  the  outcome,  or  the  blindness 
caused  by  the  dazzling  results  of  modem 
knowledge.  Life  is  too  strict  and  too 
much  for  them,  the  hard-and-fast  line  of 
the  common  monilist  and  chapel-goer 
too  ignorantly  drawn — Heaven  is  too 
iKiftUtiful  and  too  glorious  a rcAvard,  and 
Hell  too  dreadful  a punishment.  Beyond 
thin,  it  is  not  “the  unbelief  enshrined  in 
the  jargon  of  philosophie  phr.ascs  which 
neutralize  each  other,  so  much  as  the  un- 
belief of  minds  and  hearts  confused  by 
the  dense  tangle  of  human  ignorance  and 
knoAvledge,  and  helplessness  of  separat- 
ing one  ^froin  the  other.”  “It  will  not,” 
adds  the  writer  from  Avhom  I quote,  “be 
by  the  mutual  hostility  of  negative  creeds, 
but  by  the  thoughtful  discriminations  of  a 
brooding  faith,  that  the  most  destructive 
doubts  of  the  day  will  be  resolved.”  Those 
doubts  have  found  their  expositor  and 
most  dangerous  friend  in  tlie  faithless 
niclancholy  of  the  I’oet  Laueate:

'I'his  is  very  mournful,  very  beautiful, 
no  doubt,  exceedingly  pathetic,  but  deep- 
ly skeptical.  If  Ave  look  at  the  Avords  aa'o  I 
have  emphasized  by  a different  type,  wo 
shall  find  that  a general  absorption  into 
the  Divinity  and  a forgiveness  after  some 
distant  cycles  is  the  dream-creed — for  it 
is  little  liiore — of  the  past.  It  is-.a  A^ery 
dangerous  phasis  of  unbelief  this,  'for,  as 
.St.  Paul  says,  logically  and  simply,  he 
Avlio  Avishes  to  come  to  God,  must  at  least 
belie  ve  that  there  is  a God.  It  is  a blunt- 
ing shield  against  the  arguments  of  the 
faithful,  but  at  the  same  time,  it  is  a very 
blunt  tool  of  attack  and  easily  turned. 
If  Ave  know'  not  anything,  neither  do  we 
knoAV  that  AA'e  are  all  right  or  all  W'rong. 
If  AA'O  are  crying  in  the  dark,  W'e  cannot 
see  a path  either  Avay.  The  bold  assur- 
ance of  the  skejitic  in  ridiculing  the  be- 
liever, is  a little  thrown  aAvay  here. 

The  siqqiosition  that  this  kind  of  skeji- 
ticism  Avill  prevail  is  a veryAA'eak  one  in- 
deed. Nor  is  this  asjiect  one  which 
should  be  trealed  Avith  ridicule  or  anger, 
or  anything  but  love.  If  there  be  one 
thing  which  has  done  more  than  another 
to  hinder  the  ]>rogress  of  faith  in  the 
licnrt,  it  is  the  attitude  of  many  of  the  be- 
lievers toAvard  tbe  unbelievt'rs.  It  Avould 
be  simply  ridiculous  to  suppose  that 
Christ,  or  Paul,  or  .Fohn,  or  any  of  the 
disciples  i-xcept  Pet«‘r  in  his  Avild,  ambi- 
tious, rash,  and  un  regenerated  tlays, 
Avould  a(^t  as Ave  do.  Instead  of  attract- 
ing, many  of  us  repel;  instead  of  sympa- 
tliizing  with  Avhat  others  feel  as  a hard- 
ness and  a burden,  avc  treat  it  often  as  if 
it  Avere  a monstrous  sin.  Hoav  do  Ave 


know  but  that  to  them  faith  may  not  be 
given — that  the  heavenly  gift  is  but  with- 
held? Why  not  look  upon,  especi.ally 
AA'hen  in  this  fluctuating  state,  as  seekers 
together  w'ith  us?  AVhy  not  go  out,  and 
perhaps  they  will  let  us  point  out  humbly 
and  without  ostentation  the  more  excel- 
lent way? 

It  is  after  all  doubtfid  Avhether  Dr.  Dar- 
AA'in’s  theory  of  man’s  birth  from  the  ape 
is  a new'  phasis  of  unbelief;  for  I under- 
stand that  it  is  not  his  .at  all,  but  his 
grandfather’s — and  not  his  grandfather’s, 
but  that  of  Pope — and  not  Pope’s  but  that 
of  Lucretius,  the  Latin  poet’s.  Nor  does 
Dr.  Danvin  perhaps  claim  it,  .although  his 
grandiloquently  comic  perorations  in  his 
neAV  edition,  “Thus  have  I provided  m.an 
W'ith  an  ancestor,  not  illustrious,  but  of 
long  descent,  a prirnordLal  ape,  hairy,  Avith 
jiointed  ears,  ttc.,”  would  seem  to  s.ay 
that  ho  does.  Of  course  Doctor  DarAvin 
carries  his  ancestors  farther  back  than  the 
ajic — so  did  his  grandfather.  “Thus,” 
says  Erasmus  D.arAvin,  “the  t;dl  oak,  the 
giant  of  the  wood  (and  its  congeners), 
and  the  eagle  so.aring  in  the  realms  of  air 
(and  other  birds  and  beasts)  and

The  gossiping  lady  in  one  of  Disraeli’s 
early  writings  tw'cnty  years  .before  the 
present  Doctor  Darwin  had  made  the  sub- 
ject his  ow'n,  has  said  the  same,  Disraeli 
cA'idently  copying  from  his  reading:  “Oh, 
dear,  all  is  development,  you  see!  First 
there  was  something — oh,  no! — first  there 
was  nothing,  and  then  there  w'as  some- 
thing; then,  I think,  there  were  Bhells,and 
then  fishes,  and  then — oh,  then  aa'O  came! 
we  are  a link  in  the  chain.”  Yes,  but 
where  is  the  missing  link?  That  is  a fact 
Avhich  Doctor  Darwin  cannot  get  over. 
“If  development  is  a fact,”  said  the  Nat- 
uralist, “why  may  not  man  mix  breeds? 
Whore  is  there  a bone  or  a fin  that  proves 
progression  from  fish  to  man?  Hoav  is 
It  that  the  law  of  progression  forbids 
mules  to  breed,  and  makes  highly  bred 
races  in  plant  or  animal  run  back  to  the 
original  type?”  There  will  not  be  much 
to  fear  from  the  assaults  of  unbelief  on 
these  ])oints.  Science  is  a friend  who 
looks  at  a distance  like  an  enemy.  Of 
course  the  danger  of  Darw  inism  is  that  it 
unsettles  many;  it  has  many  points  of 
truth — its  chief  apostle  is  an  excellent  and 
I observant  naturalist,  and  a jileasant  and 
learned  writer.  And  it  also  is  a fact,  in 
this  curiously  made  AVorld,  that  many 
, DaiAviniti's  assert  th:it  they  are  sincere 
1 Ghiistians.  This  Avould  seiun  difficult  to 

■ Vielieve,  seeing  that  the  Mosaic  aeiaiiint 
and  the  Dai  Avin  theory  cannot  be  recoii- 

■ ciled.  The  latest  phasis  of  all  seems  lo 

- be  reached  in  the  general  denial  of  the 

- soul  or  immortal  part  of  man;  and  this — 

mournful  state — seems  to  be  an  inoreas- 
‘ ingly  [lopular  belief.  Perhajis  it  is  as  Avell 


to  ow'ii  that,  outside  tlie  Ark  of  Christian- 
ity which  still  floats  on  the  waters,  there 
can  be  only  surmise  as  to  the  existence 
of  the  soul  and  the  after-life.  The  really 
grc.at  argument  for  the  latter  is  di'awii 
from  the  justice  of  God.  If  there  be  a 
God,  he  must  be  just;  and,  as  he  is  cer- 
tainly not  just  here,  there  must  be  a here- 
after. But  this  is  begging  the  question ; 
and  it  may  bo  turned  by  arguing  that  all 
Ave  can  justly  urge  is  that,  as  he  is  not  re- 
sponsible to  his  creatures  for  his  acts,  he 
may  continue  the  skate  of  pain  and  proba- 
tion. aAvfully  intensified,  hereafter.  Un- 
der this  reflection  the  gentler  minds  with- 
out creed  have  token  refuge  in  the  luipe 
of  the  Buddhists’  Nirvanah,  or  entire 
annihilation  of  the  soul  after  many  yeiu's 
or  cycles  of  painful  probation,  as  the  aim 
to  be  reached. 

Lastly,  a ncAV  school  has  recently 
sprung  up,  led  by  the  authors  of  the  “Un- 
seen UuiA'erse.”  Pi'ofessors  B.  Stewart 
and  Tait,  tw  o most  learned  men  of  sci- 
ence as  AA'ell  as  theologians,  who,  after 
reciting  all  the  difficulties  of  faith,  of  the 
I'csurrection  of  the  body,  and  the  regath- 
cring  of  sentient  matter,  claim  for  the 
Mosaic  account  and  the  Christian  faith 
the  position  of  being  the  most  sensible 
and  really  scientific  solution  of  the  prob- 
lem. They  as.sert,  Avhat  w'e  believe,  that 
only  in  Christianity  can  W'e  find  the  ex- 
planation of  the  unspeakable  mysteries 
that  surround  us,  and  that,  so  far  from 
being  alanned,  Ave  should  do  all  avo  can 
to  hasten  the  spreading  of  that  light 
Avhich  the  truth  cannot  fear,  in  aud  by 
w'hich  we  hope  to  li\'e,  and  AA'hich  Ave 
confess  when  Ave  say,  “In  Thy  light  Ave 
shall  see  light.”  Cei'toin  it  is  th.at  .amid 
the  rocks  and  shoals  of  unbelief,  which 
the  Christian  should  never  try  to  hide,  he 
sees  his  danger  and  blesses  his  safety. 
Most  certain  it  is  that  he  should  be  the 
hast  to  repro.ach  .and  the  first  to  help  those 
who  have  been  driven  upon  them.

Most  of  the  servants  in  ancient  times 
Avere  slaves;  that  is,  persons  Avho  Avere 
the  [iroperty  of  others — the  same  as  their 
horses,  or  coavs,  and  other  animals — avIio 
must  do  everything  that  they  Avere  order- 
ed, whether  right  or  AV'rong,  and  could 
not  leave  their  masters.  This  kind  of  ser- 
vice, or  slavery,  as  it  is  called,  is  very  old, 
and  exists  even  hoav  among  many  na- 
tions. The  slaA’es  among  the  .Jcavs,  and 
other  ancient  nations,  were  also  the  }»rop- 
erty  of  their  masters,  but  they  Avere  in- 
strueb'd  in  religion,  and  treated  far  more 
kindly  than  negro  slaves  in  modern 
times.

Slaves  of  this  latter  class  Avere  generally 
treated  Avith  more  kindness  than  the  oth- 
ers; bnt  there  Avas  a great  difference  be- 
tween them  and  the  sons  of  the  family, 
as  the  aiAOStl*^  describes.  Kom.  8:  15; 
Gal.  4:  0.  Yet  their  m.astc'rs  put  confi- 
dence in  them,  and  Ave  find  they  were  of- 
t»*n  armed  in  their  service:  see  Gen.  14: 
14;  32:  0;  33:  1.  From  the  words  of  Job, 
(31:  13,)  Ave  may  learn  that  there  were 
masters  who  treated  their  slaves  kindly; 
some  sneh  Ave  hojie  there  are  even  now, 
lint  it  is  to  be  feared  that  many  act  far 
otherwise.  The  honors  bestowed  upon 
Josejih  and  Daniel  shoAV  (hat  slaves  Aveie 
sometimes  advanced  to  great  authority; 
and  it  is  singular  to  remark,  that  in  Fgyjit

Suridy  this  should 
shoAV  hoAV  much  happier  it  is  to  live  in  a 
land  Avliere  tin*  true  God  is  really  Avor- 
shijied,  than  to  live  among  he.athen.  This 
ctaiel  (re.atment  caused  rebellions  or  in- 
surrections among  the  Uoin.an  slaves,  in 
Avhich  many  thousand  lives  Averclost;  but 
AA'e  do  not  hear  of  any  among  the  JeAvs. 
At  Home,  also,  jiersons  Avho  eouhl  not 
jiay  their  deb(»s  Avere  sold  for  shaves,  and 
Avere  used  as  cruelly  as  the  others. 

The  .apostle  Paid  often  refers  to  the 
state  ami  condition  of  slaves  to  e.xplain 
his  me.aning,and  to  e.xpressit  morestrong- 
ly.  Thus  he  speaks  of  believers  as  being 
the  servants  of  Christ,  bound  to  do  the 
Avill  of  their  Lord,  and  to  exert  themselves 
in  his  service.  He  says,  “Ye  are  not 
your  oAvn,  for  ye  are  bought  aa  ith  a price; 
therefore  glorify  God  in  your  body,  .and 
in  your  spirit,  Avhich  are  God’s.’’  1 Cor. 
6:  10,  20.  He  also  refers  to  the  m.arks 
Avith  Avhich  slaves  Avere  branded,  Avhen  he 
speaks  of  the  manner  in  Avhich  his  body 
Avas  marked  Avith  scars,  and  other  tokens 
of  his  sufferings  in  the  cau.se  of  Christ: 
he  says,  “I  bear  in  my  body  the  marks  of 
the  Lord  Jesus.  ’ The  jiro|ihet  Isaiah  al- 
ludes to  these  marks.  44:5.  jNfany  e.arly 
Christians  marked  their  arms  Avith  the 
sign  of  the  cross,  or  the  name  of  Cdirist. 

Yery  often  slaves  Avere  redeemed;  that 
is,  a price  Avas  paid,  Avhieh  is  calleil  a ran- 
som, to  make  tliem  free.  This  affords  a 
be.autiful  illustr.ation  of  the  grace  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ:  by  n.ature  :ind  jiraclice 
w'e  are  the  sines  of  sin;  but  Christ  be- 
c.ame  our  Hedeemer;  and  vast  indeed  is 
the  jirice  he  paid  to  ransom  u.s.  The  ;ipos 
tie  says,  “Ye  Avere  not  redeemed  with 
corruptible  thing.s,  as  silver  and  gohl;  but 
Avith  the  precious  blood  of  Christ.”  1 Fet. 
1:  18,  13:  “Who  gave  himself  for  us, 
that  be  might  redeem  u.s  from  all  ini(|iiity, 
;uid  purify  unto  himself  a peculiar  pcojile, 
zealous  (if  good  AA  orks.”  Titus  2:  14. 

Hut  let  no  one  suppose  that  slavery  is 
.luthorized  or  ajiproved  of  by  (iod,  lie- 
ctmse  it  is  thus  mentioned  in  the  Hible.

(hem  for  slaves,  should  be  put  to  death.  , 

We  also  lind  v .arions  jirecejits  addressed 
to  those  AA'ho  Avere  slaves,  shoAving  that 
they  Avere  to  act  as  becometh  the  gospel, 
Avhich  sjioke  of  jiardon  and  salvation  for 
them  as  well  as  their  masters.  Thus  avc 
read,  (l  IVt.  2:  18,)  “.Servants,  be  subject 
to  your  ma>ter.s  with  all  fear;  nor  only  to 


the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to  the  fro- 
Avard.”  The  apostle  Ftud  says  (Eph.  4: 
5-8,)  “Servants,  be  obedient  to  them  that 
are  your  masters  according  to  the  Hesh, 
Avith  fear  and  trembling,  in  singlenes.s  of 
your  heart,  as  unto  Christ;  not  with  eye- 
service,  :is  man-pleasers;  but  as  the  ser- 
vants of  Christ,  doing  the  will  of  God 
from  the  heart;  Avith  good-will  doing  ser- 
vice, as  to  the  Lord,  and  not  to  men: 
knoAving  that  Avhatsoever  good  thing  any 
man  doeth,  the  same  shall  he  receive  of 
the  Lord,  whether  he  be  bond  or  free.  ’ 
liemember,  that  these  exhortjAtions  Avere 
not  addres.sed  to  the  slaves  of  Cliristitin 
or  JcAvish  ma.sters  only,  bnt  also  to  those 
Avho  AA’ere  the  servants  of  hetithens.  Nor 
should  Christian  mtisters  forget  the  sjie- 
cial  injunctions  that  all  their  servants 
.shotdd  enjoy  the  rest  of  the  Sabbath,  aniP 
religiotts  instruction. 

In  former  times  there  Avere  slaves  in 
England;  they  Avere  botight  and  sold  just 
as  the  negroes  in  the  West  Indies  used  to 
be,  and  as  they  recently  Avere  in  some 
parts  of  the  I’^nited  Suites,  and  .as  they 
are  even  noAv  in  South  America,  and  in 
many  other  lands.  A fcAV  hundred  years 
ago,  men,  AA'omen,and  children  Avere  ox- 
pose<l  for  sale  on  the  (pi-ay  at  Hristol,  just 
like  c.attle  or  sheep.  In  the  accounts  of 
the  abbey  of  Dunstable  for  the  year  1283, 
there  is  mention  made  of  “our  slave  by 
birth,  William  Pike,  and  all  his  family,” 
being  sold  for  a mark;  that  is,  about  three 
dollars.  It  is  noticed  as  any  common  oc- 
currence. The  price  of  this  man  and  all 
his  family  Avas  not  more  than  about  fifty 
dollars.of  our  money  at  the  pre.sent  day. 
Hut  the  iv.ider  probably  hits  heard  that 
there  arc  no  slaves  in  England,  and  has 
been  told,  (liat  if  a slave  treads  U|>on  En- 
glish ground  he  directly  becomes  free. 
This  has  been  the  case  Avitli  some  poor 
bhicks,  Avho  have,  atdilferent  times  been 
carried  to  that  country.  They  became 
free  Avhen  the  ship  arrived  there.  Hut, 
aft(*r  all,  it  is  a fact  that  there  .stii.i.  .vkk 

AIANV  SJ.AVKS  I ,V  KXOI.ANM).  “HoAA'  is 

this':'’  the  reader  may  s.ay;  “I  never 
heard  of  any.”  Perlnijis  so,  and  yet  after 
till,  my  re.ader,  vou  .aiay  uk  a slavk  youu- 
SKi.i’.  Are  you  siirjirised  to  liear  this':' 
— ^tiirn  to  Homans  G:  IG:  “Kiioav  ye  not 
th;it  to  Avh(.»iu  ye  yield  yourselves  ser- 
vants to  oliey,  his  servants’  (or  slaves) 
“ye  are  to  whom  ye  obey;  AA'liether  of  sin 
unto  de.ath,  or  of  obedience  unto  liglit- 
eou.sness Head  on  to  (he  end  of  (he 
chapter.  Is  there  no  evil  passion  or  sin- 
inl  |iracticc  Avhich  you  often  give  way  to, 
or  delight  in?  Heineinber,  “no  man  can 
ser\ e (w  o masters.  .Matt.  G:  24.  Satan 
is  a li.ard  master;  turn  then  to  (.’hrist, 
Avhose  yoke  is  e:»sy,  and  Avhose  burden  is 
light,  Avhose  “commandments  are  not 
grievous;”  and  remember  the  AA  ords  <d' the 
Psalmist,  “1  will  AViiik  at  lilaerty;  ^ 
seek  thy  precepts.”  Matt.  11;  .50;  I John 
5:  3;  Psalm  1 13:  45. 

\'v  hen  spe.iking  of  slavery,  it  sIioaM  ’>  ■

mentioned,  that  .among  the  Jcavs  p.arents 
had  poAver  to  sell  their  children.  That 
this  w.as  sometimes  done,  Ave  may  con- 
clude from  Isaiah  I:  1,  .and  Neh.  5:5. 
’I'liis  is  still  the  c.ase  in  Eastern  nations: 
jiersons  w ho  have  traveled  or  lived  among 
them,  tell  ns  of  instances  in  Avhich  }>:ir- 
ents  Icive  brought  their  children  for  .sale, 
particularly  in  times  of  famine  as  in  the 
(lays  of  Nehemiah. 

'I'lie  .severe  manner  in  Avhich  slaves 
Avere  ])unished,  is  also  .alluded  to  in  Scrijitr 
lire;  they  Avere  often  confined  in  dark 
dungeons,  or  sent  to  labor  in  the  mines, 
either  of  Avhich  m.ay  explain  the  AAairds  of 
onr  Lord,  IMatt.  8:  12;  22:  13.  In  Luke 
12:  45,  4G,  our  blessed  Lord  seems  toh.ave 
l efet  rid  to  the  case  of  a slave  that  had 
been  anthority,  but]iroved  to  be 

a hypocrite, and  deceived  his  master;  who, 
at  length,  detecting  his  wicked  conduct, 
ordered  him  to  be  cut  to  |iieces.  Anoth- 
er cruel  ]»unishment  indicted  upon  slaves, 
and  the  Avorst  malefactors,  Avas  crueitix- 
ion.  It  Avas  a punishment,  in  )).articular, 
for  worthless  slaves.  St.  Paul  refers  to 
this  Avhen  he  speaks  of  our  Lord  taking 
upon  him  the  form  of  a servant,  and  bo- 
coming  subject  to  de.ath,  even  the  death 
of  the  cross.  Phil.  2:  7,  8.  And  in  Heb. 
12:  2,  hesjieaks  of  our  blessed  Lonl,  “aaJio 
for  the  joy  that  AA'as  set  before  him  en- 
dured the  cross,  desjiising  the  shame.” 
'riiis  exjilains  Avhy  the  ajiostle  sjieaks  of 
the  preaching  of  the  la-oss  being  foolish- 
ness to  the  Gentiles,  (1  (’or.  1:  23,)  .and 
of  glorying  in  the  cross.  Worldly-mind- 
ed men  rejected  the  idea  of  receiving  .as 
their  Lord  and  Savior,  one  aaIio  h.ad  suf- 
ba-ed  the  de.ath  usu.ally  indicted  nj>on 
slaves  and  m.alef.actors.  This  is  Avhat  St. 
P.aul  mc;ins  Avhen  he  sjieaksofthe  offense 
of  the  cross.  Gal.  5:  11.  In  our  times  the 
same  jirejudice  does  not  precisely  exist, 

A ct.  there  are  many  Avho  take  offense  .at 
the  truths  of  the  Gospel.  This  Avill  .al- 
ways be  the  case;  for  those  that  love  the 
Avorld,  are  not  inclined  to  love  the  truth. 
Hut  let  us  remember,  our  Lord  requires 
us  to  take  up  our  cross  and  folloAA'  him; 
that  is,  to  show  that  Ave  belong  to  him, 
and  to  live  to  the  praise  of  the  glory  of 
his  grace,  Avilhout  minding  the  )>erishing 
vanities  and  fashions  of  this  AA’orld,AA'hich 
must  pass  away,  1 Cor.  7:  31;  nor  should 
Ave  care  for  its  contcRipt. 

'I'liere  Avere  hired  servants,  as  avcII  as 
slaves,  among  the  Jcavs.  The  hiAV  of 
IMoscs  ordered  th.at  they  should  be  tre:it- 
ed  kindly,  and  expressly  directed  th.at 
their  Avages  .should  be  jiaid  every  day  be- 
fore sunsi-t.  Lev.  13:  13;  Deut.  21:  14, 
15.  From  the  p.ar.abh>  of  (be  laborers  in 
the  xineyard,  (Matt.  20,)  avc  lind  tlnvt 
(he\  stood  in  the  market-place  to  be  hired; 
that  their  daily  Avages  at  that  time  were  a 
denarius,  or  about  sevcnjienco  halfjienny 
of  our  money;  also  that  they  left  Avork 
about  six  o clock  in  the  evening, and  then 
were  ]iaid  their  Avages. 

When  Morier  Avas  in  Persia,  .a  fexv 


years  ago,  lie  staid  some  time  in  the  city 
of  Hamadan.  He  saxA^  every  morning, 
before  sunrise,  a gre:it  ninnberof  jiersons 
assemble  in  a large  o]ien  square,  Avith 
tlieir  tools  in  their  hands,  Avaiting  to  be 
hired.  Some  of  them,  .as  in  the  ]»ar.able, 
remained  till  late  in  the  day  Avithont  be- 
ing hired,  and  on  .asking  them,  in  the 
Avorils  of  Scripture,  “Why  stand  ye  here 
all  the  (lay  idle?  ’ be  received  tin*  :in.swer 
mentioned  in  the  parable,  though  they 
had  never  heard  of  it.  J’hey  replied, 
“Hecause  no  man  hath  hired  us.”  In 
many  ]iarts  of  England,  .and  CA’Cn  in  Lon- 
don, laborers  assemble  in  the  morning, 
and  stand  to  be  hired. 

In  other  ]iarts  of  the  Hible  Ave  find 
strong  injunctions  to  deal  kindly  Avith 
hired  servants,  as  Mai.  3:5;  J.ames  5:  4; 
Jer.  22:  13.  The  reader  AA'ill  recollect  the 
Avordsofthe  prodigal  son,  Avhen  he  re- 
flected uj)on  the  jilenty  Avhieh  the  hired 
servants  of  his  father  enjoyed,  and  com- 
jiared  it  Avith  the  scanty  fare  Avhich  his 
master,  jirobably  a heathen,  alloAved  him. 
Ill  like  manner,  such  has  ever  been  the 
bitter  ex]jerience  of  all  Avho  folloAV  the 
Avaysofsin;  but  the  folly  of  sinners  is 
such,  that  they  do  not  ttike  Avarning  from 
the  s:id  cxamjiles  Avbich  jirove  that  “the 
Avtiy  of  transgressors  is  hard.”

DHAWING  NIGH  TO  GOD. 

God  is  in  heaven.  And,  if  on  earth, 
yet  invisible  and  inaudible.  Hoav,  then, 
sh.all  AVC  draAv  ne.arto  One  so  exalted,  so 
silent,  and  hidden? 

To  this  the  ansAver  is  sinqile,  so  as 
scarcely  to  justify  its  statement.  If  you 
had  a friend  the  other  side  of  the  Atlan- 
tic, and  you  Avished  to  druAV  near  to  him 
bodily  in  an  instant,  you  could  not  for  an 
ocean  rolls  betAveen.  Hut  if  you  Avere  in- 
clined to  draw  near  to  him  mentally,  by 
thought  and  meditation,  you  could  in- 
stantly and  ])erfectly.  Hecause  sp.ace, 
oceans,  :ur,  mountains,  and  miles,  are  no 
b.ar  to  thought.  The  mind  needs  for  it- 
self no  railro.ads,ste.ambo:its,or  telegrajihs. 
It  is  itself  the  fleetest  telegr.ijih  in  the  uni- 
verse. When  one  flashes  a messiige  along 
the  lightning  Avires,  yet  his  mind  or 
thought  can  outstrip  it,  and  re.ach  the  des- 
tinatton  first.  So  that  even  though  God 
be  in  heaven,  and  neither  visible  nor  au- 
dible on  earth,  yet  can  a man’s  mind  fly 
iqiAvard,  ticross  the  infinite  oi  can  of  space, 
and  (IraAV  near  to  him.  And  this  is  a part 
of  Avh.at  the  Holy  Ghost  means,  Avhen  he 
says,  “DraAV  nigh  to  God:  ’ draAV  nigh  to 
hiiUAvith  the  thought  of  your  mind. 

And  similarly  Avith  regard  to  the  mind’s 
utterance  and  sjieech.  If  your  friend  had 
such  an  ear  tluvt  he  could  hear  you  across 
the  ocean,  you  could  speak  to  him  from 
any  distan'ce,  .and  utter  all  your  mind 
without  personal  contact,  or  the  interven- 
tion of  letters.  Niithing  AA'ould  be  neces- 
sary but  to  speak,  .and  he  Avould  hear  you. 
Tliiis,  Avherever  you  Avere,  in  the  Avide 


! Avorld,  you  wald  inatantly  ol)mmunicate 
Avith  your  friend.  And  it  is  onlybecau.se 
no  huuuaji  friend  has  such  tut  eajythat  we 
are'oblit^eil  to  Avrite^  td,  jlclegra^^h,  S)V  to 
send  mess.ages  by  others. 

And,  further,  it  is  just  because  Godhas 
such  an  ear,  that  it  is  possible  for  man,  at 
any  time  or  jilaee,  to  sjieak  to  him,  in 
jirayer  or  jiraise,  and  be  hoard;  io  make 
knoAvn  his  wants,  or  the  feelings  of  his 
heart,  and  open  to  him  all  his  mind.  The 
capabilities  of  such  an  all-hearing  ear,  it  is 
true,  are  miraculous,  and  jiast  our  natural 
understanding.  Hut  so  is  God’s  omnipo- 
tence, and  every  one  of  his  infinite  .attri- 
butes. And  so  Aveare  not  to  suffer  our- 
selves to  doubt  that  God  has  an  all-hear- 
ing ear,  able  to  catch  every  sound,  cry, 
groan,  or  sigh,  that  escapes  from  human 
lijis. 

It  makes  no  difference,  then,  Avhere  one 
is,  Avhether  at  the  south  jiolo  or  north; 
Avliether  in  America  or  Africa;  Avhetheron 
land,  or  sea;  Avhether  on  a throne  or  in  a 
dungeon;  let  him  but  speak  to  God  in 
prayer  tind  snjiplication,  or  in  praise,  and 
God  hears  him. 

Once  more:  leaving  the  case  of  a friend, 
and  coming  to  tiuit  of  a ruler  or  sovereign, 
there  is  still  a sense  in  AAdiich  one,  :is  a 
subject,  may  “dniAV  nigh”  to  him,  Avith- 
out  visible  nearness  or  jiresence.  Suj)- 
]>ose  such  a soAX*reign  sends  to  his  sub- 
jects, across  the  ocean,  a certain  code  of 
laAvs  for  their  go A-ern men t:  and  suppo.se  a 
jiart  of  his  subjects  receive  and  obey 
these  hiAVS,  and  others  reject  and  bre;ik 
them.  Is  thei-e  not  here  a correct  sense 
in  Avhich  the  former  class  may  be  said  to 
ilraAv  nigh  to  their  sovereign,  Avhile  the 
latter  keep  axAaiy  from  him?  Those  Iiavs 
rejiresent  him;  and  as  they  tre.at  the  Iiavs 
so  they  tre:it  him.  And  if  it  occur,  that 
.any  of  them,  .after  a time  of  such  standing 
out  .and  rebelling,  at  length  submit  to  the 
laAvs,  could  they  not  be  correctly  describ- 
ed as  submitting  themselves  to  the  sover- 
eign himself?  Hy  such  submission, 
AA'Ould  they  not  cease  keeping  axxaay  from 
him,  and  really  dniAV  nigh  unto  him?  And 
surely,  this  is  another  a icAV  in  Avliich  our 
ease  Avith  God  is  not  inajitly  represented. 
God  is  a great  King  and  LaAA'giver.  We 
are  his  rightful  subject.s.  He  has  sent  u.s 
his  excellent  Avill.  We  have  been  reliels 
to  it.  Hut  by  ceasing  our  rebellioti,  and 
giving  in  onr  allegiance  to  his  good  gov- 
ernment, Ave  abate  the  moral  separation 
or  distance,  Avhich  existed  betAA'cen  bim 
and  us,and  in  this  additional  sense,  “ilraAV 
nigh”  to  him. 

Our  duty,  theiq  is  plain:  to  draAV  nigh 
to  God  in  thought,  in  imiyer,  .and  in  obe- 
ilii'uce.  Let  Avhat  Avill  ojijiose,  or  dissuade, 
this  should  be  done.  For  this  one  of  the 
utterances  of  his  Spirit,  “DraAv  nigh  to 
God,  and  he  Avill  draAv  nigh  to  you.’’ — 
A/n.  Mess.

Our 
churches  eveiywherc,  should  endeavor  to  do 
more  than  has  been  done  in  the  past,  to  kciq) 
their  young  people  with  them  and  instruct  them 
in  the  same  truths  and  doctrines  in  which. they 
have  been  taught.  A Sabbath  school  in  which 
singing  is  made  one  of  the  principal  e.xercises 
is  one  of  the  best  means  to  accomplish  this 
inirpose.

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I’aul,  in  w'l'iting  to  Timothy  s.ays,  '‘This 
is  a faithful  s.aying,  and  AA  orthy  of  all  ac- 
cejvtation,  th.at  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the 
AA'orld  to  save  sinners;  of  Avhom  I am 
chief.  IIoAvbeit,  for  this  cause  I obtained 
mercy,  tb.at  in  me  first  Jesus  Christ  might 
shoAV  forth  all  long-siilTering,  for  a jiat- 
t(*rn  to  them  Avhich  should  hereafter  be- 
lieve on  him  to  life  everla.sting.”  Here 
Ave  have  Jesus  Christ  for  a pattern  by 
Avhich  Ave  should  be  guided.  He  says 
of  himsctlf,  “I  .am  the  aa'U}',  and  the 
truth,  and  the  life;  .and  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father,  but  by  me.” 

Having  then,  the  Bible — .such  a pei-fect 
chart;  and  Jesus,  a perfect  ji.attern,  hoAV 
can  we  go  astray  ignorantly?

If  it  be  a 
rencAv.al,  it  is,  “In  righteousness  and  true 
holiness.”  If  it  be  a cxnnmand,  it  is,  “Be 
y'e  holy,  for  I am  holy.  If  it  be  an  ex- 
iiorUition,  it  is,  “Let  us  cleanse  onrselves 
from  all  filthiness  of  flesh  and  sjiirit,  jier- 
fecting  holiness  in  the  fe:ir  of  (4od.”  If  it 
be  a promise,  it  i.s,  ‘ Then  Avill  I sprinkle 
clean  AV'ater  upon  you,  and  y'e  shall  be 
clean.”  If  it  be  a lieclaration,  it  is,  “The 
blood  of  Christ  Jesus  his  Son  cicanseth 
us  from  all  sin.”  If  it  has  respect  to  the 
priesthood  of  Christ,  it  is,  “Wherefore 
he  is  .able  also  to  save  tliein  to  the  utter- 
most.” 

Is  it  ;i  st.ate  de.scribi'd?  It  is,  “Blesscl 
are  (he  pure  in  he.art.”  Is  depravity  as 
d(*ep  iiml  indelible  as  .se:irljJ. .'ind  crimson? 
It  i.s,  “'They  shal|  be  :is  Avhite  as  snoAV.” 
Does  it  present  a divim*  prototype;?  It  is, 
“i\s  he  (Christ)  is,  so  .‘in;  avo  in  this 
Avorld.”  Is  the  instrum<*ntal  cause  ]»re- 
senti*d?  It  is,  “Sanctify  them  through 
thy^  truth."  Is  the  meritorious  c ause  pre- 
sented? It  i.s,  “The  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ,  ’ aa  Iio  “gave  himsAjf  a ransom  for 
all.”  Im  liiim  in  agencA'  involAcd  in  the 


AA'ork?  It  is,  “Come,  for  all  things  are 
now  ready;’  and,  “I’urifieth  himself,even 
as  He  is  pure.”  Is  the  jiroximate  con- 
ditional cause  presented.^  It  i.s  “Sancti- 
fied b;/ faith  th.at  is  in  me,”  and  “Puri- 
fying their  hearts  by  faith.’’  Is  the 
grand  eflicient  Agent  referred  to?  It  is, 
“Through  sanctification  of  the  /Spirit." 
Is  it  Avho  shall  enter  he.avcn?  It  is,  “He 
that  hath  clean  hands  and  a jmro  heart.” 

Not  a figure  or  term  used,  significant 
of  purification,  h.as  any  limitation  to  teach 
that  the  AA'ork  m.ay  not  be  completed  .at 
once, — instantaneously  Avrought  by  the 
supernatural  jioAver  of  God.  The  Avords 
“all,”  “Avholly,’’  “avIioIo’’  and  the  like, 
express  a finished  AA'ork  in  those  “jmrified, 
made  Avhite,  and  tried.” 

Sanctific.ation  is  :i  jilain,  single,  simple, 
definite,  cleansing,  Avrought  by  God  Him- 
self, in  the  soul  itself.  And  these  pas- 
sages are  a standing  rebuke  to  that  grad- 
ualism, Avhich  pushes  this  Avhole  siiliject 
into  indefinite  generalities,  Avithout  a dis- 
tinct AA'ork  of  cleansing. 

No  jirojiosition  can  be  more  pl.ainly 
stvted  than  is  stated  in  God’s  Avord,  that 
our  complete  jiurification  from  sin  is  by 
the  blood  of  Christ.  Andy  yet,  what  ef- 
forts are  constintly  being  put  forth  to  set 
aside  this  j)lain,  fundamental,  and  pre- 
cious truth,  “That  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
his  Son  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin?” 

“The  promise  stamls,  forever  sure,

CUltlOUS  FACTS  IN  UFCAUl)  TO 
SOUND. 

'I'lie  foll(»\ving  curious  observations  in 
regard  to  the  transmission  of  sound  have 
laam  carefully  verified  by  an  extendeil  se- 
ries t)f  experiments;  The  whistle^  of  a 
locomotive  is  lieard  3,300  yards  through 
the  air;  the  noise  of  a railroad  train,  2,800 
yards;  the  report  of  a musket  and  the 
bark  of  a dog,  1,800  yards;  an  orchestra 
or  the  roll  of  a drum,  1,000  yards;  the 
human  voice  reaches  to  a distance  of  1,000 
yards;  the  croaking  of  frogs,  1)00  yards; 
the  chirping  of  crickets,  800  yards.  Dis- 
tinct sj)eaking  is  heard  in  the  :iir  from  be- 
low' up  to  a dishince  of  000  yards;  from 
above,  it  is  only  understood  to  a range  of 
100  yards  downwards.  It  has  been  as- 
certained that  an  echo  is  well  reflected 
from  the  surface  of  smooth  w'aU'r  only 
w'hen  the  voii*e  comes  from  an  elevation. 

Other  similar  phenomena  connected 
with  the  transmission  of  sound  have  been 
observed,  but  the  results  disagree  either 
from  inaccuracy  in  the  observations  or 
from  the  varying  nature  of  the  circum- 
stances affecting  the  numbers  obhiined. 
Such  variations  occur  to  an  extent  of  ten 
to  twenty  ]>er  cent.,  and  even  more.  The 
weather’s  being  cold  and  dry,  or  warm 
and  wet,  are  the  chief  influencing  causes. 
In  the  first  case,  the  sound  goes  to  a great- 
er, and,  in  the  second,  to  a lesser  <lis- 
tance.

THE  MENNONITE  CIIUIICII  AND 
HER  ACCUSERS. 


Sl.'unicr  is  tlio  cotiijiluiiier’s  grcfit  w’o.n})- 
OM.  It  is  almost  always  the  refuge  atul 
eonsolatiofi  of  a dissatistled  mind;  when- 
ever one  whose  heart  is  not  filled  and  re- 
straified  hy  the  love  of  God,  beeotnes  dis- 
satisfied with  any  person,  an  association 
of  persons,  a ehnreh  or  society,  his  grand 
resort  is  almost  always  to  slander,  and 
this  is  most  of  all  the  case  with  dissatis- 
fied church  fiiembers,  metnbers  who  hav'e 
fallen  under  church  censure,  or  who  for 
any  other  reason  have  withdrawn  them- 
selves or  been  expelled  from  a church, 
and  that  especial  church  from  which  they 
have  Nvithdrawn,  or  witli  which  they  have 


once  been  connected  always  becomes  the  s 
target  of  their  bitterest  denunciations,  a 
Whefi  a man  who  did  not  enter  by  the  t 
Door  (Christ)  but  climbing  up  some  oth-  t 
er  way,  has  found  admission  into  the  i 
church  and  perhaps  for  years,  been  drag- 
ging hifuself  alofig  on  its  skirts  as  a dead 
body,  standing  in  the  vineyard  as  a fruit- 
less tree,  occupying  the  place  of  a candle- 
stick and  givifig  no  light,  the  subject  of  c 
many  prayers  and  exhortiitiofis,  and  the  ] 
cause  of  tnuch  care  and  anxiety  to  his  s 
mifiister  or  bishop,  is  suddenly  awakened  < 
from  his  stupor  hy  sotne  riew  sensation,  < 
in  the  popular  theology  or  religious  prac-  i 
tice  of  the  day,  atid  allows  himself  to  be 
led  in  the  sapie  path  of  insincerity  and  > 
hyjiocrisy  as  before,  by  some  blind  lead- 
er of  the  blind,  and  vainly  supposes  that 
he  now  has  found  tlie  true  way  and  ts 
converted  and  a true  Christian,  be  at  once 
sets  up  a tirade  of  slander  and  abuse 
against  those  with  whom  lie  was  once 
identified.  Now  a man  could  not  tell  it 
in  plainer  language,  nor  prove  by  a more 
unmistakable  and  stronger  eviilenee  that 
he  never  was  a Christian  and  that  he  is 
not  a Christian  now,  than  by  just  such  a 
course.  Meekne.ss  and  forgiveness,  love, 
pity,  and  kindness,  are  Christian  virtues 
and  fruits  of  a converted  heart;  jirayer  for 
enemies  and  the  conversion  of  the  erring 
and  the  ignorant,  efforts  to  bring  them  to 
the  knowledge  of  God,  are  Christian 
jiractices;  but  abuse  and  slander  belong  to 
the  'works  of  darkness;  they  are  the  prod- 
ucts of  an  unconverted  and  an  impenitent 
heart. 

' If  John  Herr  or  his  successor  Daniel  Miis- 
ser,  had  ever  been  members  of  the  Men- 
nonite church,  w'c  woiihl  feel  that  it  was 

- only  the  natural  course  which  nearly  all 
dissatisfied  and  unrenewed  persons  Dike 
to  ju.stify  themselves  when  they  need  a 

- reason  for  vdthdrawing  from  a church, 

- but  when  we  consider  that  neither  of 
1 these  persons  ever  were  members  of  the 
1 Mennonite  church,  we  fail  to  see  any  rea- 
1 son  why  they  should  try  so  liard  to  abuse, 
;-  degrade,  condemn,  misrepresent  and  slan- 
e der  the  Old  Mennonite  Church  as  they  do, 
r unless  it  be  to  make  themselves  a name 
i-  and  gain  honor  and  popularity  among 
i,  men;  or,  unless  envious  of  the  stronghold, 
y the  well-estivblished  reputation  and  supe- 
c rior  numbers  of  the  aid  churcb,  they  arc 
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seeking  from  selfish  motives,  to  supplant 
and  destroy  her.  In  either  case,  the  m(> 
tive  is  so  far  beneath  all  Christian  digni- 
ty (to  say  nothing  of  the  false  statements 
it  contains),  that  it  seems  to  us  impossi- 
ble that  any  one  making  any  claim  to  the 
Christian  religion,  could  so  far  forget  his 
calling  as  to  be  guilty  of  such  uncharita- 
ble, such  unfeeling  and  wholesale  denun- 
ciations as  appear  in  this  work.  And  the 
pretense  that  all  this  is  prompted  by  the 
spirit  of  love  and  done  from  a sincere 
conviction  of  duty,  for  the  good  of  the 
old  church,  is  truly  one  of  the  most  pecul- 
iar claims  we  have  ever  heard.  The 
whole  account  of  the  Old  Mennonite 
church  given  in  this  work,  indeed,  seems 
to  he  a masterpiece  of  pliarisaical,  self- 
righteousness  and  egotism  unequalled  hy 
any  author  of  the  present  age,  while  the 
multitude  of  conjectures,  suppositions,  ex- 
pressions of  doubt  and  the  relation  of  cir- 
cumstances of  whicli  he  acknowledges 
that  lie  does  not  know  whether  they  are 
so  or  not,  at  once  stamp  it  as  entirely  un- 
wortliy  of  the  smallest  degree  of  cre- 
dence. 

In  our  attempt  to  sliow  the  sincere 
reader,  that  many  of  the  statements  so  un- 
charitably made  by  Daniel  Musser  against 
the  Old  Mennonite  Church,  are  altogether 
incorrect  and  untrue,  we  wish  to  he  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  we  make  no  claim 
to  a perfect  government,  so  long  as  the 
. church  is  composed  of  frail,  im|>erfeet, 

■ human  beings.  We  do  not  claim  that 
: the  Old  Mennonite  Church  is  a church 
without  spot  or  blemish;  that  she  has  no 

- unfaithful  members  among  her  numbers, 

- and  we  do  not  believe  that  there  is  a 
I chinch,  of  any  considerable  number,  upon 
[ the  face  of  the  earth  (the  Reformed  Men- 
; nonite  Church  not  excepted),  that  lias  not 
i some  members  that  are  untrue,  and  who 
, are  more  of  a discredit  to  the  church  than 
f otherwise.  There  was  a Judas  among 
13  the  twelve  apostles,  the  little  niimbor 
,-  whom  Jesus  had  chosen  as  his  special  fol- 
!,  lows;  there  was  an  Ananias  and  Sapphi- 
1-  ra  and  others  who  unworthily  crept  into 
I,  the  Christian  church  in  its  very  earliest 
c days,  and  do  we  jiresume  to  be  more  sa- 
g g:i'eiou8,  hotter  judges  of  human  nature, 
r,  anil  better  able  to  disclose  the  secrets  of 
3-  men’s  hearts  than  oven  the  heaven-inspired 
0 apostles  of  eighteen  hundred  years  ago';’ 
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' (should  be  kept  pure;  that  is,  .when  mem- 
Vmts  become  transpfi-cssors  and  it  becomes 
known,  it  is  tlie  duty  of  the  clmrch,  as 
n quire<l  by  the  Sfospel,to  o\])cl  the  olTend- 
ing  member  or  memV)ers  from  her  eom- 
mimion.  This  doctrine  tlie  Old  ]Nleimo- 
nite  Church  has  always  maintained, taught 
and  practiced. 

That  tliere  may  liave  been  members  in 
the  church  who  manifested  no  good  light, 
who  were  niore  loose  in  their  morals  than 
tliey  should  have  been,  and  that  there 
were  e^en  ministers  and  bishoj>s  Avho 
were  less  rigid  in  their  administration  of 
tJie  affairs  of  the  church,  than  the  gosj)cl 
requires,  we  will  notdeny,for  as  we  above 
remarked,  we  do  not  look  for  perfection 
in  imj>erfect  Iminan  beings  on  this  side  of 
the  grave;  and  if  the  old  church  had,  and 
still  has,  weaknesses  in  this  direction,  the 
Reformed  Mennonite  Church  had  a great- 
er weakness,  by  endeavoring  to  display, 
adorn  and  beautify  her  own  perfections 
by  pointing  out  the  im])erfections  of  the 
old  church,  and  basely  falsifying  and 
nnsrepresenting  her.  Pharisee-like  she 
seems  to  stand  in  her  lofty  teni]>le  thank- 
ing God  that  she  is  not  like  other  men,  or 
even  like  this  poor  publican. 

If  our  light  is  so  dim  that  it  will  not 
shine  unless  we  first  extinguish  our  neigh- 
bors, we  ought  to  gather  more  oil  and 
put  it  in  better  trim.  If  our  actions,  our 
walk  and  conversation  cannot  ju-ove  edi- 
fying to  the  world  without  we  disgrace 
our  neighliors,  we  ought  to  sot  about  im- 
proving oui-selves  in  tlie  Christian  graces, 
and  if  a church  cannot  stand  on  its  own 
merits,  and  jirove  a power  and  exert  an 
intlueuce  on  the  world  without  stoo])ing 
to  degrade  its  neighbors,  it  jiroves  that 
that  church  is  not  the  church  of  God,  for 
the  Savior  says,  “Upon  this  rock  will  I 
build  my  church  and  the  gates  of  hell 
shall  not  jirevail  against  it’  “Ve  are  the 
light  of  the  world;  a city  that  is  set  on  a 
hill  cannot  be  hid.”  Lo!  I am  with 
you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the 
world.”  “In  my  name  shall  they  cast 
out  devils;  they*  shall  sjteak  nith  new 
tongues;  they  shall  lake  up  seqients;  and 
if  they  drink  any  deadly  thing  it  shall  not 
hurt  them.”  Thus  the‘|)romiso  of  God  is 
with  Ids  peojile  and  his  church  should 
look  for  the  blessings  of  heaven  unto  him 
who  has  promised  and  is  faithful,  and 
build  the  house  of  the  Lord  in  faith,  seek- 
ing to  gather,  to  bind  up,  to  heal  and  to 
lead  the  erring  ones  to  the  true  fountain 
of  life. 

To  judge  a man  by  one  act  of  his  life, 
by  one  word  from  his  lij)s,  by  a single 
manifestation  of  his  moral  or  religious 
character  would  be  unjust.  No  prudent 
man  would  do  it,  and  no  one,  whether  of 
good  or  bad  character,  would  be  willing, 
on  any  matter  of  importance,  to  be  thus 
judged.  A whole  chain  of  words  and  ac- 
tions are  sometimes  linked  together,  the 
development  of  which  often  throws  a very 


different  light  upon  the  subject  of  our 
investigations.  So  in  forming  a just  es- 
timate of  the  condition  or  character  of  a 
ch-rfi'ch  we  should  be  thoroughly  acipiaint- 
ed  with  the  church  in  general,  with  her 
doctrines,  teachings  and  practice.  This 
knowledge  should  bu  obtaine<l  by  re])cat- 
ed  and  continued  observations,  and  the 
testimony  of  imj^artial  and  unprejudiced 
witnesses;  not  from  living  and  uncertain 
rejmrts,  or  from  persons  who  are  the  oj)e]i 
opjiosers  and  enemies  of  the  church. 

This  is  one  of  the  }>rominent  errors  of 
D.  Idusscr  in  hi>!  attack  upon  the  Old  l\Icn- 
nonite  Church.  Ilis  testimony  is  in  a 
large  degree  traditional,  and  both  his  tra- 
ditional testimony  as  well  as  that  Avhich  is 
wntten,  is  mostly,  if  not  altogether,  from 
persons,  who,  because  they  could  not  be 
allowed  to  dictate  to  the  church,  or  dor 
other  reasons,  became  dissatisfied  and 
withdrew  from  the  church,  or  who  as 
transgressors  were  expelled,  or  from  such 
as  had  never  been  members  at  all,  but 
were  strongly  prejudiced  against  the 
church.  In  this  manner  he  is  able  to 
make  an  apparently  very  strong  case,  but 
we  shall  be  surjwised,  if  the  injury  helms 
sought  to  do  to  others,  will  not  in  the  end 
rebound  with  double  force  uj»on  him- 
self, 

Christian  Kauffman,  whose  testimony 
Zinsser  gives,  was,  accordijig  to  his  own 
statement,  disobedient  to  the  re<piiix‘- 
ments  and  long  established  customs  of 
the  church,  and  when  he  found  the  church 
would  not  yield  her  well  established  rules, 
he  became  dissatisfied  and  withdrew,  len- 
der such  circumstances  it  could  hardly  be 
expected  his  testimony  could  be  other 
than  what  it  is — dei-ogatory  to  the  church. 
Abraham  Landis,  Avhose  testimony  is  also 
given,  was  evidently  a similar  chai-acter, 
looking  only  on  the  dark  side,  finding 
fault  with  everything  and  everybody  in 
tbe  church  except  himself,  and  not  being 
able  to  rule,  he  is  determined,  if  j.ossible, 
to  ruin.  Full  of  self-righteousness,  he 
knows  only  to  tell  of  his  own  good  works, 
while  the  actions  of  others  artT  all  wrong. 

John  Ilerr,  who  may  be  considered  the 
foumler  or  father  of  the  Reformed  .Men- 
nonite Church,  never  was  a member  of 
the  Old  Church,  but  having  wholly  devot- 
ed himself  to  the  new  church, and  risen  to 
itsleadership,andhis  church,  to  a great  e\- 
i tent,  a rival  of  the  Old  Church,'’and  he 
with  many  of  his  follo^\■ers  strongly  prej- 
udiced, and  no  doubt  somewhat*^  hurt  in 
his  own  feelings,  on  account  of  the  ex- 
])ulsion  from  tlie  church  of  his  father, 
Francis  Ilerr  (of  whom  we  shall  hereaf- 
: ter  speak),  we  can,  of  course,  cxj.cct  noth- 
ing else  but  the  severest  censures  and  de- 
nunciations. The  impartial  historian 
could  never  venture  to  base  the  record  of 
any  event  upon  such  testimony,  if  he  de- 
sired to  give  a faithfid  account  of  it.  Rut 
this  is  just  the  kind  of  eviilence  from 
which  I),  Zinsser  draws  his  conclusions, 
and  declares  that  he  believes  they  are 


true, tnd  that  he  never  heard  them  contra- 
dieted,  and  does  not  believe  thea/  can. 
be,  and  that  from  his  own  personal  knowl- 
edge  he  knoics  them  to  be  tnie.  Let  us 
see. 

One  of  the  most  urdiesitating  state- 
ments which  D.  .Musser  gives  in  his  work 
in  connection  with  his  long  parade  of 
corruj)tions  in  the  Old  Church  is,  that 
Francis  Ilerr,  the  father  of  John  Ib-rr 
was  a member  of  the  Old  (’Imrch,  but 
that  because  the  Old  Church  became  so 
cornqit  he  could  no  longer,  with  a good 
conscience,  remain  with  her,  and  that  t»ii 
this  account  he  withdrew  from  the  churcli. 
iMusser  takes  considerable  pains  to  show 
that  Francis  Ilerr  was  a very  good  and 
devoted  Christian,  and  that  lie  stood  high 
in  the  estimation  of  his  neighbors  and 
friends,  and  that  his  j)ure  jirinciples,  j.i- 
ous  walk,  and  the  general  demoralization 
of  the  Old  Clnmdi  led  him  to  separate 
himself  from  her,  and  contra<licts  what 
we  have  above  intimated,  namely,  that  he 
was  expelled  for  miscofiduct. 

^Te  shall  here  be  iimler  tlie  necessity  of 
saying  wbat  we  would  rather  not  sav.*  ft 
pains  us  that  tlie  necessity  for  sayiii"-  it 
exists,  but  in  justice  to  the  truth  we  beg 
leave  to  niake  the  following  statement: 
Francis  Ilerr  was  a member  of  the  Ohl 
Mennonite  Church,  Imt  how  he  graced 
the  ('hristian  pi-ofession  will  ajqiear  in  the 
course  of  our  i-emarks.  He  was  called  to 
account  by  the  church  for  unfair  dealing 
and  dislionesty  toward  a neighbor,  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  a horse.  lie 
refused  to  give  satisfaction  or  oonf(‘ss  his 
fault,  Rnd  when  he  found  that  .an  .acknowl- 
edg^nent  for  his  misconduct  would  be  rc- 
(piired  of  him,  he  withdrew  from  the 
church  and  began  to  slamler  .and  abuse 
•her.  J his  statement,  however  it  mav  va- 
ry from  that  given  by  I).  ]\Iusser,  can  be 
substantiated  by  a number  of  pei'sons 
whose  testimony  is  unquestionable,  and 
who  know  whereof  they  .affirm;  if  is  the 
testimony  of  men  wlni  wei’e  .so  jierfectlv 
tamiliar  with  the  circumstances  that  there 
can  be  no  mistake  about  ip  .and  we  f*'d 
sure  that  if  friend  .Miisser  had  made  tlic 
effort,  he  could  ycry  easily  haye  obt.iincd 
an  account  of  this  matter,  miudi  moic  in 
accorilance  with  the  tacts  in  the  case  tli.in 
the  one  he  has  giyen.  Musser  stoutly  de- 
nies that  I"  r.ancis  Iba'i’CN  ei'  was  exjielh'd 
irom  the  chiircdi  Uir  the  misconduct  abo\  c 
referred  to,  but  the  account  which  he  gives 
of  it,  is  so  full  of  supjiositions,  uncertaiii- 
ties,  doubts,  and  conjectures  that  as  a reli- 
able and  authentic  account  it  has  no  val- 
ue. 

\\  e see  that  M.  was  not  only  unfortu- 
nate in  the  selection  of  his  witnesses,  but 
doubly  unfortunate  in  giving  pi, ace  to  an 
article  and  confirming  the  same,  which 
the  most  jiositive  and  indisputable  evi- 
dence condemns  as  incorrect  and  untrue. 

It  just  seenus  to  us  as  though  Musser 
felt,  when  he  wrote  his  account  of  the 
character  of  Fr.ancis  Herr,  that  he  was 


trc.ading  on  uncertain  ground.  When  a . 
m.an  states  facts  it  seems  to  us  altogether  i 
Miperlluous  for  him  to  make  so  great  an 
effort  to  prove  th.at  it  is  true.  The  truth  ] 
will  alw.ays  vindicate  itself,  and  a true  : 
fact  will  always  stand  on  its  own  merit;  i 
but  wlien  we  make  a doubtful  declaration 
we  feel  that  we  ought  to  say  something 
to  prove  it  true,  and  this  seems  to  be  just  i 
the  idea  that  pervades  this  account.  We 
would  much  rather  believe  that  it  was  the 
result  of  incorrect  information  on  the 
j»art  of  friend  Musser,  and  draw  the  man- 
tle of  charity  over  his  weakness,  but  his 
strong  effort  to  unpojnilarize  everything 
that  belongs  to  the  Old  Church  forbids  ; 
.any  other  conclusion  than  that  which  we 
have  given.  We  hope  we  m.ay  be  mis- 
taken, and  that  his  intention  was  a great 
deal  better  than  his  writings  would  show. 

[We  sh.all  now  direct  our  attention  to 
the  consideration  of  evidences  and 
testimonies  which  set  forth  the  condition 
and  ch.aracter  of  the  Old  Church  in  that 
]ierio(I  of  time  in  which  Musser  so  unhes- 
itatingly condemns  .and  denounces  her, 
and  in  the  next  number,  we  will  ])resent 
the  reader  with  the  result  of  our  itivesti- 
gation.J

THE  RELOVED  APOSTLE  JOHX. 

The  three  great  te.achers  of  Christi.ani- 
ty,  as  separ.ated  and  distinguished  from 
her  historians,  are  Peter,  Paul,  and  ,Tohn. 
The  three  men  arc  singularly  various  in 
character  and  gifts,  and  while  we  won- 
(ha-  at  the  silence  of  others,  they  .afford  a 
large  j)crcent:xge  of  results  out  of  the  thir- 
teen, or  indeed  fourteen,  persons  selected 
and  called  by  the  S.avior;  .and  they  leave 
still  one  historian — IM.atthew,  supj)lement- 
(mI  by  Mark  and  liuke — to  give  us  the  s.a- 
cred  narrative. 

IVter,  if  chief,  .appears,  like  some  other 
chiefs,  to  have  done  little,  .and  by  no 
means  to  have  justitied  the  jmsition  cho- 
sen for  him  by  his  own  forw.ardnoss  or 
by  the  Lord.  It  is  a singular  history, 
more  singul.ar  from  the  skeptic.al  than 
from  the  faithful  ])oint  of  view.  Here 
is  a small  band  of  twelve  men,  one  of 
whom  is  a traitor,  chosen  cs]>eci.ally  for 
the  duty  of  evangelization — ,a  dull  word 
to  many  ears,  but  which  signifies  the 
spreading  of  good,  gl.ad  tidings.  To  su])- 
pUanent  the  eleven  afterw.ards  left,  om*.

Alt  has  always  represented  John  “as 
young,  or  in  the  prime  of  life,  with  little 
or  no  beard,  flowing  or  curling  liair  of  a 
pale  brown  or  golden  hue,  to  exjiress  the 
delicaciv  of  his  nature,”  (Sacred  and  Le- 
gendary Art,  j>.  159  ^ He  was  younger 
than  his  brotfier  James,  than  IVter,  and 
jii  obably  than  the  .Master.  He  was  the 
eon  of  a fisherman,  the  owner  of  vessels, 
and  probably  well-to-do.  The  simple  in- 
Imbibints  of  that  country  referred  to 
James  and  John  as  Zebedee’s  children. 
They  were  not  without  ambition  when 
called;  and  John,  who  to  us  is  so  full  of 
love  and  knowledge  of  God,  knew  at  first 
no  more  than  the  rest.  But  he  had  the 
lieart  of  a woman, and  treasured  tlie  Lord’s 
words.  He  listened  when  He  put  a little 
child  amongst  His  disputing  disci})les, 
and  stilled  them  by  reference  to  the  child  s 
heart  demanded  of  them  ajid  ns;  and  yet, 
xinconvinced  and  full  of  zeal — always  a 
doubtful,  often  a dangerous  bosom-guest 
— he  cried  ont^ — ami  it  is  his  first  word  to 
\xs — “Master,  we  saw  one  casting  out  dev- 
ils in  Thy  name;  and  we  forbade  him,  V)o- 
Cause  he  followcth  not  with  us.”  Happi- 
ly for  all  time,  he  elicited  that  soothing 
and  divine  sentence  of  the  Lord,  which 
shows  him  centuries  in  advance — if  -we 
speak  by  the  results  of  his  teachings — of 
Moses,  or  Isaiah,  or  David,  whose  curses 
jar  strangely  with  the  music  of  these 
words — “Forbid  him  not;  for  he  that  is 
not  against  us,  is  for  us.”  How  many 
Chin-ches  have  fully  learnt  that  truth  even 
now? 

We  hear  little  else  of  him  till  the  last. 
In  his  owji  gospel  he  speaks  of  liimself  in 
the  third  j)erson.  He  was  not  one  to 
thrust  himself  forward,  yet  he  was  hon- 
ored even  in  the  Uonian  fashion,  which 
had  passed  over  to  .Indea.  He  had  nearly 
the  chief  seat  of  the  triclinium,  next  to  the 
I.ord.  He  knew  that  Christ  loved  him, 
and  probably  that  Peter  w'as  jealous  of 
1dm,  as  evidenced  by  the  testy  question, 
“Ijord,  what  shall  this  man  do?”  and  the 
ajxswer  which  jjrodnced  the  legejid  of  the 
wandering  Jew,  “If  Twill  that  he  tiirry 
till  I come,  what  is  that  to  thee?”  This 
credulous  supjxosition — a lingering  and 
Imman  desire  of  the  apostles  for  some- 
thing wonderful  to  l)aj)pen  to  themselves 
— Jolin  himself  corrects.  At  the  Last 
Supper  it  is  John  who  takes  the  fxdlest 
notes,  and  who  lingers  over  the  words  of 
the  Lord,  and  who  gives  so  full  a narra- 
tive that  we  can  tell  the  hours  of  the  night 
of  His  betmyal;  it  is  he  who  watches  u'ith 
the  women  at  the  foot  of  the  cross,  and 


marks  the  intense  agonv  of  the  wrenched 
muscles  and  dislocate<l  joints;  it  is  he 
who  hears,  “Woman,  beliold  fhy  son,” 
and  who  is  given  to  tixe  wec))ing  Mary  as 
a son;  it  is  he  who  takes  her  to  his  own 
house,  and  who,  if  there  was  any  truth  in 
the  tlreadful  heresy  of  her  adoration, 
should  have  left  xis  at  least  some  direc- 
tions as  to  her  worship,  and  some  few 
specimens  of  her  faith  ami  saxictity,  of 
her  guidance  and  wisdom;  it  is  he  who  is 
as  silent  as  to  that  as  he  is  full  and  coj»i- 
ons  in  the  details  of  his  gospel;  it  is  John 
who  outruns  Peter  and  enters  the  tomb 
of  Christ  ami  marks  the  exact  position  of 
the  linen  clothes  as  they  ha<l  fallen  (these 
little  points  are  of  especial  value);  it  is  he 
who  tells  of  the  softer  and  sweeter  touch- 
es of  the  Savior’s  love,  as  in  his  treatment 
of  the  woman  taken  in  adultery;  it  is  he 
who  witnesses  with  other  ajwstles  the 
transfiguration  of  Christ,  wlu'ii  Peter 
draws  from  heaven  those  words  which 
forever  shut  out  the  remotest  notion  of  a 
prayer  to  any  angel  or  saint  or  virgin,  or 
to  any  mediator  save  One.  The  great 
saints  of  God — whom  none  surpass — Mo- 
ses and  Elias — are  transfigured  with  the 
Savior,  and  talk  with  Him,  not  of  His  glo- 
ry, but  of  His  awful  j)uiiishment;  and 
blundering  Peter,  hardly  knowing  what 
he  says,  cries  out,  “Lord,  it  is  goo<l  for 
us  to  be  here:  if  Thou  wilt,  let  us  make 
here  three  tabernacles;  one  for  Thee,  and 
one  for  Closes,  and  one  for  Elias,’’  to 
which  the  correcting  riq)ly  of  the  S'oice 
in  the  cloud  is,  “'Pliis  is  ]\ly  beloved  Son, 
1 in  whom  T am  well  pleased;  hear  ye  Him,” 
and — one  cannot  escape  the  inference — 
none  other.  Lastly,  it  is  John  who  sur- 
vives all  the  apostles,  escapes  martyrdom, 
and  lives  to  write  a gospel  at  the  age  of 
ninety,  after  his  release  from  J’atmos, and 
his  return  to  Ephesus,  where  he  took  upon 
himself  the  c.are  of  that  church,  filling  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  martyi'doTii  of  Tim- 
othy. This  gospel  is  written  at  least  thir- 
ty years  after  the  others  are  circulated; 
and  John  dies  at  his  post,  an  old  man  of 
ninety-nine,  fidl  of  love  and  holiness,  the 
saint  of  God,  the  com])anion  and  teacher 
of  Polycarp,  [remeus,  and  Papias,  and 
the  close,  as  it  were,  at  the  first  act  of  the 
wonderful  drama,  while  he  comiects  the 
conij)anions  of  our  Lord  with  those  upon 
whose  histories  the  Church  can  rely. 
Last  of  all  he  is  the  John  of  the  wonder- 
ful vision  written  during  his  exile  in  the 
Isle  of  Patmos,  who,  as  the  Latin  livnnn 
of  Adam  de  St.  Victor  lias  it,  “fiew 
through  the  heavens  and  gazed  on  the 
sun,  and  there,  a spiritual  onlooker,  saw, 
even  as  from  beneath  the  wings  of  a ser- 
aph, the  face  of  the  Almighty.” 

Of  the  legendary  John  there  is  nothing 
worthy,  but  soTuething  curious  and  char- 
acteristic, to  record.  We  find  him  con- 
nected with  Peter  or  James  as  the  “con- 
suls of  the  infant  community.”  He  is  on 
an  equality  with  them,  and  is  cast  into 
prison  and  works  miracles.  His  brother 


James  is  martyred  by  Herod  in  the  first 
century;  he  lives  on  till  its  close.  Before 
John  <lied  the  anti-Christian  doubters 
whom  he  had  foreseen  were  already  come, 
and  he  was  laboring  .against  them  after 
his  lu’other  had  been  fifty  years  in  the 
grave  and  at  rest.  With  him,  a silent 
witness,  lived  the  Virgin  till  her  death, 
and  till  her  death — of  which  we  hear  noth- 
ing— he  probably  remained  .'it  Jerusalem. 
Then  he  went  northw.ard  to  Ei>hesus, 
where  he  continued  fora  long  time,found- 
ing  many  churches,  Smyrna,  Pergamos, 
Thyatir.a,  S.ardis,  I’hiladelphia,  Laodicea, 
and  others,  of  which  he  lias  written,  and 
which  are  now  blotted  out  as  completely 
as  if  the  vision  of  Death  and  his  White 
Horse  had  passed  over  them,  slaying  ami 
oppressing.  Indeed  the  overflow  of  the 
hordes  of  Mahomet,  the  accursed  prophet, 
who  has  recognized  Jesus  to  ]tatronize 
Him,  and  who  slew  all  who  opposeil,  and 
converted  by  sword,  blood,  violation,  and 
fire,  is  no  doubt  jiredicted  in  the  Apocji- 
lypse,  could  we  .agree  as  to  the  figure  un- 
der which  it  is  typified.  John,  no  less 
th.an  Peter,  refused  to — or  at  le.ast  did  not 
in  fact — preach  to  the  Gentiles;  th.at  was 
left  to  l*aul.  Yet,  as  I heard  Dean  Stan- 
ley say,  “e.ach  of  the  three  lias  his  jdace 
in  the  formation  of  the  early  Cfliurch. 
Peter  the  Founder  (this  I woidd  query), 
I’aul  the  Propag.ator,  John  the  Finisher; 
Peter  the  apostle  of  the  rising  tlawn,Paul 
of  the  noon  and  its  clearnes.s,  John  of  the 
sun-set.” 

No  mention  is  m.adeof  J(>hn  on  thelast 
visit  of  Paul  to  Jerusalem  A.  D.  58.  lie 
had  then  gone  probably  to  Ephesus,  if  he 
was  not  already  there.  In  twelve  years 
the  eagles  were  to  be  g.athered  .about  Je- 
rusalem, and  the  fall  of  that  city,  foreseen 
and  bewept,was  soon  to  follow.  Hundreds 
on  hnmireds  of  the  sons  of  those  who  wit- 
nessed Christ’s  crucifixion  were  to  be  cruci- 
fied by  the  Homans — so  many  that  woo<l 
should  grow  scarce.  In  ten  years — A.  D. 
68 — Paul  the  aged  w.as  to  die  on  the 
cross;  in  the  year  70,  Jerusalem  fell;  in 
the  year  80,  according  to  Ewald,  John’s 
gospel  was  UTitten.  In  the  year  95  Do- 
mitian  imprisons  John — jilunges  him  into 
a caldron,  s.ays  the  legend — of  burning 
oil,  from  which  he  escapes  unhurt,  and  is 
banished  to  P.atmos,  “a  disconsolate  is- 
l.and  in  the  Archijielago.”  Upon  the  ac- 
cession of  Nerva,  in  90,  within  two  yeais 
of  his  banishment,  he  is  set  free  and  re- 
turns to  Ephesus,  where  he  dies  .and  is 
buried  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of 
Trajan.  The  story  is  told — .and  seems  to 
me  so  true — that  this  dear  friend  of  God 
and  man,  worn  and  old,  led  into  church 
by  his  pu])ils  and  disciples,  g.azed  around, 
and  could  preach  no  sermon,  but  this  one 
sentence,  “Little  children,  love  one  an- 
other;” and  this  he  repeated  till  his  flock 
cried  out,  “Master,  why  so  often?”  “Be- 
cause it  is  God’s  word,”  he  answered; 
“and,  if  that  .alone  be  obeyed,  JLII  is 
done.’’  It  is  even  so.  The  story  begins

LAWS  AND  POLITY  OF  THE 
JEWS. 


TIIK  OKKEMONIAl,  I, AW. 


Many  of  the  ceremonial  laws  given  to 
the  Jews  referred  to  the  great  .atonement, 
ami  were  types  and  figures  iioiating  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  our  lilessed  Sav- 
ior, and  his  taking  our  nature,  and  dying 
fur  us.  These  sacrifices,  and  the  various 
insl.itutions  connected  with  them,  as  tli6 
scapegoat,  and  the  annual  festivals,  are 
noticed  in  a former  part  of  this  work,  to 
which  the  reader  is  laiferred  for  particu- 
lars conebrning  tliem,  and  .also  for  re- 
marks upon  the  circumcision  and  other 
religious  olxservaiums  jiracticed  by  the  an- 
cient peojJe  of  God. 

The  miscellaneous  ceremonial  institu- 
tions of  the  Jews  will  here  be  noticed. 
These  are  well  worthy  of  examination, 
since  they  will  be  found  not  to  be  arbi- 
trary enactments,  or  such  as  mu.st  be 
traced  up  to  the  unrevealed  will  of  God, 
like  his  proviilential  dispensations.  Dent.’ 
2!>:  29.  In  mercy  tons  he  often  restrains 
us  from  evil,  by  ways  and  means  the  wis- 
dom of  which  we  may  not  lie  now  able  to 
discern;  .and  to  such  matters  the  words 
may  be  applied,  “What  I do  thou  know- 
est-not  now;  but  thou  shalt  know  hereaf- 
ter.’’ John  l‘i:  7.  In  the  ceremonial 
law  the  meaning  of  every  enactment  m.ay 
not  be  discerned,  and  may  be  mistaken  in 
those  wdiich  seem  to  be  clearly  understood; 
still  there  is  much  to  be  learned  respect- 
ing them  by  searching  into  history,  and 
imjuiring  respecting  the  customs  of  the 
Eastern  nations.  And  all  we  are  able  to 
understand  will  prove  more  and  more 
abundantly,  that  these  enactments  w'ere  a 
reasonable  service,  well  adapted  to  the 
Jews  in  their  peculiar  situation.  The 
suliject  is  interesting,  as  bringing  before 
the  mind  many  remarkable  circumstances, 
and  it  should  excite  in  the  mind  of  the 
reader  esjiecial  thankfulness  for  the  time 
and  pl.ace  in  which  God  has  seen  fit  to 
lix  our  own  lot,  and  for  our  siqierior  relig- 
ious advantages. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  ceremonial  i 
law,  by  its  sacrifices  .and  other  rites, 
]M)inte<l  to  the  .atonement — to  .lehovah,  as 
tlie  Almighty  God,  just,  and  yet  the  jus- 
litier  of  those  who  come  unto  him  through 
( 'lirist  Jesns.  'I'his  revel.ation  was  :ilways 
dir<.*('tly  op])osei.l  to  id<datry,  and  made 
known  the  only  true  God  as  infinitely  su- 
perior to  idols,  Psa.  115;  and  thus  the  ig- 
norant and  uninstructed  were  guarded 
against  the  practices  by  which  their  souls 
Avonld  be  deeply  injured.  Also  .a  perfect 


ritual  was  given,  through  which  also  the 
]>eo)»le  of  Israel  were  taught  instructive 
lessons,  by  outward  and  visible  signs. 

The  Sun  of  righteousness  had  not  then 
arisen;  therefore  it  was  the  more  nec- 
essary to  gu.ard  the  Jews  against  the  dan- 
gers of  darkness,  and  to  give  them  some 
lesser  lights  to  guard  their  stei>s,  .and  to 
jM-epare  them  for  the  dawn  of  the  Gospel 
light.  In  Homans  1,  a true  picture  of  the 
state  of  the  heathen  world  is  given,  show- 
ing how  men  did  not  like  to  retain  God 
in  their  knowledge,  but  changed  the  truth 
of  God  unto  a lie,  and  wnjrshiped  and 
served  the  creature  more  than  the  Crea- 
tor, who  is  over  all,  God  blessed  forever. 
Amen. 

The  minuteness  of  the  Jewish  ritual 
was  then  csjiecially  needful,  since  there 
was  danger  of  lesser  evils  leading  to  great- 
er sins,  and  of  temiiting  to  forbidden 
pr.actices.  Still  there  was  full  opportuni- 
ty left  for  suiting  the  worship  to  the  cir- 
cumstances of  time  and  place,  whether 
private  or  public.  'I  he  minute  ritual  ob- 
servances, also,  weiv  calculated  to  meet 
the  situation  or  the  Jewish  nation,  just 
able  to  take  milk,  but  not  to  bear  strong 
meat,  (1  Cor.  3;  12,)  having  lived  among 
the  Egyptians,  whose  ritual  ceremonies 
were  very  numerous  and  diversified.  The 
minuteness  of  the  ceremonial  observances, 
which  were  burdensome  rather  from  their 
numbers  than  their  expense,  showed  that 
they  were  intended  for  tlie  people  at 
large;  and,  to  a reflecting  mind,  would 
strongly  confirm  the  declaration  of  the 
prophets  .%s  to  the  insufliciency  of  all  cei- 
emonial  observances  in  tluanselves  to  |»ro- 
cure  p.ardon  for  the  soul.  A dejicndcnce 
on  outward  rites  is  an  error  common  to 
human  nature  in  every  state.  It  aboumls 
among  ourselves,  even  more  than  we  aie 
aware.  How  many,  in  fact,  rest  theii 
liojie  for  act;eptance  upon  certain  ceremo- 
nial observances,  instead  of  remembering 
that  these  are  nothing  in  themselves,  but 
only  valuable  .as  directing  the  thoughts  to 
the  one  only  perfect  and  snflicient  sacii- 
fice  for  sin. 

“No  bleeding  bird,  nor  bleeding  beast, ^ 

Nor  hyssop  In  aneh,  nor  sprinkling  priest. 
Nor  running  brook,  nor  llood,  nor  sea, 

('an  wash  the  dismal  slain  away. 

Jesus,  my  God,  th}'  blood  alone 
Hath  j)ower  sutlicieut  to  atone; 

Thy  blood  can  make  me  white  as  snow. 

No  Jewish  types  could  cleanse  me  so.” 

One  of  the  principal  en.actments  which 
claims  attention,  as  distinct  from  ritual 
observances,  was  the  separation  between 
clean  and  unclean  animals.  The  princi- 
pal mark  of  the  clean  animal  w'as  that  it 
chewed  the  cu<l,-and  divided  the  hoof; 
that  the  foot  was  not  covered  with  a solid 
mass  of  horn,  nor  yet  separated  into 
claws.  These  distinctions  (Lev.  1 1 and 
14)  could  not  be  merely  to  point  out  what 
was  unwholesome,  or  unfit  to  be  eaten; 
for  several  animals  forbidden  to  the  Jews 
are  e.itcn  in  the  present  d.ay,  as  h.ares,  cam- 


els, and  swine.  The  distinctions  as  to 
forbidden  birds  are  still  less  clear  upon 
common  grounds.  Some  writers  have  by 
bored  to  make  out  that  the  forbidden  ani- 
m.als  were  symbolical  of  evil  qualities,  as 
the  hare  of  cowardice,  the  hog  of  filthy 
desires,  the  hawk  of  rapine;  while  the  ru- 
minating animals,  of  those  th.at  chewed 
the  cud,  symbolized  those  who  consider 
truth,  and  the  divided  hoof  attempting  no 
concord  between  sin  and  duty.  But  all 
these  are  mere  guesses  and  fancies,  such 
as  the  early  fathers  and  Jewish  doctors 
too  often  indulged.  Neither  can  the  in- 
junctions be  regarded  as  merely  arbitrary 
tests  of  obedience,  which  would  be  un- 
worthy of  Jehovah.  They  were  not  re- 
quirements in  conformity  with  the  cus- 
toms of  the  heathen,  to  which,  in  many 
instances,  they  were  directly  opposed,  and 
in  that  light  we  may  be  enabled  to  dis- 
cern the  wisdom  which  forbade  them. 
Thus  the  swine  were  not  only  disJigreea- 
ble  in  appearance,  and  herhaps  unwhole- 
some if  made  a principal  article  of  food 
in  hot  countries,  but  they  were  used  large- 
ly, as  he.athen  waiters  state,  in  pagan  sac- 
rifices, feasts,  and  magical  rites.  Thus 
the  absolute  abhorrence  of  their  flesh 
kept  the  conscientious  Jew  from  joining 
in  observances  which  were  very  displeas- 
ing to  the  Most  High.  In  like  manner, 
other  forbidden  animals,  as  the  goose, 
will  be  found  to  have  been  used  by  the 
heathen  on  particular  occasions. 

It  may  also  be  observed,  that  the  con- 
fining of  the  ritual  observances  to  one 
fixed  spot  (Dent.  12:  14)  placed  a very  de- 
cided mark  of  di.stinetion  between  the  Is 
raelite  and  the  he.atheii.  Also,  the  insti- 
tution of  the  priesthood  w.as  impoi-tont, 
not  only  as  commemorating  the  deliver- 
ance Irom  Egypt,  (Num.  3:  12,  13,)^  but 
as  raising  up  a body  of  men  especially 
zealous  for  the  peculiar  services  to  which 
they  were  aiipointed.  In  no  other  coun- 
try was  any  body  of  priests  organized  up- 
on similar  iirinciples.  The  rigid  exclu- 
sion of  the  Gentiles  from  the  temple  w.is 
also  calculated  to  keep  up  the  distinctiipn. 
T'hough  there  was  nothing  in  the  Jewish 
law'  to  encourage  a persemiting  or  a bitter 
sjjirit  against  others,  there  W'as  much  to 
limit  and  previgit  intercourse  with  an 
idolatrous  and  ungodly  W'orld. 

The  direct  prohibition  to  join  in  the 
worsiiii*  of  the  heathen  was  also  calcula- 
ted to  keep  the  separation,  for  some  relig- 
ious observance  was  connected  with  al- 
most every  daily  action  in  the  lives  of  the 
Gentiles,  as  well  .as  of  the  Jew's.  Even 
the  n.ames  of  the  days  of  the  w'eek,  in 
our  own  land,  are  a memorial  of  the  wor- 
ship of  false  gods  among  our  .ancestors, 
wh()  had  then-  customary  offerings  and 
rilicil  ob.servances  that  no  society  or  cir- 
cumstanees  would  induce  them  to  lay 
aside.  In  this  respect  their  example 
might  shame  many  professors  of  Chris- 
tianity. 

Meats  offered  to  idols,  and  revrrencii 
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for  consccratotl  i^roves  ami  tna'S,  aro  fre- 
<|iiontly  alludc'd  lo  in  Iiol y writ.  Wliole 
families  united  in  idolatrous  ]u*aetiees, 
der.  YilS.  TlieJewu  as  called  to  show 
tl>e  same  or  even  g-reater  cart'  for  the  ob- 
servance of  his  law.  He  was  most  strict- 
ly forbidden  to  pass  his  children  through 
tile  tire  to  Moloch,  (Lev.  IS:  ‘Jl,)  cither  as 
a Imrned  saeritice,  or  by  the  mere  cere- 
monial of  ])assing  them  through  the 
smoke,  as  a sort  of  exynation,  hclieving 
that  otiierwiso  they  would  die  in  their  in- 
fancy. 

A pious  Acriter  says,  “There  is  little 
pleasure  in  describing  scenes  of  horrt>r; 
but  they  are  useful,  they  show  the  evils 
of  a false  religion,  ami  should  make  us 
thankful  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  true. 
I.et  it  be  knoAvn,  then,  to  the  disgrace  of 
the  Israelites,  that  although  in  jmssession 
of  the  knowledge  and  worship  of  the 
true  God,  they  werebut  too  much  inelined 
to  the  Avorshij)  of  idols;  and  that  in  the 
valley  of  llinnom  they  erected  an  altar  to 
one  of  those  agents  whitdi  God  emj.loys 
for  the  benefit  of  the  world.  The  solar 
fire  was  erected  into  a divinity.  An  idol 
of  brass,  having  the  liead  of  an  ox  but  the 
body  of  a man,  was  made  to  rejiresent  it. 
The  idol  was  placed  on  a throne  of  the 
same  metal;  a crown  Avas  placed  on  its 
head,  and  its  hands  wei-e  extended  to  re- 
ciave  their  gifts.  Ihit  Avhat  gifts  Avere 
deemed  most  aecejitable’:'  Had  gai-lands 
of  roses,  baskets  of  fruits,  or  the  lives  of 
Hiiimals  been  the  only  re<iuest,  it  had 
been  comi>aratively  well;  Vmt  human  sac- 
rifitres  Avere  demanded,  ami  the  tender 
] (lodges  of  domestic  love  glutted  the  ra- 
])acity  of  the  fictitious  divinity.  The  hol- 
low id(Al  Avas  heated  to  redness;  the  par- 
ent himself,  by  a refinement  of  cruelty,  in 
order  to  ac(piire  the  summit  of  sanctity, 
became  the  piaest, — himself  must  jdace 
his  darling  in  his  arms.  No  bewitching 
smiles  or  mournful  cries  must  diave  him 
from  his  purpose.  His  eye  must  notpitv', 
nor  his  e;ir  ivg.ard.  His  heart  must  be 
ftei'kal  against,  every  temh-r  impression, 
.and  a complete  com|Uest  obtaimal  o\(‘r 
the  feelings  of  humanity.  The  scene 
la.sted  not  long;  sacred  drums,  as  thev 
Averecalh'd,  drowned  the  cries  of  the  suf- 
fering infants;  their  bodies  bec.ame  flic 
\ ictims  of  merciless  siijierst  itiun,  buttheii’ 
souls  fled  to  a merciful  God.  '’I’he  jdaee 
where  IVIoloch  Avas  AV'oi-shiped  Avas  called 
the  Valley  of  llinnom,  oi*  of  “those  Avho 
shrieki-d,’ and  tin'  V.alley  of  d'ophet,  or 
‘dianns,’  from  their  being  used  on  such 
occasions.  'I'lie  im.age  Avas  made  hollow, 
and  sat  Avithin  seven  chapels;  whoso  of- 
l<avd  a flower,  they  ojiened  to  him  the 
first  of  thesi>;  Avhoso  offered  tiirth's  oi' 
J'igeons,  they  opened  to  him  the  next;  to 
the  ollerers  of  lainlis,  lAanis,  e.al\a‘s,  or  ox- 
«ii,  till'  ioiir  following;  but  whoso  offered 
h)^  son,  they  opiaied  to  him  the  seventh.” 

i he  proliibition  to  seethe  a kid  in  its 
inoth(a"s  milk,  repeated  thi’ce  limes,  (Kxod  j 
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many.  Some  have  thought  the  food  Avas 
not  Avholesome;  others,  that  it  Avas  inhu- 
man. Hut  Ave  learn  from  ancient  Avriters 
that  this  jiraetice  Avas  use<l  in  magical  in- 
cantations; l\)r  a kill  was  killed,and  boiled 
in  milk  diaiAvn  from  its  mother,  and  then 
the  trees,  gardens,  aiul  fields  Avere  spriidc- 
led  Avith  the  milk,  in  order  to  render  them 
fruitful.  It  Avas,  in  fact,  a heathen  sacri- 
fice, es)>eeially  contrasted  Avith  thank-of- 
fering fertile  harvest,  and  the  mention  of 
it  is  connected  Avith  the  hiAV  for  the  cere- 
mony of  offering  the  first-fruits.  This 
laAv  AA':is  also  in  accordance  Avith  the  feast 
of  tabern.aclcs  or  ing.alhering,  the  prohibi- 
tion of  leaveiu'd  Itread  at  the  passover, 
and  the  command  that  the  first-fruits 
shoidd  i>e  brought  only  to  the  temjde. 
I'hese  customs  are  all  more  fully  ileseribt'd 
in  another  part  of  this  A'olume,  and 
AA'cre  all  prohibitions  of  heathen  observ- 
ances. 

The  directions  not  to  mar  the  corners 
of  their  beards,  in  T.ev.  iO:  ‘27,  forb.ide 
the  heathen  practice  of  tearing  the  hair  or 
beard,  to  lay  it  on  the  funeral  ]»ile,  or  as 
marks  of  mourning.  The  original  term 
seems  also  to  include  various  lUfules  of 
cutting  the  hair,  used  among  the  heathen 
as  m.arks  of  gratitude,  or  voavs  of  dedica- 
tion to  some  idolatrous  object,  ^laimon- 
ides,  in  his  treatise  concerning  idolatry, 
details  many  of  these  heathen  ccremoni- 
:ds.  The  cutting  of  h.air  for  the  dead 
(Lev.  Ih:  28)  Avas  also  a heathen  funeral 
observance.  It  is  cA'cn  uoav  jiratdiced  by 
the  .American  Indians,  and  others.  The 
JcAVs  Avho  fell  into  idolatry  guA'e  Avay  to 
this  ]>ractice,  and  the  jirophets  esjiceially 
rebuked  it.  Isa.  1.5:  ‘2;  .ler.  Ui:  7;  47:  5." 

d'he  custom  of  imprinting  marks  upon 
the  body,  forbidden  in  the  same  p.ass.age, 
has  been  a favorite  usage  Avith  inost  un- 
civilized heathens.  AVe  read  of  it  among 
the  ancient  Britons,  and  have  seen  it  in 
the  natives  of  Polynesia,  or  the  South  Sea 
Islands. 

Ollen  the  ancient  heathi'iis  showed  who 
Avas  their  favoriti'  deity  by  thi-si'  m.arks: 
thus  a thunderbolt  Avas  used  for  Jujiiter,  .a, 
spear  for  Mars,  an  ivy  le.af  for  Bacchus, 
and  a trident  for  Neptune.  When  Ptole- 
my Idiilopater  ]>erseented  the  .Icavs  of  Al- 
exandria, he  onh'red  that  they  should  be 
marked  Avith  the  ivy  leaf,  the  symbol  of 
his  God,  Bacchus,  or  else  doomed  to  sla- 
very and  death.  These  marks  Avere  some- 
times inpiressed  Avith  a hot  irou,butmore 
Ireipiently  by  pri'.ssing  sharp  points  into 
th(‘  flesh,  and  filling  the  |mm'fiires  Avith 
some  indelible  lii|uid,  .as  is  done  in  the 
South  Seas.  'I’nie  religion  reiiuin-s  its 
lolIoAvers  also  to  beai’  the  mark  or  baijge 
of  their  jirofession,  even  holiness,  and 
seji.aration  from  tlu'  world.  ‘2  (h»i-.  tp  17. 
In  Ih'v.  1 I:  l,the  foIloAvers  of  tin*  Lamb 
:ire  described  as  having  his  Ptither’s  name 
in  their  foreheads,  and  the  Avorshipers  of 
the  beast  as  having  his  mark  on  their 
right  hafids  or  foreheads.  lieA'.  Pl:27. 

h'he  ('.Illy  Christians  .idopteil  the  < ros.s 


as  their  b;ulge,  Avhich  Avas  then  a token  of 
reproach;  but  Satan,  ever  on  the  watch, 
turned  this  to  an  occasion  of  evil,  and  it 
Avas  afterAvards  a badge  of  idolatry,  Avor- 
ship  being  giv('u  to  the  cross,  not  to  Him 
Avho  died  on  it.  d'he  early  (diristiaiu 
flprdve  of  heathen  and  Christian  badgi's  as 
not  agreeing;  they  might  have  expressed 
their  meaning  in  still  plainer  t(‘rms,  so  as 
to  leave  no  (loubt  that  they  referred  to  in- 
Avard,  and  not  mere  outward  observances: 
bce  Bom.  ‘2:  20. 

'The  cross  seems  to  have  been  origin, all v 
a JcAvish  mark.  It  is  be:uitlftdly  referred 
to,  Kzek.  9:  4.  .as  the  ancient  figure  of 
a IlebrcAV  letter,  though  let  it  be  here 
observed  that  the  outAvard  sign  or  figure 
is  very  briefly  passed  by.  The  passage 
imjdies  merely  :i  marking  or  sefting  .ajAart 
of  the  ]»eoj»le  of  God  from  othei-s,  like  the 
blood-besprinkled  doors  in  Exod.  12:  l;i. 
d’hose  Avho  havel>een  among  the  Hindoos 
describe  many  of  them  as  bearing  marks 
on  their  foreheads,  consisting  of  spots  of 
different  colored  cludk,  distinguishing  the 
God  Avhom  they  serve.  This  may  remind 
the  reader  of  Dent.  02:  5. 

The  injunction.  Dent.  22:  5,  that  the 
sexes  should  not  Avear  the  dresses  of  each 
other,  is,  in  some  degree,  a moral  pre- 
cept.  Bad  conseiiuenees  have  folloAA'cd 
such  changes,  CA'cn  Avhen  made  only  in 
s])ort,  and  they  cannot  be  too  strictly  for- 
bidden amongst  youth.  Among  the, Icavs 
there  was  pi'obably  another  cireumstanee 
also  in  vicAv:  Alainionidcs  relates  that, 

among  the  heathens,  it  Avas  customary 
fora  Avoman  to  put  on  a man’s  coat  of :ir- 
mor,  for  the  Avorship  of  the  idol  M.ars; 
and  for  men,  in  like  manner,  to  Avear  fe- 
male attire,  in  honor  of  Venus.  These 
usages  Avere  attended  AA’ith  gross  iiumoral- 
ity.  All  such  practices,  as  Avell  .as  heathen 
superstitions,  Avere  therefore  guarded 
against  by  this  command. 

A similar  explanation  may  be  given  as 
to  the  hiAV  .against  ])loAving  Avith  an  ox  or 
an  ass  together.  Dent.  22:  10.  The  yok- 
ing anim.als  so  dissimilar  in  strength'and 
habits,  besides  being  a cruel  pr:icticc,  w;i 
connected  Avith  some  heathen  rites.  This 
regulation,  and  others  connected  Avith  it, 
have  been  traced  to  be  in  direct  0]»posi- 
tion  to  the  u, sages  of  the  Zabians,  doubt- 
less derived  from  the  most  ancient  kind 
of  idolatiy,  that  Avdiich  ,Iob,  condemned. 
C'h.  3] : 2(5-28.  Under  this  head  might 
;ds(j  be  clas.sed  the  Avearing  g.arments  of 
linen  and  Avoolen  mixed  together,  Avliich 
Avas  nut  only  a jiractiee  of  the  Zabians, 
but  the  scholars  of  Pythagoras  also  were 
dressed  in  cloth  made  of  avooI  and  flax. 
Oilier  rites  Avere  connected  Avith  soAving 
different  sorts  ol  seed  together.  Ail 
these  prohibitions  tended  "to  keej>  the 
JcAvs  from  mixing  with  idolaters.  Had 
th(*y  gone  among  them,  they  must  have 
been  in  contact  Avith  rites  and  articles  for- 
bidden in  express  terms  by  their  hiAS'. 
But  enough  has  been  shoAvn  in  the  fore- 
going exiiiiijih.-s  to  render  it  nnnecessai  , 
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to  enter  upon  details  which  cannot  profit 
at  this  time.  Several  ceremonial  observ- 
ances may  therefore  be  briefly  passed  over. 
Hei-e,  for  instance,  the  laAvs  respecting 
unclean liness,  Le\'.  15  and  20;  the  rules 
to  be  ob.served  by  the  priests.  Lev.  21  and 
22;  and  also  the  directions  concerning 
the  jdague  of  leprosy.  Lev.  13  and  14; 
Heut.  24:  8,  9.  Kespt'cting  these  .also 
several  particulars  are  given  iu  a for- 
mer part. 

The  prohibition  against  eating  blood 
Avas  also  subversive  of  certain  Gentile  su- 
jierstitions,  and  is  freiiuently  enjoined. 
Lev.  17  and  19:  2G;  7:  20,  27;  Dent  41: 

10;  15:  23.  This  prohibition  has  been 
justly  described  as  most  cousidtent  Avith 
temperance,  ju'udcnce,  and  religious  cau- 
tion; for  flesh  eaten  Avith  blood  in  warm 
climates  is  indigestible  and  un Avholesome. 
But  here,  no  doubt,  there  Avas  .a  reference 
to  the  apjiointed  sacrifices  and  to  the  pre- 
cious blood  of  Christ, Avdiich  alone  cleanseth  | 
from  all  sin,  as  the  great  sacrifice  that  all 
lesser  victims  Avere  designed  to  prefigure, 
Avhich  is  so  often  and  jdainly  declared  in 
Scripture.  1 John  1:7;  Bev.  1:  5; 

9:  II-  ... 

Many  of  the  heathens,  in  their  sacrifi- 
cial observances,  al.so  drank  a jiart  of  the 
blood  of  the  victim,  and  by  joining  to- 
gether in  this,  sealed  their  most  solemn 
VOAVS,  Avhich,  in  fact,  Avmre  made  under 
the  sanction  of  the  evil  one.  Of  this  the 
ju'ophet  sj)eaks,  Ezek.  33:  25;  and  the 
classical  scholar  will  recollect  the  descrip- 
tions of  Homer,  from  AAdiich  it  is  cleai’, 
that  by  that  practice  they  thought  to  hold 
communion  with  sj)irits  in  the  invisible 
Avorld.  St.  Paul,  in  1 Cor.  9:  ‘20,  ‘21, 
shows  that  these  things  Avere  incompiiti- 
ble  Avith  true  religion.  The  prohibition 
against  eating  blood  was  needfid  iu  the 
days  of  the  early  Christians,  but  is  not  so 
now  that  heathenism  has  dis.appeared. 
Acts  15:  20.  Still,  hoAvever,  cruelty  is  a 
sin  against  this  hiAV. 

The  ceremonial  laAVS  respecting  purifi- 
cation not  only  kept  up  a needful  separa- 
tion from  unbelievers,  but  they  also  dis- 
tinctly pointed  out  the  holmess  of  heart 
and  life  recpiircd  by  the  Uivino  law.  '^1  he 
celcliratcd  JcAvish  writer,  INIaimonides, 
observes,  “Cleaidiness  of  dross,  Avashing 
of  the  body,  and  the  removal  of  all  dirt 
and  stpudidness,  is  cerhiinly  the  intention 
of  the  laAv;  but  subordinate  to  the  purili- 
(lation  of  the  conduct  and  the  heart  from 
depraved  and  corrupt  morals.  For  to 
think  that  exterior  purity,  by  ablutions  of 
the  body  and  dress,  can  V>c  suflicient, 
though  a man  indulges  in  gluttony  and 
drunkenness,  is  the  extremest  madness.” 
Thus  the  ceremonial  hiAV  of  the  Jcavs 
taught  them  the  leading  doctrin(|i8  of  di- 
vine truth,  first,  by  those  rites  Avhich  Avere, 
as  St.  Paid  describes,  types  and  shadoAVS 
of  good  things  to  come.  Heb.  8:  9,  10. 
Secondly,  by  ])ointing  out  certain  things 
to  be  .abstained  from,  which  had  direct 
refcience  to  heathen  Avorshiii  and  idola- 


trous itractices.  Thus,  even  those  Avho 
did  not  enter  into  the  typical  meaning  pf 
the  first  clas.s  of  ceremonies,  who  did  not 
look  to  the  Messiah  therein  set  forth,  Avere 
guarded  from  the  debasing  and  abomina- 
ble pnacticcs  of  the  heathen,  .and  might 
be  led  to  ask  Avhy  they  Avere  thus  kept  a 
separate  people,  Avhich  the  prophets  con- 
stantly called  on  them  to  remember.  The 
ejdstlc  to  the  Hebrews  especially  gives  in- 
formation on  the  subject  of  the  ceremoni- 
al laAV,  .and  should  be  read  in  connection 
Avith  tlie  Pentateuch,  for  the  }>urpose  of 
obtaining  clear  ideas  on  these  points.  It 
has  been  Avell  called  the  JeAvish  Gospel. 
The  folloAA’ing  remarks  by  Dr.  Owen  are 
.aj>propriate  to  the  subject:  “By  the 

blood  of  sacrifices,  God  signilied  his^will 
and  jdcasure  in  tAv  o things:  First,  Tbat 

bv  this  blood  there  should  be  a political 
remission  granted  t<.>  sinners,  that  they 
should  not  die  under  the  sentence  of  the 
hiAV,  as  it  Avas  the  rule  of  tho  government 
of  the  nation.  And  in  this  sense,  for  such 
sins  as  Averc  not  jiolitically  to  be  sj^ared, 
no  saci  itice  AV.as  .alloAved.  Secondly,  T-hat 
real  spiritmil  forgiveness  and  gracious  ac- 
ceptance Avith  himself  avhs  to  be  obtained 
oidy  by  that  Avhich  Avas  signified  by  Ids 
blood,  Avhich  Avas  tho  sacrifice  of  Christ 
himself.  And  whereas  the  sins  of  the 
people  Avere  of  various  kinds,  there  were 
jiarticular  sacrifices  instituted  to  answer 
th.at  variety.  Their  institution  and  order 
is  recorded.  Lev.  1:7;  and  if  any  person 
neglected  that  especial  sacrifice  wldch 
Avas  appointed  to  make  atonement  for  his 
especi.al  sin,  he  Avas  left  under  the  sen- 
tence of  the  law’;  politically  and  spiritu- 
ally there  wavs  no  remission.  \ca,  also, 
there  might  be  sins  that  could  not  be  re- 
duced directly  to  any  of  those  for  Avhose 
remission  sacrifices  were  directed.  Where- 
fore God  graciously  provided  .against  tlie 
distress  or  ruin  of  the  Church  C)u  either  of 
these  accounts,  lie  had  graciously  pre- 
pared tho  great  annivca*sary  sacrifice, 
Avhercin  public  atonement  w’as  m.yle  for 
all  the  sins,  transgressions,  .and  iniquities 
of  the  Avhole  people,  of  Avhat  sort  soever 
they  were.  Lev.  10:  21.  But  in  theAvholo 
of  Ids  oi‘dina'nces  he  established  the  rule, 
that  “Avithout  shedding  of  blood  there  is 
no  remission.”  This  is  the  gre.at  demon- 
stration of  the  demerit  of  sin,  of  the  holi- 
ne.ss,  righteousness,  and  grace  of  God. 
For  such  Avas  the  nature  of  sin,  such  was 
the  righteousness  of  God,  that  Avithout  j 
shedding  of  blood  it  could  not  be  par- 
doned. And  Avh.at  Idood  must  this  be? 
That  the  blood  of  bulls  and  goats  should 
take  aAvay  sin  Avas  utterly  impossible,  as 
our  apostle  declares.  It  must  be  the 
blood  of  the  Son  of  God.  liom.  3:  24, 
25-  Acts  20:  28.  And  herein  AV'erc  glori- 
fieil  both  the  love  and  grac(J  of  God,  in 
that  he  spared  not  his  only  Son,  but  g.ave 
him  up  to  bc.a  bloody  sacrifice  iu  death 
for  us  all.” 

It  may  also  be  remarked,  that  the  cere- 
moni.d  law  necessarily  ci*ased  Avith  the 


existence  of  tlie  Jewish  polity,  as  a sepa- 
rate state.  It  Avas  to  the.  Jews  a safe- 
guard and  support,  and  conferred  on  them 
benefits  which  fartoutweighed  itsburdens; 
but  when  the  Jewish  nation  had  filled -up 
the  measure  of  their  guilt,  by  crucifying 
the  Lord  of  glory,  Avhen  the  Romans  w’ere 
sent  to  tfvke  away  their  pl.ace  and  nation, 
then  the  JcAvdsh  ceremonial  law  was  abro- 
gated, and  became  unnecessary.  There 
Avas  no  longer  a reason  for  these  restric- 
tions Avhen  the  door  was  opened  to  tho 
Gentiles,  and  therefore,  even  before  the  . 
destruction  of  Jerusalem,  the  remarkable 
discussion  described  in  Acts  15,  decided, 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
that  those  teivchers  w’ere  WTong  who 
thought  it  needful  to  bring  Gentile  Chris-  - 
tians  under  the  Jewish  yoke.  Other  en- 
.actments  were  given,  of  w'hich  the  litcr.al 
observance  would  be  useful,  till  tho  do- 
minion of  heathenism  had  ceased  in  the 
Christian  world;  and  which,  iu  a spiritual 
sense,  would  require  to  be  regarded 
through  succeeding  ages.

without  means  and  in  addition  had  the 
misfortune  to  lose  their  first  harvest  by 
the  grasshoppers,  we  find  that  we  are  not 
able  to  help  all  who  need  help,  as  there 
a're  two  hundred  families  coming  again 
this  year,*  among  wdiom  there  are  39 
families  which  are  poor  and  have  nothing 
for  the  jotiyicy  and  we  desire  to  help 
them  too. 

The  Aid  Committee  of  Ontario  (Cana- 
da) cannot  collect  any  more.  The  chur(!h 
here  is  not  very  numerous,  but  we  have 
given  in  all  as  a gift  $2,100,  and  as  loan 
$39,000.00,  and  to  the  government  we 
have  become  surety  for  $51,000,  making  a 
total  of  $92,000.00. 

1 make  this  statement  only  to  show 
that  we  have  done  for  the  poor  all  that 
we  are  able  to  do,  and  it  w'ould  be  a great 
jiity  if  those  w'ho  desire  to  emigrate  could 
not  obtain  assistance.  For  this  reason 
beg,  help  us  as  much  as  you  are  able,  for 
it  is  indeed  necessary  if  we  desire  the 
brethren  to  leave  Russia.  ’ 

The  foregoing  letter  was  written  about 
the  last  of  ^lay,  and  was  written  wdth  a 
view'  to  obtain  aid  for  those  going  to=^lan- 
itoba  from  the  Board  of  Guardians. 
Since  the*  Board  of  Guardians  w'as  not  in 
a condition  then,  and  are  not  now',  they 
jiresent  this  ])ctition  of  the  Canadian 
Committee  to  the  public. 

On  the  7th  of  August,  Bro.  S(ihantz  in- 
forms us  further,  “There  is  need  and  we 
must  help.  230  families  have  gone  tbere 
this  Summer  already.  For  37  families 
we  paid  the  passage  money,  and  the  230 
families  need  provisions  for  a year  which 
will  amount  altogether  to  about  Tw  enty- 
live  thousand  dollars.  It  is  true,  rejiorts 
from  Manitoba  are  for  :i  good  harvest,  but 
a large  number  of  those  who  came  only 
last  year  have  not  more  than  enough  for 
themselves.” 

It  is  needless  to  add  any  more  in  regard 
to  this  state  of  affairs.  'I'he  three  facts, 
viz.,  that  the  settlers  in  Manitoba  have  a 
delit  of  $90,000.00,  that  tho.se  who  came 
1 1st  year  barely  have  what  they  need 
themselves,  and  that  the  new  arrivals  of 
this  year  need,  till  next  har\ est,  -$25,000.- 
00  more  for  provisions,  sjieak  loud  and 
earnestly  for  help.  The  most  eloquent 
and  pathetic  representations  of  w'ant  and 
suffering  are  not  able  to  sjieak  more  im- 
jiressively  than  these  bare  figures.  Let 
no  one  therefore,  who  reads  and  exam- 
ines this  account  attentively  rejicl  the  im- 
pression tliat  it  w'ould  make,  and  the  sym- 
]ia.thy  it  would  aw'aken  in  his  heart,  and 
then  may  no  one  refuse  his  hand  to*  give 
liberally  to  the  aid  of  these  needy  breth- 
ren.

TOWER. 

Truth,  to  be  effective,  must  be  ticcom- 
panied  with  jiow'cr.  Some  one  has  said, 
“Truth  is  mighty  and  must  prevail.”  This 
may  be  true  in  the  abstract,  but  to  save 
men  by  bringing  them  to  a jiresent  ac- 
cejitance  of  it  for  their  salvation,  jiow'cr 
must  be  imjiarted,  that  the  truth  may 
aw'aken  their  hearts  and  consciences  to  a 
sense  of  guilt  and  danger.  'Pill  the  sin- 
ner vividly  understands  that  the  “wrath  ' 
of  God  abideth  in  him,’’  he  will  care  but 
little  for  the  jirovided  shelter.  God  s 
w'ord  is  “sharjKUt  than  any  two-edged 
sword,”  but  is  jiroperly  so  only  as  God 
sjieaks  it  to  the  heart  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Men  sjieak  his  words,  but  unless  it  be  in 
the  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and  pow'- 
er  of  God,  it  avails  but  little. 

Many  take  it  for  granted,  th.at  a knowl- 
edge of  the  Word,  and  a systematic  jires- 
entation  of  it,  will  accomjili.sh  its  design. 
Their  exjiectations  not  realized,  they 
either  question  the  agency  employed,  and 
the  method  used,  or  doubt  the  jiow'er  of 
the  truth  itself.  An  understanding  of 
God’s  method  would  lead  such  to  seek 
jiow'cr  of  Him  who  gave  the  Word.  The 
(juestion  may  be  asked,  “Does  God  de- 
sign to  emjiower  His  word  with  a jiresent 
effectiveness?’’  We  answ’or,  yes.  It  was 
not  enough  thatthe  discijiles  were  called 
to  believe  in  and  preach  Christ,  but  they 
were  commanded  to  “Tarry  at  ,rerusalem 
till  endued  with  jiower  from  on  high.’’ 
The  fact  of  Christ’s  death  ami  resurrec- 
tion they  could  have  jireached  and  dem- 
onstrated beyond  all  cavil:  but  to  awaken 
the  jieojile  to  a .sense  of  their  guilt  and 
deej)  dejiravity, — w'hiiJt  demanded  such  a 
sacrifice  as  an  atonement, — and  to  insjiire 
in  them  saving  faith  for  their  jiersonal 
salvation,  it  was  necessary  some  agency 
be  emjiloyed  more  jioUmt  than  mere  hu- 
man statement.  Jesus  had  said  to  them, 
“When  (he  iSjiirit  of  Truth  is  come,  he 
will  guide  you  into  all  truth;  lor  he  shall 
not  Sjieak  ol  himself.”  Not  only  were 
they  to  be  instructed  in  the  decji  things 
of  God  in  Christ,  but  tln'y  were  turecei\  i' 
jiower  to  instruct  others,  and  convince 
them  of  sin,  of  righteousness,  and  of  ii 
judgment  to  come.  “\e  shall  receive 
Jiower  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
njion  yon;  and  ye  sh.all  be  witnesses  nnto 
lilt,” — “unto  the  uttermost  jiarts  of  the 
earth.”  They  tarried,  and  they  received 
the  mighty  bajitisin;  and  sinJi  w'a.s  the  I't- 
ft*ct  of  the  (ruth  sjioken,  that  three  thou- 
sand were  coin  erletl  in  01/(1  day.  Mighty 
signs  and  w'onders  were  wrought  by  them 
Avherever  they  went.  The  Holy  Ghost 
fell  on  the  jieojilc  whilr  they  talked,  and 
the  truth  cut  its  way  to  the  hearts  and 
eonseieiict's  of  all  that  hcaid.  1 he  s<ime 
truth  exists  to-day.  The  same  sinful  nat- 
ure gov  erns  the  jieojile.  The  Holy  Ghost 
is  not  dead,  “ft  shall  abide  with  you  for- 
ever.’’ ’'Phe  Jiower  of  God  is  not  exhaust- 
1 ,.(1.

the  hearts  of  men?  Is_  not  the  answ'er 
found  in  ourselves?  Is  it  not  because  of 
our  unbelief?  Are  w'c  not  jilacing  too 
much  dejiendence  on  means  of  our  own 
devising,  instead  of  submitting  ourselves 
to  God  in  the  Holy  Ghost?  Instead  of 
tarrying  at  Jerusalem,  are  w'e  not  running 
to  and  from  the  sepulchre,  forgetting  that 
our  Lord  is  risen,  and  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
has  come?  These  are  important  ques- 
tions. “How  shall  we  escajie  if  we  neg- 
lect so  great  salvation?  ’ 

Not  only  mu.st  we  receive  this  jiower  as 
individuals,  but  tis  a Church.  Not  only 
must  the  ministers  be  “flames  of  fire,”  but 
every  believer  must  carry  the  w'el blighted 
torch  of  full  salvation.  The  armies  of 
sin  are  crow'ded  w'ith  immortal  sjiirits, 
hastening  to  the.  regions  of  woe.  Noth- 
ing but  the  mighty  jiower  of  God  will  di- 
vert them  from  their  sinful  career.  That 
Jiower  is  jiromised,  yea,  given.  It  seeks 
a channel  through  which  it  may  ojierate, 
for  the  salvation  of  a lost  world..  Reader, 
are  you  ready  to  receive  it,  and  imjiart 
the  truth  it  causes  you  to  utter,  and  the 
strength  it  gives  you  to  save  souls  and 
lead  them  to  the  “Lamb  of  God  that  tak- 
eth  aw'aythe  sins  of  the  w'orld?’

“The  righteous  hath  hope  in  his 
death.”  ITov.  14:  52. 

Tlio  riRhtoous  wo  may  uiidorstand  »ro 
tlioso  wlio  aro  justified  by  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  ami  by  obedieuee  to  his  commands, 
in  whom  also  we  liave  a hope,  of  eternal 
life. 

We  should  understand,  howmver,  that 
we  in  ourselves  are  unholy,  and  unright- 
eous, and  eonse<|ueuf ly  without  hope  of 
eternal  life;  because  the  uuriRhteous  shall 
not  iuheritthe  kingdom  of  (iod.  Through 
the  transgression  of  our  jiarents  tve  have 
all  fallen  under  sin;  being  their  descend- 
ants, we  liave  all  ])art.aken  of  their  sinful 
imiure,  and  are  by  nature  eliildren  of 
wr.itli,  eliildren  of  disobedience;  being 
M']i.ir:ited  from  Cod  we  have  not  in  our- 


selves the  least  ray  of  hope  of  ever  enter- 
ing intt>  his  kingdom  of  rest.  I 

We  find  that  the  serjient  (Satan),  did  i 
beguile  the  w'oman  (Eve), — :uul  she  jiar-  j 
U)ok  of  the  forbidden  fruit, thereby  bring-  j 
ing  the  curse  (>f  sinujion  them,  lint  Cod  i 
in  his  unbcuiudcd  lo\  e and  mercy  devised  j 
a ])lan  for  their  redemjttion.  ile  gave 
them  the  promise  that  a S:ivior  shouhl  be 
born  into  tlie  world  who  would  bruise  the 
serpent’s  he:nl,  and  should  redeem  them 
from  the  curse  under  which  they  had  fall- 
en; who,  at'cording  to  flie  jiromise,  also 
canu‘  in  the  fulness  of  time;  tultilled  his 
mission;  sutl’ered  the  most sliameful  death 
upon  the  cross  for  our  sins.  “The  just 
for  the  unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us  to 
Cod.”  Through  his^deat'h  and  sulferiug 
he  has  taken  away  the  wall  of  partition 
between  us  and  our  Cod.  d'hrough  his 
I blood  we  may  become  cleansed  and  jmri- 
fied  from  all  our  sins  ami  pollutions  and 
m:ivag:iin  become  righteous  “being  now' 
justified  by  his  blood.”  Horn.  5:  9. 

Thus  it  is  alone  through  desus  Christ 
that  we  can  become  righteous  and  obtain 
a hope  of  eternal  life.  We  ctinnot  merit 
salvation  by  any  good  works  that  W'e  can 
do,  because,  “all  our  righteousnesses  are 
as  filthy  rags.”  “For  by  grace  are  ye 
saveil  through  faith  ami  that  not  of  your- 
selves, it  is  the  gift  of  Cod:  not  of  w'orks 
lest  any  man  should  boast.”  Eph.  2:8, 
9. 

The  words,  “The  righteous  h:ith  hope 
in  his  death,”  were  taken  as  a foundation 
for  the  discourse  delivered  at  the  funeral 
of  our  dear  father  (Henry  Shenk  who 
died  April  the  19th,  as  may  be  seen  in  a 
]»revious  number  of  the  Herald).  It 
seems  to  me  the  wonls  were  very  suitable 
for  the  occasion.  He  himself  said  dur- 
ing his  sickness  that  he  had  nothing 
wdiereof  to  boast  but  that  the  love  ami 
mercy  of  Cod  are  so  gre;it  that  he  hoped 
they  would  bear  him  safely  through, 
d'hus  the  C’hrisliaii  hath  hope  in  his 
i death.  Though  he  fimls  in  himself  noth- 
ing but  errors  and  shoriconiings,  nothing 
in  which  he  can  call  himself  righteous, 
yetl^y  faith  he  can  look  to  .lesus,  “which, 
is  our  hope;”  and  also  our  righteousness. 
“Hehold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  1 will  raise  unto  David  a righteous 
branch,  and  a King  shall  reign  ami  pros- 
])cr,  and  shall  e.vecute  judgment  and  jus- 
tice in  the  earth.  In  his  (lays  Judah  shall 
be  saved,  and  Israel  shall  dwell  safely; 
and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be 
called, THE  LOUDOIHI  UIGHTFOIIS- 
NFSS.”  Jer.  29:  G.  d'hus  it  is  jdainly 
I shown  that  the  righti'ous  spoken  of,  are 
not  righteous  in  tiiemselves  biitia  Christ, 
because  in  Adam,  “.Vll  have  sinned  and 
come  short  the  glory  <d'  Cod.”  “'I’here- 
fore,  as  by  tlie  ylf'-'iise  of  one  (namely 
\A-Am).,  j ud(/nie\\t  came  upon  all  men  to 
condemnation,  even  so  by  the  righteous- 
ness of  one,  the  free  gift  cam,e  ujion  all 
: men  unto  justification  of  life,’’  Uom.  5: 
J8. 


We  w'ere  also  by^  nature  in  bondage 
under  Satan,  and  weri'  held  cajitives  by 
him,  from  which  we  never  could  have  re- 
le:ised  ourselves,  thus  also  being  wdthout 
hope.  But  Jesus  Christ,  “the  Lion  of  the 
tribe  of  Juda,  the  Koot  of  David  hath 
prevailed.”  Kev.  5:  5.”  AVhorcfore  he 
saith,  “When  he  ascended  upon  high,  he 
led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto 
men.”  Eph.  4:  8.  Thus  agriin  being  our 
hojie  and  the  only  means  of  our  salva- 
tion from  the  yoke  of  bondage. 

We  wei-e  the  seiA  ants  of  sin  Iiy  nature 
ami  were  doomed  to  reap  the  W'ages  of 
sin  w'hich  is  de:ith.  “The  sting  of  death 
is  sin.”  Sin  is  w'hat  makes  death  terrible 
to  us.  But  Jesus  hath  taken  aw'ay  the 
sting  of  death  which  is  sin  .and  we  can 
luive  hope  in  our  death,  “So  when  this 
corruptible  shall  have  |»ut  on  incorru|»- 
tion,  and  this  morUil  sli.all  have  jmt  on 
immoi’tality,  then  shall  be  brought  to 
p;iss  the  saying  that  is  written.

KEDEEMED. 


Is  any  one  word  richer  in  evangelical 
significance?  Around  any  other  tlo  ten- 
(h*r  and  precious  thoughts  cluster  more 
abundantly?  This  word  spe:iks  to  us  of 
the  crushing  burden  under  which  we  lay; 
of  the  fearful  forfeiture  which  we  h.ad  in- 
curred; of  the  dreadful  condemnation 
of  that  haw  which  guards  the  ]ieace  ami 
order  of  God’s  dominions,  secures  the  sta- 
bility of  his  government,  and  vindicates 
the  rectitude  of  character.  At  the  same 
time  it  reveals  the  infinite  mercy  devised 
to  free  us  from  that  condemnation,  to 
s:ive  us  that  forfeiture,  to  lift  off  from  us 
that  crushing  burden.  It  reveals  that  sur- 
prising substitution  of  voluntary,  inm>- 
cent  endurance  for  deserved  retribution; 
that  mysterious  laying  of  human  sins  up- 
on the  l..amb  of  God;  that  p.atient  bear- 
ing of  stripes  for  the  healing  of  others; 
that  making  his  soul  an  offering  for  sin 
by  Him  who  knew  no  sin;  that  obedience 
unto  de.ath,  even  the  death  of  the  cross, 
which  the  Savior  undei'took  for  the  deliv- 
er.ance  of  the  guilty,  who  would  then  be- 
come his  children,  and  the  sight  of  whom 
in  their  jmrity  and  bliss  shall  forever  sat- 
isfy his  holy  and  benevolent  soul,  (’hrist 
hath  re(leemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the. 
j law  Vn'ing  made  a curse  for  us.  Gal.  9: 
j i:5;  but  our  redemption  is  not  merely 
from  condemnation,  it  is  from  guilf. 
Christ  also  gave  himself  for  us  that  he 
might  redeem  us  from  all  iniquity  ami 
purify  unto  himself  a jiccidi.ar  peojile 
zealous  of  good  works.  Titus  2:  1-t. 

1 It  is  not  sim|»ly  ]»ardon  but  purification 
I al.-'O  tliat  (Jirist  has  purcluised  with  his 
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blood.  It  would  be  a poor  deliverance 
for  unhapjiy  despairing  men,  contined  in 
prison  for  crimes,  simply  to  unbar  the 
gates  and  usher  them  forth  to  unrestricG 
ed  liberty,  if  they  must  go  abroad  with 
the  bad  ]>assions  all  unsubdued,  the  out- 
breaks of  which  occasioned  their  inijiris- 
onment.  If  each  one  must  still  carry  in 
his  breast  the  untamed,  the  immitiga- 
Icd  hate,  the  revengeful  ferocity,  the 
wretched  sordidne^s,  the  fiendish  passions 
which  now  toss  and  tear  their  souls,  and 
which  would  still  drive  them  on  to  new 
deeds  of  outrage,  and  of  inf.amy,  and 
would  roll  b.ack  upon  them  a dee])er  and 
darker  tide  of  sh.ame  and  anguish.  But  if 
one  could  go  to  them  not  only  with  the 
sealed  documents  of  pardon  in  his  hands, 
wherewith  he  might  eommand  the  door 
of  every  cell  to  be  opened,  but  with  a 
grace  on  his  lips,  and  in  his  lace  whereby 
he  might  charm  every  wretched  inmate, 
tame  every  wild  heart,  and  liii.sh  every 
spirit  into  love  and  j»e:ice;  light  u}>  every 
sad  face  with  the  radiance  of  honesty  and 
re))cntance,  and  upright  intention,  and 
hope;  if  he  could  follow  them  abroad 
from  ’ those  iron  gates  with  influences 
which  should  stimul.ate  and  encourage 
every  honest  emh‘av(jr,  aid  every  effort  to- 
ward respectability  and  virtue,  and  lead 
them  on  in  a ste:uly  and  sustained  course 
of  improvement  toward  the  uiipermost 
heights  of  integrity,  and  truth,  .and  honor, 
how  shall  we  describe  the  v.alue  of  such  a 
deliverance  or  tell  the  gratitude  due  to 
such  a Kedeemer? 

Such  is  the  Christian  redennition-  It  is 
not  a license  to  sin  with  assured  exemp- 
tion from  ])cnalty,  security  against  the 
outward  strokes  of  punishment,  with  no 
cure  of  the  inward  disorder;  it  is  not  at 
all  the  redemption  which  is  offered  to  us 
by  Jesus  Christ.  Ilis  redemption  is  de- 
liverance from  sin,  from  all  iniijuity,  it  is 
the  transition  from  the  legal  state*  of  con- 
demnation to  that  justification  or  ac<iuit- 
l:il;  it  is  connected  with  :i  personal  trans- 
foiination  from  a sinful  to  a go'Hy  chai'- 
aclcr;  from  the  defilement  and  the  en- 
sliivement  of  sin,  to  the  liberty  and  tin* 
jmrity  of  holiness.  The  inward  clnuige 
is  worth  a thous;md  times  more  than  the 
outward — the  change  of  character,  tlnin 
the  ch:inge  of  condition. 

• What  shixll  we  say  then,when  thisis  not 
given  instead  of  that,  but  is  added  to  it? 
AV  e are  not  called  to  choose  betwec'ii  de- 
liverance from  punishment  and  jnirific;i- 
tion  from  guilt,  but  to  accejit  both.  The 
instrument  of  our  jiardon  does  not  simjJy 
I'ele.ase  us  fr(jin  the  liabilities  already  in- 
curred, but  also  fi-om  the  future  exjiosure. 
Our  entrance  into  the  state  of  justification 
is  at  the  same  time  our  enl ranee  ujxrn  the 
u|)ward,  endless  coui'se  of  holiness,  jmr- 
chased  through,  our  Kedeemer,  the  only 
begotten  Son  of  God.  Dear  readers,  may 
'■  e all  look  to  Jesus  Christ  who  is  the  au- 
iiior  and  finisher  of  our  faith!

In  the  1 :Uh  chajiter  of  Haul’s  first  ejiistle 
to  the  Corinthians  we  have  an  ex])l:in:i- 
tion  of  charity  which  reads  as  follows: 
“Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind; 
charity  envieth  not;  vaunteth  not  itself, 
is  not  jmfl’ed  uji,  doth  not  behave  itself 
unseemly,  seeketh  not  her  own.  is  not  ea- 
sily ])rov<jked,  thinketh  no  evil;  rejoieeth 
notin  iniejuity,  but  iT‘joice(h  in  the  truth; 
beareth  all  things,  lielieveth.  all  things, 
endiireth  all  things.  Charity  never  fail- 
eth.” 

O,  what  a blessed  thing  it  would  be  for 
all  CMiristians  to  have  an  abundant  su[>- 
j)ly  of  charity!  Strife  and  contention 
would  then  ir>i  be  found  in  church.  It 
is  the  ojiinion  of  some  jieojile  that  Haul 
advocates  a-faith-alone  doctrine  in  his 
ejiistle  to  the  Homans;  but  this  must  cer- 
tainly be  a jierverse  ojiinion,  because  he 
considers  charity^  more  jireeious  even  than 
f.-iith,  in  the  Lftli  chajiter  of  1st  Cor.  2nd 
verse;  :dso  Col.  2:  14. 

In  Ids  ejdstle  to  the  Homans  he  advo- 
cates a living  faith,  because  we  have 
jmxjf  in  Scrijdure  that  faith  without 
works  is  dead.  Therefore  it  is  a living 
faith  that  is  advoc:ited  there.  I do  not 
believe  that  the  Bible  contradicts  itself  if 
we  understand  it  correctly.  Ifwejxtssess 
all  good  jxiints  necess.ary  to  a Ciiristian, 
excejit  charity,  we  are  nothing.

T'he  l-‘!!li 
eh:i|).  of  1st  (.'or.  is  considered  by  most 
Bible  readers  to  r;ink  as  Idgh  in  value  ;is 
any  of  the  others.  And  it  truly  does.  It 
is  full  of  wisdom.  It  should  often  be 
read  by  all  loxers  of  Christianity  ivith 
scrutiny  and  rellecticon.  11.  H.

A verv  jtliiusible,  but  sjtecious  state- 
ment. 'rids  young  m:ui  fancies  that  he  is 
iictuiited  by  a high-toned  sense  of  honor. 
He  says  further,  “If  I wei-e  to  set  out  as  a 
Christian^,  I would  he  a Christian.” 

Bravely  said.  But  let  us  look  into  this 
matter.  In  the  iirst.  ]>l;ice,  this  young 
m;oi  is  pulled  uj)  with  the  sjui'it  of  self- 


conceit.  He  would  not  a Clhristian  at 
all,  unless  he  could  be  cciTain  of  surpass- 
ing those  who  have  preceded  him.  He 
AV(uild  be  illustrious— ii  religious  hero. 
Now,  it  is  true,  he  cannot  set  his  mark 
too  high.  We  are  to  seek  to  attain  unto 
“the  measiu'c  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness 
of  Christ.”  The  Scrijitures  abound  in 
urging  to  high  attainments;  but  in  no  in- 
stance do  they  encourage  the  sjiirit  of  ri- 
valrg.  Said  Haul,  2 Cor.  10;  12,  “For 
we  dare  not  make  ourselves  of  the  num- 
ber, or  comjiare  ourselves  with  some  that 
commend  themselves;  but  they,  measur- 
ing themselves  by  themselves,  and  com- 
jmring  themselves  among  themselves,  are 
not  wise.”

AN'hosoever,  therefore,  shall  humble 
himself  as  this  little  child,  the  same  is 
greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.” 

'I'liink  not,  dear  reader,  to  attain  to  a 
high  Christian  standard  by  ambitious  em- 
ulation, but  rather  by  losing  self  in  Christ. 

Again,  our  young  man  in  question  is 
lacking  in  moral  courage.  lie  is  unwill- 
ing to  enter  ujion  the  (Jhristian  life  unless 
he  can  have  everything  cle:irly  marked 
out  before  him  to  a brilliant  culmination.

There 
arc  temj»talions,  many  and  trying,  but  the 
assurance  is,  “God  is  faithful,  Avho  will 
not  suffer  you  to  be  temjited  above  that 
ye  are  :ible;  but  Avill  Avith  the  temj)tation 
;dso  make  a Avay  to  escajie,  that  ye  may 
be  able  to  bear  it.”  Make  the  full  sur- 
render; le.'in  uj)on  .lesus,  and  hoAvever  the 
future  may  now  apjiear,  “As  thy  days  so 
shall  thy^  strength  be.” — Am.  Messenger.

CIIIIISTIANITY  AND  MOHAMME- 
DAN ISAI. 


Botli  the  Christian  and  the  IVIohammc- 
diin  religions  AA'ere  first  proclaimed  to  the 
inhabiUints  of  AVestern  Asia.  There  the 
founders  engiiged  their  first  disciples, 
and  there  the  first  churches  and  mosques 

w'ere  built.  , . 

In  some  resjicets  these  several  religions 
have  considerable  resemblance;  botli 
teach  a renunciation  of  idolatry,  and  en- 
join a profession  of  faith  in  the  one  only 
true  God;  that  uidess  persons  do  so  they 
can  have  no  real  happiness  in  this  W'orld 
nor  salvation  in  the  w'orld  to  come.  Both 
declare  tluit  there  are  but  two  places  of 
t'xistence  beyond  this  life — a lieaven  and 
a hell— one,  the  abode  of  the  unhaj)i*y 
objects  of  God’s  Avrath,  who  by  a lilai*  of 
sin  have  merited  only  misery  and  banish- 
ment from  his  ]»resence;  the  other,  a 
realm  of  bliss,  Avhere  (iod’s  faithful  ser- 
vants rest  from  their  labors  ami  enjoy 
His  presence  evermore.  Both  hold  forth 
the  princijiles  that  “None  can  enter  heav- 
en but  alone  through  the  mercy  of  God.” 

The  disciples  both  of  Christ  and  Mo- 
hammed have  been  persecuted  in  num- 
bers of  different  Avays — by  insult,  impris- 
onment, starA'ation,  and  torture;  but  not- 
AV'ithstanding  the  most  cruel  persecution 
and  the  most  determined  opposition,  the 
doctrines  rapidly  spretid  and  the  number 
of  adherents  has  been  steadily  increas- 
ing. 

Christians  have  been  zealously  engaged 
in  preaching  their  religion  and  sending 
missionaries  into  all  the  Avorld  to  sjtread 
the  gospel  of  Christ  over  the  whole  earth. 
Of  a late  day  Mohammedans  have  turned 
their  attention  to  missionary  work,  and 
are  using  very  successfully  that  method 
of  making  proselytes  to  their  religion. 

Notw'ithsLanding  these  resemblances  of 
Christianity  and  Mohammedanism,  there 
are  many  most  important  points  in  Avhich 
they  differ  vastly.  Though  the  religion 
of  Mohammed  is  far  superior  to  every 
form  of  Paganism  it  is  immeasurably  in- 
ferior to  the  religion  of  Christ.  AVhile 
the  Mohammedan  system  is  merely  the 
law  of  nature,  or  a refined  system  of  mor- 
ality. Christianity  is  far  more — it  is  an  act 
of  grace,  a plan  tlesigned  for  tlie  recovery 
of  mankind  from  a state  of  ruin  to  the  fa- 
vor of  tlie  Almighty,  and  to  the  hope  of  a 
happy  immortality  through  a Savior. 
Mohammedanism  has  been*  planted  and 
propagated  by  the  pow'er  of  the  sw'oi*d. 
its  e.\istence  is,  in  a great  measure,  due  to 


the  power  of  arms.  Mohammed  himself, 
Avhen  he  gained  sutficient  power,  wielded 
the  SAVord  against  his  enemies;  and  de- 
clared that  “It  is  the  key  to  heaven  and 
to  hell,  that  a drop  of  blood  shed  in  the 
cause  of  God,  or  a night  spent  id  arms  is 
of  more  avail  than  tAVo  months  spent  in  | 
fasting  and  prayer.’’  Christianity  asserts 
liberality  of  conscience,  and  ojiposes  re- 
ligious violence.  'The  Divine  leacher 
commanded  the  SAVord  to  be  ])ut  up  into 
the  sheath,  and  'told  his  disciples  that 
“His  kingdom  is  a kingdom  of  peace,” 
that  “AlTthey  that  take  the  sword  shall 
perish  with  the  sword.” 

Christianity  has  its  strongest  hold  in 
the  enlightened  countries,  Avhere  civiliza- 
tion has  attained  its  highest  form.  It  is 
the  acknowledged  forerunner  of  intelli- 
gence, morality  and  civilization,  io  its 
influence  civilization  is  due  for  its  e.xis- 
tence.  Mohainmedanism  is  almost  en- 
tirely confined  to  countries  where  civiliza- 
tion stamls  at  a Ioav  ebb;  where  the  in- 
habitants are  semi-barbarous  and  igno- 
rant, because  such  are  more  easily  induced 
to  accept  the  teachings  of  the  false  projili- 
et. 

Mohammed  resorted  to  stratagem  and 
deceit  to  promote  what  he  thought  good. 
Christ  enjoined  justiee,  truth  and  benevo- 
lence to  men.  From  the  least  to  the 
greatest  of  his  commandments  there  is 
not  one  Avith  which  reason  can  find  fault. 
His  hiAV  is  perfect.  His  precepts  are  true, 
and  founded  on  certainty;  all  His  toich- 
ings  will  stand  tlie  most  rigid  criticisms; 
not  even  those  excepted  which  require  us 
to  love  our  enemies.

The  principle  of  settling  national  disputes 
by  the  sw'onl,  is  yet  retained  through 
Christendom  itse  f;  the  entire  Avar  system 
is  now'  really  any  moment  for  its  Avork  ol 
blood;  and,  .so  long  as  this  system  con- 
tinues, Ave  cannot  with  safety  .su.s]a*nd  or 
relax  our  exertions  in  this  cause. — Advo- 
cate of  Peace. 


In  e.xcavations  for  the  Surrey  Commer- 
cial Docks,  London,  a subterranean  for- 
est AA'as  discovered,  trunks  of  oaks,  alder, 
and  willoAV  trees,  standing  satur.ated  with 
Avater,  but  not  fossilized.  Bones  of  the 
great  fossil  ox  Avere  found  in  tlie  peat. 


From  'Thornton’s  History  of  China  wc 
learn  that  suspension  bridges  w'ere  used 
by  the  Chinese  1600  years  ago.  About 
that  time  Shang-leang,  their  military  com- 
mander, in  the  construction  of  roads 
through  the  country  graded  down  the 
mountains  and  removed  the  soil  into  the 
valleys,  and  where  this  was  not  suflicieiit 
to  raise  the  road  to  the  required  height  he 
constructed  suspension  bridges  of  iron, 
which  Avere  called  by  the  Chinese  AV'riters, 
“flying  bridges.”  One  still  existing  in 
Shen-se  stretches  400  feet  from  mountain 
to  mountain,  over  a chasm  500  feet  deep. 
It  is  quite  probable  that,  as  the  missiona- 
ries in  China  made  known  the  fact,  more 
than  a cefltiiry  and  a half  ago,  the  hint 
may  have  been  taken  from  them  by  Euro- 
pean engineers. 

Yellow  fever  is  prevailing  as  an  epi- 
demic in  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  much  dis- 
tress among  the  [>oor  results^  from  this 
and  from  the  consequent  ces-ation  of  busi- 
ness. Api>eals  have  been  made  for  pe- 
cuniary help  from  other  parts  of  the 
country,  and  subscriptions  for  tliat  ob- 
ject have  been  opened  in  the  principal  cit- 
ies. On  the  15th  inst.,  there  Avere  27  yel- 
lovA'  fever  intemients  in  SaA'annah. 

'The  JeAvish  papers  report  some  inter- 
esting facts  respecting  their  co-religion- 
ists aTn  oad.  In  Prussia  an  order  has  been 
issued  to  the  prison  authonties,  directing 
them  to  release  JeAvish  prisoners  from 
work  upon  Saturdays  and  the  important 
JeAvish  festivals,  and  to  employ  them  in 
noiseless  work  upon  Sundays  and  Chris- 
tian holidays. 

J.  AY.  King,  of  Bloomington,  111.,  in- 
forms us  that  he  is  now  engaged  in  build- 
ing a four-run,  stone  flouring  mill  in  the 
town  of  Uussell,  Kussell  Co.,  Kansas,  on 
the  K.  P.  H.  IL,  263  miles  AA'est  of  Kansas 
City.  He  proposes  to  build  a first-class 
mill  Avith  all  the  latest  improvements  for 
making  first-class  flour,  .and  expects  to 
have  it  ready  to  run  by  Christmas. 

q'jjgy  w'ho  are  the  fullest  of  faith  and 
ilchcst  ill  good  Avorks  make  the  least 
sound;  when  their  hearts  and  lives,  like 
the  face  of  Moses,  shine  brightly  wdth 
grace  and  holiness,  they  do  not,  will  not, 
kiioAV  it.

The  oivatcst  of 
out-door  i>r(>:u‘hors  liad  tauoht,  ami  hcjiled, 
and  blessed  the  gtitliered  tliousands  tliat 
throiufcd  him  iti  the  wilderness,  .■ind  tlieii 
h:id  multiplied  the  httle  loave.s  .and  fe<l 
them  all.  And  having  sent  his  disei]»les 
on  board  a shij*  to  ca-os.s  the  little  lake  be- 
fore him,  he  had  dismissed  the  multitudes 
and  retired  ;i[»art  to  a mountain  to  }>ray. 
]>iit  contrary  winds  were  sweeping  aia'oss 
the  bosom  of  (.Tonnesaret,  and  long  past 
midinght  the  shi]»  was  still  in  the  midstof 
the  sea  tossed  by  the  waive.s,  whose  fury 
they  \vx“re  powerless  to  overcome. 

In  the  fourth  wateh  of  the  night,  just 
as  the  moriung  was  about  to  break,  Jesu.s 
went  to  them,  walking  on  the  wavi's.  The 
disci])les  wondercil  at  the  sight,  and  were 
tronhled,  thinking  it  was  some  jdiantom 
shaj)e,  ajid  cried  out  in  their  anxiety  and 
distress.  Straightway  the  Savior's  famil- 
iar voice  was  heai'd  above  the  sound  of 
the  waters:  “He  of  good  cheer,  it  is  I,  be 

not  afraid.”  “And  Fetor  answered  him 
and  said:  Lord,  if  it  be  thou,  bid  me  to 

come  to  thee  on  the  water.  And  he  said, 
t'ome!  And  when  Peter  w.as  come  down 
out  of  the  shi]),  he  walked  on  the  water 
to  go  to  Jesus;  but  when  he  saw  the  wind 
boisterous  he  was  afraid,  and  beginning 
to  sink  ho  cried.  Lord,  save  me!  And 
immediately  Jesus  stretched  forth  his 
haml  and  caiight  him,  ami  said  unto  him: 


‘O,  tluui  of  little  faith,  wherefore  didst 
thou  doul  t’:*’  And  when  tlu'y  were  come 
into  the  ship  the  wind  ceased,  :ind  they 
that  were  in  the  shij)  c;ime  and  worshiped 
him,  saying.  Of  :i  truth  thou  :irt  the  Son 
of  (tO(1.  ’ Matthew  I t:  ‘2S-:bl. 

We  cannot  state  jtositively  what  tlie 
motives  of  Peter  were  in  making  his 
rtumirk.able  retjuest.  It  is  not  probable 
that  he  had  any  doubt  concerning  the 
identity  of  his  iMastt'r,  when  he  s:iid,  “If 
it  be  thou,  bid  nu'  to  come  to  thee  on  tlu' 
wati‘1-;”  but  ]>erhaps  in  the  ardor  of  his 
zeal,  and  probably  with  a little  self-conli- 
tlence,  he  m.ay  h.ave  dc>sired  to  do  an  im- 
usu.al  thing  at  the  bidding  of  the  Divine 
.Master.  lJut  whatever  may  have  been 
his  motive  the  Master  was  graciously 
ple:isc'«l  to  entertain  his  recpiest  ami  bid 
lum  “C<une!  ’ And  at  once,  stepping  over 
the  side  of  the  boat,  he  to*»  found  that  tlie 
tossing  waves  were  solid  beiieath  Ins  feet, 
and  he  could  Avalk  where  no  mortal  had 
ev(>r  walked  before. 

Hut  notwithstanding  tlie  miracidous 
manifestation,  he  was  yet  not  free  from 
fe;ir.  For  a moment  his  eye  seems  to 
havi‘  lost  sight  of  Christ,  whose  voice  of 
clu'cr  dispel'.ed  his  .anxieties,  .and  when  ho 
saw  the  wiml  l)oisterous  “he  was  afraid.” 

Ilow  much  like  Peter’s  is  the  experience 
of  many  of  the  children  of  (Jml.  They 
.are  willing  and  gl.ad  to  trust  in  Christ, 
.and  to  go  .at  his  bidding  .and  do  what  he 
commands,  espc'cialiy  if  it  be  some  unu- 
sual thing!  Hut  jiresiaitly  they  look 
away  fi-om  Him  and  see  the  boisUa-ous 
winds  and  raging  waves,  and  they  are 
afraid.  It  w.as  strange  th.at  such  f(‘.ar  pos- 
sessed the.  disciple.  Surely  he  who  could 
walk  ujion  the  w.aters  and  could  control 
the  tempest  s fury,  would  not  forsake  him. 
ll.ail  Peter  walked  by  his  own  strength, 
his  fear  would  have  be('u  reason.able,  but 
moving  at  the  conimand  of  (’hrist  liim- 
self,  why  should  he  have  anxiety? 

With  fear  c.ame  trouble.  “He  was 
afraid  and  bc“gan  to  sink.’’  So  long  as 
there  w.as  no  fear,  thei'e  was  no  danger; 
but  the  moment  fear  possessed  his  soul, 
that  moment  lie  began  to  go  down  into 
the  water.  jS'erertheless,  even  then,  Pe- 
ter h.ad  wisdom  enough  to  know  the 
source  of  helj),  and  he  cried,  saying: 
“Lord,  save  me!”  “^Vnd  immedi.ately  Je- 
sus stretched  forth  his  hand  and  caught 
him,  .and  s.aid  unto  him,  O,  thou  of  little 
faith,  wherefore  didst  thou  doubt,” 

I’resumption  is  not  faith,  zeal  is  not 
faith,  rashness  is  not  faith,  courage  is  not 
faith.  Peter  had  much  zeal  and  impetu- 
osity, but  little  faith.  Hence  his  fear; 
hence  also  his  danger;  from  which  he  was 
onlv  s.aved  by  the  h.and  of  Him  who 
caught  him  and  who  said:  “(J>,  thou  of 

little  faith,  wherefore  didst  thou  doubt?” 
It  is  blessed  to  think  that  tlie  same  hand 
th.at  c.aught  Peter  when  sinking,  is 
stretched  out  to  rescue  every  sorrowing, 
tempted  soul  who  is  .afraid;  and  who 
when  hG(jlnnin(j  to  sink,  cries  out,  “Lord, 


s:ive  me!”  It  was  well  that  Peter  jirayed 
on  the  instant.  There  are  some  people 
who  do  not  pray  wlien  beginning  to 
?ink;  but  wait  until  they  have  gone  down, 
and  like  Jonah  then  cry  “vnt  of  the  belly 
of  hell,”  when  the  earth  with  her  bars  is 
about  them.  Hut  Peter  knew  a wism- 
way;  “And  beginning  to  sink  he  cried, 
saying,  Lord,  save  me!” 

The  jirayer  of  Peter  was  short,  though 
eminently  comjirehensive.  Had  he  begun 
with  “Omnipotence,”  “Omniscience,”  and 
“Omnipresence,”  and  gone  on  “from  ev- 
erlasting to  everlasting”  in  the  beginning 
of  his  prayer,  he  would  h.ave  been  in  the 
bottom  of  the  sea  of  (ralilee  before  Ids  i-e- 
(|uest  would  have  been  uttered.  Peter 
(lid  not  so;  his  one  sharji,  e.arnest  cry  of 
anguish  brought  him  the  relief  he  needed. 
,\nd  when  tlu‘y  were  come  into  the  ship 
the  wind  ceased,  d'he  ruling  hand  was 
there,  winds  and  waves  xvere  liushed  to 
rest,  and  they  that  were  in  the  slii]i  c.ame. 
crowding  around  him  and  worsliiped  him, 
saying:  “Of  a truth  thou  art  the  8(»n  of 

(f od.” — Tne  Christ i an.

EGYPT. 

The  present  ruler  of  Egypt  has  brou  ght 
3.50,000  acres  of  desert  under  the  fertiliz- 
ing touch  of  tlie  Nile.  A single  canal 
lias  recently  reclaimed  50,000  acres,  and 
according  to  the  rejiort,  500,000  acres  are 
capable  of  being  thus  transformed  into 
the  richest  soil,  Avhich  makes  an  addition 
of  at  le.ast  ^25,000,000  to  the  annual  ex- 
jiorts.  There  .are  now  in  Avoi-king  order 
113  navigable  canals,  which  supply  '750 
smaller  canals,  and  they  again  fill  num- 
berless watercourses.  '^I'here  are  also  30,- 
000  water  wheels  (worked  by  animals,  for 
r.aising  w.ater  to  a higher  level  for  ]>ui‘- 
poses  of  irrig.ation)  and  70,000  Avell- 
sweeps  (called  shadoofs)',  and  beside 
these  jirimitive  appliances  there  .are  now 
more  than  500  steam  pumps,  and  the  hun- 
dred thousand  m.achines  are  constantly 
groaning,  squeaking  and  rattling  aw.ay 
all  over  the  land.  There  are  1,100  miles 
of  railroad  in  operation:  four-fifths  of 
these  roads  have  been  built  under  the 
jiresent  .administration,  and  the  same  may 
be  said  of  the  four  thous.and  miles  of  tel(‘- 
gr.apli  now  in  working  order. 

In  Italy  GO  out  of  every  100  men  can 
neither  read  nor  write.  The  government 
intends  to  establish  free  schools,  and  they 
are  greatly  needed.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
while  Italy  expends  |;80,000,000  annu.illy 
ill  support  of  her  army  and  navy,  she  has 
hitherto  exqiended  less  th.an  $5,000,000  a 
ye.ar  for  popular  educ.ation. 

TarJeeg. — An  inqicrial  ])roclam.ation 
issued  .at  Constantinople  on  the  1 8th  ul  t.  .an- 
nounced th.at  orders  h.ad  been  issued  foi' 
the  cessation  of  hostilities  for  ten  d.ays, 
beginning  with  the  15th  inst 

The  famine  still  yirev.ails  in  the  North- 
ern provinces  of  China.  Thousands  of 
deaths  from  starv.ation  occur  daily.  IM- 
ots  ag.ainst  Christians  continue  in  the 
jiroviuce  of  Sze-chuen. 

The  New  Year  5G37  of  the  Jewish  Era 
commenced  the  19th  of  September  187G. 

The  pilgrimage  to  :Mecc.a  and  Medina 
was  this  year  larger  than  ever  before.

THE  MENNONITE  CllEKClI  AND 
HER  ACerSERS. 

Reiiig  natunilly  of  a niotlest  turn  of 
mind,  it  is  witli  a good  deal  of  ditlideiice 
ihiit  we  venture  upon  the  task  of  show- 
ing, to  the  impartial  reader,  the  true  char- 
iieteristies  and  condition  of  onr  C'hnrch, 
tinring  the  eventful  period,  in  which  onr 
accusers  and  defaniers  claim  she  was  so  j 
corrupt  and  fallen. 

We  would  rather  letive  the  delicate  task 
to  another;  we  w'ouhl  rather  hear  the  in- 
famy in  silence,  but  we  believe  it  to  be  a 
duty  we  owe  to  the  Church  and  to  poster- 
ity, to  give,  at  least,  a fair  and  true  reji- 
resentation  of  facts  as  they  existed.  )Ve 
would,  however,  discard  atid  avoid  every 
appearance  of  egotism  and  selfishness;  we 
would  rather  ourselves  bear  all  the  unjust 
accusations  and  shameful  slanders  which 
selfishness  has  prompted  men  to  eiuleavor 
to  heap  upon  us,  tluin  to  overdraw  the  pict- 
ure in  our  favor.  We  have,  however, 
taken  pains  to  impure  of  older  persons, 
who  well  remember  the  condition  of 
things,  and  the  ministers  of  that  period 
of  time,  during  which,  according  to  our 
friend’s  statement,  the  Church  w'as  so  very 
corrupt,  and  w e liave  not  yet  found  one 


wdio  could  say,  or  who  knew  of  the  exist-  ( 
ence  of  such  a state  of  affairs  as  that  pre-  i 
sented  in  the  book  referred  to  in  the  ])re-  i 
ceding  numbers  of  this  article.  t 

As  we  have  already  admitted,  there  were  j 
unfaithful  metnhers  in  the  Church;  there  i 
were  w'eak  brethren;  there  w^ere  those  wdio  i 
w'ere  not  zealous  of  good  works,  as  they  1 
slioidd  have  been,  but  a fe\V  unfaithful  ; 
members  did  not  constitute  the  church.  i 
We  wdsh  the  reader  to  bear  this  in 
mind.  It  is  our  purjiose  to  illustrate 
more  particularly  the  condition  of  the 
Church,  than  the  life  of  individual  mem- 
bers, (though  to  some  extent  this  may  also 
be  necessary),  and  for  this  purpose  it  will 
be  needful  for  us  to  investigate,  to  a con- 
siderable extent,  the  lives,  actions,  teach- 
ings, and  conversation  of  the  ministry; 
their  writings  (if  any  there  be) ; the  deal- 
ings of  the  Church  wdth  ti-tinsgressors, 
wdiich  in  addition  to  traditional  testi- 
mony, w^ill  no  doubt  give  us  a very  ac- 
curate representation  of  the  condition  of 
the  Church,  and  so  the  evidence  of  the 
truth,  or  the  untruth  of  the  charges 
made. 

The  public  teachings  of  a church  are 
genendly  a very  good  criterion  of  its  in- 
ner life  and  doctrine.  The  Savior  teaches 
that  “out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart, 
the  mouth  speaketh,”  So  according  to 
the  measure  of  light  and  the  measure  of 
, the  Spirit  of  God,  which  a man  posscseth, 

■ he  w'ill  preach.  Hence,  if  a man  is  sin- 
I cere,  in  his  heart,  his  preaching  will  de- 
clare the  spirit  and  character  which  he 

- possesses.  So  iii  writing.  A letter,  an 

- article,  a hook  tells  a great  ileal,  not  only 
i of  the  m:iu,  hut  also,  the  spirit  ot  theniiin. 

In  this  manner  w'e  may  form  a very  fair 

- estimate  of  the  men  wdio  lived  and  lahor- 
j ed  in  the  Meimonite  Church,  three  tpiar- 
i ters  of  a century,  or  a eeiitury  :igo.^  Thougli 
i they  are  detul,  yet  they  sjietik.  I hey  are 
t gone  to  their  rew'iird,  yet  their  inffueiiees 
i remain,  and  their  wonls  are  not  forgotten; 
r their  works  still  do  follow  them. 

> Now  let  us  look  at  the  words  and  works 
•,  which  they  have  left  us.  Ask  any  of  our 
k old  men  whiit  they  can  .say  about  the  min- 
f isters  of  their  day;  the  old  ministers  whom 
d they  can  remember  when  they  w^erc  young, 
r What  kind  of  men  were  they?  Were 
y they  the  light-minded,  frivolous,  vain,  cor- 
e nn)t,  pleasure-loving  characters  represent- 


ed in  the  hook  of  D.  Musser,  and  the  writ- 
ings of  J.  Herr?  Go  back  in  your  memo- 
ries! Listen  again  to  the  solemn  cadence 
of  their  voices  as  it  re-echoes  through  the 
pl.ain  old  Meeting-houses,  and  hear  their 
solemn  appeals,  and  how  it  made  you  al- 
most tremble  as  you  felt  in  your  heart* 
the  solemn  truths  that  they  uttered,  and 
you  know  if  you  had  follotyed  their  in- 
structions as  you  ought  to  have  done,  you 
would  have  been  better  men,  better  wom- 
en. Tell  me  they  w^ere  unconverted  and 
corrupt  men!  Tell  me  they  did  not  have 
the  love  of  Godin  their  hearts!  You  dare 
not  utter  the  word!  You  know  better; 
you  feel  now,  “If  I only  was,  what  they 
were;  if  I only  possessed  now  the  grace 
that  they  jiossessed  and  manifested,  how 
good  it  would  be  for  me.” 


Listen  again  to  their  pious  conversation 
wdien  they  visited  your  house;  the  good 
advice  they  gave  you;  “Oh!”  yOu  say,  “If 
I h.ad  only  listened  better  to  them,  and 
olieyed  their  instructions,  I should  have 
done  more  for  my  Savior,  than  I have.” 
They  were  men  wffio  were  strong  in  the 
Lord,  and  whose  influences  were  felt 
wherever  they  w ent,  in  public  and  private, 
and  we  love  to  think  of  them  and  live 
over  in  our  memories  again  the  sweet 
thoughts  w'ith  which  they  inspired  us. 
“O,”  said  a dear  old  Rro.  recently  of  these 
very  men,  “Young  as  I w^as  when  I united 
with  the  church,  I cannot  say  that  I did 
not  know  wiiat  rcpenttuice  was.  They 
(•:illc<l  us  together  from  time  to  time  for 
months,  ami  instructed  us  in  the  truths 
and  doctrines  of  the  word  of  God.”  The 
custom  in  those  days  w^as  to  hold  young 
converts  under  instruction  for  a period  of 
from  three  to  six  months. 

Then  read  the  writings  of  these  men 
anti  you  will  feel  that  there  w^as  something 
more  than  the  empty  jargon  which  fills 
such  a multitude  of  the  so-called  religious 
hooks  of  to-<lay.  Read  if  you  will,  the 
writings  of  Henry  Funk,  of  Christian 
Rurkholder,  of  Abraham  Godshall,  of 
Benjamin  Eby,  and  others,  and  then  judge 
w li.it  the  rc]irc.seiiLitives  in  the  Mennonite 
church  of  that  day  were,  and  see  if  you 
can  discover  in  all  these  things,  traces  of 
the  corruptions  charged  against  us.

YOW.S  AND  PlJUrFICATIOXS. 


J'he  Jewi.sh  vows  w'cre  observances 
closely  connected  w ith  this  part  of  our 
subject;  but  they  were  limited  to  the  jAIo- 
saic  dis|>ens;ition,  r.ather  than  applicable 
to  the  Christian  system.  The  directions 
as  to  vows  will  be  found.  Lev.  27;  Num. 
80;  Dent  2:t:  21 — 28.  These  passages 
show,  that  the  jiarticulars  of  a vow  were  to 
be  distinctly  expi’csseil,  and  not  merely  a I 
mental  resolution:  this  would  prevent 
many  unnecessary  scrujiles  in  the  minds 
of  conscientious  persons,  arising  from  ]»ass- 
ing  thoughts  and  hasty  suggestions.  It 
is  also  clearly  stated,  that  if  the  party  who 
made  a vow  W'.a.s  under  the  control  ol 
others,  the  vow  was  not  binding  without 
the  sanction  of  the  husband,  j)arent,  or 
superior.  Hut  herein  the  Jews  made  the 
huv  of  God  of  none  effect  through  their 
traditions:  see  IMatt.  15:  4 — 0;  Mark  7: 

9 — 18.  If  a man  declared  that  his  ]>roper1y 
w'as  “corban,”  jfM-  devoted  to  God,  he  wuis 
considered  as  forbidden  to  aflord  his  par- 
ents any  relief  from  that  time.  This  was 
a device  to  h*t  a parent  perish  from  w'ant, 
ami,  under  pretense  of  a religious  obliga- 
liou,  to  gr.atify  malignant  or  covetous 
feelings,  by  directly  bresiking  the  flfth 
commandment.  In  this  case,  the  son  was 
not  reipiired  actually  to  give  to  the  tem- 
]>le,  or  to  the  ]»riests,  what  ought  to  have 
been  given  to  the  parent;  it  was  enough 
if  he  (leclared  an  intention  to  do  so.  En- 
couragement xv.-is  thereby  given  to  an 
.avaricious  spirit;  this  was  conti'ary  to  the 
express  law',  (Ijcv.  27:  15 — 22,  28,)  which 
show's  how^  the  Lord  God  know's  the  lurk- 
ing thoughts  and  propimsities  of  the  he:irt, 
and  how"  the  love  of  riches  would  nuike 
the  j)CO])le  incline  to  cut  short  even  their 
holy  offtM'ings;  therefore,  if:iny  one  chang- 
ed his  mind,  and  desired  to  retain  what 
he  had  devoted  to  the  Lord’s  service,  he 
not  only  had  to  bestow'  w'hat  w'as  eipi.al  in 
value,  but  to  add  one-iift'*.  )»art  more. 

At  first  W'C  may  be  inclined  to  doubt 
that  even  the  Pharisees  could  countenance 
such  a direct  breach  of  the  Divine  law  as 
the  law'  of  the  cot  ban,  w hen  its  advantage 
to  them  was  but  contingent.  A little  re- 
flection, how'cver,  will  exjil.ain  this.  AVhen 
the  law'  of  God  had  been  thus  Inoken  the 
conscience  would  be  brought  into  bond- 
age; .and,  w'hen  the  heart  is  not  renew'c<l, 
relief  under  trouble  in  such  a case  w'ill  be 
sought  from  man,  rather  than  diicctly 
from  God  himself.  Thy  Pharisees  of  old, 
and  the  anti-christian  priesthood  of  later 
days,  have  av.ailed  themselves  of  this  feel- 
ing, and  large  sums  have  often  been  be- 
queathed for  su]»erstitiouR  jmrjio.ses,  in  the 
hope  of  obtaining  relief  from  self-accusa- 
tion, for  the  misenqdoyment  of  compara- 
tively small  .amounts.  Here  the  decl:ira- 
tious  of  God’s  word  are  express:  INIan  is 

required  to  do  justly,  to  love  mercyq  and 
to  w alk  humbly  with  his  God,  Micah  8. 


“If  we  say  th.at  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive 
ourselves,  .and  the  truth  is  not  in  us.  If 
W'C  confess  our  sius,  God  is  fjiithful  ami 
just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse 
us  from  all  unrighteousness.”  John  1: 

It  is  not  the  offering  of  thousands 
of  rams,  or  ten  thousands  of  rivers  of  oil, 
that  W'ill  satisfy  for  the  sin  of  the  soul. 
f}od  can  overrule  the  false  ide.as  of  men 
on  the  subject,  and  cause  a bcipicst  to  a 
charitable  society,  or  a religious  institu- 
tion, to  become  the  means  ol  good  to 
others;  but  let  none  consider  th;it  such  a 
disposal  of  jtroperty  ever  w'ill  ri'inove  the 
stain  w'hich  may  have  been  contracted  by 
fraud  or  violence  in  .acquiring  w'calth,  or 
by  w'ithhohling  more  than  is  meet,  w'hile 
increasing  the  store.  It  is  true, 

“There'isa  fountain  flll’d  with  blood, 

Drawn  from  Innuanutd’s  veins, 

And  sinners  plunged  beneath  that  flood. 
Lose  all  their  guilty  stains;” 
and  W'C  arc  expressly  told,  that  the  blood 
of  .lesus  Christ  cleauseth  from  all  sin, 

1 John  1:  7;  but  w'hen  pardon  has  thus 
been  obtained,  .and  the  heart  is  renewed 
by  God  the  Holy  Spirit,  all  w'ill  be  devot- 
ed to  the  service  of  our  TiOrd  and  M.aster. 
Not,  how'ever,  by  taking  or  withholding, 
contrary  to  the  principles  of  the  Divine 
law',  under  the  idea  th.at  wealth  thus  got- 
ten by  vanity,  can  be  siccejited  if  .‘ipjilied 
for  other  purposes,  however  l.audable  in 
themselves.  AVhere  (4od  requires  services 
at  our  hands,  he  w'ill  send  the  needful 
ability  or  property  for  the  purpose.  Let 
us  seek  to  emjdoy  the  talents  committed 
to  us  in  simplicity  and  faith,  avoiding  the 
sn.ares  into  which  many  fall,  by  thinking 
that  they  are  doing  service  to  the  Lord, 
when,  in  fact,  they  are  only  gratifying 
their  own  self-w'ill,  and  even  their  corrupt 
inclinations.  In  connection  with  this 
subject  we  may  observe,  that  wdiatever 
W'as  vow'ed  to  God,  must  have  been  ob- 
taine<l  honestly',  or  it  w'.is  not  accejded. 
This  is  ex|»ressly  stated  in  several  passages 
of  the  s.acred  w'ritings:  herein  was  a strik- 
ing contrast  lietw'ccn  the  Divine  law'  and 
the  observances  of  he.athenism,  umler 
which,  in  some  cases,  money'  was  ex[»ress- 
ly  .acquired  by  infamous  and  sinful  prac- 
tices, that  it  might  be  applied  to  the  ser- 
vice of  idols.  Even  now',  in  heathen 
lands,  these  shameful  practices  exist. 

The  VOW'S  of  execration,  or  devoting  to 
de.struction,  called  cherem,  w'cre  solemn; 
they  <lid  not  admit  of  retr.action  or  change 
of  purpose.  The  destruction  of  -lericho, 
recorded  in  the  Hook  o/^  Joshua,  is  a re- 
markable examjile  of  this,  and  was  the  re- 
sult of  the  w'rath  of  God  against  the  sins 
of  the  C.an.-ianitish  n.ations.  The  circum- 
stances need  not  be  here  noticed;  the 
reader  nuiy  refer  to  what  is  said  upon  the 
subject  in  “Tmk  Journeys  ok  tiik  Cnii.- 
Dinix  OK  IsRABU,”  (Voutli’s  Library,  No. 
880.)  The  same  aw'ful  penalty  was  de- 
nounced against  any  city  of  Israel  that 
, should  introduce  the  worship  of  false 
' gods.  Dcut.  13:  12  — 18.  Some  have 


thought  th.at  the  sacrifice  of  Jephth.ah’s 
d.au"hter  was  of  this  description;  but  the 
original  word  is  different,  it  is  neder^  and 
impHts  resigning  or  giving  up  to  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Lord;  not  cherem.,  or  destruc- 
tion of  the  thing  dedicated. 

In  licv.  27,  are  the  rules  relating  to 
thii  dedicated  to  God  by  a solemn 
VOW'.  The  vow  of  .Tacob  (Gen.  28:  20  22) 

w as  similiir.  Other  vow's  w'cre  of  absti- 
nence or  self-denial,  as  to  abstain  fionx 
w ine,  and  to  b<3  scrupulously  careful  in 
some  circumstances  of  eomluct.  Such 
w'iis  the  VOW'  of  the  Na/.arite;  see  Num- 
bers 6.  There  were  two  classes  of  Naz.a- 
,.jtes — those  w'holly  devoted,  often  from 
their  birth,  as  Samson  and  John  the  Bap- 
tist; and  those  for  a limited  period,  which 
vows  -were  not  unfrequent  on  recovery 
fi  om  sickness,  or  deliverance  from  d.anger, 
and  contiuueil  for  an  interval  of  time  be- 
fore’sacrifices  of  thanksgiving  were  offered. 
Here  we  may  refer  to  Acts  18:  18.  The 
apostle  Paul,  for  some  reason  not  recorded, 
bound  himself  by  a vow',  in  consequence 
of  which  he  shaved  his  head,  and  we  find 
him  afterw'ards  saying  he  inust  needs  go 
to  Jerusalem.  He  felt  th.at  it  was  his  duty 
to  proceed  there  at  that  time;  this  was 
also  needful  for  the  performance  of  his 
vow,  for  when  such  an  engagement  was 
made  in  a foreign  country,  the  party  must 
go  to  Jci'usaleni  to  perform  it.  AVe  may 
notice  the  sirnil.arity  of  the  Romish  pil- 
grimages to  this  custom;  but  many  abuses 
accompanied  these  observ.ances  in  the 
days  of  our  fathers,  and  are  continued  in 
sonie  degree  even  up  to  the  present  day. 

Advoc.'ites  of  Popery  refer  to  the  vows 
under  the  Mosaic  law',  and  to  the  Naza- 
rites  in  particular,  when  they  seek  to  de- 
fend their  monastic  institutions.  But  a 
slight  examination  of  the  subject  will 
show',  that  even  the  ceremonial  observ- 
ances of  the  Mosaic  law  do  not,  in  this 
respect,  afford  .any  sanction  to  the  slavish 
restrictions  and  painful  results  of  the 
system  maintained  by  the  Church  of 
Rome.  There  is  nothing  in  common  be- 
tween the  cheerful,  si mpleh carted,  and 
pious  devoted  ness  of  the  Hebrew  votaries, 
such  as  the  Rechabites,  Jer.  35,  and  the 
victims  of  the  Romish  system;  the  horrors 
of  which,  even  in  our  own  times,  have 
been  very  .ably  delineated  by  Blanco 
AA'^’liite,  .and  many  others.  A system,  by 
the  principles  of  which  Hl.anco  AVhite  saw 
some  of  tlie  intimate  friends  of  his  youth 
hurried  “into  the  grossest  and  most  daring 
profligacy.”  w hile  under  its  slavish  ob- 
servances he  saw'  one  sister,  at  the  age  of 
twenty-two,  slowly  sink  into  the  grave, 
from  decaying  health,  the  result  of  spirit- 
ual apprehensions  .and  temporal  privations; 
and  bade  farewell  to  another  sister,  w'ho 
at  the  age  of  twenty  had  been  induced,  by 
the  visionary  representations  of  the  Rom- 
ish clergy,  to  le.ave  an  infirm  mother  to 
the  care  of  servants  and  strangers,  and  to 
bind  herself  to  the  observances  of  rules 
^ w hich  denied  her  thQ  CQmforts  enjoj'eiA 
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even  by  the  lowest  ehisses  of  society. 
Her  health  s])eedily  gave  way,  ami  disease 
filled  h(*r  eonscieiu’e  M’ith  fears.  Her 
brother  says:  “I  had  often  to  endure  the 
torture  of ' witnessing  her  agonies  at  the 
confessional.  1 left  her,  when  I (luitted 
Sjiain,  dying  much  too  slowly  for  her  on- 
ly chance  tor  relief.  I wept  bitterly  foi 
her  loss  two  years  after;  yet  1 conld  not 
be  so  cruel  as  to  wish  her  alive.”  After

This  is  proof  enough  to  show  that  it  is

But  you  may  ask  what 
mode  of  baptism  should  I receive,  that  1 
m.ay  receive  the  right  one?  The  Lord, 
when  he  sent  his  Apostles  to  teach  all  na- 
tions, gave  them  ikj  particular  form  or 
mode,  but  in  the  holy  names.

I he  eu- 
iinch  and  Philip  Avent  into  the  water,  and 
Philip  bajitized  the  eunuch; but  Avhen  Saul 
Avas  bajitized  tbe  Avoi  d says  nothing  about 
Avater;  and  Avhen  tlie  prison  keeper  in 
the  night  W'as  baptized,  we  do  not  read 
that  he  Avas  bajitized  in  the  Avater,  but 
that  he  Avas  baptized  the  same  night,  and 
all  his  house.  Peter,  when  speaking  of 
baptism  said,  It  is  “not  the  putting  away 
of  the  tilth  of  the  ffesh,  but  theanswer^ot  a 
(i-ood  conscience  toAvard  God.”  Peter

Bead  w ith  jirayer  to  God  to  direct  your 
mind,  and  let  your  conscience  speak.  I 
only  say  that  you  are  not  saved  F»y  out- 
A\;ard  ordinances,  but  by  the  iieAv  birth  or 
regeneration,  amj  Avashing  aAvay  by  the 
Avord,  which  you  will  only  ri'ceive  by  true 
faith  in  (Mirist. 

But  the  (pii'stion  may  arise,  to  Avliat 
ehureh  or  denomination  shall  I go,  vir 
unite  w'ith,  as  thiu'e  are  so  many  divisions 
among  the  churches  calhM  the  church  ot 
God.  Search  the  disciplines  and  compare 
them  Avith  the  Avord  of  God.  I’rove  all 
things;  hold  fast  that  Avhich  is  good. 
Lay  a sure  foundation  for  yourself,  for 
other  foundation  can  no  man  lay,  tiian 
that  is  laid,  Avhieh  is  .Tesus  Chri  d.  Jesus 
is  tlie  Ilock  on  which  you  must  build  lor 
the  hope  of  your  salvation,  if  your  house 
of  faith  is  to  stand.  Put  not  your  tiaist 
in  this  or  that  denomination,  or  in  tliis 
or  that  minister,  Fmt  in  Christ  alone,  tor 
he  is  the  only  mediator  between  (Mod  and 
man;  and  he  says,  Excejit  a man  forsake 
all,  he  ean  not  be  my  disciple;  and, Except 
he  take  up  his  cross,  and  come  aftei'  me,  he 
( .innot  be  my  disciple.  Again,  T am  thv^ 


light  of  the  Avorld,  he  that  folloAveth  me 
shall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but  shall  have 
the  light  of  life.  John  8:  12.  I hat  is 
the  true  knowledge  of  salvation  and  eter- 
nal life.  Without  following  Jesus  we 
cannot  have  either  light  or  knoAvledge, 

Ave  shall  grope  about  in  the  world  as  a 
man  that  cannot  see,  and  has  no  one  to 
lead  him. 

To  folloAV  .lesus  we  must  keep  his  com- 
mandments; as  he  says  in  John  14:  2,  3, 

“If  a .man  love  me,  he  w'ill  keej)  my 
AvordS.”  And  “He  that  hath  my  com-i 
mandmeiits  and  keejicth  them,  he  it  is  that 
loveth  me.”  His  commandments  are  not 
only  rejient  and  believe  the  gospel,  and 
be  bajitized,  and  hold  communion  or  sac- 
rament and  feet-Avashing,  but  he  say^, 
Deny  thyself,  take  uji  thy  cross  and  tol-  , 
low'  me. " This  is  a commandment  that  is  | 
looked  over  by  many  Christian  jirofessors; 
and  the  reason  Avhy  there  is  so  little  Jirog- 
ress,  is  because  the  desires  are  so  little 
checked  As  long  as  nothing  comes  in 
the  w'ay  of  self,  ail  is  right,  but  as  soon 
as  self  is  to  suffer  a little  iiersecutmn  or  a 
little  loss  of  goods,  the  passions  rise  and 
j ho  says,  “I  Avill  not  suffer  this.”  Here 
self  goes  on  and  takes  lull  control, and  he 
forgets  that  great  commandment,  “Deny 
thyself.”  He  goes  around  the  cross,  in- 
stead of  taking  it  ui>  and  folloAving  his 
Master,  and  by  so  doing  he  loses  both 
light  and  strength. 

Christ  says,  “Resist  not  evil;  and  If 
any  man  Avill  sue  thee  at  the  laAV,  and  take 
aAvay  thy  coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloak 
also.”  Ag;iin,  “I  say  unto  you.  Swear  not 
at  all,  but  let  your  communications  be. 
Yea,  yea:  Nay,  may:  for  wlcitsoever  is 
more  than  these  cometh  of  evil.”  “Love 
your  enemies.”  There  are  many  more 
commandments  recorded  in  the  holy  gos- 
pel that  we  should  observe.  You  can 
read  them  for  vourself;  I hojie  that  you 
will, and  by  so  doing,  you  can  sjieml  your 
time  better  than  going  about  Avith  idle 
comiianions,  and  far  more  jirotitiible,  both 
for  body  and  soul.  For  Godliness  is 
iirofitable  for  the  life  that  now  is,  and 
that  which  is  to  come.  If  you  Avaut  to 
be  a follower  of  (Mirist  you  must  forsake 
all  ungodliness.  You  must  also  lors.aki* 
all  idle  eouiiiany,  and  that  is 
Psalmist  means  when  he  says,  “Bles.sed 
is  the  man  that  Avalketh  not  in  the  coun- 
sel of  the  ungodly,  nor  standeth  in  tim 

Avay  of  sinners,  nor  sitteth  in  the  seat  ol 

the  scornful.  ’ 

We  should  be  particular  to  shun  all  bad 
comiianv,  for  we  can  so  easily  be  le(.I 
astray,  especially  when  young.  O Avdiat 
a iiity  it  Avould  be  to  lose  the  gr.ye  ot  (yod 
that  is  ixiven  unto  us,  instead  of  growing 
in  grace!  Tin*  apostle  says,  that  to  grow 
in  gr.aee  AVe  must  use  the  means  that  God 
Inis’,  given  us;  we  must  be  followers  ol 
Christ;  w'e  must  forsake  the  lust  of  the 
tlesh,  the  lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  jiride 
of  life,  Avhieh  is  not  of  the  Father,  but  ot 
the  world;  and  the  AV(Avld  Avill  pass  aw.iy 


with  its  lusts,  but  he  that  doeth  the  will 
of  God,  remaineth  forever:  fhat  iR,  he 
shall  have  everlasting  life— live  AVith  God

Read  and  think,  or  meditate  oijj  the 
Avord  of  God,  and  let  that  be  yuur  .gim.le, 
and  if  you  follow  this  advice  you  will 
not  go  astray;  but  if  you  go  hero  a.nd 
there''for  advice,  you  may  easily  be  led 
astray,  if  you  do  not  take  God’s  compass 
for  a guide.

For  the  Apostle 
savs  “The  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad  in 
our  ’hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost  yjuuh  i.s 
given  unto  us.”  God  is  loves  and  he  that 
abideth  in  love,  abideth  in  God  iind  God 
in  biiii.  Noav  let  all  the  commandments 
be  done  through  love  to  Him  that  first 
loved  you,  aii(f  all  will  be  right,  for  witlM|^ 
out  love,  all  will  do  you  no  go.od  H 
keeii  all,  and  this  one  hicketh,  all  woll  be 
lost.  This  is  the  counsel  w'hicli  1 give 
unto  you.  Prove  all  things;  hold  fastthat 

Avhich  is  good. 

It  is  a very  jioor  excuse  to  say  Ave  lujjyo 
no  time  for  reading  the  Scriiitures  and  for 
iirayer.  (.Mod  has  given  us  all  our  lives  in 
Avhich  to  serve  him,  and  has  said  to  us, 
“Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  (Mod,  and  his 
iLditeousiiess,  and  all  these  things  (f(AO(l 
aiTd  raiment)  shall  be  added  unto  you 
Better  to  say  you  liav(‘  no  time  to  look 
after  this  w'orld’s  affairs.

(CONFERENCE  IN  ELKHART 
COUNTA^  IND. 

Coiifcvencc  met  according 
appointment,  on  Thursday,  Dct.  12th. 
INventy-four  bishops,  ministers  and  dea- 
cons were  present.  The  e.xercises  were 
opened  hy  singing  the  hymn, 

“Jesu  Baue  deiueu  Lcib,” 

Prayer  was  offered  and  after  a brief  coun- 
sel of  the  bishops  present,  the  oiicning 
address  was  made  Viy  Bro.  Brundage,  of 
Mcl*herson  Co.,  Kansas,  in  which  he  re- 
ferred to  the  true  foundtition  of  oui  lelig- 
ion,  Jesus  Christ,  aeconling  to  the  words 
of  tlie  Apostle,  I Cor.  3:  11,  “Other  foun- 
dation can  no  m:ui  lay  than  that  is  laid, 
which  is  Jesus  Chiist.”  He  then  very 
forcibly  and  plainly  set  forth  the  duties 
and  qualifications  of  bishops,  ministers, 
tloacons  and  also  the  duties  of  church 
members  in  general.  A strict  adherence 
to  the  teachings  of  the  gospel  and  its  re- 
quirements was  enjoined,  both  in  minis- 
ters and  people;  pride  and  worldly  con- 
formity should  be  avoided  by  all,  and 
earnestly  reproved  by  the  ministry.  It 
was  also  maintained  that  one  who  has 
been  changed  in  his  heart  and  timly  con- 
verted to  (Jod,  can  no  longer  delight  birn- 
self  in  the  sinful  enjoyments  of  the  world,  . 
in  uniting  in  tlie  pnictices  and  habits  of 
an  unconverted  people.  It  was  held  to  he 
out  of  place  for  a follow-erof  the  doctrine 
of  non-resistance  tt)  hold  worlilly  offices, 

Ac.  .11 

U was  strongly  mainlaineil  that  we  as 

ministers,  should,  according  to  the  words 
of  the  Apostle,  all  teach  the  same  thing; 
that  ministers  should  diligently  search  the 
Scriptures,  and  obtain  such  a knowledge 
of  the  Scrijitures  as  is  needful  to  under- 
stand them;  and  that  they  should  teach 
such  doctrines  as  they  could  maintain  and 
prove  throughout  the  whole  Scriptures; 
that  is  a minister  should  not  umlertake  to 
iireach  that  Avhich  he  does  not  himself  un- 
tlerstaml,  a doctrine  for  which  he  cannot 
give  ground  in  the  word  of  God,  or  that 
which  is  seemingly  taught  in  one  passage, 
whije  it  is  contradicted  in  another:  they 
should  guard  especially  against  teaching

Ill  regard  to  those  who  voted  at  the 
recent  election,  contrary  to  the  counsel 
and  admonitions  of  our  conferences  and 
the  ehurch  in  general,  in  the  west,  it  was 
decided  that  they  should  be  admonished 
not  to  go  again,  and  every  minister  should 


jtvesont  the  subject  to  his  church,  and 
seek  to  impress  ujmii  the  minds  of  his 
]>cople  the  inconsistency  of  it,  and  to  lead 
them  to  walk  more  circumspectly. 

It  was  also  decided  tliat  wliere  a dea- 
con is  called  to  settle  a discord  or  ditheul- 
ty,  and  cannot  accomjflish  his  object,  he 
shall  hiive  the  priviledge  to  call  a fellow- 
deacon  or  two  from  a neighboring  churcb, 
ora  couple  of  brethren  to  aid  him;  and 
that  in  all  cases  where  it  is  ]>ossible,  the 
deacons  shall  settle  all  matters  of  discord 
aiul  dissatisfaction,  so  that  bisho]»s  and 
ministers  may  keej)  themselves  as  free  as 
j)ossible  from  all  blame,  and  not  destroy 
their  influence  or  injure  their  reputation 
by  being  ilrawn  into  such  dithculties,  as 
is  so  often  the  case.  See  Matt.  IS;  IT)— 18. 

Wben  any  member  of  the  church, 
whether  minister  or  member,  l>eeomes 
disobedient,  or  causes  disension  or  ditfi- 
eulty,  or  becomes  an  oft’ense  to  the 
elgjrch,  he  shall  be  dealt  with  as  the 
Gosjxd  directs.  Matt.  18:  18;  Tit.  3;  10. 

All  i)resent  were  willing  to  abide  by  and 
adhere  to  the  eighteen  articles  of  the  con- 
fession of  our  faith,  as  far  as  (fod  sliould 
give  them  gnice  to  understand  the  sajue. 
On  the  subjectof  shunning,  some  of  those 
])resent  were  not  entirely  willing  to  ac- 
ta-pt  it,  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word, 
but  all  Avere  willing  to  bear  with  each 
(•tlicr,  and  seek  to  glow  in  wisdom  and 
niiderstanding  as  God  may  give  them 
light. 

In  reference  to  the  gnestion,  whether 
a ])erson  ba])ti/,ed  by  a church  that  does 
not  adhere  to  the  i)rineiples  of  non-resist- 
ance, could  be  admitted  into  our  churcb 
Avitbout  being  bai)ti/.ed,  it  Avas  decided, 
that  if  the  person  was  bajitized  after 
reaching  the  years  of  maturity,  or  upon 
confession  of  faith,  and  was  satisfied  Avitli 
bis  or  her  baptism,  and  believed,  that  his 
f(»rmer  baj)lism  ha<l  been  tbe  answer  of  a 
to lod  conscience  toAvard  (fod,  they  might 
be  so  receivc'd.  If  such  person  or  ptn'sons 
should  desire  to  be  rebapti/.ed,  their  re- 
(picst  should  be  granted.  In  cases  Avhere 
a question  or  doubt  sbonld  arise,  the 
• burch  might  decide  Avhether  they  should 
be  rebapti/.ed  or  accepted  with  their  for- 
mer ba])tisju. 

The  (juestion  Avhether  it  Avas  prudent  or 

advisable  to  ordain  a bishop  in  Co., 

K.ansas,  av;is  left  to  tin;  iliscretion  of  Hro. 
Ih  und.age,  Avho  is  the  nearest  bishop. 

The  matter  of  I’re.  dolin  Snyder,  for- 
merly of  Elkhart  Co.,  Iml.,  noAV  residing  in 
dcwell  County,  Kansas,  against,  whom  sev- 
eral complaints  had  been  brought,  Avas 
referred  to  the  conference  in  Kansas. 

Dilliculties  existing  in  one  church, 
sliouhl  be  ki'pt  there,  .so  as  not  to  entaii- 
irle  other  churches  in  it.  Members  and 
ministei-s  should  give  this  matter  especial 
attention,  and  neither  personally  nor  by 
Avriting  take  it  to  another  church. 

Strong  protestations  AA'cre  made  against 
t'le  common  custom  of  persons  having 
jiliotographic  or  other  likcne.'^ses  of  them- 


selves taken,  noAV  so  very  prevalent  among 
all  classes;  Ave  should  all  use  our  influ- 
ence against  these  and  other  like  things. 

Parents  should  seek  to  instruct,  exhort 
and  .admonish  their  children,  and  endeav- 
or to  lead  them  in  the  right  way,  even 
after  they  have  reached  their  majority. 

^Phe  conference  also  decided  that  a la’- 
tpiest  should  be  issued  by  the  ministers  of 
both  branches  of  the  cbuiadi  of  Elkliart 
County  to  re-t'xamine  the  decision  of  the 
si.v  bishojis,  of  October,  l7th  1871,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  ditliculties  then  existing  in 
the  church. 

Lightning  rods,  musical  instruments, 
ttc.,  Avere  testified  against.  consider- 
.able  iliscussion  Avas  had  on  the  propriety 
of  m.aking  some  arrangement  by  Avbicli 
persons  suffering  hiss  by  fire,  could  be 
more  efliciently  aidetl  for  their  loss  than 
is  noAV  generally  dune,  outside  of  insur- 
ance companies.  The  conference  seemed 
opposed  to  any  such  an  arrangement  any 
further  than  the  bond  of  common  broth- 
erhood, as  directed  in  the  (Tospel  and  by 
the  Apostles;  the  discussion  Avas  closed 
Avithout  coming  to  a conclusion. 

After  singing  and  prayer,  the  confer- 
ence AA'as  closed  to  meet  again  at  the  usual 
time  next  year. 

'J'he  tAVo  days  Avere  pleasantly  and  aac 
li.ive  le.ason  to  believe,  jiroh't.ably  spent  in 
the  consideration  of  (piestions  of  interest 
to  the  Avelf.ire  and  jirospcrity  of  our 
church.  The  brethren  present,  seemed  to 
have  been  Avell  satisfied  Avith  tbe  proceed- 
ings, instructions  and  admonitions  given. 
(Juite  a number  of  bretbren  and  a fcAV  of 
the  sisters  Avere  also  attentive  listeners  to 
the  proceedings;  we  Avere  glad  to  see  them 
present,  and  Avould  hercAvith  extend  the 
invitation  for  them  and  others  to  meet 
Avith  us  ag.ain  at  the  general  conference 
of  our  church.  We  lelieve  that  it  is  both 
good  and  profitable  to  have  as  many  of 
till'  membership  of  a church  as  conveni- 
ently can,  present  on  such  occasions,  and 
Ave  Avould  have  them  feel  free  to  attend. 
The  instructions  are  just  as  valuable  to 
them  as  to  the  minislry. 

On  Saturday  there  Avere  general  services 
at  VelloAv  Creek  in  the  forenoon,  ami  at 
Iloldeman’s  in  the  afternoon.  At  YcHoav 
Creek,  tAvo  jiersons  Avere  bajitized  and  re- 
ceived into  the  church.  On  Sunday, 
C’ommunion  services  Avere  held  at  both 
the  above  mentioned  places,  Avhere  large 
number.^  of  ])ersons  Avere  present,  and 
ami  many  ]tartoi>k  of  the  sacred  emblems. 
Several  evening  meetings  Avere  also  hehl,

The  emigration  of  our  brethren  from 
llussia  this'year  is  not  less  numerous  than 
it  Avas  last,  and  if  it  was  not  in  every  way 
so  ditticidt  to  get  away  from  Russia,  there 
Avould,  according  to  the  reports,  be  still  a 
great  many  more  coming. 

Considerable  numbers  bavc  recently 
arriA'cd,  both  in  I’hiladelphia  and  Ncav' 
York.  A short  account  of  the  arrival  of 
a coinjiany  of  emigrants  in  New  York,  by 
the  Red  Star  LiiKs  Avas  given  in  the  last 
number  (August),  and  I desire  iioav  to 
give  another  account  of  a secoml  party 
that  arrived  in  Philadelphia  by  the  Red 
Star  Line. 

This  comjiany  left  Southern  Russia  on 
the  2nd  of  July;  it  coitsisted  of  105  fam- 
ilies, 541  persons.  An  officer  of  the  Red 
Star  Line  met  them  at  the  Russian  border 
and  accompanied  them  from  thence  to 
vVntAvcrj)  as  guide.  On  the  14th  of  July, 
on  board  the  steamer  Vaderland,  they 
left  Antwerp  and  arrived  .at  Philadelphia 
on  the  27th  of  July.  An  .aged father  died 
on  the  voyage  and  Avas  buried  in  the 
ocean.  One  child  AA'as  born,  the  mother 
of  Avhicb  with  another  suffering  Avoman, 
Avere  Iwought  sick  from  the  vessel.  On 
the  Avhole,  hoAvever,  they  ha<I  .an  excel- 
lent voyage,  enjoying  good  health  and 
looked  robust  .and  strong,  Avell  fitted  and 
ready  for  tlie  great  work  before  them  on 
the  ]>rairies  of  the  West.  During  the  fcAV 
days  spent  Iiy  them  in  Philadeljihia,  they 
Avere  visited  by  many  of  the  friends  in 
this  vicinity,  ami  a great  deal  of  conver- 
sation passed  betAveen  tbem.  IManycpies- 
tions  Avere  asked  and  much  of  the  exjieri- 
ences  of  life  on  both  .sides  Avas  related.

Just  as  long  as  you  desire  to  lead 
a better,  purer  life  ; just  as  long  as  your 
heart  yearns  after  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God;  | 
just  so  long  you  may  rest  assured  that 
God’s  Spirit  has  not  ceased  striving  with 
you,  ami  that  the  door  of  grace  still  stands 
open  to  your  soul.  Hut  lose  no  time  in 
turninsr  from  the  p.ath  of  sin  and  unrest 
into  that  of  righteousness  and  peace;  and 
by  the  grace  of  God,  henceforth  govern 
your  life  and  thoughts  as  if  the  Avhole 
Avorld  Avere  to  see  tlie  one  and  read  the 
other;  for  what  does  it  signify  to  make 
anything  secret  to  our  neighbor,  Avhen  to 
God,  the  Searcher  of  heai'ts,  all  our  priva- 
cies are  open?

WORDS  FOR  THE  WAYWARD. 

“Do  right,  and  everything  will  come 
right.”  Do  not  dcsjiair  of  the  future,  be- 
cause the  record  of  the  past  is  dark.  God 
is  on  the  si<le  of  rightdoing,  and  “tvhen 
a man’s  w.ays  please  the  Lord,  he  maketh 
even  his  enemies  to  be  at  peace  Avith  him.” 
T'he  way  of  the  transgressor  is  indeed 
hard,  but  turn  square  about  offering  from 
the  depths  of  a penitent  heart  the  prayer 
of  the  Psalmist,  who  himself  had  sinned 
and  been  forgiven  : “Hold  up  my  goings 

in  thy  paths,  that  my  footsteps  slip  not;” 
and  with  the  temptation  a Avay  of  escaiie 
Avill  be  provided.  “This  poor  man  cried, 
and  the  Lord  heard  and  saved  him  out  of 
all  his  troubles.”  If  we  are  not  saved 
out  of  all  our  troubles,  it  is  because  we 
do  not  cry  unto  the  Lord  about  them. 

Try  crying  unto  the  Lord,  and  keep 
crying  unto  him  until  he  lifts  you  out  of 
the  slough  in  which  you  have  so  long  and 


“Anil  Enoch  Avalketl  with  God.”  Gen. 

.5:  24. 

Here  is  an  examjile  of  unabated  allegi- 
ance to  God:  not  for  a fcAv  hours,  or  days, 
or  Aveeks,  but  for  “three  hundred  years.” 
We  are  told,  that  to  tight  the  battles  of 
life,  to  be  drifted  hei'e  and  there,  by  the 
surging  tide  of  Avorldliness  and  Avicked- 
ness,  and  m.aintain  an  humble,  patient, 
forgiving,  loving,  or  Christ-like  spirit,  is 
among  the  impossibilities.  Hut  before 
Ave  trample  under  toot,  the  Avords  of  in- 
spiration that  “Christ  is  all  and  in  .all,” 
let  us  remember  that  Enoch  had  like  em- 
I barrassments  with  ourselves.  I 

He  held  the  responsible  position  of  J’.a- 
triarch,  the  vexing  jiosition  of  a king, 
tilled  the  sacred  office  of  priest,  and  was 
the  prophet  of  a numerous  family,  to  Avhom 
he  was  to  administer  justice,  among 
whom,  he  AV.as  to  perform  all  the  rites  and 
ceremonies  of  religion,  and  teach  both  by 
precept  and  example,  the  Avay  of  truth, 
and  righteousness. 

Ihithermore,  Enoch,  being  a man,  of  a 


large  family,  besides  having  the  oversight 
of  the  collateral  branches  under  his  care, 
was  subject  to  many  vexations;  and  was 
a living  witness  to  the  fact,  that  the  grace 
of  God  was  sufficient  for  him  though 
great  grace,  and  no  small  amount  of  the 
spirit  of  our  Christ  was  necessary  to  keep 
him  “sAveet”  and  kind,  and  loving,  and 
holy. 

Eusebius  claims  that  Enoch  was  cele- 
brated as  the  inventor  of  writing,  arith- 
metic, and  astronomy;  and  is  said  to  have 
filled  three  hundred  books  with  revela- 
tions which  he  received.  He  this  true,  or 
untrue,  he  was  a living  epistle,  which  will 
be  handed  doAvn  to  all  future  generations, 
of  the  poAver  of  God  to  save. 

A member  of  a congregation,  asked  his 
companion,  as  they  were  returning  from 
service,  why  it  was  that  “their  minister  al- 
ways had  something  ncAV  and  fresh  to 
say.”  His  companion  replied,  “that  he 
lived  so  near  the  throne.,  that  the  Lord 
told  him  many  things  that  He  did  not  tell 
others.”  Do  we  not  miss  ra.any  revela- 
tions by  not  walking  with  God?  So  if 
Enoch,  in  the  face  of  his  suiToundings, 
Elijah  in  the  wilderness,  Daniel  in  the  Li- 
ons’ den,  and  Paul,  under  divers  persecu- 
tions, could  say,  “Not  my  will,  but  Thine 
be  done,”  ought  not  we  who  are  so  highly 
blessed  be  happy? 

Then  the  astonishing  height  of  Enoch’s 
purity,  is  worthy  of  notice.  Heing 
cleansed  “from  all  filthiness  of  flesh  and 
spirit,  and  having  perfected  holiness  in 
the  fear  of  God,”  we  find  that  not  only 
his  soul,  but  his  body,  was  purified  with- 
out visiting  the  empire  of  death,  and  was 
translated  to  the  paradise  of  God.  It  is 
also  Avritten,  that  he  pleased  God  and  had 
the  testimony. 

Reason  should  teach  us,  that  if  Enoch, 
without  the  aid  of  a written  rcAtelation,  of 
the  law  and  prophecies,  without  any 
knoAvledge  of  the  tr.agic  scenes  of  Cal- 
vary, or  of  the  ouLpouring  of  the  Spirit 
on  the  day  of  pentecost,  could  thus  know 
God  in  .all  His  beauty  and  power,  how  is 
it,  that  we,  who  are  blessed  with  the  priv- 
) ilege  of  living  in  this  enlightened  day, 
p are  so  slow  to  believe  in  the  cleansing 
. poAver  of  the  blood  of  Christ?  Those 
^ truths  that  come  shoAvering  doAvn  upon  us 
in  all  their  freshness,  from  Enoch’s  God, 
^ through  the  hoary  ages  of  five  thousand 
" years,  bless  us  with  the  SAveet,  consoling 
' assur.ance,  that  God  is  the  same,  yester 
’ day,  to-d.ay  and  forever,  and  that  toe  may 
AV.alk  with  God,  and  have  pure  hearts, 
and  pure  bodies,  and  lead  pure  lives  and 
please  God,  and  knoAV  it. — Christian 
f Standard.

Inasmuch  as  tlie  Lord  has  foi  bidden  us  to 
swear  at  all  (understand  in  temporal  mat- 
ters), neither  sincerely  nor  falsely,  as  was 
said;  and  has  commanded  that  our  yea 
shall  V>e  yea;and  our  nay,  nay.  Alatt.  5: 
37.  As  Paul  and  James  also  testify  to 
this,  2 Cor.  1:  18;  Jas.  5:  12;  and  as  we 
know  that  no  man,  nor  commandment  of 
man  may  sujiersede  God  and  his  com- 
mandment, therefore  it  is  that  we,  intem- 
jioral  matters,  dare  not  affirm  to  truth 
with  more  than  yea  or  nay,  as  the  case 
may  be;  for  thus  the  word  of  the  Lord 
teaches  us. 

Reader,  mark,  we  say.  In  temporal 
mattery,  and  for  this  reason:  Decause 

Christ  sometimes  in  his  teaching  makes 
use  of  the  word,  verily,  Alatt.  18:  18;  Jn. 
3:3,5;  8:  34;  10:  1;  and  because  Paul 
called  ujion  the  Lord  as  a witness  of  his 
soul.  For  this  reason  some  think  that 
swearing  is  allowable;  not  observing  that 
Christ  and  Paul  did  not  do  this  in  speak- 
ing of  temjioral  matters,  as  in  a matter  of 
flesh  or  blood,  or  money  or  jirojierty,  but 
as  an  affirmation  of  the  eternal  truth,  to 
the  jiraise  of  God  and  to  the  salvation  and 
edification  of  their  brethren. 

AV’^e  hereby  jiray  all  lords  and  magis- 
trates, for  Jesus’  sake,  to  fear  the  Lord 
sincerely,  and  to  conform  their  policy,  in 
ibis  matter  of  ssvearing,  to  the  Mind  of 
the  Lord,  and  to  consider  why  they  re- 
qii’ire  the  oath,  namely:  That  that  shall 

be  fulfilled  to  which  one  swears.  Inas- 
much as  we  deem  our  yea  and  nay  to  be 
no  less  than  an  oath,  why  reijuireany  fur- 
ther affirmation  at  our  hands  than  the 
word  of  the  Lord  teaches  and  allows;  for, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  w'e  trust,  inasmuch 
as  we  are  partiikers  of  the  Jjord,  and  ad- 
here to  the  word  in  which  yea  is  amen — 
that  it  will  be  found  that  yea  is  yea  where 
it  should  be  yea,  and  nay  where  it  should 
be  nay;  much  more  so  than  with  the  world 
under  strong  oaths.  Rut  in  case  that  a 
man’s  yea  and  nay  is  not  kejit,  let  him  be 
jiunished  as  a perjurer.  That  it  is  yea 
and  amen  with  all  true  Christians,  is  suf- 
ficiently jiroven  by  those  who,  in  our 
Netherlands,  are  so  tyrannically  visited 
with  imprisonment,  confiscation  and  tor- 
ture; besides,  with  fire,  the  stake  and  the 
sword,  while  with  one  word  they  could 
escape  all  these  if  they  would  but  break 
their  yea  and  nay;  but  as  they  are  born 
of  the  truth,  therefore  they  walk  in  the 
truth  unto  death,  as  may  be  seen  abun- 
dantly in  Flanders,  Braband,  Holland 
AV^est  A^riesland  and  other  jilaces. — Men- 
no  /Simo7i. 


Al  ASS  ACRE  OF  CHRISTIANS. 


The  news  of  the  massacre  of  Christians 
by  the  Turks  in  Bosnia,  is  heartrending. 
In  the  villages  of  Pervan  and  Femar 
three  hundred  Christians  were  tortured 
and  drowned.  At  Pryedor,  three  thou- 
sand were  massacred.  At  Riithboro,  sixty 
children  stoned  to  death.  At  Sokolovo, 
one  hundred  and  eighty  girls  were  mur- 
dered. In  Pavics,  twelve  women  were 
cut  to  jiieces.  ' 

The  jirogress  of  Christianity  in  the 
United  States  during  the  last  century  is 
almost  incredible.  Statistics  go  to  show 
that  in  1770  there  were  1,943  Protestant 
churches  and  1,343  ministers:  now  there 
are  91,700  churches,  and  58,000  ministers. 
Then  our  pojuilation  was  less  than  four 
millions,  now  it  is  nearly  forty-four  mil- 
lions. Thus  while  the  population  has 
been  multi jilied  by  ten,  churches  have 
been  multijilied  by  forty-seven.  Then 
there  was  one  church  for  every  two  thou- 
sand peojde,  now  one  for  every  half  thou- 
sand. This  statement  hardly  seems  jios- 
sible,  but  figures  sustain  it. 

A’^ellow  Fever. — Savannah,  Ga.,  has 
been  fearfully  stricken  with  this  scourge; 
the  number  of  deaths  has  been  large,  and 
great  destitution  has  j>rcvailed.  The  Alay- 
or,  in  a card  of  thanks  for  aid  in  money 
and  provisions  says  the  scourge  has 
ceased,  and  that  there  is  no  further  need 
of  assistaace  at  present. 

A young  lady  who  recently  renounced 
Romanism,  being  told  as  she  was  born  in 
the  Catholic  Church,  she  ought  to  die  in 
it,  jiromjitly  replied,  “I  was  born  in  sin, 
but  I have  maile  uji  my  mind  not  to  die 
in  it.” 

Some  silver  coins,  shekel  and  half  shek- 
el, were  lately  found  at  Jerusalem,  with 
the  budding  rod  on  one  side  and  a cup  of 
manna  on  the  other.  The  date  shows 
them  to  be  about  two  thousand  and  twen- 
ty years  ohl, — being  made  144  years  B.  C. 

The  Russian  Government  will  allow  no 
Protestant  mission  to  be  established  with- 
in its  dominions.  Since  1824  six  such 
missions  have  been  ojiened,but  have  been 
broken  uji.

UNITY  IN  DIVERSITY. 


It  is  a fact  too  evident  to  be  denied 
that  our  Mennonite  brotherhood — espe- 
cially the  Amish  branch — of  which  I am 
a member — is  too  much  divided.  These 
divisions  among  us  cast  a shadow  over 
our  good  name,  they  are  highly  injurious 
in  their  influence,  and  more  than  all,  they 
show  that  something  is  wrong  somewhere. 
Let  us,  therefore,  look  at  these  ni.atters 
with  an  honest  desire  to  discover  the 
causes  of  our  divisions,  and  to  con- 
sider w'hether  these  causes  can  be  re- 
moved, and  how  to  avoid  divisions  in 
the.  future.  These  ifnpi^tant  subjects 
will  surely  press  themselves  upon  our  at- 
tention as  the  years  roll  by,  and  I le.ave 
them  for  consideration  and  discussion  by 
older  and  -wiser  heads  than  mine. 

Most  of  the  efforts  that  are  made 
among  us  to  preserve  unity  where  it  is 
emlangered,  and  to  restore  unity  where  it 
has  been  lost,  seem  to  be  based  on  the 
principle  of  insisting  upon  similarity,  or 
unilormity,  as  the  basis  of  unity.  We  in- 
sist upon  uniformity  among  different 
churches,  and  uniformity  among  the  in- 
dividual members  of  the  same  church. 
This  is  a Scriptural  principle,  hnt  like 


many  other  good  things,  it  may  be  misap- 
plied, and  carried  to  injurious  and  danger- 
ous extremes.  We  do  well  to  withhold 
fellowship  from  tho.se  who  deny  that  there 
is  riot  a state  of  eternal  future  punishment, 
because  we  believe  that  the  doctrine  of 
Universalism  is  a dangerous  heresy.  We 
believe  it  is  necessary  to  separate  ourselves 
from  those  who  sprinkle  a few  drops  of 
water  upon  the  heads  of  infants  and  call 
it  scriptural  baptism.  We  do  well  to 
teach  and  hold  fast  to  the  glorious  prin- 
ciples of  peace  as  opposed  to  the  worldly 
and  unholy  spirit  of  war.  We  do  well 
when  we  refuse  to  admit  into  our  church- 
es the  gross  luxury,  extravagant  living, 
dishone.st  spirit  of  speculation  and  haste 
to  be  rich,  and  the  pride  and  corruption 
of  the  fashionable  and  worldly-minded, 
and  hold  ourselves,  firmly  as  we  can, 
amid  surrounding  temptations,  to  the 
simple,  honest,  plain,  and  clean  ways  so 
earnestly  inculcated  in  the  word  of  God. 
To  throw  open  the  portals  of  our  church- 
es wide  enough  to  admit  everybody  of  ev- 
ery kind  of  life  and  faith,  would  be  to  in- 
vite our  speedy  destruction.  We  cannot 
do  it!  It  would  not  be  right!  We  must 
dra-w  the  line  somewhere.  We  believe  it 
is  best  to  draw  it  in  a general  uniformity 
of  denominational  faith  and  practice,  for 
thus  we  exclude  what  is  immoral  or  not 
in  unison  with  our  faith,  while  we  include 
all  who  are  in  fundamental  agreement 
with  us,  not  interfering  with  minor  diver 
sities.  Uniformity,  .among  us,  therefore, 
may  mean  that,  as  a body  of  Christian 
churches,  w^e  ^lennouites  all  so  substantial- 
ly agree  in  our  understanding  and  inter- 
pretation of  the  Word  of  God,  that  the 
fundamental,  or  essential  m.atters  of  our 
religious  heliel  ma-y  he  embodied  in  one 
common  and  h.armonious  confes.sioii  of 
faith;  w^hich  in  our  view,  is  more  uearly  in 
accord  with  the  Divine  irutli,  than  any 
other  creed  or  form  of  faith. 

As  we  arejiappily  agreed  and  united  iu 
accepting  one  and  the  same  denomina- 
tional uniformity  of  faith  and  practice,  as 
embodied  in  the  articles  of  our  faith, 
ought  we  not  to  stop  there  with  the  |»rin- 
ciple  of  Hniformity  inste.ad  of  pressing  it 
farther  and  farther  into  the  details  of 
dress,  custom,  and  discipline?  For  it  is 
certain,  that  this  matter  of  nnifnrmitv  tuav 
be  carried  too  far,  just  as  any  other  good 


principle  may  be  carried  to  extremes,  and 
then  its  fruits  m.ay  be  strife,  ill-feelings, 
and  divisions.  One  of  the  things  that 
we  have  to  “w^atch’’  is  th.at  we  don’t  carry 
any  good  principle  to  extremes,  and  thus 
do  more  harm  than  good. 

It  is  certain  that  differences  of  opiaiou, 
differences  in  dress,  custom,  and  languSigM,  . 
as  well  as  other  minor  differences,  origir 
nating  in  individual  and  national  peculiar- 
ities,  have  existed  among  God’s  people  in 
every  age,  and  it  is  but  reasonable  to  be- 
lieve that  such  diversities  will  continue  to 
exist  to  the  end  of  the  world.  These  di- 
versities are  not  necessarily  a hindrance 
to  Christian  unity;  it  is  where  we  as  Amer- 
icans, or  Germans,  or  Russians,  permit  our 
prejudices  in  favor  of  our  own  language, 
race,  and  customs  to  blind  our  eyes  so 
that  we  look  with  contempt  upon,  those  , 
who  differ  from  us,  then  wo  show  that  we. , 
lack  that  complete  Christian  love  which 
characterized  tne  disciples  on  the  day,,  of  ; 
Pentecost  at  Jerusalem,  and  which  then 
produced  Christian  unity  in  diversity. 
This  idea  of  unity  in  diversity  is  onciof 
God’s  own  thoughts,  therefore  no,  one 
need  be  afraid  of  it.  God  has  exempli- 
fied it  in  the  .animal  .and  vegetable  king- 
doms; but  what  is  still  more  to  the  pur- 
pose, in  the  very  beginning  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church,  at  Jemsalenj,  this  principle 
was  illustrated.  It  please<l  God  to  build 
up  the  first  Christian  (’hurch  from  the 
most  diverse  materials.  When  the  Apos- 
tles beg.-in  to  preach  on  the  day  of  Pente- 
cost, it  was  not  to  people  of  one  race,  and 
of  like  language,  dress,  and  custom.  'It 
would  seem  impossible  that  “Parthians, 
and  Medes,  and  Elamites,  aad  che  dwell- 
ers in  Messopotamia,  and  in  Judea,  and 
Caj)padocia,  iu  PouLus,  aad  Asia,  Phrygia, 
and  Pamphyiiii,  in  Egypt,  and  in  the 
parts  of  Libya  :ibont  Cyrene,  and  stran- 
gers of  Rome,  Jew^.s  and  proselytes,  Cretee 
and  Arabians,’’  should  ever  all  be  united 
in  one  Christian  Church,  yet  the  grace  and 
love  of  God  w’ore  so  w'onderfullv  poured 
out  upon  them,  thrmigh  the  Holy  Ghost, 
th:it  “the  same  d.vy  there  were  added  unto 
tliem  [the  disciples]  about  three  thousand 
souls.  ’ Acts  2:41.  And  while  the  Church 
at  Jerui^alem  was  thus  being  built  up  of 
people  from  so  many  languages  and  coun- 
tries, yet  the  inspired  writer  does  not  fail 
to  tell  U3  that  ’‘the  multitude  of  them  that 
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\)elieved  were  of  one  heart  and  one  soul.” 
Acts  4:  92.  These  believers,  however  un- 
like they  n^fty  some  respects,

Tlie  Sabbatical  year  was  an  ordinance 
in  the  law'  given  by  Moses,  and  had  refer- 
ence to  the  institution  of  the  Sahbatli.  As 
the  Sabbath  of  the  seventh  day  Was  a day 
! of  rest  for  man  and  beast,  so  the  S.ahhati- 
cal  vear  w'as  a time  of  re.st  for  tlie  land, 
which,  during  every  seventh  year,  was  to 
lie  fallow,  or  rem.ain  uncultivated.  AVhat 
was  produced  without  tillage  or  pruning 
was  to  he  left  common  for  all,  especially 
for  the  poor  and  for  the  cattle.  E.vod.  29: 
11;  Lev.  25:  1 — 22.  But  the  Jews  w ere

which  tlie  Jews  had  defi-auded  it  of  its 
S-ihhaths.

alter  the  land  was  governed  by  kings. 
Samuel,  imleod,  ex]>ressly  told  the  people, 
that  their  desire  for  a king  was  ^ direct 
renouncing  of  Jehovah  as  their  King  ami 
Ruler;  and  we  mav  conclude,  that  all  in- 
stitutions which  especially  regarded  the 
Lord  ns  their  iihmedi.ate  Sovereign  w'onld 
then  he  neglected.  Another  date,  howe\- 
er,  is  .assigned  by  Prideaux.  He  reckons 
on’ly  the  iifty-tw'o  years  which  elapsed  be- 
tween the  destruction  of  Jerusalem  and 
tlie  return  of  the  Jews,  during  which  peri- 
od the  laud  W'as  w'holly  desolated. 
gives  a ]>eriod  of  964  years,  and  goes  hack 
to  an  earlv  part  of  the  reign  of  Asa. 

After  the  return  from  captivity  the  Sab- 
batical years  were  better  ohseiwed,^  al- 
though this  W’as  rendered  more  difficult 
by  the  insecurity  of  ju'operty,  and  the  for- 
eign Irilnite  the  land  was  then  under. 
However,  Josephus  mentions,  that  exemp- 
tion from  taxes  during  the  Sabbatical  jeai.s 
was  ohtiiined  from  Alexander,  and  after- 
wards from  the  Roman  emperors. 

The  seventh  year  was  a year  of  release 
from  debts,  or  at  least  they  were  not  then 
to  he  eollecteil;  and  the  personal  servitude 
into  w ldeh  any  Hebrew  had  fallen  then 
ended.  The  law's  respecting  tliis  freedom 
very  remarkable,  showing  the  kind

"Whoever  may  he  the  instniment  of  per- 
secuting the  people  of  God,  Satan  is  their 
le.ader;  they  are  his  sen'ants  and  are  do- 


commerce.  They  also  were  more  em 
ployed  in  devotiomil  services  this  year, 
when  the  whole  law  was  to  he  jiuhlicly 
read.  Dent.  91:  10—19.  To  prevent  any 
suffering  from  famine,  in  oonsequenee  of 
this  adherence  to  the  Divine  command, 
God  promised  an  unusual  supply  every 
sixth  year.  This  remarkable  institution 
was  a trial  of  the  fnith  of  the  Jews,  and 


and  merciful  sjuritof  the  Mosaic  law,  and 
taking  aw'.ay  the  most  severe  features  of 
the  shivery  at  that  time  generally  preva- 
lent. Nothing  can  he  more  opposite  in 
S]>irit  than  the  servitude  permitted  to 
exist  among  the  Hebrews,  and  that  ot 
niodern  slavery.  It  is  indeed  time  that 
every  nation,  professing  to  he  Chnstian, 
should  follow  the  example  of  England, 
and  abolish  that  slavery  which  is  among 
the  worst  remains  of  heathenism,  and 
which  especially  is  opposed  to  every  prin- 
ci))le  of  the  New  Testament. 

It  is  mrt  quite  certain  whether  servitude 
among  the  Jews  ended  in  every  Sabbati- 
cal year,  or  whether  the  service  terminat- 
ed Jit  the  cud  of  six  years  from  its  coni- 
nienceinent.  But  an  express  law'  directed 
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th.at  servants  should  not  he  sent  aw'ay  w'itli 
out  some  provision  from  the  produce  of 
the  soil,  or  the  cattle  they  had  assisted  to 
raise;  and  another  law,  providing  for  the 
eontinuance  of  their  servitude  during  life, 
if  .-iuch  was  their  own  wish^  further 
show  s that  the  bondage  was  not  intend- 
ed to  he  hitter  or  severe.  The  remarka- 
ble law's  respecting  this  servitude,  and  the 
release  from  it,  will  he  found  in  Exod.  21; 
Lev.  25;  Dent.  15;  and  the  reader  is  par- 
ticularly recommended  to  examine  these 
j»assages  carefully.  It  has  been  w ell  ask- 
ed, Could  there  he  an  infidel  in  such  a 
land,  or  a sinner  against  God  and  his  ow'ii. 
soul,  w'ith  such  jiroofs  before  his  eyes  of 
God  and  his  attributes,  as  one  SaVihatieal 
year  afforded? 

The  “solemnity  of  the  year  of  release  ’ 
W'as  marked  at  its  conclusion  by  the  read- 
ing of  the  law',  from  a kind  of  j)ulpit  in 
the  court  of  the  Avornen,  during  tlie  feast 
of  tahernaeleH.  The  Jew'isli  traditions  re- 
late the  ceremonials  with  which  this  was  ] 
aocom])anie<l;  and  that,  in  the  later  times, 
the  whole  law  was  not  read  by  the  ruler, 
hut  the  following  portions:  Deut.  1 to  6: 

4-  . i:i_22;  14:  22;  2«:  2.  Seven 

]U'ayors  w'cre  thou  recited.  It  is  related, 
th.at  w hen  Agriiqia  read  the  passage,  Deut. 
27:  15, 'forbidding  the  setting  a stranger 
as  king  over  the  peojile,  his  eyes  w'ere  till- 
ed with  teai'fs  on  remembering  that  he  wais 
of  Gentile  extraction,  hut  the  jieoplo  com- 
forted him,  calling  out  tliat  he  was  their 
brother. 

The  year  of  jidiilee  was  connected  with 
the  Sabbatical  year.  It  was  celebrated  ev- 
ery tiftieth  year,  and  w'as  to  he  observed 
by  letting  the  land  rest  in  that  year  also; 
consequently,  at  the  jubilee  there  would 
be  tAvo  years  folloAving,  in  Avhicli  the  peo- 
jdc  Avould  dojiend  for  support  upon  the  es- 
pecial provision  jiromised  by  DiA'ine  Frov- 
idence.  Lev.  25:  20—22.  The  only  jias- 
sage  of  Scripture  Avhich  is  su}»i)Oscd  to 
refer  to  this  provision,  is  2 Kings,  19:  29. 

J'lie  year  of  jubilee  began  on  the  <lay  of 
expi.'ition,  and  w'.as  notified  by  the  solemn  , 
sounding  of  ti  uni]iets  tliroughout  the  land; 
Avhcnce  some  suppose  the  name  of  jubilee 
is  derived;  others  consider  that  the  Avord 
denotes,  “to  bring  back,”  or  “liberty.” 
The  Jews  on  the  coast  of  ^Malabar  tohl 
Buchanan,  that  Avhen  their  fathers  settled 
ill  that  land,  after  the  destruction  of  the 
second  temple,  they  hrouglit  with  them  j 
the  two  silver  trumpets  used  :it  the  jubilee.  ^ 
There  were  t\A'o  such  trumpets  kept  in  most  | 
of  the  coiisideral>le  toAvus  (<^f  Judea.  In  j 
this  year  all  lands  or  houses  in  the  conn-  i 
try,  which  had  been  sold  or  alienated,  Avere 
to  he  returned  to  the  families  that  origi- 
nallA’  jiossessed  them:  a proA'isiou  CA'ident- 
ly  intended  to  preserve  th.at  mid<ll(?  stab', 
as  to  property,  w hich  is  most  conduciA'e  to 
human  h.api>iness.  Ezekiel,  46:  16 — 18, 
extends  this  bi  royal  grants.  Tn  this  year, 
also,  all  the  poor  Israelites,  avIio,  although 
not  sold  as  slaves,  h:id  engaged  them- 
selves and  their  families  as  sei'A'anls,  re- 


turned into  the  possession  of  their  pater- 
nal inheritance.  Never  Avas  there  any 
people  so  secured  as  the  Israelites,  both 
as  to  their  property  and  as  to  their  person- 
al liberty. 

It  has  been  Avell  obserA'od,  tliat  no  law- 
giA'cr  AV'onld  have  ventured  to  propose  such 
laws,  had  there  not  been  the  fullest  con- 
viction, on  his  oAvn  part  and  that  of  the 
people,  that  a peculiar  l*rovidence  would 
facilitate  their  exeuution.  And  it  w'as  the 
w ant  of  faith  in  that  peculiar  Providence, 
Avhich  led  to  the  neglect  of  this  solemn 
observance,  uikI  con.sequently  to  further 
runious  evils. 

We  may  imagine  the  joy  w'hich  would 
re-echo  through  the  land,  when,  on  the 
evening  of  the  solemn  day  of  atonement, 
the  sound  of  the  silver  trumpet  was  heard 
in  every  toAvn,  announcing  the  co'mmence- 
meiit  of  this  auspicious  period.  IIoav 
beautiful  is  the  folloAviiig  sketch,  of  one 
of  the  families  liberated  :it  the  jubilee,  re- 
turning to  their  paternal  home: — 

“The  fieedom-freightsd  blast  through  all  the  laud 
At  once  In  every  city,  echoing  rings: 

Free  is  the  bondman  now,  each  one  returns 
To  his  inlieritauce.  The  man  grown  old 
In  servitude  far  from  his  native  fields. 

Hastes  joyous  ou  his  way;  no  hills  are  steeji, 

Sniimth  is  each  rugged  pith;  his  little  Ones 
SiKirt  as  they 'go  ; while  oft  the  mother  chides 
Tueir  lingering  step,  lured  hy  the  way-side  flowers. 

At  length  the  hill,  from  which  a farewell  look, 

And  still  another  parting  look,  he  cast 
Oil  his  paternal  vale,  .appears  ill  view. 

The  summit  gain’d,  throbs  hard  his  heart  with  joy 
And  sorrow  blent,  to  see  tliat  vale  once  more. 

Instant  his  eager  eye  darts  to  the  roof 
Where  first  he  saw  the  light : his  youngest  born 
lie  lifts,  and  pointing  lo  the  much-loved  spot,

Onward  he  goes,  near  and  more  near  he  draws  : 
ilow  sweet  the  tiuklo  of  the  palm-bower'd  brook. 

The  sun-beam  slanting  through  the  cedar  grove! 

How  lovely  aud  how  mild!  but  lovelier  still 
'Hie  welcome  in  the  eye  of  ancient  friends. 

Scarce  known  at  first:  and  dear  the  fig-tree  shaile, 

'Neath  which  on  Sabbath  eve  his  lather  told 
Of  Israel,  from  the  house  of  bondage  fi-eed. 

Led  through  the  desert  to  the  promised  land. 

Witli  eager  arms  tlie  aged  stem  he  cla.sps. 

.And  with  his  tears  the  furrow’d  bark  bedews ; 

And  still,  at  mid  night  hour,  he  tliinks  he  hears

This  is  no  slight  jtroof  of  its  Divine 
orifdn.  Let  anv  one  read  these  enaet- 


ments,  or  only  refer  to  the  pa.ssages,  Lev. 
14:  21  ; 29  : 10,  15  ; 25  : 25 — 47  ; Dent. 

15  ; 7 — 18,  and  say  whether  the  Divine 
laAA’  is  not  inlinitcly  superior  to  CA'cry  code 
of  heathen  huvs,  and  to  all  the  counsels  of 
jiagan  philosophers.  Deut.  18:  11,  is  a 
remarkable  passage.  All  the  provisions 
of  the  Mos.aic  law'  AA’ere  calculated  to 
maintain  the  people  .at  large  in  a happy 
state,  being  neither  exalted  by  riches,  nor 
ground  down  by  poverty;  yet  we  read  the 
positive  declaration,  that  “the  poor  shall 
noA’cr  cease  out  of  the  l;ind,’  accomp.anied 
Avith  the  plain  precept,  “Therefore  I com- 
mand thee,  saying,  Thou  shaltopen  thine 
hand  AA'ide  unto  thy  brother,  to  thy  poor, 
and  to  thy  needy,  in  thy  land.’’  Is  it  not 
CA'ident,  that  the  constant  occasions  that 
exist  for  the  exercise  of  charity  to  the 
poor,  are  designed  that  our  hcai'ts  sliould 
not  groAV  cold,  nor  be  hardened  to  any  of 
our  Christian  affections  and  duties?  ^ The 
text,  Prov.  14:  31,  contains  a striking 
AA’arning  : “He  that  oppresseth  the  poor  re- 
ju'oacheth  his  ^laker:  but  he  that  honor- 
eth  him  hath  mercy  on  the  poor.” 

THE  GATES  OF  RIGHTEOUSNESS. 

“Open  to  me  the  gates  of  righteous- 
ness; I will  go  into  them,  and  I will 
praise  the  Lord.  This  is  the  gate  of  the 
Lord,  which  the  righteous  shall  ente.r.. 
Psalms  118:  19,20.  This  was  the  lan- 
^ guage  of  one  whom  the  Lord  had  chas- 
tened sorely,  hut  had  not  given  over  to 
death.  He  had  called  upon  the  Lord  in 
distress,  and  had  leai-ned  that  it  was  bet- 
ter to  trust  in  the  Lord  than  to  put  confi- 
dence in  princes.  And  noAV,  cnastened, 
afflicted,  ami  delivered,  he  desires  the 
opening  of  “the  gates  of  righteousness” 
that  he  may  go  in  and  praise  the  Lord. 

There  arc  many  gates  open  before  the. 
sons  of  men.  The  gates  oi  pleasure,  tbe 
gates  of  business,  the  gates  of  honor,  the 
gates  of  wealth,  the  gates  of  "worldliness, 
the  gates  of  sin,  the  gates  of  death,  the 
gates  of  hell,  all  stand  open  or  ajar,  and 
iiiA'ite  the  footsteps  of  the  wayfaring  to 
enter  in.  J'liougli  these  portals  may 
seem  fair  .and  beautiful,  yet  many  Avlio 
therein  return  no  more,  but  go  ■■down  the 
' path  to  darkness  and  de.ath.“The  gates  of 
righteousness  ’ may  Ilta’C  little  of  pomp 
or  pretension  .about  tliom;  the  eye  of  the 
ambitious  inaA' oA  erlook  thorn, the  thoughts 
of  the  gain-seeking  .and  godless  may  dis- 
reg.arJ  them;  but  the  children  of  the 
J.ord  Most  High,  pray  that  “the  gates  of 
righteousness”  may  ho  open  before  tlicni, 
ami  that  they  may  “go  into  them  and 
}»r:iise  the  lan'd.” 

God’s  merey  has  opened  the  gates  of 
righteousness  to  us.  N\  e Avho  had  been 
lost  in  the  Avihlernoss  of  sin  and  sorroAv; 
AA’c  AA’lio  liatl  no  right  to  tread  a holy  path 
or  enter  a halloAveil  gate;  yet  through  the 
abundance  of  divine  mercy,  the  blood  of 
the  everlasting  covenant,  and  the  dc.ath 
of  Him  AA'ho  purchased  eternal  rcd'inp- 
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t ion  for  sinful  men,  there  is  opened  “n 
new  and  living  waj'”  by  winch  we  may 
enter  “the  gates  of  righteousness,  bless- 
ed are  they  whose  feet  take  hold  upon 
this  heavenly  path.  Blessed  are  they 
who,  weary  of  a life  of  sin,  and  sorrow, 
and ’temptation,  and  waywardness,  are 
knocking  at  “the  gates  of  righteousness 
and  seeking  to  go  in  “and  praise  the 
I.ord.”  And  they  who  enter  there  shall 
find  their  ways  the  ways  of  pleasantness, 
their  paths  full  o-f  peace,  and  shall  reach 
at  last  the  house  of  the  Lord,  the  City  of 
the  Great  King,  the  home  of  all  the 
Idlest. — The  Coynmon  People.

“ IF  THOU  BELTEVEST.” 


How  distinctly  I recollect  my  distress 
in  early  youth  contemplating  what  to  me. 
seemed  unpleasant  dutiesj  and  to  think  of 
them  as  recurring  almost  every  day  so 
troubled  my  mind  that  I was  ready  to  ex- 
claim, “The  burdens  of  life  are  greater 
than  all  ita  ple-asures!”  And  such  thoughts 
are  not  entirely  confined  to  the  irrespon- 
sible years  of  youth.  How  many  persons 
caiTy  with  them,  all  their  days,  memories 
of  injured  reputation,  crushed  hopes,  and 
disappointed  confidence  which  fills  the 
present  with  bitterness  and  the  future 
with  gloom.  We  all  know  enough  of 
the  vexations  of  daily  duties  to  teach  us 
that  the  common  lot  of  man  is  to  bear 
burdens.  If  our  knowledge  reached  no 
farther,  and  in  this  life  we  only  had  hope, 
then  indeed,  as  the  Apostle  says,  “We  of 
all  men  would  be  most  miserable.”  But 
what  seems  so  very  strange,  that  notwith- 
standing God  has  given  us  a Burden  Bear- 
er, so  many  are  still  groaning  under  loads 
which  they  seem  unable  to  bear.  Here 
and  there,  occasionally,  one  is  met  with 
whom  all  is  peace  and  joy,  but  by  far  the 
greater  number  of  those  who  have  heard 
the  Savior’s  call,  “Come  unto  me  and  I 
will  give  you  rest,”  experience  but  a small 
measure  of  relief. 

Some  time  ago,  a lady  who  has  been  a 
member  of  a church  for  several  years, 
and  apparently  leading  a religious  life, 
said  to  me,  “I  want  you  to  tell  me  how' 
you  secui-ed  that  comfort,  which  you  say, 
the  Christian  religion  brings  to  you.  I 
hear  others  speak  of  the  bles.sedness  of 
conscious  acceptance  with  God,  but  have 
no  such  emotions  myself.  Please  tell  me 
how  I may  find  this  high  shite  of  Grace.” 
The  answer  in  short  would  V)C,  “If  thou 
believest  with  all  thine  heart  thou  may- 
est.”  But  such  a rej)ly  might  only  in- 
erease  the  perjdexity  of  a burdened  heart. 
The  fault  certainly  lios  with  ourselves, 
not  with  God.  Let  us  compare  ours  with 
the  experiences  of  notable  examples  given 
us  for  our  edification.  Read  carefully 
Luke  19.  When  Christ  offered  himself 
to  ZaccheuH,  He  was  not  met  with  ex- 
cuses and  complaints,  but  Zaccheus  “re- 
ceived him  )oy fully.''''  Are  we  filled 


Vith  joy  whenever  Jesus  manifests  him- 
self unto  us?  Do  we  thus  prize  his  pres- 
ence? Zaccheus  declared  his  sincerity  by 
offering  half  of  his  goods  to  feed  the 
poor.  Do  we  recognize  alms-giving  as 
the  grandest  opportunity  of  honoring 
God?  Are  we  not  rather  vexed  evep' 
time  the  poor  ciy  unto  us  for  help?  He 
said,  “If  I have  taken  anything  from  any 
man  by  false  accusation,  I restore  him 
four-fold.”  Do  we  make  all  the  restitution 
in  our  power  to  those  we  have  injuied? 

Kow  turn  to  the  8th  chapter  of  Acts, 
and  read  of  the  Ethiopian,  who  w.as  con- 
verted by  the  preaching  of  Philiji.  It 
was  not  a long  sermon,  for  Philip  soon 
left  him;  but  this  man  w'ciit  on  his  ivay 
rejoiciny.  AVhy  was  he  thus  favored? 
Because  he  was  obedient  to  the  instruction 
received,  and  believed  wdth  all  his  htiivt. 
Are  we  always  obedient  to  every  known 
duty?  And  do  w’e  believe  ivith  all  the 
heart  that  God’s  promises  are  all.iox  us, 
and  all  grace  freely  given  always? 

Read  on  in  the  following  chapter  and 
learn  something  of  Paul’s  experience. 
Though  broathiirg  out  threatenings  .and 
slaughter,  whcui  Jesus  appeared  to  him, 
he  cried,  “Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me 
to  do?”  See  him  in  obedience  to  God’s 
command  go  to  the  very  places  'where  he 
before  intended  to  punish  for  the  faith, 
and  preach  Christ  to  them  wdio  had  been 
his  companions  and  abettoi'^  in  wicked- 
ness. Have  we  gone  to  those  whom  ive 
have  led  into  sinfulness  in  former  d.ays, 
and  talked  to  them  of  the  love  and  mercy 
of  that  Jesus  w e had  found?  Have  w'e 
confessed  Christ  before  men,  and  declared, 
“Him  only  will  I serve?”  Have  we  sep- 
arated ourselves  from  the  world,  and  in 
solitude  with  God  prep.ared  ourselves  for 
his  service?  He  who  w'ould  live  in  the 
love  and  liberty  of  Christ,  must  diligently 
use  the  means  of  grace.  Pray  in  secret. 
Study  .the  Bible.  Commune  with  God’s 
jieople.  Submit  to  the  ordinances  of 
God’s  house,  and  strive  to  lead  others  to 
Christ,  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  w'orld.  Let  us  all 
seek  for  fullness  of  joy,  for  to  every 
righteous  desire,  God  answers,  “If  thou 
believest  thou  mayest.”  * * 


SETTLEMENT  OF  THE  MENNO- 
NITES  IN  COTTONWOOD 
CO.,  MINN. 


The  first  ]NIennonite  families  which  em 
igrated  from  the  Crimea  and  Molotschna, 
Russia,  in  August,  18Y3,  bcg.an  at  the 
same  time,  three  of  the  largest  settle- 
ments in  Kansas,  Minnesota,  and  Dakota. 
Of  these  families,  twenty  in  number,  after 
a gre.at  deal  of  looking  rouiul  for  a loca- 
tion, about  one-half  w'ent  to  Minnesota 
and  settled  on  the  St.  Paul  and  Sioux 
City  R.  R.,  near  Mountain  Lake  Station. 
We  ourselves  were  well  pleased  with  this 
place*  as  w’e  were  travclijig  with  the  Dep- 
utation for  the  purpose  of  finding  a stata- 


ble place  for  a settlement.  The  view'  of 
jNIountain  Trtko  from  the  railroad,  con- 
taining about  300  acres,  w'ith  the  tim- 
bered hill  in  its  midst,  gives  the  place  a 
very  attractive  appearance.  The  numer- 
ous small  lakes,  the  abundance  of  w'ater 
and  gras.'^,  the  good  condition  of  the  cat- 
tle w'hich  we  saw  in  this  vicinity  im- 
pressed us  w'ith  the  belief  that  it  is  espe- 
cially adapted  to  stock-raising.  H.ad  we 
not  found  here  in  Kansas  the  same  in  re- 
gard to  water,  soil,  gmss,  and  health,  we 
would  have  given  Minnesota  the  prefer- 
ence to  any  other  part  w'e  had  seen;  but 
we  decided  as  our  choice  upon  a milder, 
shorter  w'inter,  and  soil  adapted  to  the 
cultivation  of  w'inter  grain;  and  the  ma- 
jority of  the  immigrants  gave  Kansas  the 
preference.  As  Minnesotii  has  beep  vis- 
ited for  several  years  w'ith  grasshoppers, 
we  have  the  more  reason  to  rejoice,  and 
be  thankful  that  wo  have  made  our  home 
in  Kansas. 

The  greater  part  of  the  immigration 
from  Russia  the  previous  year,  and  about 
one-third  of  the  immigration  this  year, 
settled  in  Minnesota,  so  that  the  settle- 
ment contains  ne.arly  two  hundred  fami- 
lies. The  greater,  however,  their  num- 
ber there,  the  greater  the  necessity  for 
organizing  a church.  Notw'ith standing 
the  active  efforts  of  the  first  settlers  to  in- 
duce one  of  the  emignating  bishops  to 
settle  in  their  midst,  and  take  the  organi- 
z.ation  .and  guidance  of  the  church  in  hand, 
they  did  not  succeed.  As  the  brethren 
there  came  from  different  churches  in  Eu- 
roi)C,  it  became  necess.ary,  for  them  by 
mutual  consent  to  cast  aside  tlie  minor 
points  of  difference  w'hich  separated  them 
and  unite  together  as  one  church. 

. The  brethren  of  Minnesota  also  re- 
quested of  several  bishops  of  the  church 
in  this  country  that  they  should  come  and 
ordain  a bishop,  and  organize  them  as  a 
church,  yet  no  one  was  w'illing  to  take  upon 
himself  the  responsibility.  In  June  last, 
I was  requested  by  letter  to  come  there 
for  that  purpose. 

Although  I might  also,  above  all  oth- 
ers, have  excused  myself  on  account  of 
my  inability,  yet  the  brethren  in  Minne- 
sota would  not  have  been  helped.  . On 
the  one  hand,  the  fact  that  it  was  ray  duty 
as  a servant  of  Christ,  and  on  the  other, 
the  promises  of  the  Lord,  that  he  is  strong 
in  the  w'eak,  g.ave  me  courage  and  joyful- 
ness to  undei-take  the  important  w’ork. 
In  the  name  of  God  I left  home  the  30th 
of  July.  Just  as  the  brethren  in  West 
Pmssia  were  about  to  emigrate  to  Ne- 
braska, and  as  they  desired  that  I should 
accompany  them,  I devoted,  t<^)  this  pur- 
pose a week’s  time.  The  result  of  this 
journey  for  examin.ation  has  already  been 
announced  through  '•'■The Zur IJeimath.'''' 
The  greater  part  of  the  company  did  not 
make  a vei-y  advantageous  settlement  in 
Nebraska,  as  there  was  but  little  unoc- 
cupied Land  w'ith  running  water  thereon, 
the  land  very  high  and  rolling,  besides 
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the  wells  w'ere  veiy  deep,  the  growth  of 
grass  very  small,  and  no  assurance 
that  wdnter-grain  could  be  raised.  On 
these  points  they  gave  Kansas,  by  far  the 
preference.  The  other  part  of  the  com- 

C'  remained  yet  undecided,  afterwards, 
over,  for  some  cause  unknown  to  us, 
they  decided  on  the  territory  south  of  the 
Atchison,  Topeka,  & Sante  Fe  rail-road. 
The  brethren  w'ho  settled  at  Fairbury,  Ne- 
braska, whom  I met,  expressed  their  sat- 
isfaction with  their  choice,  since  they 
could  rejoice  over  the  productiveness  of 
the  soil  and  the  blessings  which  they  en- 
joyed during  the  past  year. 

Very  gladly  would  I have  had  some 
one  of  the  ministering  brethren  from  this 
place  to  accompany  and  assist  me  on  my 
journey,  but  as  the  expense  of  the  trip 
from  here  to  Minnesota  and  return  would 
be  about  fifty  dollars,  and  as  money  was 
very  scarce,  I did  not  urge  any  one  to  go 
with  me.  At  4 A.  M.  the  8th  of  August, 

I arrived  at  Mountain  Lake,  and  a brother 
there  took  imr  to  brother  David  Schroe-  j 
der,  who  lives  two  miles  from  the  station. 

I met  with  a very  warm  reception  by  all 
the  brethren. 

The  8th  and  9th  we  visited  .among  the 
brethren  and  counseled  with  them  as  to 
the  best  course  to  be  pursued,  and  carried 
out  in  order  that  every  appearance  of  par- 
ty spirit  might  be  avoided.  It  was  decid- 
ed that  on  the  1 Oth,  the  candidates  for 
baptism  should  assemble,  that  I might 
hold  a special  examination  with  them,  to 
ascertain  their  knowledge  of  the  plan  of 
salvation,  and  how  far  they  had  advanced 
therein.  On  the  11th,  the  Articles  of 
Faith  were  presented.  On  the  13th  (Sun- 
day),  through  the  grace  of  God,  baptism 
was  administered  to  nine  male  and  fifteen 
female  candidates.  We  felt  th.at  the  Lord 
was  with  us.  To  judge  from  the  general 
feeling  manifested  by  these  persons,  I 
feel  satisfied  that  they  had  also  experi- 
enced the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in 
their  hearts,  and  that  their  names  are 
written  in  the  book  of  life  everlasting.  O 
Lord!  sanctify  them  in  thy  truth,  th.at  is 
my  prayer  d.aily  for  them.  An  affection- 
ate letter  which  I received  from  two  of 
the  baptized  brethren,  strengthens  me  in 
the  hope  that  the  Tiord  heard  my  weak 
prayer.  Wc  assembled  again  for  service 
on  Sabbath  afternoon,  when  a young  and 
lately  arrived  brother,  named  reter  Frie- 
een  delivered  a very  edifying  discourse. 
Without  roared  the  thunder,  peal  after 
peal,  flash  after  flash.  The  rain  poured  in 
torrents.  In  the  room  where  w'e  were  as- 
sembled was  heard  the  sound  of  song  and 
praise  to  the  glory  of  Him  who  sondeth 
forth  the  storm  and  the  tlaine;  as  willing 
sen  ants  to  accomplish  his  f.urposos,  and 
without  whose  will  not  a hair  shall  fall 
fiom  oui'  heads. 

According  to  the  holy  will  of  God,  the 
lightning  struck  in  two  houses  within  a 
dikahce  of  eevoral  miles.  In  one  of  the 
places  wherfe  the  lightning  stsruck,  a child 


W'as  pl.aying  with  a cat  by  the  stove;  the 
cat  was  killed,  while  the  child  was  unin- 
jured. Neither  was  the  house  burnt. 
In  the  other  place,  at  the  brethren  Suder- 
man’s,  the  husband,  wife,  and  children 
W'ere  in  the  room,  spending  the  Sabbath 
afternoon  in  quiet  w’orship  by  them.selves. 
As  the  lightning  had  struck,  and  they 
hurried  to  save  their  things,  they  noticed 
one  of  their  sons,  .about  nine  years  old, 
sitting  motionless  in  a corner  of  the  house, 
apparently  uninjured,  but  to  the  terror 
of  the  parents,  he  had,  in  a single  mo- 
ment, become  a coi'pse. 

On  Monday  the  14th,  and  Wednesday 
the.  Ifith,  w e observed  the  communion  of 
the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  feet-w  ashing;  on 
the  first  day  at  the  house  of  Bro.  David 
Schroeder,  and  on  the  second  day,  at  the 
house  of  Bro.  H.  Toews.  These  were 
blessed  and  encouraging  days  to  many 
souls,  who  for  years  had  not  been  per- 
mitted to  enjoy  this  privilege.  In  the 
mean  time  I w'as  requested  to  preach  two 
funeral  discourses,  and  to  hold  commun- 
ion service  for  a sick  person. 

On  Friday  the  18th,  a bishop  was  cho- 
sen. Of  all  the  votes  given  Bro.  Aaron 
Wahl,  formerly  from  Hamburg,  received 
about  half.  I do  not  doubt  that  the  Lord 
heard  the  prayers  of  the  church,  and  per- 
mitted them  to  find  the  man  whom  He 
has  chosen,  for  He  also  Himself  cast  the 
lot  that  he  was  chosen.  On  Sunday,  the 
20th  of  August,  the  recently  chosen  bish- 
op was  to  be  installed  into  his  important 
office  by  the  laying  on  of  hands.  A large 
concourse  of  people  assembled  them- 
selves on  this  occasion,  and  w'c  felt  that 
the  Lord  was  with  us,  and  I wish  and 
hope  that  the  great  Bishop  of  souls  him- 
self anointed  his  seiwant  W'ith  the  Holy 
Ghost,  w ith  coiu-age  and  with  joy  in  the 
full  assurance  of  His  promises,  to  accept 
and  to  fill  the  office  laid  upon  him.  In 
t(mdei',  humble,  Laithful  trust  he  expressed 
himself  with  this  mind  to  the  church. 
May  the  Lord  grant  that  until  he  is  c.alled 
away,  confidence  and  love  may  prevail 
between  the  shepherd  and  the  flock,  and 
from  time  to  time  may  increase,  so  that 
his  work  in  the  service  of  the  Lord  may 
not  be  in  vain. 

Once  more  we  assembled  on  the  same 
Sabbath  evening  for  parting  .service.  O 
what  manifestations  of  love  and  thankful 
parting  words  I had  to  receive  on  that 
evening,  so  as  to  cause  a feeling  of  shame, 
because  of  all  my  efforts  I felt  my  inabil- 
ity and  unw'orthiness.  But  the  Lord  be- 
stowed grace  to  my  journey,  and  to  Him 
alone  be  the  honor,  praise  and  thanks; 
for  his  wonderful  words  of  love  at  part 
ing  were  yea  such,  that  he  hath  chosen 
that  which  is  weak,  so  “that  in)  llcKh 
should  glory  in  his  presence;”  and  through 
the  foolishness  of  preaching  he  w ill  save 
them  that  believe. 

As  the  train  upon  which  I intended  to 
start  for  home  did  not  leave  until  10 
o'clock  on  Monday  eveiiing,  I -wat:  com- 


pelled  to  wait  until  that  time.  Several 
hours  before  the  train  started,  my  kind 
host  Bro.  D.  Schroeder  brought  me  to 
Mountain  Lake.  Notwithstanding  the 
darkness  of  the  night,  I found  there  a 
large  number  of  brethren  who  had  come 
to  give  me  the  parting  hand.  I soon 
found  tliat  they  desired,  to  spend  'with  me 
a season  of  worship  before  separating.  O 
that  the  beautiful  lines  of  Zinzendorf, 

“Die  wir  uns  allhier  zusammen  findea, 
Schlagen  unsre  Haeude  ein; 

tins  auf  Jesu  marter  zu  verbinden, 

Dir  auf  ewig  treu  zu  sein.” 

might  be  accomplished  even  to  eternity  in 
all  of  us,  who  upon  tliat  evening  in  con- 
clusion of  our  services  sang  them.  Yea, 
that  in  the  love  of  Jesus,  we  might  be 
bound  together,  and  that  this  too  might 
be  said  of  our  whole  church.  All  those 
of  you  who  desire  this,  continue  in  prayer, 
that  Satan,  wdth  the  spirit  of  separation, 
with  which  he  has  so  deplorably  deceived 
our  people,  may  be  driven  out.  The  en- 
couragement which  I gave  the  brethren 
to  join  themselves  in  the  exercise  of  unit- 
ed prayer,  to  which  our  papers  have  fre- 
quently made  request,  and  to  continue 
therein,  w'as  willingly  received  and  ac- 
cepted, and  considered  as  highly  neces- 
sary. I hope  that  by  my  visit  many  of 
the  prejudices  that  existed  in  the  minds 
of  many,  in  the  different  settlements 
against  each  other,  wliich  often  gave  oc- 
casion for  unfounded  reports  to  the  old 
country,  were  removed.  We  will  no  lon- 
ger feel  envious  towards  one  another, 
neither  is  there  any  cause  for  us  to  grieve 
for  one  another.  The  brethren  in  Ne- 
braska are  satisfied;  the  brethren  in  Min-  % 
nesota  rejoice  in  their  beautiful,  fruitful, 
and  healthful  locality,  notw'ithstanding, 
that  they  have  several  times  been  visited 
by  the  grasshopper  plague.  No  doubt, 
they  do  the  same  in  Dakota  and  Manito- 
ba, to  say  nothing  of  Kansas,  the  praise 
of  which  has  been  made  known,  to  the 
envy  of  others,  in  various  w'ays.  Money 
is  scarce  everywhere;  in  this  respect,  W’e 
have  nothing  to  boast.  I am,  how'ever, 
convinced  if  in  proportion  so  many  poor 
had  gone  to  other  states  as  to  Kansas, 
their  want  w ould  have  been  much  greater 
than  here,  or  more  helj)  w'ould  have  been 
required.  The  request  from  here  to  bor- 
row will  no  doubt  still  be  heard  a great 
many  times;  he  who  will  and  can  asBist 
the  brethren  in  their  needy  circumstances 
will  be  doing  God’s  service  and  he  will 
never  regret  it. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  thank  the 
brethren  and  sisters  in  Minnesota  for  all 
their  love  and  kindness  towards  me^  and 
desire  that  they  may  remember  me  in 
their  prayers.  I exhort,  in  paternal  love, 
the  dear  young  people  whom  I V>aptized, 
to  remain  true  and  faithful  to  God,  W'ith 
whom  they  have  made  a solemn  promise 
and  covenant,  and  at  all  times  to  remain 
! steadfast  in  the  desire  and  prayer  that  the 
I lov«  of  God  may  bs  fcoVa  and  mom 
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tiff.

CX)NFERENCE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
GUARDIANS. 

A notice  of  which  has,  for  some  time  ap- 
peared in  the  7/ema<A,*’  the  “Tfer- 
ald  of  7’rM«/i,”andthe“Jlfemiont«/5cAen 
JFViedensboten^^'  to  which  the  Board  of 
Guardians  were  to  make  a report,  met  on 
the  7th  of  November,  in  Halstead,  Kansas. 
The  Conference  was  opened  by  Chr. 
Krehbiel,  after  M'hich  Wm.  Ewert  was 
oliOBcn  chairman,  and  Chr.  Showalter,  of 
Iowa,  secretary  of  the  Conference. 

The  Conference  decided  that  all  the 
brethren  present  should  have  the  right, 
and  should  feel  it  their  duty,  to  give  their 
voice  in  all  the  decisions  to  he  brought 
before  them. 

The  president  of  the  Board,  Chr.  Kreh- 
biel, then  gave  an  account  of  the  origin 
and  progress  of  the  Aid-work.  Ihe  first 
steps  were  tJiken  in  Elkhart,  Ind.,  where  | 
an  Aid  Committee  was  appointed.  An- 
other Committee  was  chosen  by  the  West- 
ern DisUict  Conference,  in  Summei-field, 
and  from  these  two  committees,  after- 
wards the  Board  of  Guardians  was  formed, 
to  act  temporarily  until  other  committees 
tliat  might  be  formed  should  join  with 
them  and  organize  a chief  or  general 

• committee.  I'lie  expectations  that  other 

• committees  would  be  formed  and  unite 
with  the  board,  however,  were  not  real- 
ized, and  the  Board  of  Guaialians,  which 
was  formed  only  to  supply  a necessary 
(leJTiahd  which  could  not  be  defenvd,  and 
which  would  w illingly  have  submitted  to 
any  necessary  change  in  uniting  with 
other  committees,  was  as  a matter  of  ne- 
cessity compelled  to  labor  on,  until  final- 
Iv.al  the  Conference  iiiElkhart,it  received 
its  confiruiation  for  one  year.  A year  later 
the  committed  vras  again  confirnied  by  an- 
other Conferertoe  held  in  Halstead,  on  the 
23rd  of  March,  1875,  and  is  now  ready  to 
give  to  the  present  Conference  a full  re- 
port of  its  labors. 

After  this,  B.  W'arkentin  also  gave  a 
report  of  his  labors,  As  the  first  business 
agent  of  the  board,  in  making  contracts 
for  passengers  on  OcOatt  Steamers  and 
Railroads,  &e.,  until  D.  Goerz  relieved 
him  of  his  duty  in  New  York.  The  lat- 
ter, by  request,  also  gave  soroe  .account  of 
his  work  while  in  New  York,  a repetition 
of  which  is  not  necessary  her^,  as  these 
have  been  given  already  in  both  the  Zur 
Jicimalh  and  Her  Aid  of  Truth.

By  self-denial,  indus- 
try and  economy  they  hope,  in  a few  years  to 
obtain  what  they  now"  are  compelled  to  deny 
themselves  of,  and  with  God’s  blessing  they 
will  be  abje  to  do  so. 

The  grasshopper  plague  did  not  injure 
them  80  much  this  year.  They  came  lute  and 
destroyed  the  wheat  sown  early,  so  that  many 
had  to  sow  a second  time.

These  meetings  have  been  , many  in  our  large  cities  do,  might  be 
continued  day  after  day  for  a number  of  brought  under  the  influence  and  enjoy 
week.s,  yet  thd  people  seem  not  to  lose  the  beiietits  of  religious  instruction.  A 
their  interest;  they  seem  only  by  hearing  work  of  this  kind  seemed  to  be  his  de- 
him  once,  to  strengthen  tbe  desire  to  bear  j light.  He  often  visited  even'  tbe  most 
him  again.  He  is, not  a learned  man;  he  ; dissolute  and  de^aded  families;  - those

burdens  of  vice  and  poverty.  The  back 
streets,  the  crowded  alleys  reeking  with 
filth  and  crime,  wei-e  places  which  he 
sought,  if  peradventure  under  the  human 
rubbish  piled  together  there,  he  might 
find  a gem  of  rarest  value,  which  might 
be  fitted  to  adorb  the  crown  of  the  Sav- 
ior, who  came  to  seek  and  to  save  the 
lost.  He  literally  fulfilled  the  injunction 
of  the  Gospel  admonition:  “Go  out  into 
the  highways  and  hedges,  and  compel 
them  to  come  in.  ’ 

After  some  time,  we  became  engaged 
in  schools  in  otlier  jiortions  of  the  city, 
while  our  friend,  seeking  to  enlarge  his 
field,  labored  with  others,  to  establish  j 
another  school,  which  afterwards  gaineil 
considerable  notoriety  under  the  name  of 
the  “North  Market  Mission,”  being  held 
in  North  Market  Hall.  This  Avas  really 
Moody’s  School,  and  under  bis  zealous 
care  was  the  means  of  bringing  many 
from  the  dens  of  vice  and  filth,  surround- 
ing the  locality  of  the  school,  into  the  ] 
sweet  sunshine  of  the  Gospel;  many  a 
child,  pincheil  with  hunger  and  chilled 
with  cold,  ‘unwashed,  uncombed,  bare- 
footed and  in  rags,  with  no  covering  on 
its  head  save  the  tangled  mass  of  un- 
combed hair,  was  brought  forth,  from  the 
corrupting  influences  of  its  own  home, 
clothed,  fed,  and  provi<led  with  a home, 
pervaded  by  a purer,  moral  atmosphei'c; 
and  where  both  hands  and  mind  could  be 
educ.ited  to  something  good  and  useful. 

Afterwards  Moody  was  enabled  by  the 
aid  of  friends  to  erect  a large  building, 
especially  designed  for  his  school,  where 
also  public  sei-vices  were  held  eaidi  Sab- 
bath, besides  attending  continually  other 
meetings  of  a religious  and  benevolent 
character.  During  the  war,  he  spent 
consider.able  time  in  visiting  the  sick  and 
wounded  in  the  hospitals,  and  administer- 
ing to  both  their  spiritual  as  well  as  phys- 
ical wants. 

Laboritkg  in  various  places  in  the 
United  States  in  various  ways  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  cause  of  religion,  he, 
last  year  went  to  England,  where  he  soon 
became  exceedingly  popular,  and  the 
jteople  came  to  hear  him  in  vast  multi- 
tudes. From  ten  to  twenty  thousand  and 
even  more,  came  together  from  time  to 
time  as  his  meetings  were  continued,  to 
hear  the  American  evangelist,  whose 
fame  has  now  resounded  throughout  the 
Chnstian  world. 

Upon  his  return  to  this  country,  he 
preached  a M'hile  in  New  York  Citv  and 
also  in  Philadelphia,  where  from  five  to 
fifteen  thousand  often  gathered  together 
to  hear  him.  And  now  he  has  returned 
i<>  the  ci  y of  his  adoption  and  engaged 
as  :ihove  ndated. 

ten  <»r  twelve  years  had  [»assed 
away  since  last  we  met  or  saw  each  other. 
And  we  fell  a very  strong  desire  to  listen 
to  a discourse  by  iin  old  acqtiaintance  and 
friend,  whom  we  had  not  Imird  for  so 
many  yearu,  and  whrse  labors  and 


mons  have  gained  an  infiuenee  and  i><>p- 
ularity  in  the  religious  world,  beyond  that 
of  any  man  in  our  country. 

On  Saturday  evening,  Nov.  4th, ( we 
reac  bed  Chillicotho,  Mo.,  and  sj^ent  the 
Sabbath  with  our  brother,  J.  S.  Funk, 
who  is  engaged  in  business  in  that  place. 
On  Sabbath  morning  and  evening  we  at- 
tended services  at  the  Presbyterian 
Clmri-h  and  spent  the  day  very  pleas- 
antly. Our  Presbyterian  friends  are  cer- 
tainly a very  earnest  anjJ  warm-hearted 
people.  They  try  to  make  the  stranger 
feel  at  home  'among  them.  They  main- 
tain an  interesting  Sabbatli  School,  and 
the  hour  spent  in  the  Hible  Class  was 
both  pleasant  and  profitable. 

On  Monday  evening  we  arrived  at  Hal- 
stead, Kansas,  where  the  Men.  Hoard  of 
Guardians  bad  appointed  a Conference  on 
I Tuesday  the  7tli,  which  was  chiefly  the 
object  of  our  visit  to  Kansas  at  this  time. 
Here  we  met  Hio.  Isaac  Kilmer  of  Elk- 
hart Co.,  who  had  preceded  us  about  two 
weeks.  The  Conference  of  the  Western 
District  of  the  New  School  Mennouites 
was  held  at  the  same  place  on  ^Monday, 
and  on  Tuesday  was  held  the  Conference 
of  the  Hoard  of  Guardians,  of  which  an 
account  is  given  in  another  column  ^f 
this  paper.  The  Conference  of  the  Hoard 
closed  on  Wednesday  noon;  in  the  aftor- 
nooji,  we  went,  in  company,  with  several 
brethren,  to  visit  the  Church  in  charge  of 
Hro.  Dietrich  Goeddert,  .and  the  next 
day  had  services  in  their  Emigrant  house, 
where  a large  number  of  people  as- 
sembled. In  the  afternoon  another  ser- 
vice was  held  at  the  house  of  Hro.  Jacob 
Klaasen.  And  in  the  evening  Ave  had 
another  service  where  also  a large  number 
AA'ere  present  at  the  house  oi  Hro.  Goed- 
dert. 

On  Fridiyv,  we  visited  Hro.  Jacob 
Stuckey’s  Church  where  a serA'ice  was 
held  in  the  Emigrant  house,  erected  for  the 
accomodation  of  tlic  people  Avhen  they 
first  .amved  on  their  land  and  had  no 
houses  built.  A large  congregation  was 
present,  and  we  had  a pleasant  and  inter- 
esting meeting.  In  the  afternoon  we  vis- 
ited  Hro.  Stuckey’s  son-in-law',  wdiere  a 
number  met  together,  and  in  the  evening 
: another  short  service  Avas  held. 

[ On  Saturday,  Hro.  Stuckey  .accompa- 
nied us  to  the  Canton  Church,  Avhere 
services  Avero  held  in  their  new'  meeting- 
house. They  have  built  themselves  a 
very  neat  and  comf« triable  bouse  wbieh 
they  intend  to  use  as  a school-house  an*l 
! meeting-house.  The  house  Avas  well  filled, 
audr  -the  people  gaA<*  good  attention  to 
the  remarks  made.  VVe  couhl  not  help 
observing  the  jirogress  they  have  made 
within  the  hast  year.  They  have  certain- 
ly not  been  idle,  'rheir  houses  are  in 
much  better  condition;  tliey  liave  the 
means  of  keeping  Avarm,  by  using  corn 
cobs,  corn  stalks  and  coarse  A\eeds  for 
fuel;  most,  if  not  all,  of  them,  have  har- 
vestjedlwh^at  and  corn  enough  to  supply 


tlicni  AA'ith  seed  and  bread  for  the  year; 
they  have  coaa's  and  oxen,  and  a feAv 
young  cattle,  hogs,  chickens,  <fcc.;  they 
iiav'C  sown  considerable  AA’heat,  some  as 
much  as  tAveuty  acres,  others  less,  which 
looks  AA'ell,  and  with  the  blessing  of  Gf»d 
they  will  gather  again  next  year  suftieienl 
to  supjily  them.  The  number  of  needy 
AA'idoAA’s  has  been  reduced  from  some 
: tAA-entv-tAvo  to  tAvelve.  Taking  all  things 
into  consideration,  their  natural  condition 
and  prospects  are  very  fair;  they  hiivt“ 
made  j)rogre.ss  and  may  safely  hope  for 
better  times.  If  their  spiritual  condition 
Avas  as  good,  and  the  Church  stood  on  as 
fair  a footing  Avith  as  good  a prospect  be- 
fore them,  for  groAvth  in  grace  and  spirit- 
ual advancement,  avc  should  feel  w<‘ll  sat- 
isfied, but  AA'ith  some  of  them,  brotherly 
love  and  Christian  sympathy  arc  not  as 
strong  as  they  should  he;  hut  avc  hope  th.at 
they  may  speedily  learn,  to  a greater  de- 
gree, to  appreciate  what  God  has  done 
for  them,  botli  in  a temporal  and  6}ririt0al 
sense,  and  Avith  all  their  hearts,  set  about 
cultivating  the  spiritual  field  and  im- 
proving the  condition  of  the  Church. 
Arnangciuents  liaA'e  been  made  to  hold 
for  them  regular  services,  each  Sabbath, 
hy  some  of  the  neighboring  ministers, 
and  Ave  trust  that  some  good  may  be  ac- 
compliblied.  We  feel  sure  that  many  of 
them  are  trying  to  do  ^cir  part  in  thn- 
direction,  and  Ave  feel  tiial  Avith  all  ot 
them,  Avhen  they  do  make  a mistake,  it  is 
more  an  error  of  the  mind,  a misconcep- 
tion of  Avliat  their  duty  is,  than  a Avilllnl 
disregard  of  God’s  laAv,  the  great  law  of 
love;  and  aa  c trust  they  Avill  all  try  to  he 
faithful  to  God,  obedient  to  the  counsels 
and  instructions  of  their  ministers,  ami 
thus  seek  to  labor  for  the  pioinotion  of 
truth  and  holiness  among  tliem,  ami  tlm 
honor  and  glory  of  God.

0\ir  min-  ji 
istering  brethren  who  ha\'e  traveled  about  I 
from  place  to  place,  visiting  the  eburch- 
es,  have  no  doubt,  often  observed,  that  1 
where  in  the  public  services,  the  whole  t 
congregation,  old  and  young,  large  and  t 
small,  would  take  an  active  part  in  the  t 
singing,  there  seemed  to  exist  a more  gen-  r 
eral  interest  in  the  work  of  Christ,  and  a j 
more  earnest  striving  after  the  things  t 
which  are  from  above,  and  even  better  at-  t 
tention  was  often  given  to  the  ])reacher,  s 
than  where  only  a few,  and  that  perhaps  a 
of  the  older  members,  took  part  in  sing-  i 
iug.  It  is  indeed  a deplorable  fact,  that  t 
in  many  of  our  Menuonite  churches  this  ( 
irapoiiaut  part  of  the  services  of  God,  so  1 
conduciA'e  to  the  edification  and  advance-  i 
ment  of  the  children  of  God,  has  been  so  1 
sadly  neglected.  Fcav  seem  to  interest 
themselves  in  the  matter  suflicieutly  to  in- 
duce them  to  make  any  effort  to  improve 
or  advance  this  part  of  public  worship. 

Singing  is  indeed  of  no  less  import- 
ance in  our  Avorship  than  prayer  or  preach- 
ing, but  few  seem  to  esteem  it  as  such. 

' The  tastes  of  persons  differ  very  greatly. 
Some  are  moved  to  the  performance'  of 
their  Christian  duties  by  an  earnest  dis- 
• course,  others  by  a sincere  prayer,  and 
others  again  are  thrilled  hy  the  sweet 
tones  of  music.  Often  indeed  has  the 
i singing  of  a good  hymn  been  the  means 
, of  awakening  the  impenitent  to  a sense 
1 of  their  lost  condition,  Avhile  it  is  no  less 
! beneficial  in  strengthening  and  encourag- 
ing the  believer  in  bis  faith,  and  filling 
- his  mind  with  higher,  nobler,  and  better 
1 thoughts.  Hence,  Avhen  we  neglect  our 
1 singing,  the  church  must  necessjuily  suf 
t;  fer;  her  progress  is  hindered  and  many 
s good  influences  are  lost. 

Singing  is  one  of  the  best  means  wliere- 
Y bv  to  interest  the  young  ami  bring  them 
I to  the  pale  of  the  church,  and  we  believe 
s that  if  a more  earnest  effort  would  be 
r made  on  the  part  of  the  church  in  this 
; direction,  and  to  give  them  the  necessary 
d practice  and  instruction,  to  enable  them 
it  to  take  part  in  the  public  services,  it 
t would  not  only  be  the  intjaijs  of  making 
l-  the  serA'ices  more  pleasant  and  interesting 
o to  all,  but  might,  in  many  cases,  prove  the 
means  of  keeping  the  young  people  under 
the  influence  of  the  church,  and  lead  them 
finally  U>  become  members  of  the  same. 

In  the  cburcbes  Avhere  Imt  few  or  none 
of  th(‘  young  pi'Oplc  take  part  in  church 
rf  singing,  it  is  most  always  the  case  that 
,o  they  are  not  familiar  either  with  the  hymn 
e or  the  tune.  The  same  difiiculty  exists 
o with  the  older  members,  and  often  Ave 
y hear  peraf/nS,  who  otherwise  good 


singers,  when  recpiested  to  lead  in  sing- 
ing a hymn,  excusing  themselves  ou  the 
ground  that  they  had  no  suitable  tune. 
This  dilliculty  arises  in  a great  measure 


from  a want  of  practice,  and  very  natu- 
rally Avill  this  dimculty  grow  and  increase 
as  Tong  as  no  efforts  are  made,  to  give 
both  old  and  young  an  opportunity  to 
practice  and  learn,  until  finally  there  will 
be  very  few  who  are  able  to  sing. 

But  how  shall  this  matter  be  remedied? 

1.  By  parents  and  others  who  have  the 
talents  to  sing  taking  hold  and  seeing 
that  the  children  learn  to  sing  church 
tunes  at  home,  and  2.  by  the  churches 
making  such  airangemeiits  that  both 
young  and  old,  may  have  the  opportunity 
to  meet  together  from  time  to  time  and 
sing  together  such  tunes  and  hymns  , as 
are  usually  sung  in  public  service.  It 
Avould  be  an  excellent  plan  for  the  breth- 
ren and  sisters,  and  all  Avho  have  the  gift 
to  sing,  to  meet  together  on  Sunday  aft- 
ernoon,'at  the  meeting-house  or  at  a school- 
house  for  this  pui*pose.  In  this  manner 
many  of  the  old  forgotten  tunes  might 
be  learned  anew,  and  especially  our  young 
people  Avho  are  so  little  acquainted  Avith 
church  tunes  generally, might  have  the  op- 
portunity to  learn  them;an(iwebelieve  that 
the  greatest  number  of  onr  young  people 
would  gladly  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity thus  to  improve  their  vocal  abilities. 

’I'o  accomplish  this,  a good  “Tune 
Hook  ’ of  course  will  be  necessary.  And 
for  ibis  purpose  we  can  in  every  respect

AN  EXAMPLE  FOR 
CHILDREN. 


It  is  vei  v natural  for  children  to  imitate  : 
some  one,  or  to  pattcni  after  older  per- 
sons, both  in  s])eaking  and  acting.  First  ; 
their  parents,  then  their  associates,  and 
afterwards  those  of  high  standing.  I 
hope  the  children  who  read  these  lines  will 
always  pattern  after  those  who  act  after 
the  niles  of  the  Bible  — those  who  are 
honest,  truthful,  loving  and  kind.  Do 
not,  by  any  means,  imitate  the  wicked,-— 
those  wdio  are  filthy  in  their  habits,  di.s- 
honest,  distru.stful,  untruthful,  disobedi- 
ent to  their  parents,  who  use  vulgar  and 
profane  language,  and  who  take  the 
name  of  God" in  vain;  for  if  you  form  any 
of  their  bad  habits  wliile  you  are  young, 
it  will  be  very  hard  for  you  to  break  off 
from  them  when  you  are  old,  and  will  be 
very  apt  to  make  bad  men  and  women 
out  of  yon,  such  as  good  people  will  not 
respect,  and  upon  whom  God  will  look 
with  displeasure.

Like  all  other  associations  of  childhood, 
the  manner  of  spending  the  Lord’s-day  at 
home  will  make  an  impression  that  time 
wall  not  weaken.  If  it  is  made  a day  of 
austerity  and  of  gloom  to  the  child, 
the  lad  will  be  glad  of  the  first  season  of 
liberty  to  change  it  to  a day  of  pleasure, 
and  it  Avill  be  very  difficult  ever  to  bring 
the  man  to  regard  it  in  a pleasing  light. 
It  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  therefore, 
to  know  Avhat  is  the  proper  way  of  observ- 
ing the  Sabbath,  and  how  to  train  chil- 
dren to  the  duty.  To  answer  the  first  in- 
quiry, we  must  learn  from  Scripture  the 
history  and  design  of  the  observance;  the 
nature  of  the  events  commemorated;  the 
manner  in  which  the  day  is  spoken  of,  the 
example  of  our  Lord  and  his  disciples;  the 
duties  enjoined  and  the  things  forbidden 
in  regard  to  it.  The  result  of  such  an  in- 
v'estigation  Avill  be  that  the  Lord’s-day  is 
a season  of  rest;  of  suspension  of  secular 
employments  and  pleasures;  a joyful 
commemoration  of  the  resurrection ; a day 
for  spiritual  improvement;  a day  for  do- 
ing good. 

To  train  children  to  obsCTve  the  day  in 
the  right  way,  Christian  parents  must,  of  1 
course,  keep  it  in  a manner  consistent 
with  these  facts.  They  Avill  allow  no 
worldly  business  or  amusements  to  be  pur- 
sued; they  Avill  lead  their  families  to  con- 
template tlie  glorious  event  of  the  triumph 
of  the  Redeemer  over  death ; their  con- 
versation and  countenances  will  indicate 
peace,  and  kindness,  and  love:  they  AAdll 
instruct  their  children  wdth  cheerfulness 
in  their  duties  to  their  Creator  and  Savior, 
and  take  them  gently  and  kindly  to  him 
in  prayer  and  praise;  public  worship  will 
he  regularly  and  punctually  attended,  and 
the  t^ernacles  of  the  Lord  will  be  visited, 
and  spoken  of  as  amiable — lovely.

“WAR,  AND  RUMORS  OF  WAR.” 

A general  war  in  Europe  is  a thing 
that  ms^  looked  for  at  almost  any 
■ time.  Just,  now,  through  the  interposi- 


tion of  Russia,  an  armistice  exists  between 
Turkey  and  the  Servian  provinces,  but 
the  indications  are  that  the  tz'uce  will  not 
last  much  longer.  Turkey  is  unwilling 
I to  make  peace  on  any  basis  that  does  not 
fully  establish  her  power  over  the  Euto- 
pean  provinces,  and  this  is  understood  ^ to 
mean  a renewal  of  the  oppression  Avhich 
has  been  exercised  over  these  Christian 
communities  for  hundreds  of  years.  The 
prevailing  religion  in  them  is  that  of  the 
Greek  church,  which  is  also  the  national 
faith  of  Russia.  The  emperor  and  his 
people  are  naturally  unwilling  to  see  their 
co-religionists  again  made  the  victims  of 
Mahometan  intolerance,  and  are  there- 
fore ready  to  avail  themselves  of  the  first 
good  chance  to  drive  the  Turks  entirely 
out  of  Europe.  It  need  not  surprise  any 
one,  therefore , if  there  is  a general  ad- 
vance upon  Constantinople  from  the  Rus- 
sian frontier  at  an  early  day.  England,

defense  of  her  old  ally,  Turkw,  at  a mo- 
ment’s notice,  and  hostility  to  Russian  en- 
terprise is  the  predominant  feeling  among 
the  ruling  classes.  The  cruel  outrages 
committed  by  the  Turks  upon  the  Servians 
excited  great  popular  resentment  against 
them  in  the  minds  of  the  common  people, 
and  a war  with  Russia  in  their  behalf 
would  not  be  greeted  with  approval  by 
them.  If  Great  Britian  shall  in  the  end 
be  led  into  armed  support  of  Turkey,  with 
all  her  enormities,  the  spectacle  will  be  a 
pitiable  one  to  the  entire  civdlized  world.

— A violent  cyclone  passed  over  Cen- 
tral America  on  the  3rd  and  4th  of  Octo- 
ber, in  Avhich  the  town  of  Managua  in 
Nicaragua,  was  inundated  and  about  400 
houses  blown  down;  and  at  BlcAvdields, 
on  the  Mosquito  Coast,  300  houses  were 
destroyed.
